These  Articles  of  Incorporation  of 


The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society 

Witnesseth,  That  we,  the  undersigned,  all  of  whom  are  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  Ohio,  desiring  to  form  a corporation  not  for 
profit,  under  the  general  corporation  laws  of  said  State,  do  hereby 
certify: 

First.  The  name  of  said  corporation  shall  be  The  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society. 

Second.  Said  corporation  shall  be  located  and  its  principal 
business  transacted  at  the  City  of  Cleveland,  in  Cuyahoga  County, 
Ohio. 

’ Third.  The  purpose  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  is 
not  profit,  but  is  to  discover,  collect  and  preserve  whatever  relates 
to  the  history,  biography,  genealogy  and  antiquities  of  Ohio  and 
the  West;  and  of  the  people  dwelling  therein,  including  the  physical 
history  and  condition  of  that  State;  to  maintain  a museum  and 
library,  and  to  extend  knowledge  upon  the  subjects  mentioned,  by 
literary  meetings,  by  publication  and  by  other  proper  means.

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DIRECTORS’  REPORT 
Gentlemen  : — 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the 
work  of  our  Society  for  the  year  just  closed.  During 
this  time  the  greatest  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  enlarg- 
ing the  usefulness  of  the  library  to  its  users  and  increas- 
ing the  space  and  cases  for  its  book  collections. 

The  year  before,  steel  cases  had  been  placed  in  the 
basement,  for  our  newspaper  collection.  In  September 
of  the  past  year  ten  double  steel  book-stacks  were  placed 
on  the  third  floor.  The  seats  in  the  auditorium  on  the 
two  sides  had  been  taken  up  and  stored.  Later  those  in 
the  center  were  removed  and  the  whole  lot  sold.  The 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  same  was  placed  in  the 
permanent  endowment  fund.  These  steel  cases  afforded 
space  for  some  10,000  volumes  but  barely  more  than  suf- 
ficient room  for  the  books  that  had  accumulated  during 
the  last  few  years  and  no  room  provided  for  the  mag- 
nificent collection  of  books  on  the  Civil  War  which  our 
President  had  presented  to  the  Society. 

Estimates  had  been  made  for  flooring  over  the  well- 
hole  on  the  third  floor  and  erecting  steel  stacks  on  this  at 
such  future  time  when  funds  could  be  procured  for  it. 
The  latter,  however,  seemed  impossible  to  be  accom- 
plished this  year  unless  some  one  or  more  came  forward 
with  extra  help  in  this  direction.  The  attention  of  one 
of  our  Trustees,  Mr.  Ralph  King,  wTas  called  to  the  fact 
that  although  Mr.  Palmer’s  gift  had  been  housed  in  the 
building  for  several  years,  the  collection  was  still  in  the 
original  packing  cases  and  no  place  had  been  provided 
for  the  proper  shelving  of  it.  Your  Director  was  asked 
to  get  revised  figures,  which  v7as  done,  but  upon  consul- 
tation with  the  architect,  wTe  vrere  advised  that  the  con- 
struction work  as  planned  for  flooring  this  well-hole 
space  would  have  to  be  enlarged  upon  at  considerable 
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added  expense.  Therefore  the  only  alternative  was  to 
remove  the  stage  and  the  wall  between  this  and  a small 
passageway  back  of  it.  On  receiving  the  estimates  for 
this  revised  plan,  they  were  found  to  be  much  lower  and 
the  change  far  more  desirable,  as  it  would  open  up  the 
third  floor  better  for  light  and  ventilation,  and  create  a 
valuable  space  for  the  book  cases. 

On  submitting  these  revised  figures  to  Mr.  King, 
he  authorized  the  Director  to  go  ahead  and  let  the  con- 
tract for  the  necessary  changes  and  for  the  steel  shelv- 
ing, the  expense  of  which  he  would  personally  bear.  In 
addition  to  this,  Mr.  King  also  furnished  the  means  to 
fit  up  a room  on  the  third  floor  with  specially  designed 
cases  for  the  accommodation  of  the  “Charles  G.  King 
Collection  on  Costume”  and  its  future  growth. 

In  placing  the  contract  for  shelving,  Mr.  Myron  I. 
Arms,  chairman  of  the  executive  board  of  the  General 
Fireproofing  Company,  who  has  been  deeply  interested 
in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  Western  Reserve,  per- 
sonally made  a liberal  concession  on  the  contract  price. 

When  the  plastering  was  finished  after  the  removal 
of  the  old  wall,  the  room  looked  dingy  with  dirt,  for  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  walls  of  the  building 
have  never  been  painted  or  decorated  since  it  was  erected 
in  1896.  It  seemed  that  the  work  done  thus  far  would 
be  marred  if  the  room  could  not  be  decorated.  For- 
tunately Mrs.  Peter  M.  Hitchcock,  who  had  been  in  the 
Library  consulting  books,  looked  over  the  improvements 
that  were  being  made  and  felt  as  we  did  about  the  paint- 
ing and  offered  personally  an  amount  which  enabled 
us  to  have  it  done. 

Thus  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Ralph  King, 
we  are  able  to  fit  up  the  third  floor  with  cases  to  accom- 
modate the  book  part  of  the  collection  on  the  Civil  War 
and  the  collection  on  Costume,  and  through  the  generos- 
ity of  Mrs.  Hitchcock  this  floor  has  been  made  most  at- 
tractive by  the  decorations.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
others  of  the  Society’s  friends  will  recognize  what  an 
added  appearance  a little  paint  has  given  to  the  rooms 
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thus  far  treated  and  will,  like  Mrs.  Hitchcock  volunteer 
to  finance  the  balance  of  the  work.* 

In  addition  to  shelving,  ample  space  for  investiga- 
tors to  work  has  been  provided.  These  changes  have 
necessitated  a large  amount  of  shifting  and  assorting 
and  the  final  disposal  of  much  material  which  had  been 
accumulating  for  years  on  the  third  floor  and  in  the 
attic.  Every  item  had  to  be  handled  and  books  irrele- 
vant to  our  collection  were  listed  for  exchange  or  sale. 
Great  care  has  been  exerted  to  retain  every  item  that 
possibly  would  be  wanted  in  our  collections  as  they  grow 
and  reach  out  in  the  work  of  the  society  along  the  line 
of  history  and  its  closely  allied  subjects. 

Membership 

The  membership  of  the  Society  has  increased  dur- 
ing the  year  as  the  statistics  show.  We  have  lost  by 
death  one  Patron,  two  Life  and  three  Annual  Mem- 
bers. Mrs.  Peter  M.  Hitchcock  has  taken  out  a life 
membership.  The  list  now  stands  (Sept.  1st,  1915), 
37  Patrons,  91  Life  and  199  Annual  Members.  Of  the 
latter  there  are  some  twenty-two  who  have  not  yet  paid 
their  dues  for  the  year. 

Necrology 

On  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  among  the  Life 
Members  of  the  Society,  we  have  lost  one,  who,  although 
only  during  the  last  few  years  had  been  actively  con- 
nected with  the  work,  yet  had  shown  such  a broad,  sym- 
pathetic and  keen  insight  into  what  we  are  trying  to  ac- 
complish, that  it  will  be  hard  to  fill  his  place.  I refer 
to  Dr.  Dudley  P.  Allen.  No  man  had  a clearer  viewT  of 
not  only  the  importance  of  an  organization  of  this  kind, 
but  also  an  intimate  knowdedge  of  its  needs,  and  was 
willing  at  all  times  to  aid  largely  in  its  undertakings. 

*Between  the  reading  of  this  report  and  its  publishing,  friends 
of  the  Society  have  done  not  only  this  but  more,  a full  account  of 
which  will  appear  in  our  next  report. 
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Besides  financial  assistance,  many  items  have  come  to 
the  Museum  and  Library  from  the  collections  that  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Allen  had  formed. 

Dr.  Henry  Churchill  King,  President  of  Oberlin 
College  and  life-long  friend  of  Dr.  Allen,  has  kindly 
furnished  us  with  the  following  sketch  of  his  life.  With 
this  valued  sketch  from  such  a source,  further  words 
from  us  would  be  futile. 

Dr.  Dudley  Peter  Allen 

To  pay  tribute  to  Dr.  Allen  is  to  pay  tribute  to  a 
distinguished  surgeon,  a citizen  of  marked  public  spirit 
and  of  wide  and  enduring  service,  and  a Christian  gen- 
tleman with  scientific,  artistic  and  moral  enthusiasm, 
who  built  his  life  into  important  institutions,  and  proved 
himself  in  all  his  activities  alike  a discreet  and  most 
valued  counsellor  and  a loyal  and  devoted  friend. 

Dr.  Allen  was  born  at  Kinsman,  Ohio,  March  25, 
1852,  his  father  and  grandfather  both  having  been  phy- 
sicians before  him.  His  father  moved  to  Oberlin  in  the 
sixties  and  became  one  of  Oberlin’s  most  esteemed  and 
beloved  physicians.  Dr.  Allen’s  later  boyhood  was  thus 
spent  in  Oberlin,  and  he  graduated  from  its  college  in 
the  class  of  1875  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
His  health  compelled  him  to  intermit  his  college  work 
for  a year  in  the  midst  of  his  course,  and  he  used  this 
year  to  roam  at  leisure  through  the  wide  realms  of  lit- 
erature. Pie  always  looked  back  to  this  year  as  laying 
the  foundation  for  his  literary  interest.  It  was  also  the 
beginning  of  his  discriminating  literary  taste.  Upon 
the  basis  of  his  college  work  he  proceeded  to  build  as 
thorough  a medical  training  as  the  world  could  then 
give  him.  He  won  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
from  Harvard  University  in  1879;  spent  the  following 
year  as  a resident  house  physician  in  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  at  Boston;  put  the  years  1880-82  into 
medical  study  in  Europe,  at  Paris,  P>eiburg,  Berlin, 
Vienna,  London  and  Leipsic;  and  the  fall  of  1882  into 
further  study  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  supple- 
mented in  1887  by  still  other  study  abroad. 
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His  entire  medical  career  of  twenty-eight  years 
was  spent  in  Cleveland,  beginning  in  1888  and  continu- 
ing to  the  time  of  his  recent  retirement  from  practice 
in  1910.  His  medical  teaching  covered  the  same  period, 
since  he  began  his  teaching  as  a lecturer  on  minor  sur- 
gery in  the  Medical  Department  of  Western  Reserve 
University  in  1884,  and  had  been,  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement,  for  seventeen  years  Professor  of  Surgery. 
During  these  years  he  was  successively  visiting  surgeon, 
at  the  Cleveland  City  Hospital,  Charity  Hospital,  and 
Lakeside  Hospital  and  won  a national  reputation  as  a 
surgeon,  being  called  for  critical  operations  to  many 
parts  of  the  country.  In  the  meantime  he  was  contrib- 
uting numerous  special  papers  to  medical  journals. 
The  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  medical  associates 
were  shown  at  different  times  by  his  election  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  Medical  Society  and  as  President  of 
the  American  Surgical  Association.  When  even  a lay- 
man attempts  to  visualize  the  extent  and  quantity  of 
the  humanitarian  service  involved  in  so  long  and  dis- 
tinguished a medical  practice  as  that  of  Dr.  Allen,  he 
gets  a new  sense  of  the  man’s  work. 

The  judgment  of  Dr.  Allen’s  medical  colleagues 
makes  clear  how  large  a place  he  held  in  his  profession, 
and  no  sketch  of  Dr.  Allen’s  life  could  be  adequate  that 
failed  to  include  such  estimates.  Dr.  John  P.  Sawyer 
writes  of  him:  • , 

“For  many  years  Doctor  Allen  was  a leader,  and  for 
long  the  leader  of  professional  activities  in  this  district.  A 
wider  held  than  this  has  felt  the  powerful  influence  for 
progress  and  good  work  to  which  he  always  gave  his  aid,  and 
for  which  end  he  always  zealously  labored.  State  and  national 
associations  were  eager  to  enroll  him,  and  in  good  season  to 
work  under  his  directing  presidency. 

Honored  at  home  in  State  and  Nation,  we  mourn  the 
proven  man,  a master  whose  counsel  and  great  powers  were 
even  now  being  sought  in  broader  fields  where  the  workers 
are  few  and  from  which  he  will  be  sadly  missed.” 
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And,  to  like  import,  Dr.  John  II.  Lowman  says: 

“In  the  meantime  the  man  had  grown  until  he  ranked 
with  the  leading  surgeons  of  the  country.  His  development 
had  been  remarkably  even,  and  he  operated  equally  well  in 
all  departments  of  general  surgery.  He  was  strongly  opposed 
to  surgical  specialties,  and  always  held  that  a surgeon  should 
be  equal  to  all  the  demands  that  surgery  could  make  upon  him. 
He  was  familiar  with  the  literature  of  his  subject;  contributed 
to  medical  journals,  and  was  thoroughly  up  in  his  department.” 

And  Dr.  John  B.  Deaver  indicates  certain  special  ele- 
ments of  strength  in  Dr.  Allen’s  medical  work: 

“Doctor  Allen’s  standing  in  the  surgical  world  must  be 
judged  by  his  ability  as  a hospital  organizer,  as  a teacher  of 
surgery  and  operator,  and  by  the  inspiration  of  his  personal 
contact Dudley  P.  Allen  will  always  be  remem- 

bered in  this  community  as  a highly  successful  practitioner  of 
surgery;  his  reputation  abroad  will  endure  as  an  inspiring 
teacher  of  surgical  principles,  as  the  leading  spirit  in  the  de- 
velopment of  an  excellent  medical  school  and  hospital,  and  fin- 
ally, as  a leader  in  the  societies  devoted  to  the  improvement  of 
his  specialty.” 

These  testimonies  of  physicians  who  spoke  at  the 
memorial  services  for  Dr.  Allen,  are  quite  in  line  with 
the  estimate  of  Dr,  II.  H.  Powell,  given  when  Dr.  Allen 
retired  from  active  practice : 

“As  diagnostician,  operator,  teacher  and  practicing  sur- 
geon I have  known  Dr.  Allen  for  thirty  years.  For  conscien- 
tious devotion  to  his  profession,  splendid  judgment  and  un- 
erring skill  I doubt  if  America  can  today  produce  a more  effi- 
cient physician  and  surgeon  than  Dr.  Dudley  Allen.” 

Of  Dr.  Allen’s  work  for  the  Lakeside  Hospital,  Dr. 
George  W.  Crile  said: 

“His  powers  of  organization,  his  high  standards  of  sur- 
gical work,  his  conscientious  devotion  to  duty  have  been  an 
inspiration  to  everyone  who  came  in  contact  with  him.” 
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And  Dr.  A.  J.  Ranney,  as  superintendent  of  Lakeside 
Hospital  added: 

“Dr.  Dudley  Allen  was  a model  of  all  that  one  should  seek 
as  head  of  the  surgical  department  of  an  institution  like  this. 
He  inspired  the  greatest  confidence  in  patient,  nurse  and 
assistant  in  his  work.  He  gave  to  every  case  the  best  he  had 
to  give.  Rich  and  poor  were  alike  to  him.  His  methods  of 
systemization  here  were  perfect,  and  he  left  a never  to  be  for- 
gotten lesson  of  devotion  to  duty  and  dignity  of  purpose.”  ■ 

It  was  characteristic  of  the  scientific  thoroughness 
and  farsightedness  of  the  man,  that  he  should  have 
devoted  himself  so  unstintedly  to  the  building  up  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  Western  Reserve  University, 
of  the  Cleveland  Medical  Library,  and  of  Lakeside 
Hospital.  Ke  coveted  for  Cleveland  sound  medical 
foundations  of  a higher  order,  and  he  built  his  life  into 
them.  Of  his  work  for  the  Cleveland  Medical  Library, 
Dr.  Sawyer  says: 

“To  his  foresight  and  long  continued,  painstaking  en- 
deavor is  due  in  great  degree  the  very  existence  of  this  now 
efficient  and  important  part  of  our  professional  development.” 

Nor  were  Dr.  Allen’s  interests  confined  to  his  pro- 
fession, crowded  as  his  professional  life  was.  It  is 
illustrative  of  the  breadth  of  interest  of  the  cultured 
man,  that  he  was  also  a trustee  of  the  Western  Reserve 
Historical  Society,  of  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art, 
and  of  other  similar  institutions.  Of  his  connection 
with  the  recently  formed  corporation  of  the  Cleveland 
Museum  of  Art,  Mr.  Hermon  A.  Kelley  wrote : 

“When  the  corporation  now  known  as  The  Cleveland 
Museum  of  Art  was  founded  a year  or  more  ago,  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  over  the  administration  of  the  new  Art  Museum 
then  under  construction,  there  was  just  one  vacancy  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  originally  made  up  of  the  members  of  the 
two  trusts  from  which  the  building  fund  had  come.  Recogniz- 
ing the  vital  necessity  of  choosing  a man  for  this  vacancy 
whose  preparation  and  qualification  in  the  field  of  Art  would 
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be  of  real  assistance  in  guiding  the  administration  of  the  new 
institution  in  the  best  paths,  and  whose  enthusiasm,  interest 
and  zeal  would  do  most  to  push  it  along  those  paths,  the 
trustees,  without  hesitation  and  almost  as  one  man,  turned  to 
Doctor  Allen.  The  wisdom  of  that  choice  has  never  for  one 
moment  been  in  doubt.  From  the  very  first  meeting  which  he 
attended,  everyone  felt  that  we  had  in  our  midst  not  only  a 
wise  counsellor  and  a refined  and  cultured  intelligence,  but 
what  was  even  of  more  importance,  a vital  force  which  would 
go  far  to  insure  the  success  of  the  new  institution. 
****** 

I need  not  say  that  in  Doctor  Allen’s  death,  not  only  the 
Cleveland  Museum  of  Art  as  an  institution,  but  the  art  inter- 
ests and  art  culture  of  Cleveland  have  lost  not  only  one  of 
their  best  friends,  but  also  one  of  their  most  active  and  effi- 
cient helpers.” 


His  Alma  Mater  honored  him  with  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1888,  and  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1908, 
and  elected  him  a member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
1898.  He  has  served  continuously  on  the  Board  since 
that  time,  a period  of  sixteen  years.  Dr.  Allen  was  a 
well-nigh  ideal  trustee.  Broadly  and  thoroughly 
trained,  scholar,  teacher,  and  man  of  science,  standing 
steadily  for  high  standards,  sensitive  to  the  esthetic  ele- 
ments of  the  college  life,  with  clear  insight  into  its  prob- 
lems, far-sighted  in  the  development  of  college  policies, 
tactful  and  thoughtful  in  his  personal  relations,  and  yet 
steadily  persistent  in  his  pursuit  of  a goal  once  set,  and 
loyal  to  his  duties  as  trustee  and  in  his  support  of  the 
College — he  was  a counsellor  and  friend  quite  beyond 
price.  A single  illustration  of  his  esthetic  interest  is 
seen  in  the  fact  that  while  still  a medical  student  at  col- 
lege, he  turned  to  Oberlin  its  first  set  of  art  photographs 
that  began  all  its  art  collections.  Such  men  cannot  be 
replaced.  Their  work  is,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  in- 
dividual and  unique.  Dr.  Allen  helped  repeatedly  in 
various  financial  campaigns  for  the  College,  and 
pledged  generously  for  the  new  Art  building  whose 
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erection  begins  in  the  spring.  His  counsel  in  the  work- 
ing out  of  the  plans  for  that  building,  as  well  as  in  the 
general  plans  of  the  College,  has  been  invaluable. 

In  all  this  varied  work  as  student  and  teacher  and 
physician  and  public  spirited  citizen  and  trustee,  he  re- 
vealed his  own  spirit — the  spirit  of  a man  of  ideas,  of 
conviction,  of  courage,  of  balanced  judgment,  of  esthet- 
ic feeling  and  of  moral  and  religious  convictions.  We 
shall  greatly  miss  him  in  all  these  ways  alike;  for,  as 
one  of  his  classmates  and  a fellow-trustee  writes: 

“He  was  a splendid  man  and  was  looking  forward  to 
years  of  usefulness  and  planning  for  many  lines  of  activity, 
impossible  to  him  when  in  the  midst  of  his  great  professional 
practice/' 

Many  of  his  friends  would  echo  the  words  of  his  fellow- 
trustee,  Senator  Burton: 

“I  had  hoped  that  after  his  retirement  from  surgical  work 
he  would  live  a long  number  of  years,  giving  the  benefits  of 
his  very  valuable  activity  to  philanthropic  and  benevolent  work 
for  which  he  was  so  well  qualified.” 

But  there  was  one  fact  concerning  Dr.  Allen, 
not  known  probably  to  many  even  of  his  associates,  that 
deserves  a word  of  mention  if  we  are  truly  to  appreciate 
his  life  of  cheer.  I may  let  one  of  his  college  classmates, 
also  a fellow-trustee,  express  it : 

“Dudley  was  never  rugged.  He  knew  the  limitations 
upon  his  strength;  but  he  kept  up  such  a brave,  bluff,  hearty, 
smiling  presence  that  few  suspected  the  struggle  he  maintained, 
He  talked  with  us  about  it  in  his  school  days  long  ago,  and 
let  some  of  us  realize  his  load.  He  was  an  example  of  courage 
against  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to — of  how  a man  can  be 
bright  and  genial  under  suffering  and  brighten  others  by  keep- 
ing too  busy  to  complain.  In  this  broad  genial,  bright  sunny 
spirit  he  lived  and  died.” 


Always  the  life  of  any  company  in  which  he  was, 
it  is  difficult  even  for  those  who  knew  him  well  to  realize 
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the  constant  struggle  against  physical  limitations  that 
was  involved, 

I have  been  thinking  much  in  the  recent  months 
that  the  highest  produce  of  education  may  be  said  to  be 
the  thoughtful  man,  in  the  widest  interpretation  of  those 
words.  That  would  mean  a thinking  man,  a man  with 
insight  into  the  laws  of  life,  a man  of  inner  intellectual 
integrity,  a man  wrho  can  see  things  in  true  proportion, 
a considerate  man,  and  a man  entering  into  the  great 
intellectual  and  spiritual  heritage  of  the  race.  And 
that  would  demand,  in  turn,  a man  characterized  by  the 
scientific  spirit,  the  historical  spirit,  the  philosophic 
mind,  esthetic  appreciation,  the  social  consciousness,  and 
religious  discernment  and  commitment.  It  is  to  Dr. 
Allen’s  high  honor,  that  we  can  say  that  few  men  so 
fill  out  this  conception  of  the  thoughtful  man  as  did  he, 
our  associate  and  friend  and  helper.  Every  point  in 
that  characterization  might  be  dwrelt  upon  as  character- 
istic of  him. 
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Alfred  Atmore  Pope 

Mr.  Alfred  At  more  Pope,  a patron  of  the  Society, 
died  at  his  home  in  Farmington,  Connecticut,  August 
5th,  1913. 

Mr.  Pope  was  born  in  North  Vassalboro,  Maine,  in 
1842.  His  parents,  Alton  and  Theodate  (Stackpole) 
Pope  were  descendants  of  Quaker  families  of  New 
England  and  Pennsylvania. 

When  but  a mere  boy  his  family  removed  to  Salem, 
Ohio,  where  his  school  days  were  spent.  In  the  early 
’CO’s  he  moved  to  Cleveland  where  he  engaged  in  the 
woolen  manufacturing  business  with  his  father  and 
brothers,  the  firm’s  name  being  Alton  Pope  and  Sons. 
About  1870  he  became  interested  in  the  malleable  iron 
industries  in  which  line  of  work  he  was  engaged  during 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  organized  the  Cleveland 
Malleable  Iron  Company  and  later  became  the  presi- 
dent of  The  National  Malleable  Castings  Company, 
which  position  he  held  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
was  also  the  president  of  The  Eberhard  Manufacturing 
Company  from  the  time  of  its  organization  in  1879. 

No  better  characterization  of  the  personal  and  busi- 
ness side  of  Mr.  Pope’s  life  can  be  had  than  those  con- 
tained in  the  memorials  adopted  by  the  directors  of  The 
National  Malleable  Castings  Company,  and  the  Eber- 
hard Manufacturing  Company,  from  which  we  quote 
verbaturn : 

“When  we  think  of  his  remarkable  intellect,  his  sound 
judgment  and  keen  vision,  his  powers  of  absorption  and  zeal 
for  thoroughness  in  knowledge  and  workmanship,  his  youthful 
enthusiasm,  his  great  patience  and  physical  endurance,  we 
understand,  to  some  extent,  the  reason  for  his  pre-eminence. 
His  interest  in  art,  in  history  and  philosophy,  in  higher  educa- 
tion, to  which  he  contributed  largely  of  his  time  and  means, 
not  to  speak  of  his  intense  enjoyment  of  many  of  the  popular 
recreations,  evidences  the  breadth  and  versatility  of  his  nature. 
His  unusual  appreciation  of  the  beautiful,  not  only  brought 
him  great  pleasure  in  the  realm  of  art,  but  added  a unique 
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distinction  to  many  products  of  his  commercial  genius.  He 
was  an  idealist  and  he  made  his  idealism  practical  and  effective 
in  his  business.” 

“His  even  justice,  untiring  patience,  his  gift  for  seeing 
and  developing  the  talents  of  others,  the  confidence  he  gave, 
and  inspired  in  his  associates  lightened  and  made  fruitful  the 
long  sustained  organized  effort  needful  in  our  time  to  business 
pre-eminence. 

“Mr.  Pope  was  of  those  who  know  no  line  of  cleavage 
between  commercial  and  personal  life.  The  white  integrity 
of  his  character  was  impressed  on  all  his  transactions.  A long 
active,  strenuous,  business  career  left  his  pure  ideals  untar- 
nished and  unchanged;  and,  in  the  minds  of  his  associates,  his 
commercial  genius  was  over-shadowed  by  the  greater  traits  of 
character,  which  should,  and  do  find  reverence  deep  in  the 
hearts  of  men.” 

Edwin  R.  Perkins 

Mr.  Edwin  R.  Perkins,  a life  member  of  the  So- 
ciety since  1891,  was  called  home  on  the  22nd  of  April 
of  this  year.  Mr.  Perkins  was  identified  and  prominent 
in  the  business,  church  and  social  life  of  Cleveland  from 
1857  when  he  first  came  to  this  city.  Of  Newr  England 
descent  he  was  born  in  Chocorua,  New  Hampshire,  in 
1833.  His  education  was  received  at  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy  and  at  Dartmouth.  Later  he  attended  Ohio 
State  University  and  Union  Law  College.  He  came 
to  Cleveland  and  took  up  the  profession  of  teaching,  be- 
ing principal  for  a time  at  the  Old  Mayflower  and 
Eagle  Schools.  In  1865  he  commenced  his  commercial 
career  as  assistant  cashier  of  The  Commercial  National 
Bank.  In  1870  he  organized  the  banking  house  of 
Chamberlain,  Gorham  and  Perkins.  Eight  years  later 
we  find  him  cashier  of  the  Merchants’  National  Bank. 
When  the  Mercantile  National  Bank  in  1884  was  or- 
ganized, we  find  his  name  among  the  list  of  organizers 
and  he  became  its  president  in  1890.  From  1890  to 
1893  he  was  president  of  the  Cleveland,  Lorain  and 
Wheeling  Railway  Company,  which  company  he  helped 
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to  reorganize.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Cleveland 
Mahoning  Valley  Railroad  Company  and  vice  president 
of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  Company. 
In  addition  to  this,  he  was  director  in  many  of  the  finan- 
cial and  industrial  companies  of  Cleveland.  Although 
actively  engaged  in  mercantile  life  and  the  larger  finan- 
cial affairs,  he  kept  his  interest  in  education,  for  a num- 
ber of  years  being  a member  of  the  Cleveland  Board  of 
Education.  He  was  also  interested  in  the  libraries  and 
their  development  in  Cleveland,  serving  for  some  time 
as  a member  of  the  Public  Library  Board.  He  was 
actively  connected  with  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  he  was  senior  elder  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Mr.  Perkins  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  their 
three  children,  Miss  Mary  Witt  Perkins,  True  Perk- 
ins and  E.  R.  Perkins,  Jr. 

Thomas  Howard  White 

Mr.  Thomas  Howard  White,  patron  and  generous 
supporter  of  our  work  almost  from  the  beginning, 
passed  away  June  22nd,  1914. 

Mr.  White  was  president  of  the  White  Sewing 
Machine  Company  and  an  early  pioneer  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  sewing  machine.  He  was  born  in  Phil- 
lipstown,  Mass.,  on  the  26th  of  April,  1836.  The  earlier 
days  of  his  life  up  to  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  were 
spent  largely  on  the  farm.  It  was  not  until  the  early 
’60’s  that  he  became  associated  with  W.  L.  Grout  and 
commenced  manufacturing  sewing  machines  at  Orange, 
Mass.  Later  he  moved  to  Cleveland  and  continued 
manufacturing,  forming  in  1876,  the  White  Sewing 
Machine  Company,  which  had  a remarkable  and  rapid 
development.  Between  1894  and  1898  the  Company 
manufactured  bicycles  and  later  automobiles.  In  1900 
The  White  Company  was  organized  and  took  over  the 
manufacturing  of  automobiles. 

Mr.  White  was  always  deeply  interested  in  the 
philanthropies  of  Cleveland  and  many  institutions  have 
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been  recipients  of  generous  favors  from  him.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Unitarian  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  White, 
whom  he  married  in  1902,  and  four  sons,  Windsor  T., 
Rollin  H.,  Walter  C.,  Clarence  G.  (the  latter  of 
Hawaii),  and  one  daughter. 

Oliver  Kingsley  Brooks 

Mr.  Oliver  Kingsley  Brooks,  for  many  years  an 
annual  member  of  the  Society  and  from  wdiom  the  So- 
ciety in  the  past  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  gifts, 
died  at  his  home  1940  E.  89th  St.  (formerly  Bolton 
Ave. ) . September  14th,  1914.  Mr.  Brooks  was  a son 
of  O.  A.  and  Ellen  Kingsley  Brooks,  his  father  being 
one  of  Cleveland’s  early  merchants.  From  a sketch  of 
his  life  in  the  Cleveland  Leader  of  Sept.  15th,  it  is 
stated  that  in  his  boyhood,  early  in  the  sixties,  Oliver 
Brooks  entered  the  studio  of  Thomas  Hicks,  a w^ell- 
known  New  York  artist  of  those  days,  but  the  Civil 
War  prevented  him  from  carrying  his  studies  far.  The 
love  of  art  and  his  fine  skill  with  pencil  and  pen  he 
retained  throughout  his  life.  When  the  150th  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry  was  called  to  the  front  the  young 
art  student  went  with  his  regiment  as  a corporal.  His 
term  of  service  wTas  brief,  and  after  he  returned  to  Cleve- 
land he  entered  business  life  in  this  city  with  his  father 
in  the  well  known  crockery  store  which  was  then  located 
on  Water  Street,  now  W.  9th  Street,  a block  north  of 
Superior  Avenue,  then  known  as  Superior  Street. 

A few  years  later  Mr.  Brooks  wTent  to  Chatta- 
nooga, Term.,  but  soon  returned  to  Cleveland,  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  here.  At  first  he  went  into  his 
father’s  business  again,  but  in  1881  he  became  inter- 
ested in  the  Cleveland  Malleable  Iron  Company,  a cor- 
poration later  merged  into  the  National  Malleable  Cast- 
ings Company,  of  which  he  was  an  active  official  until 
his  death. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  married  in  1884  to  Miss  Hattie 
Gill,  a daughter  of  the  late  James  D.  Gill,  of  Mead- 
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ville,  Pa.  Mrs.  Brooks  survives  him,  together  with 
their  two  daughters,  the  Misses  Katherine  and  Eliza- 
beth Brooks.  Professor  William  K.  Brooks,  the  well 
known  naturalist  of  the  faculty  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, who  died  in  1908,  was  a brother  of  Oliver  K. 
Brooks;  arid  two  brothers,  Charles  E.  and  Edward  H., 
both  of  this  city,  survive  him. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  a director  of  the  National  City 
Bank,  a trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  Church  Home  and 
a vestryman  and  clerk  of  Trinity  Cathedral.  His 
church  life  was  one  of  his  chief  interests  and  his  love 
of  books  made  his  Rowfant  Club  fellowship  especially 
prized.  He  was  a man  whose  circle  of  acquaintances 
was  wide  and  his  friendships  were  numerous  and  not- 
ably strong. 

Samuel  Atwater  Raymond 

Samual  Atwater  Raymond,  a member  of  the  So- 
ciety, passed  away  February  9th,  1915.  He  was  born 
in  Cleveland,  August  27th,  1845;  the  son  of  Samuel 
and  Mary  North  Raymond.  Both  his  grandfathers, 
Isaac  Raymond,  and  his  father,  Samuel  Raymond, 
were  born  in  Bethlehem,  Conn.,  the  latter,  March  17th, 
1805.  His  mother’s  family,  the  Norths,  were  early  set- 
tlers and  founders  of  the  manufacturing  interests  in 
New  Britain,  Conn.;  his  great-grandfather,  James 
North,  having  been  born  in  1748;  his  grandfather, 
James  North,  Jr.,  in  1777,  and  his  mother,  Mary  North, 
in  Cherry  Valley,  N.  Y.,  August  21st,  1811.  Plis 
parents,  Samuel  Raymond  and  Mary  North,  were  mar- 
ried May  23rd,  1834.  Through  intermarriages,  Samuel 
Raymond  was  descended  from  Judds  and  Bel  dens,  two 
families  that  have  figured  largely  in  the  history  of  Con- 
necticut. 

Mr.  Raymond  prepared  for  college  at  Williston 
Seminary,  Easthampton,  Mass.;  and  partly  under  Prof. 
Josiah  Clark  at  Northampton.  Pie  entered  Yale  Col- 
lege and  graduated  with  his  class  in  1870,  having  taken 
several  honors  and  being  a member  of  the  leading 
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literary  and  Greek  letter  societies — as  a senior,  a Wolfs 
Head.  After  graduation  until  1879  he  was  engaged  in 
the  wholesale  dry  goods  business  as  a partner  in  the  firm 
of  Raymond,  Lowe  and  Company,  established  by  his 
father  in  1836.  He  afterwards  entered  the  office  of 
Amasa  Stone,  the  well-known  capitalist  of  Cleveland, 
whose  niece,  Emma  E.  Stone,  the  daughter  of  Daniel 
Stone  of  Massachusetts,  he  married  Jan.  20th,  1875. 
Mr.  Raymond  has  been  a prosperous  business  man, 
giving  his  time  to  real  estate  transactions  and  the  man- 
agement of  various  important  estates  which  he  admin- 
istered most  wisely.  Through  marriage  he  was  related 
closely  with  Mr.  Samuel  Mather’s  family  and  Mrs. 
John  Hay.  He  was  trustee  of  the  University  School 
of  Cleveland,  and  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Women,  and 
secretary  of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  since  1879;  a 
member  of  the  University  and  Union  Clubs  and  of  the 
Eastern  Yacht  Club  of  Marblehead,  Mass.;  and  elder 
and  treasurer  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Cleve- 
land. 

Mr.  Raymond  is  survived  by  his  widow,  and  their 
children,  Mrs.  Edv^ard  M.  Williams,  Mrs.  Frederic  E. 
Williamson,  Henry  A.  Raymond,  Samuel  Edward 
Raymond,  Julia  Raymond,  Jonathan  Stone  Raymond. 

Lucia  Ransom  Edwards 

Mrs.  Lucia  Ransom  Edwards,  who  passed  away 
painlessly  on  Nov.  12th,  1914,  in  her  eighty-second  year, 
was  a native  of  the  state  of  New  York.  In  1857  she 
became  the  wife  of  Col.  \Yilliam  Edwards  who  was  so 
closely  identified  with  many  of  the  interests  of  Cleve- 
land. 

Mrs.  Edwards  was  a leader  in  the  social  and  civic 
activities  of  the  city  for  two  generations,  and  was  at  the 
time  of  her  death  honorary  chairman  of  the  Local  Wo- 
men’s Red  Cross  Relief  Committee;  a trustee  of  the 
Huron  Road  Hospital  (formerly  vice-president  of  its 
board),  was  a valued  and  helpful  member  of  Trinity 
Cathedral  and  a friend  in  time  of  trouble  to  numbers 
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uncounted.  A close  friend  bears  testimony  to  her 
worth  with  these  words  selected  from  a longer  tribute: 
“It  was  by  her  deep  love  and  work  for  humanity,  her 
living  each  hour  the  religion  of  true  brotherhood  of  man, 
that  the  city  of  Cleveland  knew  her.  Her  energy  was 
tireless,  her  strength  of  will,  courage  and  determination 
have  carried  through  many  a charity.  Had  she  been  a 
man  she  might  have  led  an  army,  but  never  to  defeat.” 

A sentence  in  Col.  Edwards  memorial  throws  a side 
light  on  her  life.  It  is  this:  “Col.  Edwards'  home  life 
was  exceedingly  happy  and  his  admirable  appointed 
residence  on  Prospect  Avenue  was  one  of  the  most  hos- 
pitable in  the  city.  During  his  life  several  presidents 
of  the  United  States,  heads  of  the  Army  and  men  of 
more  than  national  renown  enjoyed  their  hospitality. 
Her  quick  wit  and  brilliant  conversation  made  a dinner 
at  winch  she  was  hostess  one  never  to  be  forgotten.” 

Two  sons  and  a daughter  remain  to  revere  her 
memory. 

Trips 

Last  summer  and  early  fall  a few  trips  were  made 
in  the  interest  of  our  work.  During  the  winter  and 
spring,  owing  to  the  excessive  amount  of  work  that 
had  to  be  done  inside  the  building,  they  had  to  be 
abandoned,  but  as  soon  as  possible  this  work  should  be 
taken  up  again. 

A trip  to  Albany  and  vicinity  yielded  many  valu- 
able additions.  Another  to  the  south-eastern  part  of 
the  state  and  also  one  to  Cincinnati,  brought  in  much 
that  could  not  otherwise  be  obtained.  In  company  with 
the  President  a most  delightful  trip  was  made  to  Pitts- 
burgh and  later  I went  to  Washington.  A trip  to 
Wooster  and  Medina  brought  in  good  returns.  To  speak 
in  full  of  the  results  of  these  trips,  or  to  enumerate  the 
material  obtained,  would  enlarge  this  report  to  such 
length  as  to  make  it  tiresome,  but  I would  like  to  call 
attention  a little  more  carefully  to  a later  trip.  In 
company  with  Mr.  Alexander  C.  Brown,  the  Director 
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went  to  North  Bloomfield,  which  township  was  pur- 
chased in  1815  by  Mr.  Brown’s  great-grandfather, 
Ephraim  Brown.  For  some  ten  years,  we  had  known 
that  valuable  papers  were  preserved  in  this  old  historic 
home  and  when  the  property  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Alexander  C.  Brown  by  inheritance,  he  kindly  al- 
lowed us  to  make  such  selections  from  the  manuscripts, 
books  and  papers,  as  we  desired.  We  found  the  home 
rich  in  historic  material,  consisting  of  man}7’  volumes  of 
early  newspapers,  land  records  and  early  Ohio  books 
and  documents.  These  are  now  in  the  Library  waiting 
opportunity  to  sort  and  classify.  From  Bloomfield,  I 
went  to  Canfield  and  to  Salem.  At  the  latter  place  I 
found  that  Mrs.  Cooper,  a daughter  of  Mr.  Barnaby 
who  started  the  “Anti- Slavery  Bugle,”  was  breaking 
up  her  home,  and  she  very  generously  gave  the  Society 
files  of  the  “Anti- Slavery  Bugle,”  the  “Liberator”  of 
Boston,  and  other  anti-slavery  newspapers,  a large  num- 
ber of  manuscripts  and  about  100  volumes  of  books, 
largely  along  anti-slavery  lines,  and  some  very  rare 
Ohio  imprints. 

On  my  return  I stopped  at  Poland  to  see  Miss 
Morse,  a great-granddaughter  of  Judge  Turhand 
Kirtland.  The  results  of  this  part  of  the  trip  I have 
mentioned  under  the  head  of  Manuscript  Collections. 

The  last  trip  for  the  Society  was  one  made  April 
24th  to  Ann  Arbor.  Some  seven  years  ago  my  at- 
tention v/as  called  to  the  library  of  Dr.  B.  A.  Hinsdale 
who  had  died  a few  years  before.  Our  Society  had 
already  received  from  him  a number  of  historical  books 
and  a complete  file  of  Lliram  College  catalogues,  of 
which  institution  he  was  president  for  a number  of 
years.  Mr.  Hinsdale  was  later  from  1882  to  1886 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Cleveland,  and  from 
here  Trent  to  Ann  Arbor  where  he  took  the  chair  of 
pedagogy  in  the  University  of  Michigan.  At  the  above 
mentioned  time  I called  on  Mrs.  Hinsdale  and  her 
daughters  in  Ann  Arbor.  I was  especially  anxious  to 
get  the  collection  of  the  Garfield  letters  and  material 
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which  Dr.  Hinsdale,  for  many  years  an  intimate  friend 
of  Mr.  Garfield  and  later  editor  of  President  Garfield’s 
works,  had  saved,  but  they  were  unwilling  at  the  time 
to  let  them  go,  although  they  promised  later  to  let  us 
have  certain  parts  of  the  collection.  The  desire  then 
expressed  was  renewed  from  time  to  time  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  ffm.  G.  Dietz,  who  has  been 
an  intimate  friend  of  the  family  for  years.  After  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Hinsdale  which  occurred  a few  months 
ago,  the  daughters  wrote  to  Mr.  Dietz  asking  that  we 
come  to  Ann  Arbor  and  look  over  the  collection  of 
books  and  manuscripts.  On  our  arrival  the  whole  col- 
lection without  reserve  was  turned  over  to  us  to  make 
such  selections  as  we  wished.  The  results  of  the  trip 
have  just  been  received,  but  not  yet  unpacked.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say  that  they  consist  of  five  large  cases  of 
historical  books  and  one  of  manuscript  material. 

Dr.  Hinsdale  was  the  author  of  “The  Old  North- 
west” and  a large  number  of  other  historical  and  edu- 
cational books  and  monographs  largely  pertaining  to 
matters  in  this  section  and  the  collection  will  make 
a most  valuable  addition  to  the  Library.  The  details 
will  have  to  be  left  for  the  next  year’s  annual  report. 

Publications 

During  the  past  year  the  check-list  of  the  “Charles 
G.  King  Collection  of  Books  on  Costume”  was  pub- 
lished and  the  demands  for  it  from  other  libraries 
throughout  the  country  show  the  great  interest  in  this 
subject  to  others.  Several  fine  reviews  of  this  collection 
have  been  given  in  the  papers  at  home  and  in  the  East. 
In  the  fall  was  issued  the  Annual  Report  of  the  last 
year’s  work  with  the  “Journals  of  Seth  Pease,  to  and 
From  New  Connecticut  in  1796-98,”  with  preface  by 
Prof.  Elbert  J.  Benton.  These  were  sent  to  our  own 
membership  and  to  those  societies  with  whom  we  have 
been  exchanging. 

Both  the  above  publications  have  made  friends  for 
the  Society  and  although  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to 
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issue  a catalogue  of  our  Library  en  bloc  (even  if  we 
had  the  means)  yet  I feel  it  is  exceedingly  desirable 
to  issue  from  time  to  time,  similar  check-lists  to  that  of 
the  Charles  G.  King  Collection  on  other  particular  sub- 
jects. A check-list  of  our  Genealogical  collection  would 
prove  of  great  interest  and  value,  also  one  for  the  W,  J. 
Brodie  Collection,  (referred  to  later  in  this  report  under 
the  head  of  Newspapers)  might  well  be  brought  out. 

Our  Needs 

As  one  from  year  to  year  stops  to  think  of  the 
needs  of  the  Society,  there  seems  to  be  little  variation. 
May  I however  call  your  attention  to  a few  of  the 
more  prominent  ones. 

1.  Binding.  We  have  spent  practically  nothing 
in  past  years  on  binding.  There  are  hundreds  of  vol- 
umes of  serial  publications  that  ought  to  be  bound  not 
only  for  safety  but  for  the  greater  convenience  to  users 
of  the  Library.  In  order  to  preserve  these  unbound, 
they  must  be  tied  up  in  bundles,  making  them  very  dif- 
ficult of  access.  Then  there  are  books  of  which  con- 
stant handling  has  destroyed  the  binding  and  left  the 
leaves  so  loose  that  to  use  them  further  in  this  condi- 
tion subjects  them  to  danger  from  loss  of  plates,  maps 
or  even  parts  of  the  books  themselves. 

2.  Purchase  of  Books.  Although  from  year  to 
year  small  amounts  have  been  expended  for  books,  yet 
no  regular  fund  has  been  established  and  only  such 
funds  as  could  be  diverted  from  some  other  purpose 
have  been  used.  I have  not  yet  been  refused  b}’  the 
President  when  I have  requested  certain  books,  but 
often  in  order  to  do  this  I felt  he  had  paid  for  the  same 
out  of  his  own  pocket.  Are  there  not  others  in  the  So- 
ciety who  are  not  adding  as  largely  to  the  Library  as 
he,  who  would  be  willing  to  have  some  particular  col- 
lection started  in  their  name. 

3.  Manuscripts  and  Maps.  Before  another  fall 
sets  in  I hope  steel  cases  for  the  manuscript  room  and 
the  vault  may  be  provided,  so  that  our  collection  of 
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maps,  broadsides,  portraits,  engravings  and  manu- 
scripts can  be  assorted,  cared  for  and  catalogued.  This 
will  be  a long  task  requiring  utmost  patience  and  care, 
but  it  must  be  done  before  the  large  manuscript  collec- 
tion and  the  rare  maps  can  be  made  available  to  the 
public. 

4.  Special  Collections . Every  year  brings  to 
our  ranks  some  one  or  more  collectors  who  are  inter- 
ested in  developing  'bur  library  along  mutual  lines,  but 
there  are  many  other  collectors  on  the  Reserve  whom  we 
wish  would  ally  themselves  with  us.  We  have  prac- 
tically nothing  in  philately.  In  this  city  where  there 
are  some  of  the  finest  collections  of  stamps  in  the  world, 
should  not  this  Society  endeavor  to  have  a large  col- 
lection. Again  we  are  weak  in  numismatics.  Surely 
there  are  many  collecting  in  this  line  and  are  there  not 
some  who  will  interest  themselves  in  seeing  the  Society’s 
collection  grow. 

5.  Needed  Repairs.  The  windows  throughout 
the  building  are  so  loose  that  much  dirt  and  soot  drifts 
through  the  cracks  into  the  building.  Those  in  the 
manuscript  room  have  been  fitted  this  spring  with 
metallic  window  strips.  The  remainder  should  be 
treated  likewise.  Also  metal  hoods  should  be  placed 
over  all  the  radiators  especially  where  the  new  decorat- 
ing has  been  done,  in  order  to  keep  the  walls  clean. 

The  Museum i 

Visitors.  Interest  in  the  Museum  seems  to  be  in- 
creasing from  year  to  year.  Nearly  every  week  some 
class  from  either  the  public  schools  or  private  institu- 
tions have  visited  it  with  their  teachers.  It  is  most  in- 
teresting to  note  the  intelligent  attention  that  many  of 
our  children  and  parents  of  foreign  birth  give  to  the 
collections.  The  portraits,  casts  and  relics  mean  much 
to  them. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  keep  track  of  the  attendance, 
having  no  turnstile,  but  since  February  1st,  this  year, 
one  of  the  ladies  in  the  office  has  counted  those  coming 
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in  while  she  has  been  at  her  desk,  and  though  from 
necessity  she  has  missed  many,  yet  this  count  averages 
over  twenty-six  per  day,  the  smallest  number  of  any 
day  being  eight,  the  largest  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three.  This  does  not  include  visitors  to  the  Library,  of 
whom  an  accurate  count  is  kept  and  the  number  stated 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Additions 

As  in  former  years  the  Museum  has  received  its 
share  of  additions.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dudley  P.  Allen 
gave  a large  number  of  interesting  relics  among  which 
we  mention: 

Photograph  of  Polly  Heckewelder,  the  first  white 
child  born  on  Ohio  soil. 

Oil  painting  of  Martin  Tidd. 

Three  Alaskan  Indian  baskets  given  by  Marcus 
Whitman  to  Dr.  Allen’s  father. 

Two  Indian  baskets  and  five  woven  mats  from 
Alaska.  These  examples  of  the  Alaskan  handicraft 
are  extremely  rare  and  represent  their  art  at  its  best 
period. 

A large  Chilkoot  ceremonial  robe  from  the  same 
place. 

A buffalo  skin. 

Two  cases  of  rare  butterflies  from  the  Hawaian 
Islands,  and  several  other  valuable  items. 

Last  June  Mrs.  Peter  M.  Hitchcock  placed  in  the 
Museum  two  extremely  valuable  relics  of  the  Civil  W ar, 
one  a Confederate  flag  captured  by  her  husband  at 
Corinth,  Miss.,  the  other,  the  battle  flag  of  the  Third 
Division  of  the  17th  Army  Corps.  Relics  of  this  nature 
of  the  Civil  War  are  naturally  as  scarce  as  they  are 
sacred  for  nearly  all  that  have  escaped  the  ravages  of 
time  are  preserved  in  institutions  similar  to  ours,  and  it 
is  only  in  extremely  rare  cases  that  today  one  of  these 
flags  can  be  obtained.  The  Society  is  under  deep  ob- 
ligation to  Mrs.  Hitchcock  for  these  additions.  She 
has  also  given  a copy  of  the  Luther  Bible  printed  in 
Nuremberg  in  1607. 
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From  Mrs.  E.  Decker  we  have  received  a number 
of  views  of  Cleveland  and  other  relies.

January  26th,  this  year,  Mr.  Ben  Goodman  placed 
in  the  Museum  vrhat  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  col- 
lections of  Alaska  ivory  carvings  and  relics  of  the  simple 
life  of  the  Esquimaux.  Mr.  Goodman  formerly  lived 
in  Cleveland  but  for  sixteen  years  has  been  engaged 
in  the  fur  trade  in  Alaska,  and  this  unique  collection 
represents  years  of  careful  selection  and  research  for 
the  best  illustrations  of  their  life.  A large  number  of 
our  members,  to  whom  special  notice  of  the  collection 
was  sent  by  the  President,  as  vTell  as  many  others,  have 
visited  and  commented  on  its  rarity.’  *

Library 

The  work  of  the  library  naturally  divides  itself  into 
two  divisions: 

1.  The  cataloguing  and  preparation  of  the  books 
for  the  shelves,  which  includes  collating,  labeling,  ac- 
cessioning, mending,  etc.,  and,  in  the  case  of  pamphlets,

fitting  into  pamphlet  binders.  2,  The  use  of  the 
books  by  the  patrons  of  the  Library. 

The  reorganization  and  cataloguing  of  the  library 
was  begun  in  May,  1910,  and  five  years  of  work  have 
now  been  done  upon  it  (except  the  ten  months’  absence 
of  the  cataloguer  during  1918-14,  for  advance  study  in 
the  Library  School  of  the  New  York  Library).  The 
cataloguing  and  availability  of  the  following  classes  is 
practically  complete : 

General  United  States  history,  local  history  and 
affairs,  archaeology,  geography  and  travel,  economics, 
political  science,  bibliography,  and  the  few  books  in 
science  and  technology  which  were  considered  desirable 
for  the  library.  The  Arctic  collection  was  catalogued, 
with  an  additional  author  list,  in  the  second  year  of  the 
work.  About  three-fourths  of  the  Railroad  collection 
was  catalogued  last  year,  with  a special  author  and  sub- 
ject catalogue  in  addition  to  the  cards  in  the  general 
catalogue.  The  Costume  collection  has  been  acces- 
sioned and  made  available  for  use,  but  not  card-cata- 
logued, as  the  Society’s  Tract  No.  93,  with  additions 
inserted,  makes  a sufficient  finding-list  for  the  present. 
Within  the  last  few  months  the  serial  set  of  United 
States  government  documents,  8881  volumes,  was  ac- 
cessioned (such  as  were  not  already  accessioned), 
checked,  and  put  in  final  shape  for  use. 

The  greater  part  of  the  genealogical  and  bio- 
graphical material  in  the  library  has  not  been  formally 
catalogued,  but  the  books  in  these  classes  are  made  per- 
fectly available  by  their  arrangement  on  the  shelves, 
and  by  the  temporary  subject  slips  filed  in  the  cata- 
logue. (In  the  case  of  genealogical  work,  the  Library 
of  Congress  check  list  of  Genealogies,  has  been  checked 
for  all  titles  in  our  library,  and  slips  filed  in  the  cat- 
alogue only  for  those  titles  not  found  in  that  list). 

Rut  the  amount  of  cataloguing  still  to  be  accom- 
plished seems  enormous,  and  each  class  of  material, 
because  of  the  inconvenience  in  using  it  as  it  is,  seems 
to  call  for  immediate  attention.  There  is  a large  amount 
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of  pamphlet  material  relating  to  Cleveland,  Cincin- 
nati and  other  towns  and  counties  of  Ohio  and  other 
states,  demanding  speedy  attention.  The  large  Ohio 
college  collection  has  been  sorted,  accessioned  and 
check-listed,  but  is  still  hard  to  use  in  its  uncatalogued 
state.  The  Ohio  state  documents  are  roughly  arranged, 
but  not  catalogued,  and  there  is  a large  amount  of  that 
material  still  waiting  to  be  sorted  into  the  proper  files, 
and  the  duplicates  weeded  out.  The  books  on  foreign 
history  in  the  library,  and  various  sets  of  religious  so- 
ciety reports,  transactions,  etc.,  which  were  considered 
advisable  to  keep,  are  now  waiting  to  be  catalogued  in 
the  near  future.  The  large  collection  of  almanacs, 
Ohio  imprints,  secret  societies,  D.  A.  R.  publications, 
books  on  Canada,  etc.,  are  almost  all  uncatalogued. 
The  cataloguing  of  the  printed  books  and  pamphlets 
in  the  Palmer  Civil  War  collection  will  be  commenced 
during  the  coming  year,  and  the  current  accessions  by 
gift,  purchase  and  exchange  are  so  large,  that  without 
our  present  force,  we  barely  make  headway  with  the 
material  which  has  been  waiting  for  attention  so  long. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  how  the  press  of  work  in  this 
division  of  the  library’s  activity,  makes  it  hard  to  do 
justice  to  what  is  the  chief  aim  of  all  our  efforts, — the 
service  to  be  rendered  to  the  patrons  of  the  library. 
Under  this  head  must  be  included  the  time  spent  in 
personal  assistance,  the  arrangements  for  comfort  and 
convenience  of  study  and  research,  the  careful  atten- 
tion to  shelving,  lighting,  etc.  There  should  be  a spe- 
cial reference  assistant  to  give  her  full  time  to  the  in- 
creasing needs  of  the  users  of  the  library,  rendering 
more  personal  assistance  than  we  have  been  able  to  give 
thus  far,  compiling  indexes  of  newspaper  clippings,  ex- 
cerpts, and  the  like,  especially  for  genealogical  material, 
which  is  often  hidden  in  unexpected  sources,  and  in  un- 
indexed volumes. 

The  average  monthly  attendance  in  the  library 
during  the  winter  has  been  about  one  hundred  persons. 
Those  who  use  the  library  usually  spend  several  hours 
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at  a time,  consulting  many  different  volumes,  but  owing 
to  the  generally  free  access  to  the  shelves,  no  accurate 
record  can  be  kept  of  the  number  of  volumes  used. 

The  Western  Reserve  Library  School  made  its 
annual  visit  in  February.  Our  volumes  of  incunabula 
and  other  examples  of  early  printing  were  of  special 
interest  to  them,  as  well  as  the  card  catalogue,  which  is 
an  example  of  greater  fulness  of  entry,  than  is  usually 
considered  necessary  for  a less  specialized  library. 

The  following  figures  will  give  a practical  idea  of 
the  volumes  and  pamphlets  now  available  in  the  library, 
and  the  extent  of  the  cataloguing  accomplished  from 
the  beginning  of  the  reorganization  in  1910. 

The  last  number  in  the  bound  volumes  accessions- 
book  is  86,800.  From  this  number  4084  volumes  have 
been  withdrawn,  either  as  duplicates,  or  undesirable 
for  this  library,  and  1567  withdrawn  from  the  general 
accessions-book  and  reaccessioned  with  the  newspaper 
volumes;  thus  leaving  81,155  volumes  in  the  general 
library.  The  number  of  pamphlets  accessioned  to  date 
is  11,581;  896  v/ere  withdrawn,  leaving  11,185.  The 
newspaper  volumes  accessioned  to  date  are  2510,  making 
a total  of  44,850  accessioned  volumes  and  pamphlets 
in  the  library.  Nothing  can  be  said  of  the  manuscripts, 
atlases  and  maps,  broadsides,  etc.,  for  the  material  is 
practically  untouched.  The  above  figures  do  not  in- 
clude the  many  unbound  sets  of  periodicals,  annuals, 
and  other  continuations,  and  over  half  of  the  news- 
papers, which  it  is  not  customary  to  accession  till  bound, 
and  therefore  do  not  count  either  in  the  accessions,  or 
in  the  cataloguing  report,  although  as  fully  catalogued 
as  the  rest. 

Of  the  above  volumes  and  pamphlets  16,723  bound 
volumes  and  6397  pamphlets  have  been  catalogued,  in- 
cluding the  serial  set  of  United  States  documents,  which 
were  merely  check-listed.  There  are  between  45,000  and 
50,000  cards  in  the  catalogue,  and  there  is  great  need  for 
more  filing  cases  for  them  in  the  near  future.  Library 
of  Congress  printed  cards  have  been  obtainable  for 
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about  two-thirds  of  the  bound  volumes  and  one-half  of 
the  pamphlets.  Typewritten  cards  have  been  prepared 
for  the  remainder,  as  well  as  extra  cards  and  cross- 
ref  erences  when,  necessary. 

An  author  card  for  every  title  in  the  library  (pro- 
vided our  set  is  complete)  is  deposited  in  the  Cleveland 
Public  Library.  They  have  received  from  us  to  date 
11,788  cards. 

Gifts 

It  will  be  impossible  with  the  large  accessions  that 
have  come  in  during  the  year  to  give  in  the  space  that 
can  be  allotted  in  this  report  a complete  list  of  the 
various  books  received  by  gift. 

However  I would  like  to  call  attention  to  some  of 
the  more  outstanding  gifts.

Little  can  be  said  at  this  time 
as  to  the  great  value  and  constant  growth  of  this 
collection.  In  addition  to  this  special  collection 
of  books  he  has  presented  a number  of  other  valu- 
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able  works,  including  a very  fine  extra-illustrated 
edition  of  the  “Trial  of  Guiteau.”

The  genealogical  workers  in  the  Library  are  in- 
creasing in  marked  numbers,  and  it  has  caused  us  much 
regret  that  we  were  unable  to  give  them  better  accom- 
modations for  their  work.  Many  afternoons  all  avail- 
able space  has  been  occupied  by  research  workers  in  this 
and  other  lines.  With  the  added  facilities  that  the  re- 
arranged third  floor  will  afford,  better  conditions  will 
prevail  for  students. 

Several  marked  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
Genealogical  Library.  The  noteworthy  collection  of 
English  Parish  Registers  in  200  volumes  which  was 
ordered  and  presented  to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Mather  has  been  received  and  has  already  proven  of 
the  greatest  value  and  is  constantly  used. 
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From  Mrs.  L.  E.  Holden,  the  Society  has  received 
as  a gift  a set  of  the  Harleian  Society  Publications,  both 
the  general  “Publications5'  and  also  the  “Registers55 
the  former  consisting  of  51  volumes  and  the  later  of  30 
volumes.  The  set  comes  down  to  the  year  1903.  It 
' is  hoped  that  some  friend  will  continue  this  set  for  the 
Library  as  it  is  in  constant  use  and  the  lacking  volumes 
are  greatly  missed.  Mrs.  Plolden  has  also  presented 
the  Library  with  a set  of  the  “New  England  Historic 
and  Genealogical  Register55  and  a set  of  the  “Vital  Sta- 
tistics of  Massachusetts.55

The  manuscript  collections  of  the  Society  have 
greatly  increased  during  the  year  and  some  very  rare 
and  valuable  ones  may  be  noted. 

Miss  Mary  Morse  of  Poland,  who  some  years  ago 
gave  to  the  Society  the  extensive  manuscript  collections 
of  Judge  Turhand  Kirtland,  one  of  the  first  agents  for 
the  Connecticut  Land  Company,  has  added  to  this  col-

A number  of  the  older  churches  of  the  Reserve 
have  deposited  with  us  the  early  record  books  of  their 
organizations. 

In  a trip  last  July  to  Cincinnati,  we  obtained  a 
most  valuable  ms.  collection  of  papers  and  documents 
pertaining  to  the  Virginia  Military  District  in  Ohio. 
These  early  surveys  were  largely  made  and  signed  by 
Duncan  McArthur  and  Nathaniel  Massie  of  Chilli- 
cothe.

Director’s  Report 


38  Original  Warrants  to  the  descendants  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary soldiers  in  Virginia  all  of  which  are  signed 
by  the  ones  to  whom  the  warrants  are  made  out. 

These  cannot  be  duplicated  and  we  are  informed 
the  only  other  ones,  are  certified  copies  in  the  United 
States  Land  Office  at  Washington,  from  wrhich  patents 
were  issued,  and  a few  originals  at  Columbus. 

Another  most  valuable  addition  came  with  the  col- 
lection presented  by  Mr.  Alexander  C.  Brown.  This 
consisted  largely  of  documents  and  papers  connected 
with  the  settlement  of  North  Bloomfield  and  early  days 
in  Ohio. 


Newspapers 

The  newspaper  collection  has  been  increased  con- 
siderably this  year.  All  papers  received  have  been  care- 
fully collated  and  recorded,  the  bound  volumes*  acces- 
sioned and  the  unbound  ones  tied  up.  Throughout  the 
Library  the  rule  has  been  not  to  accession  unbound  ma- 
terial, and  in  the  newspapers  over  half  of  the  collection 
is  unbound.  [Vet  we  find  from  our  records  that  509 
volumes  of  newspapers  have  been  accessioned  during 
the  year,  bringing  our  collection  of  bound  newspapers 
up  to  2510  volumes.  The  following  have  been  added 
this  year :

Amateur  Newspapers 

A remarkable  as  well  as  unique  collection  of  “Ama- 
teur Newspapers”  has  been  given  to  the  Society  by  our 
fellow  townsman,  W.  J.  Brodie.  This  collection  esti- 
mated at  some  20,000  papers  is  the  result  of  years  of 
collecting  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Brodie  and  even  at  the 
time  it  was  done,  the  files  were  brought  together  only  by 
the  most  indefatigable  and  constant  effort.  Today  it 
would  be  impossible  to  duplicate  it.  Covering  the  pe- 
riod from  the  fifties  down,  they  represent  the  amateur 
and  literary  ability  of  many  men  who  have  since  taken 
high  rank  in  national  affairs  as  editors  of  our  leading 
city  journals  and  in  the  literary  and  commercial  life  of 
this  country  as  well  as  Canada  and  other  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

These  papers  have  been  carefully  assorted,  ar- 
ranged alphabetically  and  tied  up  in  bundles,  ready  to 
be  catalogued.  It  is  hoped  that  a monograph  check-list 
of  these  papers  may  be  published  later,  in  which  the  im- 
portance of  the  collection  can  be  more  freely  enlarged 
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upon.  Suffice  it  to  say  the  only  other  collections  that  we 
know  of  with  which  it  can  be  compared  are  the  Smith 
Collection  now  in  Columbia  School  of  Journalism,  New 
York  City,  and  a smaller  one  in  the  American  Antiqua- 
i rian  Society  at  Worcester,  Mass.

It  would  be  unfair  and  totally  lacking  in  apprecia- 
tion, if  I should  close  this  report  without  a word  for  the 
faithful  work  on  the  part  of  my  assistants.  Without  a 
single  exception  they  have  worked  assiduously  and  with 
an  interest  that  could  not  have  been  greater.  It  has 
been  a pleasure  working  in  an  atmosphere  where  the 
esprit  de  corp  has  been  so  marked  and  uniform. 

Miss  Claflin,  the  head  of  the  cataloguing  depart- 
ment, returned  from  New  York  last  July  and  took  up 
the  work  at  once,  Miss  Ward  remaining  until  August 
so  as  to  complete  some  work  she  had  started  and  to 
post  Miss  Claflin  on  the  detail  work  done  in  the  prep- 
aration of  material  during  her  absence.  In  addition  to 
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the  cataloguing,  Miss  Claflin,  ably  assisted  by  Miss 
Horr,  has  looked  after  the  reference  work  of  the  Li- 
brary. Owing  to  shortage  of  funds  we  were  compelled 
to  let  two  of  our  assistants  go,  who  after  weeks  of  train- 
ing had  been  made  efficient  helpers.  This  badly  crip- 
j)led  us  in  the  detail  work  of  the  Library. 

After  seventeen  years  of  faithful  work,  Mr. 
Greaves,  or  “William”  as  everyone  knew  him,  on  ac- 
count of  his  health  has  had  to  give  up  his  position  ’ as 
custodian  of  the  building.  The  Society  has  been  fa- 
vored, during  the  many  years  when  there  were  only  two 
or  three  employees,  in  having  one  whose  interest  in  the 
building  and  its  collections  was  ever  uppermost  in  his 
heart.  His  genial  disposition  and  kind  attentions  will 
be  missed  by  all.  Mr.  J.  B.  Pierce  has  been  employed 
to  fill  this  vacancy.  There  has  been  no  other  changes 
in  the  personnel  of  the  staff. 

Mr.  Palmer,  our  President,  has  devoted  many  hours 
of  thought  and  work  to  the  interest  of  the  Society,  a 
work  that  has  for  its  reward  only  the  personal  pleasure 
that  comes  to  any  one  who  sees  the  building  up  of  a 
work  or  an  institution  that  stands  for  so  much  to  the 
community.  The  increase  in  membership  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  his  personal  efforts.  Can  not  others  of  our 
membership  aid  in  this? 

Greater  things  have  been  accomplished  this  past 
year  than  in  many  former  years.  With  an  adequate  en- 
dowment and  increased  facilities  resulting  therefrom, 
there  would  be  no  reason  why  this  Society  should  not 
take  the  place  it  deserves  among  the  larger  historical 
societies  of  the  country,  whether  state  or  local.  Let  us 
be  encouraged  by  the  work  thus  far  accomplished  and 
push  on  to  greater  efforts  and  larger  results.

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Historical  students  formerly  regarded  the  United 
States  as  the  result  of  the  revolt  of  thirteen  English  colo- 
nies and  their  union  into  the  United  States  of  America. 
This  view  tacitly  stopped  the  era  of  colonization  with 
the  War  of  Independence.  The  old  attitude  was  true 
as  far  as  it  went,  but  only  half  the  whole  truth.  The 
new  way  is  to  look  upon  the  United  States  as  the  prod- 
uct of  the  union  of  not  thirteen  colonies  alone,  but  of 
hundreds  of  little  colonies  or  settlements.  This  makes 
the  process  of  colonization  a continuous  one,  still  going 
on  upon  the  frontier  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  irrigated 
regions  and  in  Alaska.  The  colonists  in  each  case  go 
out,  as  they  did  before  the  Revolution,  on  their  own 
initiative,  form  a new  community,  and  end  by  taking  a 
place  in  a territory  or  state  and  finally  also  in  the  larger 
union.  Each  colony  has  its  beginning  and  its  period 
of  growth,  its  economic,  social,  and  political  history. 
The  local  history  of  each  state  or  constituent  part  of  a 
state  is  as  worthy  of  the  recording  as  any  other.  The 
problems  of  colonization  may  vary  in  many  details  be- 
tween the  seventeenth  and  the  twentieth  century,  but 
the  essential  problems  remain  much  the  same— to  make 
the  earth  yield  and  co-operate  with  fellow  beings  for  the 
political  and  social  welfare.  American  History  thus 
becomes  the  study  of  the  welding  together  of  a multi- 
tude of  small  communities  for  various  purposes. 

Such  a view  of  American  history  makes  the  collec- 
tion, preservation  and  publication  of  the  letters  and  pa- 
pers and  other  documentary  evidences  for  the  founding 
of  each  town  or  region  an  important  public  duty.  It 
means  that  the  preservation  of  the  records  of  the  found- 
ing of  Jamestown  and  Plymouth  is  no  less  important, 
but  that  the  record  of  the  founding  of  Marietta,  Cleve- 
land, etc.,  is  equally  an  integral  part  of  the  life  story  of 
the  United  States.  The  members  of  the  Western  Re- 
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serve  Society  are  keenly  awake  to  the  importance  of 
preserving  the  records  of  the  region  they  represent  and 
anxious  to  enlarge  the  public  service  they  are  perform- 
ing in  doing  so.  They  are  just  now  providing  at  great 
expense  the  most  approved  modern  facilities  for  the 
preservation  and  use  of  the  great  collection  of  manu- 
scripts and  printed  materials  which  have  been  entrusted 
to  them. 

Besides  serving  the  community  as  a repository  for 
its  records  and  opening  them  to  scholars  who  may  be 
able  to  visit  the  library,  the  Historical  Society  plans  to 
continue  to  publish  for  the  convenience  of  others,  parts 
of  the  manuscripts  under  its  care.  The  following  let- 
ters have  been  selected  from  the  large  correspondence 
of  Samuel  Huntington,  together  with  four  from  that  of 
George  Tod.  Both  men  were  like  Moses  Cleaveland, 
that  other  colonizer  of  Northern  Ohio,  natives  of  Con- 
necticut, and  graduates  of  Yale  College.  Both  after 
migration  to  Ohio,  took  an  active  part  in  the  process  of 
settlement  and  public  life.  Each  served  a time  in  the 
State  Legislature  and  occupied  high  judicial  office. 
Samuel  Huntington  became  Chief  Justice  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  1804  and  was  elected  Governor  in  1808. 
Their  correspondence  was  with  the  foremost  men  of 
their  times,  Arthur  St.  Clair,  one  of  their  correspond- 
ents, was  the  first  Territorial  Governor  of  Ohio;  Ed- 
ward Tiffin,  another,  was  the  first  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  later  a Senator  of  the  United  States;  Thomas 
Worthington,  Stanley  Griswold,  and  B.  J.  Meigs  were 
also  Senators  during  the  years  covered  by  the  letters  to 
Huntington.  Jeremiah  Morrow  was  the  first  represent- 
ative of  the  State  in  the  House,  and  remained  so  until 
1812.  In  1818  he  became  Senator,  and  later,  in  1822 
and  again  in  1824,  was  elected  Governor  of  Ohio. 

The  letters  that  are  published  give  new  information 
or  a new  point  of  view’  on  a great  variety  of  local  and 
national  questions  for  the  period.  Subjects  like  the 
war  in  Europe,  the  embargo,  Indian  affairs,  western 
lands,  the  Yazoo  claims  besides  local  issues  are  repre- 
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sented  in  the  discussions.  The  letters  of  Stanley  Gris- 
wold are  concerned  chiefly  with  Detroit  matters,  Hull 
and  the  Government  of  Michigan.  Huntington's  ac- 
count of  his  migration  and  his  description  of  Cleveland 
in  1801  are  invaluable  sources.  The  letters  of  Moses 
Cleaveland,  Henry  Champion,  Elisha  Tracy  and  Sam- 
uel Huntington  are  especially  important  documents  for 
any  study  of  the  land  policy  and  colonizing  methods  of 
the  Connecticut  Land  Company.  A letter  in  the  Tod 
Correspondence  (No.  1)  describes  frontier  conditions 
in  New  Orleans  Territory  in  1809,  another  (No.  2)  de- 
scribed the  Tammany  Societies  in  Ohio  in  1811.  The 
letter  from  Elisha  Whittlesey  of  December  16,  1821, 
(No.  8)  includes  a copy  of  an  unpublished  letter  from 
Thomas  Jefferson  on  the  opposition  in  Ohio  to  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States.

Dear  Sir 

Your  favor  of  the  81st  July  I have  to  acknowledge 
it  would  have  been  an  incalculable  injury  to  us  had  the 
Indians  resented  the  rupture  so  much  as  to  have  mur- 
dered one  white  person  the  alarm  in  such  a case  would 
have  been  so  great  as  to  have  wholly  prevented  any  set- 
lers  going  from  this  quarter  for  the  present,  as  it  now  is 
it  will  do  us  verry  little  harm  I am  verry  happy  that 
you  so  well  like  the  country  and  hope  you  will  not  fail, 
if  possible  to  explore  my  Township  making  some  min- 
utes on  the  same — I am  not  at  present  much  in  a mood 
to  make  you  an  offer  for  your  House,  as  our  present 
intention  is  to  remove  to  Boston  or  to  the  Western  Re- 
serve Mrs.  Tracy  has  lately  been  with  me  to  the  for- 
mer place  and  is  decidedly  in  favour  of  going  there,  time 
will  determine  which  it  will  be 
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There  has  been  some  of  the  hottest  weather  here 
this  year  almost  ever  known  The  day  of  the  date  of 
your  letter  was  the  hottest  day  we  have  had  this  year — 
The  Calkers  on  board  my  Ship  was  obliged  to  leave 
Work  for  that  and  the  next  day.  one  of  them  by  trying 
a few  hours  made  himself  sick- — the  Thermometer  on 
that  day  in  Boston  stood  at  100.  this  comes  by  Mr. 
Woodbridge  by  whom  your  good  Lady  informs  me  she 
shall  write  also,  you  will  therefore  from  her  get  ac- 
counts of  the  health  and  prosperity  of  your  family — 
my  Ship  is  at  X London  and  will  be  ready  for  Sea  to- 
morrow she  will  cost  with  Stores  and  Goods  for  the 
NW.  Coast  of  America  rising  $30,000 — as  you  have 
been  disappointed  of  your  place  I am  verry  sorry  you 
did  not  wait  for  me  as  1 certainly  would  have  been  ready 
to  have  set  of  with  you  in  3 days  after  her  sailing;  had 
I any  good  company  certain  I would  come  out  as  it  is 
and  now  while  I am  mentioning  it  was  there  not  some 
unfair  play  occasioned  you  to  loose  your  place — I verry 
much  suspect  it,  tho  I confess  I could  never  see  it  was 
any  object  to  you — domestic  news  we  have  verry  little 
No  deaths  no  marriages  except  Stiles  Phelps — I defy 
any  man  to  determine  who  will  be  president,  the  State 
of  things  is  much  as  when  you  went  away  several  Con- 
necticut Members  of  Congress  have  resigned  & a Num- 
ber in  Masschusets  they  are  there  running  republicans 
and  are  likely  to  succeed — in  Europe  the  Tables  have 
compleatly  turned  as  you  probably  see  by  Papers  which 
I trust  you  get 

Buonaparte  has  reconquered  Italy  Genl  Melas 
Army  he  got  in  the  rear  of  and  after  a Bloody  Battle 
he  suffered  them  to  retire  on  delivering  up  all  the  Strong 
holds  and  fortifyed  places  Mantua  Excepted  this  was 
done  by  a convention  and  a truce  of  ten  days  agreed 
upon  to  see  if  Austria  would  accept  of  terms  of  Piece 
— Moreau  has  beaten  Genl  Kray  on  the  Rhine  again,

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chasers — I reley  that  you  will  not  withhold  your  advice 
and  aid  to  any  measures  that  will  prevent  so  fatal  a pro- 
cedure. they  will  not  be  unnoticed  nor  remain  unre- 
warded by  the  Company.  By  reason  of  the  sickness  in 
New  York  (which  is  abated)  Mr.  Coit  did  not  receive 
}mur  Money  but  will  soon  and  as  soon  as  I or  Gen1

Cleaveland  15th  November  1801. 

Dear  Sir: 

You  have  probably  received  my  Letter  by  Mr.  Coit 
before  this  time,  in  that  I informed  you  of  the  State  of 
things  at  that  time — since  then  I have  moved  my  pa- 
triarchial  Caravan  through  the  Wilderness  to  this  Can- 
aan— I was  nine  days  on  the  Journey,  with  two  Wag- 
gons, ten  oxen,  three  horses,  seven  Cows,  and  eighteen 
persons  in  my  retinue — We  slept  seven  nights  in  the 
open  air,  and  pursued  the  same  rout  that  my  former 
Waggons  went,  but  found  our  road  wanted  cutting 
again,  on  account  of  some  fresh  Windfalls;  our  Women 
and  Children  supported  the  Journey  with  courage  & 
spirits — I found  the  City  flourishing;  and  since  I ar- 
rived, several  people  have  engaged  to  move  in  with  their 
families.  Boats  are  constantly  going  and  coming  from 
Detroit,  Malden — Niagara,  Queenstown  Buffalos  &c 
We  want  nothing  but  a harbour  for  Vessels,  to  make 
this  place  at  least  equal  to  any  on  the  Lake  Shore — the 
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expense  would  be  considerable,  but  the  advantage  de- 
rived, not  only  to  the  settlers,  but  the  Non  resident 
proprietors  I apprehend  would  be  much  greater;  Our 
Salt,  Iron,  Potash  & Sugar  Kettles  & such  Bulky  arti- 
cles cost  us  more  to  get  from  the  falls,  than  all  the  rest 
of  the  distance,  we  might  supply  the  Ohio  Country,  if 
we  had  a harbour  for  Vessels,  cheaper  than  they  can  be 
supplied  from  Pitt— Vessels  may  lie  perfectly  secure  in 
any  storms,  100  Hods  above  the  mouth;  & twenty  rods 
out,  there  is  ten  feet  of  water- — We  have  taken  pains  to 
examine  the  lake  off  the  River’s  mouth  and  have  taken 
the  opinion  of  the  best  Judges  respecting  the  practicabil- 
ity & expense  of  making  it  capable  to  recieve  Vessels  of 
Burthen,  they  join  in  opinion  that  it  may  be  effectually 
done  for  $8000 — a sum  which,  considering  the  immense 
advantage  to  the  settled  & unextinguished  part  is  really 
trifling— We  have  made  a representation  to  the  Com- 
pany, which  from  your  knowledge  of  the  Country,  the 
river  & the  effect  it  would  have  on  the  Company  prop- 
erty, we  presume  will  meet  your  support — it  is  to  appro- 
priate in  Obligations  due  the  Company  in  Lands  or 
both  $8000  for  that  purpose  the  property  proposed  so 
fo  be  appropriated,  is  of  such  a kind,  as  we  think  will 
never  be  realized  to  so  good  advantage  to  the  Com- 
pany— 

Mr.  Coit  has,  I presume,  paid  you  over  the  money 
for  my  lands  here,  before  this — If  my  Deed  is  not  made 
out — -I  wish  you  to  insert,  City  Lot  No  194  instead  of 
196.  I having  exchanged  with  liodolphus  Edwards,  who 
had  a Contract  for  194  & T.  Kirtland  your  agent  having 
agreed  to  the  same  by  a Certificate,  one  in  his  possession 
& one  in  mine — -this  arrangement  brings  four  of  my  Lots 
together. 

We  have  now  here  about  200  Indians  just  going  up 
the  Cuyahoga — Stigwinish  is  among  them  & visits  me 
pretty  often — He  talks  frequently  about  you — they 
give  me  the  title  of  Sheenawannah  & the  name  of  Wau- 
bunk — they  look  with  a wishful  eye  on  their  ancient  pos- 
sessions, a little  Whiskey  however  quiets  them — they 
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have  a jealousy  of  my  coming  here — owing  to  a story 
that  has  been  propagated  amongst  them,  that  I am  rais- 
ing Soldiers  to  drive  them  out  of  the  Country — I have 
had  a great  number  of  Workmen  here  who  they  think 
are  Soldiers  in  Disguise — I take  all  pains  to  undecieve 
them,  not  however  without  informing  them  that  I can 
do  it  in  case  they  misbehave,  whenever  I please — 

The  influence  of  Granny  Newbury,  I believe,  has 
proved  useful  to  me  as  I have  too  much  business  on 
hand  to  leave  without  much  detriment — no  thanks  how- 
ever to  the  good  mil  of  the  old  superannuated  Bigot — if 
Connecticut  is  to  be  governed  by  such  Riders,  thank  God 
that  I am  out  of  it — We  have  fine  warm  dry  weather,  the 
Crops  have  been  good,  & but  little  Ague  this  past  sea- 
son— some  considerable  trade  is  going  on,  & the  place 
appears  brisk  & lively,  three  new  houses  going  up  &c  &c 
&c — If  you  are  not  coming  out  next  season,  do  write  me 
how  things  go  on — meantime — believe  me  to  be  your’s 
&c

Chillicothe  January  1A"  1802 . 

Dear  Sir: — 

I am  here  yet  you  will  notice  but  shall  in  a few  days 
set  off  for  Trumbull  County.  I should  be  very  glad  to 
see  you  immediately  on  my  return  either  at  Youngstown 
or  Warren.  The  chief  disire  I have  to  see  you  so  soon, 
will  be  disclosed  in  the  sequel. — If  therefore  my  view 
coincide  with  your  wishes,  you  will  endeavor  to  meet 
me  as  proposed. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  wSession  of  the  legislature 
a law  was  passed  declaring  the  assent  of  the  Territory 
to  an  alteration  in  the  boundaries  of  our  future  States; 
which  has  been  forwarded  to  Congress  for  their  consent 
thereto. — Should  this  proposition  be  acceded  to,  the 
Scioto,  instead  of  the  Great  Miami,  will  be  the  boundary 
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between  the  Eastern  and  middle  States.  The  public 
mind  in  this  part  of  the  Territory  has  been  exceedingly 
agitated  on  the  subject.  I felt  very  anxious  for  the  pas- 
sage of  the  law,  and  consequently  was  gratified  with  its 
success.  I cannot  at  this  time  give  you  in  detail,  the 
reasons,  which  induced  my  mind  to  become,  as  far  as 
possible,  auxiliary  to  its  passage. — Of  this  more  when  I 
shall  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you. — 

Should  Congress  agree  to  the  alteration,  the  several 
Offices,  which  necessarily  must  be  made,  for  the  good 
government  of  the  Erie  Territory,  must  be  filled.  I 
have  occasionally,  wandered  beyond  the  confines  of  Chil- 
licothe,  in  my  search  after  proper  characters.  Mr. 
Meigs  has  gone  to  City — Washington,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  securing  to  himself  the  appointment  of  Govr. 
Gen1  Putnam  the  aristos  [?]  wish  to  promote;  but  he 
may  be  considered  out  of  the  way  of  others,  as  he,  it  is 
said,  has  no  desire  for  the  place. — Thinking  of  Meigs’ 
qualifications,  my  thoughts  took  wing,  and  perched  up- 
on my  friend — (I  hope  you  will  pardon  their  innocent 
wanderings.)  I sat  myself  down  and  wrote  a lengthy 
letter  to  our  freind  G.  Granger,  who  is  at  Washington, 
on  the  subject,  and  submitted  to  him,  the  propreitv  of 
taking  our  Governor  or  the  first  judge  from  the  lake 
shores . I should  be  sorry  to  have  Meigs  succeed,  for 
various  reasons.  I trust  Mr.  Granger  will  do  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  advance  our  interest,  as  well  as 
yours;  and  I feel  the  spirit  of  prophecy  waking  in  me; 
and  this  spirit  tells  me  “your  schemes  shall  succeed 

You  will  not  I hope  be  averse  to  my  project.  I 
will  endeavor  that  the  negotiation  shall  be  conducted, 
so  as  to  produce  no  injury  to  yourself,  should  the  at- 
tempt fail  of  success. — 

A little  on  other  matters. — A Commission  as  a 
justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  in  & for  the  County  of 
Trumbull,  will  be  presented  your  honor  on  my  return. 
W.  therefore  must  content  himself  with  a station  in  the 
“back  ground”,  as  a reward  for  his  duplicity  and  treach- 
ery. The  Govr  before  I leave  this  place  will  hand  me 
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all  the  military  Commissions  agreably  to  the  returns  by 
you  made.  He  is  complaisant,  obliging  and  freindly. 
There  are  many  in  the  neighborhood  of  this  Town  who 

are  severely  exercised  with  a spirit  of  enmity  to 

him.  Their  conduct  towards  him  is  disgraceful  and 
con  temp  table- — but  “may  they  be  in  mercy  for  their  false 
clamour”.— 

Several  laws  have  been  passed  which  relate  to 
Trumbull  County  in  particularly — one  of  which  only 
will  I notice  at  this  time.— A law  appropriating  One 
Thousand  Dollars  out  of  the  Territorial  levy,  in  the 
County  of  Trumbull,  for  the  year  1801,  has  been  passed, 
and  approved  by  the  Govr.  This  appropriation  was 
made  upon  the  memorial  of  the  proprietors  &c  drawn  up 
and  laid  in  by  me.  The  legislature  strove  hard  at  first, 
to  defeat  our  claim.  I attacked  them  however  in  their 
rooms,  in  public  and  in  fact  on  all  occasions,  with  my 
small  artillery  of  reason — sense  of  justice  k republican- 
ism. I felt  of  their  pulses,  k found  them  beat  languid. 
I then  like  a wise  and  supercilious  quack,  applied  stim- 
ulants. The  remedy  had  no  trifling  effect,  my  patients 
soon  became  convalescents. 

That  my  prescriptions  might  the  better  be  under- 
stood, I procured  the  memorial  to  be  printed  (for  our 
legislature  print  everything  before  they  act)  one  of  the 
impressions  you  shall  have  when  I meet  you.— The  me- 
morial was  in  due  time  (for  great  bodies  move  slow) 
committed  to  a Committee  of  the  whole  house  ( Congress 
likes  to  be  seen)  the  Committee  then  rose,  without  doing 
anything,  it  was  then  taken  up  in  the  house.  A member 
moved  that  the  Agent  kc  of  the  Memorialists,  be  admit- 
ted on  the  floor  of  the  house,  wdthin  the  Barr— a debate 
ensued— question  taken  & myself  admitted  (who  all  this 
time  was  within  the  Barr)  to  display  my  talents.  I 
rose— was  heard  and  then  permitted  to  retire.  The  me- 
morial was  referred  to  a select  Committee  of  five,  to  re- 
port.—I again  found  myself  before  the  Committee — k 
this  Committee  reported  that  One  thousand  Dolls  be 
appropriated  kc— A Committee  of  the  whole  accepted 
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unanimously  the  report  of  their  select  Committee.  The 
house  then  took  it  up,  and  with  perfect  unanimity  agreed 
to  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  whole.  Another 
Committee  was  appointed  to  report  a Bill  on  the  sub- 
ject. They  applied  to  me  to  prepare  one,  I did  so — 
but  it  under  went  some  amendments  in  the  house,  and 
at  length  was  passed  unanimously — it  went  to  the  Coun- 
cil— came  back  with  some  amendments,  which  were 
agreed  to— then  to  the  Govr.  k by  him  yesterday  ap- 
proved and  signed.— 

The  substance  of  the  law,  is  as  follows  (viz.)  The 
money  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  opening  a 
road  from  the  portage  in  a Northerly  direction,  and  the 
same,  shall  intersect,  the  road  leading  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Cuyahoga  river,  Eastward  to  Presquisle ; and 
from  the  portage,  in  a Southerly  direction  untill  the 
same  shcdl  intersect  the  road  leading  from  Limestone 
(Kentucky)  thro  this  place  to  Wheeling,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  certain  Commissioners  therein  named.  These 
Commissioners  are  Sami.  Huntington,  Edward  Paine 
and  George  Tod  Esquires.  So  you  see  there  is  more 
business  carved  out  for  you. 

Stop,  as  I hope  to  see  you  soon,  I will  not  scribble 
any  longer.— 

Give  my  best  respects  to  Madame  k Miss  Margaret 
and  tell  them  I expect  to  do  myself  the  pleasure,  before 
summer  to  call  at  their  hotel  k drink  a little  whiskey  and 
eat  some  warm  bread  4 butter . Bye  the  bye— if  Mar- 
garet was  here  I think  some  inroads  might  be  made  upon 
her  affections.— I should  like  to  entertain  you  a few 
moments,  in  giving  the  [charjacter  of  our  legislature — 
for  I now  know  them  as  wTell  as  if  I had  made  them. 
Let  it  suffice,  that  they  are  very  descent  men  in  general.

Sir— 

Your  Letter  of  the  5th  November  1801  has  been 
received  & it  appears  from  that,  that  you  had  not  re- 
ceived my  last,  written  some  time  in  October.  I forget 
the  exact  Date— it  has  probably  come  to  hand  before 
this  time — since  then  considerable  alterations  have  been 
made  here,  all  by  individual  exertions— I have  now  seven 
men  at  work,  which  is  the  least  number  I have  had  since 
August  came  in,  my  house  is  nearly  finished  and  has 
cost  me  $620  Dollars— my  clearing  and  fencing  has  cost 
me  nearly  as  much  more- — Carter  is  clearing  next  me  & 
we  shall  soon  have  all  cleared  west  of  the  great  square- — 
there  are  now  two  Stores  of  Goods  here  both  doing  con- 
siderable business,  & a constant  travelling  to  and  from 
the  place— The  pennsylvanians  who  come  in  say  that 
Cleaveland  is  getting  a great  name,  but  all  unite  in  tell- 
ing of  the  discouragements  that  People  in  the  towns 
back  offer  them  against  coming  here— the  effect  of  a 
misguided  Jealousy  among  rival  towns— those  who  sur- 
mount those  discouragements  are  uniformly  pleased 
with  the  place  and  the  prospects  it  offers  for  almost  any 
kind  of  business — we  want  only  a little  well  timed  lib- 
erality in  the  Company  to  make  this  the  first  place  on 
the  Shores  of  Lake  Erie— only  the  small  circumstance 
of  setting  up  posts  at  the  corners  of  the  Streets  & 
squares  has  been  of  more  advantage  than  twenty  times 
the  expense  of  it— people  are  convinced  that  the  Com- 
pany are  determined  not  to  let  it  fall  to  the  ground 
after  having  expended  so  much  upon  the  place,  its  nat- 
ural advantages  are  more  and  more  apparent  but  the 
poverty  of  the  people  will  not  suffer  them  to  improve 
those  advantages,  you  know  under  what  circumstances 
most  of  the  people  have  settled,  still  in  debt  for  their 
Land  and  not  recovered  from  the  embarrasments  which 
the  expense  of  moving  on  &;  procuring  the  first  neces- 
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saries  threw  them  into,  they  run  to  the  merchants  with 
what  money  they  can  pick  up,  to  buy  at  an  exorbitant 
price  such  articles  as  they  had  been  used  to  consume  in 
the  old  countries,  without  having  any  way  of  exporting 
such  commodities  as  they  might  manufacture  & send  to 
raise  money— this  mischief,  we  believe  the  Company 
might  enable  us  to  remedy,  & at  the  same  time  add  to  the 
value  of  their  Lands  four  times  as  much  as  it  would  cost 
them  to  do  it.  This  was  the  object  of  our  petition  last 
fall— its  fate  I have  not  heard — The  applications  for 
Land  in  this  town  and  City,  have  been  very  numerous 
since  the  Agent  went  away.  I presume  50  City  Lots  and 
as  many  100  Acre  Lots  might  have  been  sold  to  actual 
Settlers  had  there  been  a power  left  during  his  absence 
— & would  suggest  the  expediency  of  authorizing  him 
to  substitute  some  person  in  his  absence  with  powers 
coextensive  with  his — I do  not  suggest  this  with  a view 
to  the  Agency  myself,  because  1 am  sensible  that  what- 
ever I could  do  would  meet  the  disapprobation  of 
Granny  Newberry— all  I would  wish  is  that  the  Agent 
might  not  be  appointed  from  any  of  the  rival  towns,  as 
Chagrin  Gore — Paynesville— Austinburg  &c— as  their 
object  wrould  be  to  keep  down  this  in  order  to  raise  their 
own  towns — -while  we  claim  a preference  on  account  of 
natural  advantages  we  do  not  apprehend  those  ad- 
vantages to  be  such  as  to  build  us  up  suddenly  without 
much  labour  and  expense,  on  the  contrary,  many  years 
must  elapse  before  the  Country  would  be  materially 
benefitted  by  what  has  been  yet  done  or  what  can  be 
done  by  the  exertions  of  the  Settlers— all  we  contend 
for  is,  that  on  account  of  the  practicability  of  Roads  to 
this  place— its  being  a known  place  of  Resort  & Indian 
trade-in  the  navigation  of  the  river,  its  easy  com- 
munication with  the  Waters  of  Ohio  and  the  original 
intentions  of  the  Directors- — such  further  aid  should  be 
advanced  as  will  cause  all  those  circumstances  to  be  im- 
proved in  such  manner  as  to  answer  the  general  interest 
of  the  Company  and  Settlers — The  first  inquiry  a 
Stranger  makes  here  is,  can  Vessels  enter  your  River? —

We  answer  not  at  present  but  we  expect  soon  to  have 
it  made  so  as  to  admit  them — he  goes  down  to  Carter’s 
& is  told  there  that  it  never  will  be  done — that  nothing 
can  be  made  here  by  trade  & that  if  they  can  purchase 
elsewhere  it  is  never  worth  while  to  come  here — at  the 
same  time  he  is  clearing  $1000  per  annum  by  his  Indian 
Trade  & gathers  about  him  all  the  itinerant  Vagabonds 
that  he  meets  with,  out  of  whom  he  gets  all  his  labour 
done  for  their  board  and  Whiskey,  & over  whom  he  has 
an  absolute  control — organizing  a phalanx  of  Des- 
piradoes  & setting  all  Laws  at  defiance — 

The  tract  of  Country  comprehended  in  the  Triangle 
formed  by  a line  from  Hudson  to  the  mouth  of  Grand 
River,  the  Lake  and  Cayahoga  have  depended  on  get- 
ting their  grinding  done  here,  but  the  complaints  against 
our  Mill  and  Millers  are  so  universal  & so  just,  that 
they  are  now  going  as  far  & through  much  worse  roads 
to  get  it  done  at  other  mills — if  I rightly  remember,  100 
acres  of  land,  including  the  mill  Seat  the  Irons  and 
about  $250  in  money  were  given  to  build  the  mills,  & 
that  for  the  purpose  of  accomodating  the  settlers,  and 
not  as  a gratuity  to  the  Miller — facts  will  show  whether 
he  has  appropriated  these  advancements  to  the  public 
benefit  or  his  own— at  the  foot  of  one  of  the  best  falls 
I ever  saw,  he  has  put  up  an  uncovered  frame  about 
the  size  of  Alderman  Hyde’s  necessary — the  access  to 
which  from  every  quarter  is  about  50  feet  nearly  per- 
pendicular-— from  the  top  of  the  Bank  to  the  roof  of  his 
mill  is  about  30  feet  & the  way  to  get  a grist  up  or  down 
is  by  climbing  with  a Bag  on  the  shoulder  holding  on 
by  the  roots  which  project  out  of  the  Bank — the  wheel 
is  undershot,  & the  Bolt  good  for  nothing — Sixty 
pounds  of  wheat  (and  no  better  is  raised  in  the  world 
than  on  these  plains)  usually  turns  out  from  32  to  38 
pounds  of  flour,  and  if  it  happens  to  rain  or  the  trough 
gets  choked  with  ice,  grain  flour  and  all  gets  wet,  so 
much  is  lost  and  the  miller  cannot  help  it — if  people 
want  roads  to  his  mill  they  must  make  them,  for  there 
they  must  get  grinding  or  go  without — the  Saw  Mill 
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is  something  better,  but  he  cannot  afford  boards  to  cover 
his  grist  Mill,  though  within  15  rods  of  it  a tree,  the  man 
is  embarrassed  with  old  debts  & must  sink  under  them 
if  hard  pressed,  but  does  it  answer  the  original  design 
to  have  a Mill  so  much  encouraged  by  the  Company’s 
assistance  &;  by  extensive  custom,  so  very  deficient  in 
every  respect— I do  not  know  whether  he  has  his  Deed 
yet — I presume  he  would  not  wish  to  have  it  known  if 
he  has — for  it  would  soon  be  taken  from  him — but  per- 
haps the  effect  would  be  favorable  as  no  other  person 
would  keep  it  in  its  present  situation — this  representa- 
tion must  not  be  considered  as  an  individual  complaint 
— I have  been  requested  to  make  it  by  almost  every 
Customer  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  towns,  with  a 
view  of  giving  the  Directors  such  information  as  to  en- 
able them  to  take  such  measures  as  will  give  the  Settlers 
the  benefits  of  the  donation  which  they  at  present 
scarcely  feel — there  were  two  Men  here  this  winter 
both  owning  Mills,  one  on  Beaver  the  other  near  Mead- 
ville,  the  first  who  came  in  Jany  examined  the  creek 
that  runs  by  Doans  near  the  Center  of  the  town  on  the 
proposed  Hoad  to  Burton — he  said  he  was  ready  to  pay 
the  cash  for  200  acres  including  that  mill  seat  at  $1.50 
pr  Acre — an  engage  to  set  up  his  mills  next  summer — 
the  other  who  went  from  here  yesterday  wanted  to  pur- 
chase the  North  West  corner  Lot  in  No.  T,  11th  Bange 
(which  was  drawn  by  the  Erie  Company)  & also  100 
acres  including  the  mill  seat  on  Doan’s  Creek — for  the 
former  he  would  give  $1.40  and  for  the  latter  $2.  pr 
acre,  pay  the  Cash  & build  Mills  in  one  year  from  next 
summer,  they  were  both  substantial  men  & I regretted 
the  want  of  power  to  close  a bargain  with  them — if  the 
Agent  comes  before  May  I am  to  write  them — after 
which  time  they  cannot  come  until  next  winter.  Our 
winter  has  been  warm  and  pleasant,  the  ground  open, 
plowing  and  getting  in  grain  as  good  as  in  summer,  but 
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a very  few  days  or  nights  when  there  was  frost  on  or  in 
the  ground,  & then  but  slight — a great  coat  is  almost  a 
useless  garment — the  weather  commonly  dry,  the  falls 
snow  which  go  away  directly — You  have  undoubtedly 
heard,  how  our  Legislature  have  disposed  of  the  Com- 
pany’s Petition — they  have  done  more  than  was  gen- 
erally expected  in  our  favour — the  Commissioners  are 
now  determining  where  the  Road  for  which  the  thou- 
sand Dollars  appropriated,  shall  run,  & have  concluded 
to  lay  it  out  in  such  places  within  the  County,  as  shall 
best  accomodate  the  Yon-residents  unsettled  land, 
which  it  is  believed  may  be  done  by  laying  it  across  such 
part  of  the  equalizing  townships,  as  has  no  roads  & 
where  good  ground  for  Roads  may  be  found — that 
part  that  lies  out  of  the  County  is  to  run  from  the  South 
end  of  the  portage  to  the  forks  of  Muskingum — from 
the  forks  to  the  Kentucky  Road,  there  is  already  a 
Waggon  Road— in  this  way  you  will  see  that  the  great 
Thorough  fair  from  the  Northern  States  to  the  Ohio 
Country  will  be  through  the  Reserve,  shortening  the  dis- 
tance at  least  two  hundred  miles,  to  those  who  travel 
from  Vermont  N Hampshire  and  the  upper  part  of  N 
York — I believe  that  Mr.  Tod  did  everything,  that 
could  be  done  to  get  the  whole  Tax  remitted  or  ap- 
propriated to  County  purposes — and  considering  the 
character  of  our  Legislature,  was  the  most  influential 
man  in  our  County  to  work  upon  the  members — 

At  the  request  of  Gen1  Paine  I inform  you  that 

is  ready  to  pay  up  the  Notes  & Obligations 

against  him,  in hands  of  the  Directors,  & wishes 

you  to  send  them  on  by  your  Agent  in  the  Spring. 

If  there  is  anything  in  my  letter  that  You  think  may 
be  of  use  to  the  Directors,  you  are  at  liberty  to  show  it, 
or  such  parts  as  you  think  proper — My  Letters  on  busi- 
ness have  been  generally  directed  to  you  & Gen1  Cham- 
pion, & I am  content  that  he  should  have  the  perusal 
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of  such — though  not  particularly  mentioned — Mr.  Coit 
writes  me  that  he  has  not  yet  got  my  Deed  though  he 
has  been  ready  to  pay  the  money  for  some  time — I 
should  wish  to  receive  it  by  some  person  coming  out  this 
Spring — as  I had  rather  give  direct  Deeds  than  to 
Article.

to  hear  of  your  prosperity  & contentment  will  always 
afford  to  me  a pleasure,  we  hear  your  ITonnor  has  the 
Middle  Seat  on  the  common  pleas  & make  no  doubt  you 
will  do  honnor  to  your  appointment,  in  point  of  pe- 
cuniary emolument  it  cannot  be  any  object,  but  as  an 
introduction  to  something  better  it  may  be  important 
I therefore  congratulate  you  on  the  appointment — with 
respect  to  quieting  the  Indian  title  to  that  part  of  the 
Country  beyond  the  Cayuhoga  our  Company  seem 
divided  the  large  holders  seem  generally  opposed  to  it. 
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I am  myself  in  favour  and  have  always  been  so  & should 
at  tliis  time  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  prevent  your 
being  a frontier  setler — whether  I shall  come  out  this 
summer  is  not  certain  Lucy  is  now  here  with  me  a keep- 
ing Election : her  health  at  present  is  as  good  as  usual ; 
our  little  Boys  are  also  verry  well:  as  to  any  other  con- 
nections you  have  in  Norwich  you  know  it  would  be  al- 
most saeriliege  for  me  to  mention  their  unpolluted 
names— 

Your  acquaintance  are  generally  well.  Norwich 
continues  much  as  usual  most  people  of  much  enterprise 
move  away:  Mr.  D.  L.  Coit  moved  to  New  York  since 
this  month  came:  Howland  (?)  goes  next  month; 

politics  I think  do  not  run  quite  so  high  as  they  did  but 
now  and  then  an  Insolent,  overbearing  Aristocrat, 
when  Insulting  a Republican  before  a respectable  pub- 
lic Company  gets  his  Nose  rung  on  the  Spot  & all  the 
people  say  publicly  Amen— 

You  have  probably  heard  that  Babcock  brought 
his  action  against  Dwight  for  opening  your  letter  to 
him,  on  the  subject  of  Ebelings  Letter  to  Morse,  he 
failed  as  he  saith  because  his  Witnesses  wrere  bribed  off. 
Dwight  has  novr  brought  his  Action  for  Defamation 
against  Babcock  & laid  his  damages  at  4 or  5000  Dollars 
—as  for  you  you  are  removed  away  from  all  these

Pittsburgh  15th  July  1802 
Sir, 

After  an  absence  of  considerable  duration, — I am 
now  on  my  return  to  the  territory,  but  during  that 
absence  I have  not  learned  how  the  Act  of  Congress- 
allowing  the  people  to  form  a Constitution  and  the 
territory  to  be  admitted  into  the  union,  is  relished,  nor 
what  steps  may  have  been  thought  most  proper  to  be 
taken.  I do — earnestly  wish  that  you,  Sir,  may  be 
sent  to  the  Convention  for,  if  the  proposal  is  closed 
with,  all  the  talents  that  can  be  collected  will  be  of  the 
first  necessity  for  the  business  of  the  Constitution,  and 
it  is  most  certain  that  a great  many  of  those  who  will 
be  Members  will  be  very  ill  qualified  to  discharge  that 
trust  wdth  intelligence.  I purpose  to  visit  Jefferson 
and  Washington  Counties  on  my  vray  down  and  wrould 
have  been  happy  to  have  done  the  same  to  Trumbull, 
but  at  this  time  it  is  altogether  out  of  my  powrer — My 
View  of  the  Countrys  becoming  a State  at  this  time  is 
not  a pleasing  one.  The  Committee  of  charge  will  prob- 
ably induce  the  people  to  accept  the  offer  without  much 
consideration,  while  I think  it  will  be  attended  with  a 
burthen  they  are  not  able  to  bear — The  exemption  of 
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the  Lands  of  the  United  States  to  be  sold  from  taxation 
for  five  years  will  for  that  time  throw  the  whole  ex- 
pense upon  a very  few,  and  to  that  will  be  added  the 
mortification  to  many  whose  Lands  will  be  subject  to 
that  taxation,  of  seeing  their  next  neighbours  perhaps 
living  free  from  it. 

If  you  wrill  be  pleased,  Sir,  to  write  to  me  at  Cin- 
cinnati, and  inform  me  how  the  thing  works'  in  your 
County,  and  what  measures,  if  any  have  been  concluded. 
— I know  that  great  part  of  Hamilton,  all  Washington, 
and,  from  the  Information  I have,  a great  Majority  of 
Jefferson  are  against  accepting  the  offer- — should  your 
people  be  of  the  same  way  of  thinking,  there  should  be 
some  uniformity  in  the  measures  pursued,  and  some 
concert,  which  it  may  perhaps  be  in  my  power  to  bring 
about.

finding  Mr.  Perkins  sets  of  this  day  for  New  Con- 
necticut I improve  one  moment  to  remind  you  that  I 
have  not  forgot  you  althou  your  honnor  amidst  a multi- 
tude of  honnorable  appointments  seems  to  have  forgot 
me,  I wrote  you  from  Hartford  last  May  since  which  I 
have  not  received  a line  from  you  I hope  however  this 
will  induce  you  to  look  a little  back  & remember  those 
who  view  your  prosperity  with  pleasure  & to  remind 
you  that  an  Intimacy  from  our  Youthful  days  gives  us 
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claims  on  each  other,  that  were  not  increased  by  a Mar- 
riage Connection  things  here  jog  on  much  in  the  old 
way  both  Civil  and  Eclesiastical ; nothing  verry  material 
happened  here,  as  respects  our  town,  Society,  or  family 
connections  things  remain  much  in  Statue  quo,  Republi- 
canism gains  ground  slow  but  sure  I calculate  six  thou- 
sand Votes  for  Kirby  as  Governor  this  Spring  & about 
an  equal  Number  for  A:  Spaulding  as  Deputy  Govr. 
We  calculate  on  a Majority  in  about  One  Year  More — 
the  Federalists  have  got  extremely  alarmed  & are  exert- 
ing every  power  both  honorable  and  dishonorable  to  sup- 
port their  tottering  Cause;  defamation  and  every  other 
engine  is  at  Work — Kirby  has  lately  commenced  an 
action  against  Webster;  Parson  Chace  & others  laying 
his  damages  at  Ten  thousand  dollar;  I am  glad  to  find 
you  are  so  Republican  in  the  State  of  Ohio:  as  it  will 
be  verry  agreeable  to  me  in  case  I should  Spend  my 
days  there;  as  its  not  unlikely  I may;  indeed  I doubt 
much  whether  should  not  immediately  determine  upon 
it:  if  my  Wife  was  blessed  with  as  good  a Constitution 
as  yours;  but  I much  fear  as  slender  as  she  is;  that  she 
would  fall  a sacrifice  to  such  an  attempt,  thank  God 
the  last  year  she  has  enjoyed  better  health  than  I ever 
knew  her  before,  but  how  it  may  last  I cannot  say.  I 
know  that  my  propperty  is  larger  in  your  country  than 
it  will  ever  be  anywhere  else  & that  my  Interest  leads 
me  there;  but  I would  sacrifice  evrv  other  object  to  the 
health  & happiness  of  her  who  sacrifices  so  much  to  me; 
she  would  go  if  I thought  best;  but  that  Slender  frame 
cannot  bear  the  fatigues  of  a New  Settlement  Methinks 
you  are  looking  to  see  what  I say  about  Visiting  your 
Country  -myself  why  then  it  depends  upon  circum- 
stances attending  our  Sealing  Voyage;  I wish  much 
to  come  out  this  Summer  & shall  if  I can  and  can  if  I 
am  not  carried  away  in  pursuing  a claim  on  the  Spanish 
Government  ; the  fact  is  that  after  our  Ship  & Schooner 
together  with  an  other  Vessel  they  had  bought  had 
secured  a verry  great  Voyage,  even  beyond  our  San- 
guine Expectations  they  all  went  into  a port  on  the 
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West  Side  of  this  Continent  after  provisions  & to  re- 
fit & were  there  stopped  by  the  Spanish  Government 
& our  people  have  abandoned  them  & come  away;  by 
which  we  are  stripped  of  the  whole  unless  we  can  re- 
cover of  the  Spanish  Government  of  whom  we  claim 
three  or  four  hundred  thousand  Dollars — this  there- 
fore is  of  too  much  consiquence  to  be  neglected — 

Let  us  now  talk  a little  more  about  your  County 
I hope  to  hear  from  you  soon  arid  wish  to  k[now]  how 
the  settlements  progress  & flourish,  how  you  are  sit- 
uated yourself  as  respects  society  & neighbourhood, 
what  sort  of  a House  you  live  in  & wdiether  you  are 
healthy  in  your  present  situation;  You  are  too  much 
of  a Philosopher  to  be  otherways  than  happy  & con- 
tented these  things  may  have  all  been  wrote  to  your 
Connections  in  Norwich  but  you  might  as  well  have 
wrote  them  to  Mexico  as  respects  Lucy  & myself  I 
wish  verry  much  on  your  account  to  have  the  Indian 
title  quieted  to  the  Land  West  of  you,  that  setlers  may 
go  further  on  so  that  you  would  no  longer  be  a frontier 
setler,  as  such  a situation  in  case  of  a War  with  the 
Indians  which  probably  would  follow  a War  with  any 
European  power  would  be  verry  unpleasant  & I think 
more  of  it  at  this  time  as  there  is  some  danger  of  a War 
with  the  Spaniards  I shall  always  be  verry  happy  to 
hear  from  you  and  think  you  might  write  me  oftener 
as  presume  you  have  opportunity  there  than  I have  to 
you.

Sir — 

Your  Letter  has  been  received  & the  Contents  duly 
noticed  I am  sorry  to  find  no  more  encouragement 
given  to  to  the  petition  for  Indian  Agent — an  establish- 
ment which  would  be  very  useful  to  our  County  besides 
bringing  in  some  considerable  money — the  Bill  has 
passed  for  regulating  Elections  in  which  the  right  of 
choosing  all  our  Officers  by  Townships  is  secured — some 
other  Laws  are  enacted  & many  in  a state  of  forward- 
ness— the  Judiciary  Bill  is  now  before  our  house,  which 
if  it  goes  through  without  much  mutilation  will  in- 
troduce a System  of  practice  nearly  as  simple  as  that 
of  Connecticut— Col.  Worthington  who  went  to  the 
Seat  of  Government  by  order  of  the  Convention,  has 
returned  and  brought  with  him  the  alterations  re- 
quested by  the  Convention  to  the  propositions  made  by 
Congress — these  are  precisely  the  same  (in  relation  to 
the  County  of  Trumbull)  as  I proposed  to  the  Conven- 
tion to  demand — We  have  upwards  of  fifty  five  thou- 
sand Acres  of  Land  in  the  U.  S.  Military  tract,  of  a 
good  quality,  surveyed  into  quarter  townships  & lying

I hope,  (though  with  some  doubt)  we  shall  be  able  to 
agree  in  respect  to  our  Associates  for  our  County — the 
Legislature,  it  is  thought,  will  rise  somewhere  about  the 
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10th  of  April — We  are  most  of  us  already  tired — & as 
soon  as  the  most  pressing  and  important  business  is 
through  shall  endeavor  to  get  away — Please  to  make 
my  compliments  to  Mr.  Canfield  & our  other  friends —

Dear  Sir — 

Your  much  esteemed  favor  of  the  18th  of  June  last 
I received  a few  days  since,  your  two  former  letters  also 
came  to  hand  in  due  order  of  time — which  were  also 
equally  acceptable  to  me,  but  it  seems  I contented  myself 
with  profiting  of  their  contents  without  the  complaisance 
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to  acknowledge  the  favor  they  confered — the  truth  is, 
I had  nothing  to  communicate,  which  would  have  been 
worth  cost  and  the  trouble  which  you  would  have  suf- 
fered by  the  conveyance,  but  I was  not  inattentive  to 
their  contents,  both  as  it  respected  your  Interest  & my 
own. 

The  Law  of  your  State  making  sixty  percent  pen- 
alty on  failure  of  payment  of  taxes,  is  considered  as  a 
severe  forfeiture — but  as  you  very  justly  observe,  it  is 
better  than  taking  the  whole  property  of  the  Non-resi- 
dents— And  I hope  it  will  make  us  all  punctual  in 
payment. 

The  proposal  of  Congress  to  exempt  the  United 
States  Land  Sold — from  taxes  &c — was  viewed  here  by 
those  who  examined  the  subject  in  the  same  light  as  you 
did— the  turn  you  gave  that  business  is  very  satisfactory 
to  the  non-resident  holder  of  land  in  your  County,  w'e 
contemplate  the  benefit,  but  X believe  without  generally 
knowing  to  whom  we  particularly  are  indebted  for  it. 
I consider  the  acquisition  as  very  valuable  to  all  con- 
cerned in  the  County. 

I am  not  interested  at  present  in  the  firelands  but 
I may  possibly  wish  to  be,  if  ever  they  get  their  matters 
so  arranged  that  a Separate  Interest  can  be  had  in  them, 
to  which  the  Charter  of  incorporation  you  mention  may, 
& likely  will,  contribute- — with  regard  to  purchasing  the 
Indian  title,  to  the  residue  of  the  reserve,— It  hath  been 
my  dicided  opinion  for  two  years  past  that  it  had  better 
be  done,  if  we  could  get  liberty  from  the  Executive  to 
hold  a treaty  for  that  purpose,  & that  it  would  be 
effected  on  reasonable  terms.  This  I have  urged  in  our 
land  Company  meetings  and  particularly  on  the  15th 
of  Decr  1801,  and  much  conversation  among  individuals 
was  had  on  the  subject.  Those  who  opposed  it  said, 
we  have  land  Eno’  in  market,  and  opening  more  would 
hurt  our  sales,  we  must  pay  taxes  for  it  when  extin- 
guished and  that  we  could  purchase  the  Indian  title  a 
few  years  hence  cheaper — I then  particularly  urged  that 
by  extinguishing  the  indian  title  as  soon  as  we  could. 
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we  opened  the  Sufferers  land,  that  they  would  have  set- 
tlers on  their  land  and  we  should  have  a road  thro’  our 
Sand  on  to  theirs,  that  a country  having  a large  road, 
& travel  thro  it,  sells  better  than  a frontier — That  if  we 
extinguish  &c  we  could  divide  all  our  property  in  the 
reserve,  Dismiss  the  directors  Clark  &c  and  own  all  our 
land  in  severally,  which  would  save  much  expense,  and 
is  desirable  on  many  accounts  which  cannot  .be  done 
without — That  instead  of  purchasing  the  Indian  title 
cheaper  in  future,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  we  shall  not 
be  able  to  purchase  it  at  all,  for  if  the  Indians  who  own 
the  soil  (Ours  being  only  a right  to  purchase)  Or  any 
half-blood  among  them  should  undertake  to  cultivate 
lands,  and  become  so  civillized  as  to  prefer  that  mode  of 
living  to  hunting,  we  stand  a chance  never  to  purchase 
it — for  when  Indians  live  by  cultivating  land  they  will 
find  it  as  valuable  as  we  do,  and  our  right  to  purchase, 
is  of  no  value  when  those  who  are  to  sell  it  feel  the  value 
of  it  and  of  course  ask  as  much  as  we  do  for  land — The 
Meeting  however  was  averse  to  the  measure.  I then 
wrote  Mr.  Granger  the  Post  Master  Genl.  at  Washing- 
ton and  stated  to  him  my  reasons  for  extinguishing,  and 
my  fears  that  some  Indian,  or  half-blood,  or  other  mix- 
ture, more  wise  than  the  rest,  may  purchase  of  the  In- 
dians their  lands,  and  perhaps  get  his  bargain  Confirmed 
by  the  Executive  or  by  Congress,  and  then  deal  with  us 
on  very  different  terms  than  What  Indians  generally 
do — and  I requested  Mr.  Grangers  particular  attention 
to  the  business — I received  an  answer  from  Mr.  Granger 
stating  his  sentiments  to  accord  with  mine,  but  since 
the  before  mentioned  meeting,  little  hath  been  said  on 
the  subject  & that  little  hath  generally  been  against 
extinguishing — I hope  however  that  the  Subject  will 
soon  be  resumed  and  for  which  your  letter  hath  afforded 
me  additional  reasons,  I shall  do  all  in  my  power  to 
advance  the  measure. — 

I am  informed  that  it  is  contemplated  by  our  Ex- 
ecutive to  Connect  the  Atlantic  and  lake  waters  by  boat- 
able  navigation.  This  must  be  done  by  means  of  the

Cayahoga  or  some  more  western  waters,  in  Either  case 
more  land  must  be  purchased  of  the  Indians,  perhaps 
some  such  event  may  assist  in  Extinguishing  &c. — 

In  conversation  with  Mr.  Granger  last  May,  he 
told  me  that  some  harbour  must  be  had  for  the  Govern- 
ment Vessels  in  lake  Erie— I mentioned  the  Mouth  of 
the  Cayahoga — he  said  he  believed  that  must  be  the 
place — perhaps  you  had  best  write  Mr.  Granger  or  some 
other  one  at  or  near  Head  Quarter  on  the  Subject  some- 
thing may  possibly  take  place  to  the  advantage  of  both 
of  us — 

I gave  Turhand  Kirtland  Esquire  last  spring  par- 
ticular directions  to  attend  to  the  state  of  William’s 
Mills  in  Cleaveland,  and  stated  to  him  the  necessity  of 
their  being  kept  in  good  repair  or  of  Williams  quitting 
them — In  a letter  I wrote  this  day  to  Kirtland  I in- 
forced  the  subject  on  him  again  as  a matter  of  neces- 
sity, & I believe  those  mills  in  future  will  be  in  better 
order — 

I am  much  obliged  by  your  attention  to  the  interest 
of  the  Non-residents,  in  the  laying  the  road  thro’  the 
9th  range  of  Townships — I hope  when  that  road  is  corn- 
pleated  it  will  favor  the  Communication  from  the  lake 
southward — -Could  we  get  a water  Communication  by 
means  of  the  Cayahoga,  & a harbour  at  the  mouth  of  it, 
the  town  of  Cleaveland  & the  County  of  Trumbull  will 
soon  become  of  Consequence  and  you  receive  a reward 
for  your  enterprise  and  exertion  in  perfecting  the  meas- 
ures necessary  to  Effect  it— 

Your  letter  gave  me  the  first  inteligence  of  the  Act 
of  your  State  incorporating  the  trustees  of  a Colledge  or 
Academy  in  your  County  As  far  as  I have  anything 
to  do  in  that  business,  I shall  endeavour  to  carry  into 
effect  all  the  good  intentions  contemplated  by  the  Act. 
And  I request  the  favor  of  you  to  forward  me  the  Act, 
And  also  inform  me  what  measures  are  thought  most 
proper  to  be  pursued  in  Consequence  thereof — 

By  a vote  of  our  Land  Company  at  a meeting  last 
Winter  I am  [made]  a principal  Agent  for  the  Com- 
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pany  in  Connecticut  any  communication  which  it  is  in 
your  power  to  [make]  respecting  the  Interest  of  the 
Company,  will  be  doing  the  Company  particular  favor 
- — Any  information  of  a public  or  political  nature,  as 
well  as  of  a more  private  and  personall  concern  will  be 
thankfully  received  by  me — 

We  in  Connecticut  still  continue  on  the  same  reg- 
ular Establishment  we  ever  have  done,  but  the  oppo- 
sition rather  gains  in  the  state  at  large,  yet  we  still 
retain  so  handsome  a majority,  that  I think  we  shall 
never,  or  not  soon,  be  a Minority  I believe  the  disor- 
ganizing party  will  not  be  able  to  bring  all  their  troops 

to  the  Charge  but  a few meetings  longer,  if  the 

federalists  are  vigilent  and  attend  to  their  duty — and 
prevent  the  Democrats  from  gaining  any  advantage —

however  exert  myself  away  from  all  this  & see  my  Land 
this  Spring  as  I consider  this  too  important  a period  to 
neglect  it  & as  I wish  to  determine  whether  I like  the 
Country  well  enough  to  carry  my  family  there — our 
half  score  of  little  ones  to  whom  [you]  send  your 
regards  hapens  to  [be]  a quarter  of  a dozen  I think 
just  half  your  number  to  whom  please  present  some 
kisses  for  me — Lucy  has  in  joyed  her  health  remarkably 
for  a year;  her  little  Daughter  She  Nurses  & I almost 
begin  to  think  she  will  do  for  the  Woods — with  much

On  the  4th  inst.  we  closed  a Treaty  with  the  Indians 
for  the  unextinguished  part  of  the  Connecticut  reserve, 
and  on  acc*  of  the  United  States  all  the  land  south  ex- 
tending west  to  the  line  of  the  reserve — Mr  Phelps  and 
myself  pay  about  7000,  in  cash  and  about  12000  in  six 
yearly  payments  of  2000  each.  The  U.  States  pay 
13750,  or  rather  the  Interest  of  that  sum  to  the  Wyan- 
dots  Delawares  Muncees  and  (Senecas  on  the  Land) 

for  ever the  expense  of  our  Treaty  will  be  about 

5000  Dollars,  for  Rum,  Tobaco,  Bread,  meat,  presents 
to  chiefs,  expences  of  the  Seraglio,  for  the  commission 
Agents  contractors  &c. 

I write  this  short  sketch  in  haste,  and  am  ex- 
tremely sorry  that  I have  not  time  to  send  you  a copy 
of  the  Treaty — you  will  see  Gen1  Champion  who  will 
be  able  to  give  you  further  information  on  the  subject — 

Having  some  intention  of  making  a purchase  of 
considerable  tracts  of  land  in  the  Connecticut  reserve, 
dispersed  through  the  various  parts  of  the  different 
Settlements,  amounting  to  about  30000  acres,  which  will 
average  equal  to  the  Contry  in  General  in  point  of 
quality,  and  Situations — I wish  to  beg  of  you  the  favour 
to  inform  me  what  you  think  I would  be  safe  in  allow- 
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ing  per  acre  in  payments  equal  to  cash,  and  inform  me 
by  letter  as  soon  as  convenient  adressed  to  Easton 
Pennsylvania,  from  whence  with  all  possible  speed  if 
I make  a contract  I expect  to  send  15  or  20  familvs  of 
prancing  Dutchman,  be  good  enough  to  remember  this 
and  write  as  soon  as  possible. 

Please  present  my  respects  to  Mrs.  Iluntinton  and 
family  and  believe  me  to  be  with  Sentiments' of  great

I much  regret  that  I had  not  the  pleasure  to  see 
you  at  Cap*.  Skinners,  I omitted  laying  out  a Town 
plot,  till  Saturday,  and  did  not  fully  determin  as  to  its 
form  till  Sunday  morning — I have  laid  out  a Square 
near  Mr  Holmes’s  24  rods  by  40  & Laid  a number  of 
lots  round  it,  I have  been  proposing  to  build  a School- 
house  on  the  Square  22  feet  by  80  & have  the  Story  nine 
feet  in  the  Clear,  lighted  with  three  windows  on  each 
side  & two  on  each  end  of  24  squares  of  7 by  9 Glass 
each.  I have  offered  to  give  the  Glass  & nails,  Doctr 
Naramon  $50  Mr.  Holmes  $20,  but  there  is  so  little 
prospect  of  assistance  from  others  I fear  it  will  not  suc- 
ceed, Your  influence  may  help  the  business  aided  by 
Capts  Skinner  & Piepoon — I tell  the  people,  it  will 
answer  for  a Schoolhouse,  meeting  house  Town  house, 
& if  need  be  for  a Courthouse,  and  will  be  a beginning 
to,  & help  the  projected  town — I leave  this  place  for 
the  eastern  part  of  the  Reserve  the  26th  or  27th  Instant 
& shall  wholly  quit  the  Reserve  for  Connecticut  in  about 
six  days — I wish  you  to  think  of  the  proposed  house, 
and  if  you  judge  best  try  to  forward  the  undertaking, 
it  cannot  cost  much  more  than  will  be  subscribed  and  I 
believe  will  be  of  much  Utility — a small  Log  house 
which  must  be  built  for  a Schoolhouse  will  cost  almost 
as  much  as  the  one  proposed,  beside  the  Subscriptions — 
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I shall  take  charge  of  the  letter  you  left  at  Capt 
Skinners  for  Capt  Tracy — and  if  I can  be  useful  to  you 
in  Connecticut  or  elsewhere,  I shall  receive  your  Direc- 
tions in  what  manner  with  pleasure —

My  Friend 

after  parting  with  you  I had  as  pleasant  8c  expedi- 
tious a Journey  home  as  could  be  expected  & had  the 
pleasure  of  finding  Lucy  & the  Children  in  good  health 
— I took  as  early  an  opportunity  as  possible  to  throw 
myself  in  the  way  of  your  Father  Huntington  (as  I 
did  not  Visit  at  the  House)  in  order  to  deliver  Your 
Letter  to  give  him  personal  assurance  of  your  pros- 
perity & tire  pleasing  prospects  that  were  before  you 
(having  previously  seen  Joseph  & Charles  & com- 
municated to  them)  feeling  it  but  a small  return  for  the 
Civilities  received  from  yourself  and  family  while  there, 
to  indeavour  to  remove  any  improper  impressions  by 
making  a fair  representation  of  your  situation,  but  I 
confess  I was  so  astonished  at  the  Cold  Indifference 
with  which  it  was  received,  that  if  I come  out  next 
spring  (as  I probably  may  unless  I go  abroad)  I shall 
think  it  hardly  worth  my  while  to  bring  you  any  Letters 
8c  return  any  to  them,  Jos:  was  the  only  one  seemingly 
pleased  with  my  acct  of  you — whether  these  unilateral 
feelings  arose  from  disappointment  at  my  representa- 
tion; indifference  on  the  subject  or  a displeasure  at  an 
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evidence  that  a friendly  intercourse  had  subsisted  be- 
tween us  I cannot  say  & must  leave  you  to  your  own 
conjectures;  suffice  it  to  say  that  I indeavoured  to 
gratify  your  wishes — tel  Mrs.  Huntington  I called  on 
Maddam  Breed  with  her  message,  the  old  Lady  is  not 
much  of  a favourite  with  me;  but  appeared  overjoyed 
on  this  Occasion — Kinsman  is  here  & from  him  & from 
Root  it  would  seem  there  is  a terrible  conflict  in  your

Margaret  I called  several  times  at  her 
Fathers  & the  family  were  much  gratified  at  an  op- 
portunity of  inquiring  of  a person  who  had  been  several 
days  in  her  Company- — the  situations  of  the  propperty 
that  has  been  rested  from  me  by  the  Spaniard  remains 
as  it  was  in  a State  Uncertainty  & whether  it  will  be 
necessary  to  go  abroad  on  that  acct  I cannot  determine 
it  at  present  looks  squally  with  Spain — this  prevents  me 
from  feeling  able  to  incur  the  Expence  that  is  really 
necessary  & would  be  profitable  in  improving  my  Town- 
ship; Unless  I determine  to  bring  my  family  out  there 
&;  this  seems  at  present  quashed  for  tho  when  I went 
from  home  Lucy  thought  she  should  be  willing  to  move 
out&  while  there  I was  sufficiently  pleased  with  the 
Country  to  seriously  contemplate  it;  yet  I found  when 
I came  to  return  home  & make  so  favourable  a repre- 
sentation & speak  so  much  in  favour  of  removing  her 
heart  failed  her  & it  was  evident  she  would  go  reluctantly 
& not  of  Choice  we  shall  therefore  as  a family  wait  a 
little  & see  what  time  will  affect — a General  & verry 
bloody  War  seems  to  be  taking  place  in  Europe,  as  to 
Domestic  news  what  shall  I say — Uncle  Rufus  is  dead 
& has  left  L:  H:  £500 — Rufus  Choat  £500 — Kevins 
£200  & a legacy  to  almost  evry  one  else  but  you  and  I — 
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Doct  Lathrops  Widow  is  Dead  & I find  you  have  come 
in  for  an  other  slice. — the  old  Mansion  House  is  sold 
at  Vendue  & Jos:  Coit  has  bought  it  at  $1600.  The 
Lathrop  family  are  in  a greatful  sweat  & want  it  back 
but  Coit  wants  $900.  for  his  bargain  they  are  treating 
E & E:  Huntington  are  both  about  being  spliced  one 
to  A:  Hydes  daughter  & the  other  to  Miss  H:_  unknown 
to  you  C:  P:  H:  is  constant  in  his  attentions  to  Lucy 
Rudd  how  serious  it  is  not  for  me  to  say:  tYour  old 
friend  Jos:  Brewster  is  dead — Capt  Carew  is  sick  & I 
think  will  never  get  about  again — Snacks  remains  just 
so  but  I think  looks  sharp  for  a Wife.

Detroit,  17th  March  1806 . 


I had  the  satisfaction  and  honor  of  receiving  your 
letter  of  August  1805,  and  should  have  answered  it  im- 
mediately, had  you  not  informed  me  in  it,  that  you  were 
on  the  point  of  setting  out  on  a five  months  circuit  to 
attend  to  the  duties  of  your  station.  Presuming  that 
you  have  by  this  time  returned,  permit  me  to  congratu- 
late you  on  the  prosperity  which  has  attended  you  in 
this  western  world.  The  sacrifice  you  made  by  quitting 
the  cultivated  country  and  Society  of  New  England, 
for  the  solitude  and  hardships  of  a wilderness,  ought  to 
have  been  thus  rewarded — It  would  have  been  a great 
satisfaction  to  me  to  have  made  my  journey  to  this  place 
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thro’  New  Connecticut,  which  indeed  was  at  one  time 
my  full  intention;  but  Gov.  Hull  prevailed  on  me  to 
join  him  at  Albany  and  proceed  in  the  same  boat  by  the 
water  communication,  particularly  as  he  informed  me 
,the  boat  would  be  fitted  out  and  the  passage  given  at 
the  public  expense.  In  this  however  he  proved  mis- 
taken. Besides,  I depended  upon  meeting  you  at  De- 
troit, not  having  heard  of  your  declining  your  appoint- 
ment to  this  Territory.  When  I was  informed  of  this 
circumstance,  it  cast  a gloom  on  my  mind  and  that  of 
Mrs.  Griswold,  which  can  hardly  be  described.  In  an- 
ticipation we  had  placed  much  of  our  social  happiness 
in  the  enjoyment  of  your  and  Mrs.  Huntington’s  com- 
pany. Indeed,  had  it  not  been  for  this,  it  is  probable 
Mrs.  G.  would  not  have  come  on,  particularly  the  last 
season.  And  I soon  had  additional  cause  to  regret  your 
non-acceptance  when  I came  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
person  who  supplied  your  place  here.— I could  inform 
you  a great  deal  on  this  head,  but  shall  reserve  it  till  I 
have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you. 

It  was  my  intention  to  have  visited  New  Con- 
necticut last  fall;  but  by  the  Governor’s  determining  to 
[absent]  himself  from  this  Territory  so  early  as  Sep- 
tember, tho’  he  did  not  go  until  October)  and  to  be 
gone  till  next  summer,  rendered  it  indispensible  that  I 
should  remain  here,  to  exercise  the  Executive  function 
in  his  absence.  The  duties  of  this  function  together 
with  those  of  Secretary,  have  made  for  me  a very 
laborious  winter,  and  my  health  is  somewhat  impaired 
in  consequence.  If  the  Governor  should  return,  I shall 
indeavor  to  come  over  next  summer,  or  fall;  and  from 
a stroke  in  your  letter,  I indulge  the  hope  of  seeing  you 
at  Detroit  at  no  distant  period.  Pray,  Sir,  make  us  a 
visit  if  possible. 

I shall  say  nothing  of  my  situation  her  in  point  of 
society,  climate  &c.,  but  I assure  you  it  is  very  un- 
promising in  respect  to  expense  of  rent  and  living,  and 
the  compensation  I receive  to  support  it.  Provisions 
and  merchandise  are  dearer  here  than  in  any  city  of 
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the  United  States,  or  perhaps  of  the  world.  Fire-wood 
is  from  $2.o0  to  $3.  per  cord,  butter  and  cheese  50cents 
per  pound  <$cc  &e.  I shall  certainly  be  ruined  in  a 
pecuniary  point  of  view,  if  Congress  will  not  augment 
the  salary.  I forwarded  a petition  for  this  end  to  con- 
gress, which  I learn  was  committed  to  five  members,  of 
whom  Mr.  Morrow , your  representative,  is  one.  I have 
not  heard  of  the  result;  but  hope  Mr.  Morrow  is  ac- 
quainted with  this  place  well  enough  to  lead  the  Com- 
mittee to  do  justice. — If  nothing  is  added,  I think  I 
cannot  continue  here;  and  whither  I shall  flee,  it  is  im- 
possible to  say.  To  return  to  New  England  with  my 
family  would  be  a great  expense;  and  no  prospect  of 
usefulness,  or  of  business,  offers  there.  I think  I should 
make  a stand  at  New  Connecticut,  and.  encounter  the 
hardships  of  clearing  a farm  and  attempting  to  draw  a 
support  from  the  parent  earth  with  my  own  hands, 
having  little  or  no  means  to  employ  hired  aid. 

I am  much  pleased  with  your  remarks  on  the 
bigotry  & malignity  which  have  assailed  me,  and  are 
assailing  others,  in  Connecticut.  They  are  perfectly 
correct,  and  [show]  that  you  have  not  been  inattentive 

to  the of  things  in  our  parent  state.  So  thoroughly 

am  I disgusted  with  the  management  of  that  state  under 
its  present  hierarchal  and  political  guides,  that  I could 
easily  bid  it  an  eternal  adieu,  and  were  it  not  for  my 
family,  wrould  myself  sooner  go  westward  among  the* 
savages  than  return  to  that  state,  to  take  up  my  resi- 
dence. But  I hope  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  will 
come  to  an  end  there , as  it  has  done  in  so  large  a pro- 
portion of  the  other  states. 

The  winter  has  been  very  mild  here,  at  no  time 
more  than  2 or  3 inches  of  snow,  and  that  but  for  2 or 
3 days  at  once.  This  has  been  favorable  to  the  poor 
sufferers  by  fire,  who  must  have  endured  much,  if  the 
winter  had  been  like  the  one  preceding  it.  Our  legis- 
lative board  laid  out  a new  town  oil  the  public  commons 
adjoining  the  old  town  of  Detroit,  and  have  sold  many 
of  the  lots  at  7 cents  per  square  foot!  It  belongs  to 
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congress  to  sanction  the  plan  and  the  price,  both  of 
which  cause  not  a little  murmurring  among  the  people 
who  wish  to  build,  particularly  against  the  Chief 
Justice , who  had  the  management  of  the  business. 

It  will  afford  us  a great  deal  of  pleasure  to  read 
letters  from  you  as  often  as  you  can  find  it  convenient 
to  write.  I shall  with  much  satisfaction  return  the  cor- 
respondence.—We  receive  few  letters  from  our  friends 
at  the  eastward,  and  am  sure  there  is  a miscarriage 
somewhere,— probably  they  go  to  Niagara,  and  there 
lie. 

Mrs.  Griswold  thanks  you  kindly  for  compliments 
and  returns  tier’s  with  mine  to  your  lady  kself.

Washington  March  14th , 1806. 

Dear  Sir. 

I was  this  day  favoured  with  your  letter  of  the  15th 
ultimo.  At  some  future  day  how  distant  I know  not  it 
may  be  confidently  expected  that  the  British  provinces 
of  Canada  will  be  united  to  this  government.  At  pres- 
ent however  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  important  or 
very  desirable  that  we  should  have  them  though  I should 
have  no  objections. — But  with  you  I believe  that  they 
become  ours  the  first  war  that  takes  place  between  us 
and  England.  At  present  I can  perceive  no  good  rea- 
son or  necessity  for  going  to  War  with  any  nations  I 
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have  no  doubt  that  we  may  adopt  measures  short  of  war 
which  will  effectually  accomplish  our  objects.  War  at 
best  is  a terrible  scourge  yet  times  and  occasions  would 
seem  to  justify  the  measure.  But  to  go  to  war  with 
England  under  existing  circumstances  would  be  to  us  a 
very  unprofitable  business  indeed.  Our  exports  to  her 
and  her  dependancies  amounts  to  21  millions  of  dollars. 
The  whole  of  our  exports  to  every  other  nation  is  only 
19  millions  of  dollars.  One  half  or  thereabouts  of  our 
revenue  besides  is  derived  from  our  intercourse  with 
her.  Our  great  object  at  present  is  peace  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  national  debt.  A war  would  destroy  the 
means  to  do  this  and  what  is  worse  would  increase  the 
debt.  It  is  true  we  might  take  Canada  and  Confiscate 
British  debts  but  would  this  pay  us  for  the  destructions 
of  many  of  our  seaport  towns  and  the  incalculable  loss 
of  our  merchants  of  their  ships  and  property?  I pre- 
sume not.  Yet  it  does  not  follow  that  we  are  not  to 
encounter  all  these  difficulties  if  we  cannot  obtain  jus- 
tice in  another  way.  I think  we  ought  to  make  one 
effort  more  by  commercial  restrictions  and  negotiations 
& then  if  we  fail  make  the  last  appeal.  This  course  I 
think  will  be  pursued.  I do  not  think  congress  will 
decide  at  this  session  on  Yazzo  claims.  I enclose  you 
a paper  by  which  you  will  see  Bonaparte  has  settled 
the  affairs  of  the  continent.  Col°  Pritchard  wrote  me 
and  stated  he  was  a candidate  for  Congress.  Mr.  Mor- 
row is  not  exactly  such  a man  as  I wish  we  had  to  rep- 
resent the  state  but  I believe  we  shall  never  get  a man 
of  more  integrity  & of  more  good  sound  sense.  Yet  he 
is  not  in  every  respect  qualified  as  I before  stated  to  be 
the  single  representative  of  a state.  I do  believe  he  will 
do  better  than  Col°  Pritchard  and  when  I say  this  I 
mean  to  say  nothing  to  his  disadvantage.  Mr.  B is  a 
sharp  man  you  know  him  & need  no  comments  from  me.

Dear  Sir — I address  von  on  a Subject  in  which  I 
feel  considerably  interested,  and  which  I believe  involves 
in  if  the  convenience  and  welfare  of  the  County  of 
Geauga— I mean  the  establishing  the  place  where  the 
Court-house  is  to  be  erected — ■ 

When  I was  on  the  Reserve  last  year  I laid  out 
and  recorded  in  the  public  records  a Square  for  public 
use,  and  some  small  lotts  adjoining  on  my  opening 
where  the  Warren  road,  the  Lake  road,  and  the 
Austinburgh  road  cross  each  other,  believing  from 
a full  view  of  the  subject,  that  the  present  and 
future  interest  of  the  County  would  be  best  pro- 
moted by  placing  the  Courthouse  on  the  Square  I 
reserved— I am  still  Clearly  of  that  Opinion — At 
the  Junction  of  those  roads  I think  it  will  certainly 
better  accommodate  the  County  than  either  north  or 
south  of  that  place.  If  the  Courthouse  is  set  there 
it  leaves  an  opening  for  Cleaveland  to  be  made  a County 
Town  with  a due  proportion  of  land  west  of  the  Caya- 
hoga  annexed  to  it,  and  a County  at  the  Northeasterly 
part  of  the  Reserve  as  soon  as  the  population  shall  point 
out  the  propriety  of  it — I hear  Gen1  Paine  is  for  having 
the  Courthouse  at  the  mouth  of  Grand  River,  & Cap1 
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Skinner  will  probably  wish  it  near  his  house,  and  some 
persons  may  perhaps  be  for  Bonds-town — Should  you 
think  as  I do  in  this  business — I shall  be  much  obliged 
for  your  interest  & Influence  in  favor  of  it — And  also 
that  a Disinterested  Judicious  & independent  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  decide  on  the  subject — With 
sincere  Respects  to  yourself  & Mrs.  Huntington 
Your  very  Humble  Servt.

Sine  I last  wrote  you,  we  have  had  information 
from  your  quarter  that  Nickshaw  was  killed  instead  of 
John  Mohawk  as  heretofore  reported. — if  this  be  true 
& as  Mohawk  was  the  one  who  shot  Mr  Diver,  aught 
not  Mohawk  be  demanded  of  their  Chiefs  to  be  delivered 
up  for  Trial,  in  my  last,  considerable  was  said  concern- 
ing a Treaty  with  the  Indians,  and  the  more  I reflect 
on  that  business  the  more  I am  convinced  of  the  neces- 
saty  of  having  it  prosicuted  to  effect  as  soon  as  possible. 
I am  still  of  oppinion,  that  directions  to  affect  it  aught 
to  issue  from  the  Judiciary  department, — I have  ben 
solicited  by  numbers  of  the  inhabitanee  to  assist  in  for- 
warding the  business,  have  written  to  & advised  some 
Gentlemen  to  go  forward  & hold  a treaty  with  some 
of  the  Chiefs — You  may  perhaps  think  I have  gon  too 
fast  in  this  business  but  Sir  I still  believe  it  a business 
of  great  importance  not  only  to  give  immediate  satis- 
faction to  the  Inhabitanee  of  the  new  Settlements,  but 
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for  the  future  settlement  of  this  County — You  doubt- 
less have  a just  idea,  how  the  truth  of  such  an  affray 
with  Indians,  will  be  exaggerated  only  from  this  to  old 
Connecticut,  of  course  will  see  the  necessaty  of  ac- 
complishing a settlement  with  them  and  have  it  made 
publick  abroad  as  well  as  at  home. 

For  myself  & I believe  can  say,  for  the  greatest 
part  of  this  County,  we  are  under  no  apprehentions 
of  the  least  personal  danger  from  the  Indians,  but  our 
Interest  requires  a spedy  compromise  and  hope  You 
will  give  all  possible  aid  to  acomplish  it —

My  dear  Sir, 

Mr.  Gaylord  having  applied  for  a clearance  sooner 
than  I expected,  I can  drop  a few  lines  only,  in  haste, 
just  to  inform  that  we  enjoy  health  and  the  usual  degree 
of  prosperity,  which  last  was  never  excesive  with  me, 
and  probably  never  will  be  so.  My  emoluments  as  ter- 
ritorial Secretary  & Collector  may  be  worth  twelve  hun- 
dred a year, — I think  not  more.  The  jive  hundred  this 
year,  as  Commissioner  to  adjust  titles  to  land,  will  be 
a help, — but  it  is  temporary,  tho’  possibly  the  same 
business  may  be  renewed  another  year, — as  the  present 
act  of  Congress  does  by  no  means  do  full  justice  to  the 
people  of  this  Territory,  some  of  whom  never  entered 
their  claims,  and  some  have  more  tracts  than  one, 
honestly  acquired,  for  neither  of  whom  is  any  provision 
made. 

I am  ashamed  for  the  disgrace  our  Territory  must, 
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1 think,  incur  from  the  manouvres  of  some  of  our  high 
territorial  officers,  particularly  that  of  the  Bank  of  De- 
troit. I know  not  what  yet  to  think  exactly  of  that 
project,  but  never  had  a doubt  that  it  was  something 
extraordinary,  and  I was  fearful,  not  to  be  justified. 
Of  course,  I always  held  myself  aloof  from  any  con- 
cern or  connection  in  it,  and  consider  myself  both  highly 
honored  and  happy  by  being  left  out  of  the  original 
calculations  of  the  projectors,  and  in  fact  attempted  to 
be  driven  out  of  the  country  in  a sly  intriguing  manner. 
- — That  this  Bank  was  a branch  of  A.  Burrs  scheme, 
I will  not  say.  It  was  however  projected  at  Washington 
the  same  winter  that  Burr  was  there,  and  our  Govr  k 
Chief  Judge.  At  that  time  Burr  sounded  Gen . Eaton 
k others,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  he  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  great  characters  from  our  quarter.— It  is  con- 
ceived by  some,  that  the  plan  was  to  draw  out  of  the 
States,  particularly  New  England,  a large  sum  of 
money,  to  be  applied  for  western  purposes, — whether 
public  or  individual , is  not  certain, — but  under  an  idea, 
that  the  new  Empire  would  be  soon  enough  erected  to 
defy  any  attempts  at  justice  and  to  defend  the  plunder . 
How  correct  all  this  is,  I know  not,  and  probably  none 
will  know,  but  those  in  the  scheme,  what  ever  it  was. — 
One  thing  is  certain,  floods  of  Detroit  Bank  Bills  are 
now  flowing  in  from  the  Eastern  States,  and  the 
Bank  refuses  payment  for  the  present,  (of  those  Bills, 
but  pays  those  circulating  here,  which  were  not  to  a 
great  amount,)  till  something  shall  be  heard  from  its 
agents  k friends  at  the  eastward.  It  is  ascertained,  that 
some  hundreds  of  thousands  were  sent  to  the  eastward, 
(chiefly  Boston  in  the  first  instance,  k from  thence 
scattered  over  New  England,)  and  that  they  were  sold 
for  specie,  at  a discount, — which  specie  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  agents  and  members  of  the  concern  in  that 
quarter.  The  question  at  present  appears  to  be, 
whether  they  will  honestly  remit  that  specie  to  pay  the 
Notes, — or  will  divide  it  among  the  other  stockholders , 
— or  will  keep  it  themselves.  If  it  were  originally  a Burr 
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scheme,  that  scheme  being  defeated,  it  is  possible  a new 
destination  is  to  be  agreed  upon  for  the  plunder.— I 
have  no  more  to  inform  you  on  this  subject  at  present. 
Mr.  Gaylord  may  have  collected  general  ideals  pre- 
vailing here,  and  can  probably  satisfy  you  with  respect 
to  some  particulars. 

He  informs,  that  the  people  of  your  county  will 
hold  you  up  as  candidate  for  the  gubernatorial  chair  of 
Ohio.  I am  glad  to  hear  of  it.  You  have  my  best 
wishes. 

Mr.  G.  Granger  writes  me,  that  he  shall  soon  retire 
from  the  office  he  sustains  at  Washington.  Can  you 
with  any  consistency  name  a certain  friend  of  yours  to 
government  for  his  successor? — The  nature  of  that  busi- 
ness would  suit  his  taste,  provided  he  possessed  suf- 
ficient abilities  and  merits.

My  dear  Sir, 

Your  obliging  favor  of  the  24th  ult.  was  received 
by  the  Boat  from  your  port,  which  arrived  yesterday. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  find  sentiments  of  friendship 
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and  generosity,  like  your’s,  unimpaired  by  time,  and  un- 
sullied by  the  pursuits  of  a busy  life. 

Accept  of  my  thanks  for  the  prefer  of  interest  and 
influence  for  a certain  purpose.  The  period,  at  which 
they  may  be  necessary,  I think  will  be  soon,  as  from  a 
letter  of  Mr.  G.  I imagine  the  vacancy  will  happen  in 
September  or  October. — Amidst  so  many  and  powerful 
competitors  as  will  probably  appear  (and  most  of  them 
on  the  spot)  I can  anticipate  but  small  chance  of  suc- 
cess;— still  a trial  will  not  be  amiss.  The  faint  heart 
is  sure  not  to  win. 

Since  I wrote  you,  the  people  of  this  Territory 
have  done  me  the  honor,  through  several  of  their  prin- 
cipal characters,  to  request  me  to  permit  them  to  for- 
ward a petition  to  the  President,  urging  the  nomination 
of  your  friend  to  be  Governor  here  after  the  1st  of 
March  next,  the  time  that  the  present  Governor’s  com- 
mission expires.  I thanked  them,  with  an  assurance,  that 
if  I should  continue  in  the  Territory.,  although  I should 
prefer  the  office  mentioned,  to  my  present  situation, 
still  the  office  of  a Judge  would  in  my  view  be  prefer- 
able to  either; — -and  requested  them,  if  they  should  for- 
ward anything,  it  might  be  for  the  latter . This  I sup- 
pose they  will  do. — I would  thank  you,  therefore,  to 
mention  the  same  in  your  communications  to  your 
friends,  requesting  that  it  may  be  done,  in  case  that 
mentioned  in  my  last  should  fail. 

My  qualifications  for  a judicial  situation,  are  some 
acquaintance  with  law  from  a short,  but  systematic 
study, — and  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  Statutes  of 
this  Territory  and  of  Indiana,  binding  here,  joined  with 
an  attention  to  the  forms  and  practice  of  Courts  and  of 
the  bar, — and  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  state 
of  all  the  land-titles  in  this  country,  afforded  by  my 
present  occupation  as  Commissioner  for  examining  and 
settling  the  same. 

There  does,  or  probably  will  exist,  a vacancy  in  the 
bench  here, — as  nothing  is  heard  of  Judge  Coburn  who 
was  appointed  to  succeed  Judge  Bates ; — and  Judge 
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Griffin  went  lately  on  a visit  to  his  friends  in  Virginia, 
who  will  I think  not  return,  especially  if  another  place 
offers. — Judge  Woodward  it  is  thought  will  be  im- 
peached at  the  next  Congress ; — but  I count  nothing  on 
this. 

As  I am  in  this  country  and  have  a small  property 
fixed  at  this  place, — as  I am  pleased  in  many  respects 
with  the  country,— and  have  the  satisfaction  to  believe 
the  inhabitants  have  some  confidence  in  me  and  would 
be  gratified  by  my  continuing  among  them,— I should 
on  the  whole  receive  it  as  a favor  to  be  placed  on  the 
bench  of  this  Territorial  Court.  But  I cannot  continue 
in  my  present  situation ; — it  is  too  dependent,  laborious, 
confining  and  unproductive. — Will  thank  you  to  urge 
this  matter  with  your  friends  at  head  quarters.  But 
wish  it  to  be  represented  as  second  in  the  desires  of 
your  friend  to  the  thing  mentioned  in  my  last  letter. 

A Treaty  is  now  holding  at  this  place  by  the  Govr 
with  the  neighboring  Indians  for  their  lands.  He  ap- 
pears determined  to  conclude  one,  and  the  Indians  are 
at  present  as  determined  not  to  sell.  He  asks  for  too 
extensive  a tract.  Thejr  might  I think  be  willing  to  part 
with  a small  one,  especially  in  case  they  should  receive 
proper  treatment. — What  the  event  will  be,  no  one 
knows.  We  generally  think,  no  sale  will  be  obtained. 
Few  of  the  Indians  appear  even  willing  to  come  in  to 
attend  the  treaty.  None  of  the  Potawattimees  are  here; 
■ — and  a large  tribe  of  Chippewas  near  us,  on  Saguina 
bay,  refuse  to  come.  They  have  been  sent  for  in  a 
special  manner  two  or  three  times,  but  persist  in  re- 
fusing to  come;  and  they  even  send  in  speeches  full  of 
reproach  and  hostile  threatenings.  To  our  great  sur- 
prize the  Govr  declared  yesterday,  that  if  these  Indians 
would  not  come,  it  should  not  prevent  him  from  con- 
cluding a treaty  with  any  others  who  might  be  willing! 
— If  he  should  do  so,  Indian  hostilities  may  be  assuredly 
expected, — particularly  in  case  our  relations  with  Great 
Britain  should  continue  as  they  now  are.  The  tribe  in 
question  is  powerful  and  warlike. — We  feel  ourselves 
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in  a delicate  situation,— much  depending  on  the  events 
of  a few  days,- — with  no  sufficient  defense  in  case  of 
emergency,  and  with  little  confidence  in  the  prudence  or 
wisdom  of  some  who  have  our  destiny  much  at  discre- 
tion.— While  we  have  much  room  for  apprehension,  we 
hope  for  the  best. 

Mrs.  Griswold  tho  unacquainted  with  Mrs.  Hunt- 
ington, joins  with  me  in  respectful  compliments.

useless  as  he  would  not  be  permitted— he  seems  to  be 
a fine  sprightly  Boy— I have  really  neglected  my  usual 
correspondence  with  my  friend  because  a kind  of  per- 
plexity in  my  affairs  which  arose  out  of  verry  heavy 
losses  has  taken  up  my  attention  in  an  attempt  to  settle 
up  all  my  old  affairs  which  I have  not  yet  been  able 
quite  to  do;  My  Yew  Connecticut  has  always  stood 
clear  & I intend  it  always  shall — it  is  my  City 
of  Refuge— single  and  alone  without  any  one  to 
lean  upon  (&  with  some  Collateral  Connections; 
relations  who  ought  to  have  assisted  eagerly  devour- 
ing -the  hope  that  I should  stop  payment)  I have 
withstood  the  malice  of  my  Enemies  & trust  I shall  still 
be  able  to— I have  saved  myself  by  withdrawing  from 
business— My  old  Ogden  bond  loss  has  given  me  much 
trouble  but  on  a bill  in  Chancery  I have  finally  got  the 
claim  loss  against  me  of  about  one  thousand  pounds 
reduced  about  one  half  & as  I had  paid  more  than  that 
I have  something  to  receive  back  You  once  offered  to 
assume  mine  if  I would  your  Bridge  loss  if  I had  accepted 
you  would  have  regretted  it— some  of  these  old  affairs 
you  are  sensible  must  take  up  a long  time  to  close  & 
when  effected  I shall  feel  myself  a new  man  again — - 
I do  not  recollect  any  [late]  occurrence  that  will  interest 
you  except  the  recent  death  of  Doctr  Lathrop— & a 
small  paralettic  stroke  lately  lit  on  Judge  Phelps— 
Doctr  Lathrop  has  left  his  Widowr  to  her  own  disposal 
about  $30,000  & to  Mrs.  Austin  about  the  same  sum, 
but  has  by  a Codicile  provided  (assigning  for  reason 
that  Austin  wras  unfit  to  be  trusted  with  propperty)  that 
Mrs.  Austins  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  her  Brothers 
and  that  they  shall  deal  out  such  sums  as  shall  be  nec- 
essary for  her  support  during  her  connections  with  it. 
the  foreign  and  public  news  you  get  through  the  medium 
of  newspapers,  our  affairs  look  squaly  and  there  seems 
to  be  a strong  probability  of  War.  I think  the  cloud 
thineness  rather  than  scatters — if  War  tho  you  are  near 
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Upper  Canada  yet — -I  thinck  you  are  more  out  of  the 
way  of  it  than  I shall  be — on  the  issue  of  Burr’s  tryal 
I am  sure  you  and  I think  alike  it  shows  to  us  what 
Federalism  will  do — in  this  state  the  strength  of  parties 
is  about  the  same — our  difficulty  is  really  in  selecting 
such  a nomination  that  are  willing  to  run  as  is  respect- 
able  enough  to  obtain  Votes  in  general  they  are  light 
people — thank  God  the  Middle,  Southern  & -Western 
States  are  true  to  the  old  Whig  principles — 

I have  thoughts  of  a little  speculation — by  taking 
out  an  administration  in  your  state  on  the  Estate  of 
Joseph  Williams  on  a Debt  & bidding  defiance  to  the 
pretended  right  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  all  his 
Western  reserve  what  think  you  to  it  is  there  any  dan- 
ger that  an  act  of  our  Legislature  would  be  considered 
binding  on  propperty  there  so  as  to  give  our  State  an 
exclusive  right — would  an  administration  here  be  any

ually to  day  my  Eones  in  that  Country  & as  obtaining 
the  Seat  of  Justice  would  raise  up  a settlement  that 
would  in  some  measure  remove  the  Womens  objections 
I am  verry  solicitous  on  the  Subject  & if  giving  the 
public  Square,  cutting  a certain  portion  of  Road  & pay- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  within  a reasonable  time  would 
obtain  the  object  I have  no  objection  to  do  it,  that  is 
placing  the  Stake  tolerably  central  in  my  Land  say  two 
miles  or  more  from  the  Corner  of  Morgan  & not  nearer

On  the  8th  ins*  I left  home  with  my  family  on  a 
visit  to  Lexington  in  Kentucky  where  my  two  daughters 
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have  been  at  school  for  8 months  past  & did  not  return 
untill  the  26th  & the  day  after  recd  your  letter  of  the 
18th  ultimo  which  I now  answer  as  far  as  in  my  power- — 
with  pleasure — 

So  far  as  I have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  public 
sentiment  it  is  decidedly  in  favour  of  Mr.  Madison  as 
our  next  president.  I mean  in  the  middle  and  western 
parts  of  the  State  nor  will  any  candidate  for  elector  in 
your  end  of  the  State  receive  the  suffrages  of  the  people 
in  this  quarter  & to  the  west  who  is  opposed  to  Mr.  Mad- 
isons election.  Having  a personal  acquaintance  with 
both  Mr.  Clinton  and  Mr.  Madison  I will  freely  give 
you  the  reason  which  operates  on  my  mind  & decides 
me  in  prefering  Mr  Madison  to  Mr.  Clinton.  No  man 
has  a better  opinion  of  or  feels  more  gratitude  for  the 
past  services  of  Mr.  Clinton  than  I do  but  a close  and 
intimate  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Clinton  in  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States  convinced  me  beyond  a doubt  that 
his  mental  faculties  were  greatly  impaired  although 
some  of  the  strongest  evidences  remained  of  his  having 
once  possessed  in  a very  eminent  degree  the  qualifica- 
tions necessary  to  a discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office 
of  president.  I have  no  hesitation  in  saying  if  he  pos- 
sessed the  vigor  of  mind  and  body  which  I am  sure  he 
once  did,  I would  prefer  him  to  Mr.  Madison  but  the 
time  is  past.  Time  has  made  great  inroads  on  both  his 
body  & mind  and  my  duty  to  my  country  tells  me  in 
the  strongest  terms  he  is  not  now  qualified  to  discharge 
especially  at  this  all  important  cricis  the  duties  of  pres- 
ident of  the  U.  States.  With  you  I think  it  all  im- 
portant that  the  republicans  should  act  in  harmony  & 
so  far  as  it  rests  with  me  as  one  individual  my  best  efforts 
shall  be  always  used  to  accomplish  this  object  & most 
sincerely  do  I wish  that  our  elections  should  be  decided 
on  their  true  grounds  and  that  every  citizen  would  ap- 
pear in  his  proper  character.  I regret  that  a nomina- 
tion of  electors  did  not  take  place  whilst  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  people  were  together.  It  would  have  been 
done  but  for  a difference  in  opinion  among  the  gentle- 
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men  from  the  town  and  of  the  State  as  to  the  person 
to  be  taken  up  then,  as  both  Doctor  Wood  and  Mr  Big- 
ger were  spoken  of  as  far  as  I could  learn  among  the 
members  (I  mean  the  republicans)  they  intended  to 
support  Col0  McCune  of  Jefferson  Gen1  Massie  & some 
were  for  Doctor  Wood  & others  for  Mr.  Bigger.  I 
think  there  is  a disposition  in  this  quarter  to  support 
Doctor  Wood  with  the  two  first  mentioned.  I think 
with  you  that  this  approaching  presidential  election  is 
of  vast  importance  to  the  people  and  that  we  should  act 
with  much  circumspection.  The  limits  of  a letter  are  to 
confined  for  me  to  give  you  my  sentiments  on  this  sub- 
ject. Your  solicitude  is  prais worthy  & most  sincerely 
do  I wish  it  was  general.  Since  my  return  home  I have 
been  informed  you  declined  being  a candidate  for  the 
office  of  Governor  & intend  being  a candidate  for  the 
senate  of  the  United  States.  I had  a strong  inclina- 
tion to  write  you  on  this  subject  with  the  utmost  can- 
dour but  feared  you  might  possibly  misinterpret  my 
motives.  The  relations  which  exist  between  us  would 
have  justified  me  and  have  given  my  assertions  a claim 
to  your  credit.  I never  have  felt  a desire  to  serve  as  the 
Governor  of  the  State  yet  I am  well  aware  this  assertion 
with  very  many  will  not  be  credited.  With  you  I feel 
a confidence  it  will  and  I never  would  have  suffered  my 
name  to  be  mentioned  if  I could  have  avoided  it  con- 
sistantly  with  duties  I believe  I owe  my  Country.  My 
fellow  citizens  now  have  an  opportunity  to  say  whether 
they  require  my  services  or  not  and  if  they  should  I 
will  make  my  duty  as  far  as  possible  a pleasure  for  I 
have  ever  believed  the  conscious  discharge  of  our  duties 
affords  the  most  solid  pleasure  of  this  life  if  on  the  other 
hand  I am  not  wanted  I remain  just  where  I profess 
to  be  qualified  to  remain,  pardon  me  for  having  said 
so  much  of  myself  I thought  it  a liberty  I could  take 
with  a friend  & brother  and  to  him  alone  it  is  intended 
to  go.  It  is  far  from  my  desire  to  be  your  opponent 
in  anything  but  a strife  to  promote  the  gen1  good  of  our 
common  country.  If  you  feel  the  disposition  I shall  be 
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glad  you  would  freely  communicate  your  intentions  if 
you  have  such  of  becoming  a candidate  for  the  Senate. 
I would  have  you  come  forward  candidly  & in  time  that 
is  say  if  you  are  willing  to  serve  if  elected.  If  however 
you  prefer  being  a candidate  for  the  office  of  governor 
be  assured  it  shall  in  no  wise  interrupt  our  friendly 
relations.  Gen1  Beecher  you  will  have  learned  is  a can- 
didate in  opposition  to  Mr  Morrow  for  Congress  and 
I am  afraid  if  he  should  fail  will  be  a candidate  for  the 
senate  of  the  U.  States.  From  him  I trust  you  will 
have  nothing  to  fear.  Gen1  Massie  told  me  a few  weeks 
since  that  he  certainly  would  not  be  a candidate  for  the 
U.  S.  Senate  and  in  my  opinion  you  may  if  you  are  a 
candidate  expect  Gen1  Beecher  as  an  opponent.  I have 
thought  it  proper  to  say  so  much  to  you  that  you  may  be 
on  your  guard  in  this  last  case  and  be  prepared  for 
events.  I am  at  a loss  where  to  direct  this  letter  but 
conclude  to  direct  to  Warren.  Any  other  information 
in  my  power  shall  be  given  very  cheerfully.  I remain

I take  the  liberty  to  trouble  you  with  a few  lines 
on  the  subject  of  the  choice  of  Electors  for  President — 
your  friends,  through  the  Country  generally  wish  to 
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support  you  on  the  ticket  with  Massie  & Bigger,  but 
have  no  knowledge  for  whom  you  will  vote  if  elected. — 
many  of  them  have  applied  to  me  supposing  I posessed 
information  on  that  point  but  I was  not  able  to  give  them 
satisfaction — I know  however  it  is  the  general  wish,  with 
very  few  exceptions  to  have  Mr.  Madison  for  our  next 
President,  & if  that  be  the  choice  you  would  make,  I 
beg  leave  to  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of  authorising 
your  friends  to  announce  it — a line  to  some  person  at 
Chilicotha  & one  to  me  directed  to  Cincinnati  would  give 
your  intention  sufficient  publicity — Clinton  and  Monroe 
will  have  the  Federal  & Randolph  interest,  & it  seems 
important  at  this  junction  to  have  a good  understand-

My  Dear  Sir, 

By  this  time  I suppose  you  are  acquainted  of  our 
removal  into  your  State  & neighborhood,  and  even  the 
house  lately  occupied  by  yourself.  I should  have  been 
happy  to  have  seen  you  before  my  journey  to  this  place. 
I have  been  treated  here  with  all  the  attention  I de- 
served, and  as  much  as  1 could  wish.  The  members  of 
Congress  are  generally  my  friends,  and  believe  that  I 
have  been  abused  in  relation  to  matters  at  Detroit.  Hull 
is  very  properly  estimated  by  them.  I however  say  lit- 
tle about  him.  My  object  here  was  to  settle  my  accounts 
as  Collector  of  the  customs  at  Detroit,  which  has  been 
done  on  the  most  liberal  and  fair  scale,  much  to  my 
satisfaction. 

Give  me  leave  to  congratulate  you  on  the  assurance 
I have  obtained,  that  you  are  elected  to  the  guberna- 
torial chair  of  Ohio.  Few  events  would  give  me  more 
heart-felt  satisfaction.  It  is  generally  spoken  of  here 
as  a welcome  event.  I have  not  seen  more  than  one 
wry  face  on  its  being  mentioned. — T shall  return  with 
greater  pleasure  to  Ohio  since  knowing  this  event. — I 
shall  be  much  at  my  leisure  there,  at  least  this  winter. 
If  I can  serve  you  in  any  way,  it  would  be  a great  sat- 
isfaction to  me.  I know  not  precisely  what  the  powers 
of  a Governor  of  Ohio  are,  or  what  is  within  his  gift. 
Any  occupation  would  be  better  than  stark  idleness. 

Politics  here  wear  a doubtful  and  pretty  gloomy 
aspect.  The  dilemma  is  a perplexing  one,  and  war 
seems  not  unlikely,  whichever  course  is  pursued.  If  the 
Embargo  be  raised,  vessels  must  be  permitted  to  arm, 
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& war  will  be  inevitable  with  some  foreign  nation  or 
nations.  If  the  Embargo  be  kept  on,  there  is  imminent 
danger,  from  the  east  and  north,  of  civil  war  and  a dis- 
solution of  the  Union.  I believe  the  minds  of  many 
members  are  yet  wavering  in  this  dilemma,— altho’  I am 
of  opinion  the  Embargo  will  be  enforced  with  even  addi- 
tional vigors.  I think,  however,  some  who  Were  for- 
merly for  the  Embargo,  are  now  for  raising  it  and  going 
to  war.  But  I apprehend  they  will  not  form  a major- 
ity.—God  knows  what  is  before  us.  The  members  have 
already  shewn  too  great  a propensity  to  dissention  and 
acrimony; — I am  fearful  it  will  be  a stormy  session, 
with  ruinous  altercations  & animosities.  I am  disap- 
pointed in  my  expectation  in  this  respect,  as  are  most 
others, — and  we  tremble  for  the  fate  of  our  country. 

I shall  set  out  on  my  return  to  Cleaveland  next 
week.— Give  my  respectful  compliments  to  Mrs.  Hunt- 
ington, and  believe  me,

Dear  Sir — - 1 returned  a few  days  past  from  New 

York  & found  your  favor  of  the  19th  of  March  which  had 
been  received  in  my  Absence,  I am  much  obliged  by 
your  communication  on  the  subject  of  it.  When  I was 
at  New  Market  last  May,  I had  not  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing you.  I there  made  an  agreement  with  Messrs 
Skinner,  Parker  & Bond  respecting  the  seat  of  Justice, 
which  if  I remember  right,  (I  have  it  not  with  me) , was 
to  let  them  have  half  the  land  & be  equally  interested  in 
furnishing  $800.  or  $1000  for  public  buildings — I have 
just  received  letters  from  each  of  them,  in  which  Capt 
Skinner  declines  pursuing  that  agreement,  and  Messrs 
Parker  & bond  are  not  explicit  respecting  it,  should  all 
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of  them  decline,  I shall  own  between  six  and  seven  hun- 
dred Acres  in  k round  my  town  platt — I very  much  wish 
the  seat  of  Justice  was  there,  but  you  will  see  that  my 
interest  is  not  Immence  in  the  thing — I am  willing  how- 
ever to  do  what  is  Just  k Generous  for  me  to  do,  what 
that  is,  is  a matter  of  Consideration — If  a house  could 
be  built,  that  will  answer  for  a Courthouse,  a' house  of 
Public  Worship,  a School-house,  or  a dwelling  house,  I 
will  be  one  third  interested  in  the  building,  and  also  in 
a goal — Or  if  those  gentlemen  do  not  decline  the  agree- 
ment I made  with  them  last  year  I am  willing  to  pursue 
that  measure— But  situated  as  I am  I cannot  go  further 
at  present  than  one  of  the  foregoing  proposals. — I 
acknowledge  the  propriety  of  your  reasoning  on  the  sub- 
ject, But  to  build  the  building  myself,  is  hazzarding 
more  of  my  property  in  the  speculation  than  I at  pres- 
ent choose  to — It  is  extremely  unfortunate  for  the  Non- 
Residents,  that  the  State  of  Ohio  are  obliged  to  tax 
themselves  so  severely,  my  tax  last  year  was  about 
$800.,  the  expense  I vras  at  to  get  a part  of  it  abated 
made  it  more  than  $800.  I expended  on  roads  in  my 
town  near  $100.  more  last  year — The  policy  in  the  re- 
serve allows  but  very  little  of  my  tax  to  be  expended 
in  any  of  my  town  or  for  my  benefit.  They  are  used 
for  the  benefit  of  others — If  the  money  I paid  was  all 
I suffered  I should  be  glad,  But  the  Taxing  System 
hath  much  reduced  the  price  of  your  lands — Gentlemen 
of  property  will  not  purchase  land  wdiere  the  System  of 
Taxing  is  so  rigid — I mean  not  to  complain  to  you — 
wliose  Liberallity,  Tallents  k Integrity  I very  much 
respect — But  I mean  it  as  an  excuse  for  my  not  acting 
more  liberally  in  tbe  buildings — Indeed  whatever  in- 
duced the  Committee  to  fix  a State  for  the  Courthouse 
wrhere  they  did — It  is  really  unpromising  to  me,  after 
paying  my  taxes,  to  advance  any  other  property  to  bid 
off  or  buy  a priviledge  which  the  will  of  your  State  as 
expressed  by  their  Committee  hath  conferred  on  others 
- — -Willing  however  to  comply  with  my  foregoing  pro- 
posals and  wishing  the  building  built,  I leave  it  with 
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the  Gentlemen  of  the  County  to  take  such  measures  as 
they  Judge  proper  in  this  business — and  I shall  at  all 
times  be  happy  to  Concur  with  them  in  promoting  & 
forwarding  any  Measure  that  will  Contribute  to  the 
prosperity  of  that  part  of  the  State  in  which  you  and 
they  reside. —

to  France,  and  some  again  think  the  provision  ought 
expire — Mr.  Griswold  has  taken  lodging  in  the  same 
house  with  me,  for  the  short  acquaintance  I am  much 
pleased  with  his  manners — 

we  have  no  late  foreign  news  & none  of  import- 
ance and  touching  our  relations  with  France  is  expected 
during  the  Sessions,  sanguine  expectations  are  enter- 
tained of  a speedy  settlement  of  our  differances  with 
that  Powers,  however  much  certainly  depends  on  trans- 
actions in  Europe  over  which  we  have  no  controul.

to  see  me  arrive  on  that  account.  To  all  who  said  any- 
thing to  me  on  the  subject,  I assigned  the  reason  of 
your  delay  to  have  been — that  communications  are  a 
long  while  passing  between  Chilicothe  & your  place  of 
residence — that  Mr  Tiffin’s  resignation  was  late — that 
you  took  the  promptest  steps  to  obtain  one  to  serve  in 
his  place,  but  could  hear  nothing  from  those  you  had 
in  contemplation  at  Chilicothe,  after  waiting  for  it  sev- 
eral weeks — and  that  to  this  circumstance  the  lateness 
of  my  appointment  was  to  be  ascribed. — I said  nothing 
of  the  circumstance  of  our  misapprehending  the  time 
for  the  Session  to  commence. 

Quorums  of  both  houses  were  formed  on  the  first 
day.  Nothing  but  discussion  has  yet  taken  place.  The 
Senate  are  now  engaged  in  the  question,  whether  in 
repealing  the  commercial  interdictions  as  to  G.  Britain, 
we  shall  open  our  ports  to  their  ships  of  war? — The 
House  of  Representatives  are  discussing  a resolution 
of  Mr  Randolph’s  complementing  the  President  on  his 
measures  towards  G.  Britain. 

It  is  expected  the  session  will  not  outlast  the  pres- 
ent month,  altho’  I think  it  probable  enough,  that  it  will 
run  into  the  next.  The  House  of  Representatives  ap- 
pear disposed  to  go  pretty  largely  into  business.  South- 
ern men,  and  the  members  near  Washington,  together 
with  all  young  and  single  men,  appear  desirous  of  a 
considerable  stay  at  this  place. 

Messrs  Meigs  Sc  Morrow  are  of  opinion,  that  the 
Resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  relative  to  the 
State  boundaries  and  Roads,  had  better  remain  un- 
touched until  the  next  session,  as  they  think  there  will 
not  be  time  this  session  to  carry  them  through  both 
houses,  and  unfinished  business  comes  forward  with  a 
worse  grace  than  new  business . They  appear  favor- 
ably disposed  to  those  objects,  and  in  case  the  present 
session  should  promise  to  be  more  lengthy  than  is  at 
present  expected,  I shall  urge  the  introduction  of  the 
business. 
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I shall  direct  this  letter  to  Chilieotha,- — but  shall 
hereafter  direct  to  Grand  River,  as  your  stay  at  the 
former  place  may  not  be  long  enough  for  them  to  find 
you  there.  Shall  however  expect  to  receive  a line  from 
you  soon,  instructing  me  where  to  direct  my  letters. 

I have  no  news  to  communicate.  Nothing  has  been 
heard  from  France,  on  the  subject  of  our  public  rela- 
tions:— intelligence  however  is  expected.

I have  yet  heard  nothing  from  you,  but  concluding 
that  you  remain  at  Chilicothe  during  the  Session  of  Con- 
gress (as  I think  I heard  you  say  was  your  intention) 
I continue  to  direct  you  at  that  place. 

Hillhouse  repented  of  his  calling  my  credentials 
into  question,  as  he  was  compelled  to  make  a favorable 
Report,  which  was  approved  without  opposition  by  the 
Senate. — I have  as  much  respect  shewn  me  in  that  body, 
& by  all  the  branches  of  government,  as  I could  desire. 
I have  been  agreeably  disappointed  in  the  Connecticut 
members  generally,  who  have  sought  my  acquaintance 
and  are  very  sociable — Harmony  indeed  appears  to  be 
becoming  the  order  of  the  day,  and  for  one  I can  truly 
say,  that  I am  glad  to  see  it.  My  political  friends  in 
Connecticut  and  elsewhere  are  pouring  in  congratula- 
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tory  letters  upon  my  appointment  to  this  place,  and  they 
speak  very  highly  of  your  Excellency.  They  receive 
this  demonstration  of  your  republicanism  with  the 
greater  pleasure  as  the  Federalists  had  boldly  claimed 
you.  Among  my  correspondents  is  your  brother  Elisha 
Tracy  Esqr. 

Today  the  Senate  have  passed  the  most  important 
Bill  that  has  occupied  attention  this  session,  viz.  reviving 
and  continuing  the  Non- intercourse  Act  in  relation  to 
France  until  she  comes  forward  and  meets  us  as  G.  Brit- 
ain has  done.  The  yeas  and  nays  were  taken  in  Senate, 
& it  was  unexpectedly  found  that  every  member  voted 
in  the  affirmative.  It  is  hoped  the  other  house  will  be 
as  unanimous.  This  may  have  a good  effect  on  France. 

I fear  we  can  do  nothing  in  relation  to  the  local 
business  of  Ohio.  Ever  since  I joined  the  Senate  there 
has  been  a determined  opposition  against  taking  up 
usual  business,  and  very  little  has  been  attempted  to 
be  introduced  by  any  member.  The  Senate,  some  time 
since,  resolved  to  adjourn  on  the  20th  instant  (tomor- 
row)— but  the  other  house  has  not  yet  concurred  and 
probably  will  lengthen  the  Session  about  a week  longer. 
— We  were  lame  in  not  possessing  the  Resolutions  of 
the  legislature  of  Ohio,  which  must  have  been  neglected 
by  the  Secretary,  or  miscarried  on  the  road. — I con- 
versed largely  with  Mr.  Gallatin  on  the  subject  of  the 
Iloads  & State-boundaries,  who  advised  to  let  them  rest 
till  next  session.  He  informed  me  one  thing  in  rela- 
tion to  the  latter  subject,  which  was  new  and  not  unim- 
portant. He  says  there  is  no  instrument  at  present  in 
the  U.  States  by  which  those  boundaries  can  be  taken 
in  the  manner  they  ought  and  must  be  taken.  He  had 
sent  to  England  for  such  an  instrument,  but  it  was 
unfortunately  captured  and  carried  into  a W.  India 
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island,  where  he  has  lately  made  application  to  regain 
it,  but  knows  not  what  success  will  attend  his  effort.

I have  by  the  last  mail  been  favored  with  yours  of 
the  25th  ultimo — also  your  others  inclosing  instructions 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio. — 

We  have  been  using  every  exertion  in  behalf  of  the 
debtors  to  the  United  States  for  lands,  and  we  have 
hopes  of  doing  something  for  them,  but  it  has  been 
working,  as  the  old  saying  is,  against  wind  & water — 
for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  without  whom  little 
can  be  done  in  business  that  relates  to  Revenue — was 
opposed  to  our  endeavors — but  is  coming  to — so  far  as 
to  agree  to  a trifling  extention  accompanied  with  a 
change  of  system  from  credit,  to  prompt  payment  in 
future  at  a reduced  price — say  150  or  125  Cents  per 
acre — 

we  do  not  see  how  we  can  bring  forward  the  busi- 
ness relative  to  obtaining  an  appropriation  for  432  dol- 
lars and  46  cents,  which  the  resolution  says,  has  been 
expended  by  the  State  of  Ohio  to  carry  into  affect  an 
“Act  to  prevent  certain  acts  hostile  to  the  United  States 
within  the  State  of  Ohio , without  some  documents  as 
a ground  wrork — and  more  especially  so,  as  there  never 
was  such  an  act  in  force  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  present 
our  Instructions  as  the  only  document  and  neither  the 
Law — or  the  appropriation  duly  certified  to  support 
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them;  would  subject  us  to  embarrasments  rather  humil- 
iating— for  either  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  in 
passing  the  Resolution,  or  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
copying  them,  has  not  correctly  quoted  the  Law  to 
which  they  allude.— 

a similar  application  to  the  General  Government 
from  the  State  of  Georgia  for  expenses  incurred  by 
embodying  a part  of  their  Militia  was  made  & altho’ 
ably  argued  by  Mr.  Early  one  of  their  representatives 
failed,  and  under  circumstances  far  more  favorably  to 
Georgia,  than  those  that  present  from  Ohio. 

if  a vacancy  should  occur  in  the  army,  I will  at 
your  request  recommend  Mr.  Baldwin  of  Champaigne 
County  at  present  there  is  none,  and  many  applicants 
highly  recommended  which  cannot  be  gratified.— 

we  have  no  news  excepting  that  it  [is]  said— but 
not  yet  confirmed— that  in  a general  battle  the  French 
have  defeated  the  Spaniards  & killed  & taken  30,000 
men  & that  Buonaparte  at  the  head  of  200,000  had  en- 
tered that  ill  fated  country. 

the  bill  more  affectually  to  enforce  the  Embargo 
has  finally  passed— a non  importation  bill  will  pass— 
the  Nation  will  be  put  in  a respectable  state  of  defence 
— & Congress  meet  in  May  to  see  the  effect  of  those 
measures  and  deliberate  on  what  further  measures  our 
then  situation  may  require.  I was  highly  pleased  to 
receive  your  Communication  to  our  General  Assembly 
& had  an  extract  published  in  the  National  Intil- 
ligencer,  for  the  Federal  papers  had  as  I thought  slan- 
dered you  and  which  your  communication  effectually 
wiped  away.

After  spending  a week  at  Pittsburgh  (where  I met 
my  son  as  I expected)  I started  in  the  stagehand  ar- 
rived here,  very  much  fatigued,  in  season  to  take  my  seat 
the  first  day.  A quorum  of  the  other  house  appeared  on 
that  day,  but  not  of  the  Senate.  I regret  this  the  more 
as  it  will  make  a full  half  week’s  difference  in  transmit- 
ting the  President’s  Message  to  the  west.  The  Mes- 
sage was  delivered  yesterday,  accompanied  by  volum- 
inous documents,  all  which  are  to  be  printed.  I shall 
not  fail  to  enclose  the  Message  for  you  by  this  mail, 
and  the  documents,  if  ready. — Our  relation  with  Great 
Britain  is  rendered  very  delicate  by  the  rupture  with 
her  minister  here.

I cannot  yet  find  what  will  be  the  exact  course 
of  Congress,  and  believe  few  of  the  members  have  yet 
made  up  their  minds.  It  is  said  Mr.  Giles  is  for  a good 
deal  of  energy.  We  shall  know. ..  .National  Intel- 
ligencer for  you  and  directed  it  to  be  sent  to  Chilicothe 
for  the  present.  If  you  wish  it  to  go  to  Painsville, 
please  inform  and  I will  procure  an  alteration.  I have 
taken  the  liberty  to  draw  on  you  in  favor  of  Mr.  Parcels 
the  amount  I paid  for  the  Intelligencer,  viz.  five  dollars. 

I have  recd  a letter  from  Benjn  Tappan  Esqr.,  in 
which  he  informs,  he  shall  not  be  a candidate  for  the 
judgeship  now  held  by  Mr.  Pease,  and  offers  to  lend  his 
influence  in  my  favor  if  I should  desire  it. — On  this  sub- 
ject I will  observe,  that  I should  not  be  unwilling  to 
undertake  it,  if  it  should  be  the  pleasure  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  if  it  should  not  be  their  pleasure  to  continue 
me  here,  which  I would  prefer. — I have  not  yet  written 
Mr.  Tappan,  but  purpose  to  do  it  soon, — to  whom  I 
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shall  simply  observe,  that  I hold  myself  ready  to  serve 
rny  state,  or  country,  in  any  way  that  I shall  be  called  on.

Among  other  unfair  and  ungenerous  things  which 
I see  published  in  certain  prints  at  Chilicothe,  is  an 
assertion  often  repeated,  that  the  Senate  of  the  U.  S. 
at  the  last  session,  not  only  appointed  a Committee  par- 
ticularly to  enquire  into  my  eligibility,  but  that  that 
Committee  made  no  Report  in  my  favor  and  laid  the 
business  over  undecided  &c,  &c. 

I have  taken  out  of  the  Journals,  & herewith  en- 
close all  that  was  done  in  that  business,  which  is  marked 
in  the  margin  on  pages  39-43 — and  54. — From  these  it 
is  evident,  1st  that  the  Committee  was  a general  one  & 
not  appointed  for  my  particular  case.  2d  that  they 
made  a report  in  my  favor  and  the  Senate  confirmed  it. 
I will  state  that  the  confirmation  was  unanimous , that 
is,  no  voice  was  given  against  it. — I was  congratulated 
by  several  of  the  members  on  this  occasion,  by  their  say- 
ing, that  I was  confirmed  in  my  seat  by  a vote  of  the 
Senate,  which  was  more  than  most  of  them  could  say 
of  themselves. 

I have  also  recd  further  communications  from  De- 
troit, which  prove  the  increased  disquietudes  at  that 
place. 

Enclosed  is  an  extract  of  a letter  from  a very  re- 
spectable gentleman  there  (James  Abbott  Esq.)  dated 
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the  10th  of  Novr  ult.  Also  a Proclamation  issued  by 
Hull. 

My  health  has  been  poor  these  several  days  and  I 
have  been  able  to  attend  but  little  in  Congress.  It  is 
a violent  and  painful  influenza,  it  is  now  subsiding, 
but  am  far  from  being  well. 

The  news  and  proceedings  of  Congress  you  will 
find  in  the  public  prints,  and  the  Documents'  which  I 
send  you  from  time  to  time. 

A spirit  of  war  is  possessed  by  many;  but  what 
course  will  ultimately  prevail,  is  yet  very  uncertain.

If  Mr.  Tiffin  was  on  the  Committee  of  the  Senate 
to  examine  into  the  affairs  at  Detroit,  he  will  probably 
admit  that  he  performed  that  duty  faithfully,  that  is, 
made  a full  & thorough  examination. 

If  after  a full  and  thorough  examination  he  re- 
ported against  Hull,  and  with  great  spirit  and  vehe- 
mence opposed  his  re-appointment  to  be  Govr  of  Mich- 
igan, and  stood  out  in  such  opposition  for  several  weeks 
(even  till  he  received  the  letter  of  Geo.  Hoffman)  two 
things  follow — 1.  that  the  evidence,  as  it  appeared  on 
the  examination,  or  as  it  appeared  to  him  in  the  capac- 
ity of  a committee-man,  was  fully  and  conclusively 
against  Hull.  And — 2.  that  G.  Hoffman’s  letter,  re- 
ceived by  him  several  weeks  after  he  had  examined, 
reported,  and  ceased  to  be  a committee-man,  was  what 
abated  his  opposition  & reconciled  him  to  Hull’s  re-ap- 
pointment.  In  other  words,  that  Hoffman’s  letter  was 
all  the  evidence  he  possessed  contrary  to  the  clear  and 
decisive  evidence  which  he  had  seen  while  on  the  com- 
mittee and  which  had  made  him  a strenuous  and  vehe- 
ment opposer  of  Hull  for  several  weeks.

The  truth  is,  G.  Hoffman  was  one  of  a band  who 
committed  a most  outrageous  assault  on  Mr.  Griswold 
and  other  peaceable  inhabitants  at  Detroit  on  the  night 
previous  to  his  writing  the  aforesaid  letter  to  Mr.  Tiffin;

The 
Govr’s  party  have  a counter  petition.  The  former  have 
a petition  in  circulation  for  the  immediate  removal 
of  the  Govr.  and  the  latter  a counter-petition. — I cannot 
help  thinking  but  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
from  the  present  disturbances  in  this  Territory,  must 
be  undeceived  as  to  the  characters  of  Hull  and  Wood- 
ward, and  be  convinced  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  re- 
moving them  from  this  Territory,  if  it  is  his  wish  to 
preserve  it  from  final  ruin  and  destruction.  God  grant 
that  they  may  be  rewarded  for  the  evils  they  have 
brought  upon  the  unfortunate  people  of  this  Territory. 

I keep  myself  at  a distance  from  all  parties  in  this 
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place.  I shall  not  sign  any  of  their  petitions,  nor  join 
in  any  of  their  meetings.  Their  divisions  will,  I hope, 
corroborate  those  statements  which  you  predicted  when 
you  left  this  Territory.”

Received  your  favor  of  the  10th  UP  covering  the 
certificate  of  my  election  to  the  next  Congress— When 
I passed  Zanesville,  I was  not  apprized  of  your  living 
in  town  or  I should  have  had  the  pleasure  of  giving 
you  a call  It  was  but  a short  time  before  the  late 
election  that  I heard  of  your  being  considered  as  a 
candidate  for  member  of  congress  I then  did  believe 
as  I do  now  that  your  name  was  brought  forward  with- 
out your  knowledge  or  consent,  I am  ignorant  where 
or  with  whom  the  scheme  originated,  certain  it  was 
an  act  of  injustice  to  you. 

Monday  the  House  of  Representatives  formed  a 
quorum,  and  the  senate  yesterday,  to  day  the  President 
will  communicate  his  Message  to  the  two  Houses.  I 
am  informed  the  accompanying  documents  will  be  un- 
usually voluminous  and  will  require  considerable  time 
for  printing,  as  soon  as  I am  in  possession  of  it  I will 
transmit  you  a copy.  The  public  anxiety  is  no  doubt 
great — Sensible  men  believe  the  aspect  of  our  foreign 
relations  awfully  important,  that  they  approach  a 
crisis  extremely  interesting  Should  G.  Britain  adopt 
an  equivocal  policy  or  resort  to  a half-way  measure  the 
embarassment  of  our  Government  must  be  extreme, 
it  then  rests  with  them  to  decide  whether  commercial 
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relations  can  be  continued  with  her.  If  they  decide  in 
the  negative  the  consequence  will  be  division  and  party 
bickerings  at  home  on  the  approach  of  open  hostility 
with  her,  but  decide  in  the  affirmative  the  ports  of  the 
continent  will  most  probably  be  closed  against  our  com- 
merce.

Dear  Sir — I have  to  acknowledge  yours  of  the  1st 
of  March  & herewith  I transmit  Isaac  Been  certificate 
for  50.000  acres  Yazoo  claim,  you  ask  possibly  for 
more  information  than  I can  give  relative  to  that  coun- 
try but  I will  comply  according  to  the  best  of  my 
ability— great  efforts  are  made  to  create  a popular 
opinion  that  the  judiciary  of  the  U.  S.  have  no  power 
to  decide  on  the  validity  of  a title  claimed  by  Congress 
or  a Citizen  under  Congress  & many  virtuous  well  in- 
formed men  have  been  led  of  late,  I fear  by  prejudice 
against  these  claims  to  embrace  and  preach  this  doctrine 
which  strikes  at  the  foundation  of  civic  Liberty,  the 
Yazoo  settlers  under  Cox’s  company  have  been  ordered 
to  quit  their  farms  & threatened  with  the  Military  if 
they  refuse  indeed  orders  were  issued  to  drive  them  off 
at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  b}^  the  late  President  while 
Dearborn  was  in  office  but  he  forgot  to  transmit  them. 
I do  not  vouch  for  this  fact  which  is  not  have  pub-

Mississippi  Company — Of  the  whole  tract  about  6,000,- 
000  of  acres  are  now  free  from  indian  claims  a small 
part  of  it  is  on  the  Tennessee  in  Cox’s  purchase,  some 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Mobile,  within  the  original  limits 
of  the  Georgia  Company  but  principally  on  the  south 
& west  line  of  the  N.  E.  L.  Co.  I know  not  the  sums 
withdrawn  from  the  Treasury  of  Georgia — If  you  settle 
on  the  Tombigby  you  will  through  life  have  most  de- 
testable society.  I say  this  in  confidence,  but  they  are 
the  Culprits  of  all  Nations  & Countries  & I believe 
there  is  no  Indian  title  extinguished  for  any  consider- 
able distance  North  of  Fort  St  Stephens  I do  not 
mean  to  distinguish  public  functionaries  as  deserving 
the  character  just  given — On  the  Mississippi  there  are 
very  many  genteel  families,  persons  of  great  wealth 
& character  in  life,  the  facility  of  acquiring  wealth  is 
almost  inconceivable  to  us  Northern  people  as  I am  in- 
formed by  Seth  Pease  (my  Brother)  who  resided  there 
3 years  & whose  second  son  is  now  there  settled. 

The  evils  with  which  you  have  to  contend  with  are 
slavery,  and  a seasoning  to  the  climate  which  requires 
great  prudence  but  a number  of  my  friends  have  gone 
there  within  the  last  10  years  & not  one  has  died — 

I have  no  interest  in  the  Yazoo  dispute  I sold  it 
all  out  in  Nov  last  & took  real  estate  in  the  State  of 
New  York  but  I own  the  fourth  of  20,000  acres  of  the 
finest  land  in  the  Miss1  Ty  Govr  Williams  and  others 
are  coproprietors  it  was  the  famous  Lyman  Grant  & 
the  title  is  confirmed  by  the  Government  of  the  U.  S.

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we  sold  (as  Govt.  Williams  brother  lately  told  me) 
eight  hundred  acres  to  a Dr  Cummins  last  winter  for 
$8000  & I understand  from  all  persons  who  have  visited 
that  country  the  property  is  among  the  most  distin- 
guished for  value  & situation  it  is  near  Port  Gibson 
& on  the  Bayou  Pierre  in  a well  settled  Country  & the 
opposing  grants  have  been  quieted-— I really  believe 
that  if  you  move  to  that  country  you  would  be  troubled 
to  find  a more  desirable  place  for  a plantation  unless 
you  want  one  of  a very  high  price  close  to  Xatchez  or 
the  Seat  of  Government  this  property  is  16  miles  to 
the  north  of  the  latter — - 

Mr.  Pease  has  repeatedly  told  me  that  a vigilant 
man  worth  e $5000  might  there  easily  have  an  income 
of  $7000  pr  ann;  I was  offered  $10  pr  acre  for  a plan- 
tation last  winter  by  a lawyer  in  Virginia  to  take  his 
plantation  fourteen  miles  from  Fredericksburg  in  ex- 
change but  declined  the  offer  as  I have  no  desire  to 
have  real  estate  in  antient  dominion  & part  with  what 
I have  there  at  a small  part  of  its  value — if  you  go  to 
the  Miss'  T7  I presume  to  say  you  will  naturally  look 
to  this  property  with  a view  to  a plantation  & if  you 
are  pleased  vTith  it  I should  be  happy  to  deal  writh  you 
& will  give  you  liberal  terms  of  payment;  but  I hope 
you  will  not  leave  the  rising  State  'where  you  now  are 
& where  myself  and  my  young  twigs  of  the  Law  expect 
to  grow  old.  I think  a nothern  climate  furnishes  ad- 
vantages that  overbalance  the  encreased  wealth  of  a 
Southern.  I think  all  will  come  right  in  Ohio  and  that 
she  must  have  a respectable  stand  in  the  Union.  Should 
you  however  be  determined  on  a removal  to  the 
Miss1  Ty  you  have  no  time  to  lose  for  next  winter  or 
at  furtherest  the  whiter  after  it  wrill  be  formed  into  a 
State  & inspiration  directed  to  step  into  the  pool  when 
the  waters  wrere  troubled. — It  is  always  my  wTish  to  keep 
my  business  within  myself  and  not  to  obtrude  my  opin- 
ions or  informations  unnecessarily  for  many  reasons  & 
particularly  on  account  of  my  connexion  with  the  State 
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of  Connecticut — let  this  therefore  be  considered  con- 
fidential— 

I pray  you  to  present  my  own  & my  son’s  best  re- 
spects to  your  wife  & family  & to  be  assured  of  our 
Esteem  & friendship

Dr  Sir 

I have  recd  your  letters  of  the  18th  and  20th  inst. 
and  with  the  first  the  recommendations  in  favour  of 
Major  Edwards  to  which  you  refer.  As  yet  the  bill 
raiseing  25000  regular  troops  which  passed  the  senate  a 
few  days  since  has  not  passed  the  House  of  Reps  & on 
your  statement  and  others  of  the  same  kind  together 
with  the  circumstances  just  mentioned  we  considered 
it  best  to  wait  a few  days  and  see  if  there  would  be  a 
probability  of  getting  a Majority  instead  of  a Cap- 
taincy for  Major  Edwards  before  the  recommendations 
be  presented.  On  the  subject  of  the  boundary  of  this 
State  I have  this  day  reed  the  resolution  to  which  you 
refer  and  feel  a very  strong  desire  to  use  my  best 
endeavours  to  accomplish  the  wishes  of  the  legislature 
but  under  existing  circumstances  we  shall  meet 
with  considerable  difficulty.  This  will  not  however 
deter  us  from  making  the  attempt.  I called  to  day  on 
the  Secy  of  War  to  obtain  the  information  requested 
in  your  letter  of  the  20th  and  was  informed  by  him  that 
the  rules  & decipline  of  Baron  Steuben  adopted  at  the 
close  of  the  war  are  exclusively  used  in  the  government 
of  the  troops  of  the  U States.  That  the  old  officers 
were  advocates  for  a continuation  of  these  rules  of 
decipline  that  the  new  officers  advocated  the  introduc- 
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tion  of  the  French  tactics  & that  he  should  in  a few  days 
report  to  Congress  rules  & regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  troops  of  the  U.  States  which  would  likely 
be  adopted  with  very  little  alteration  by  that  body. 
Under  these  circumstances  will  it  not  be  as  well  for 
you  to  wait  a little  longer.  So  soon  as  these  rules  are 
reported  & printed  I will  send  you  a copy.  The  troops 
about  to  be  raised  will  be  organized  entirely  different 
from  the  present  establishment  and  1 understand  a 
total  change  is  intended  throughout  the  whole  army. 
You  may  rely  on  receiving  the  earliest  information  on 
the  subject  of  the  enquiry  you  have  made. 

The  House  of  Representatives  progress  slow  in  the 
bills  before  them  & as  usual  take  up  much  time  in  long 
speeches.  If  we  are  to  go  to  war,  I should  prefer  act- 
ing to  speaking.  You  will  see  every  thing  which  I 
could  give  you  on  these  subjects  most  interesting  in  the 
public  prints  which  in  compliance  with  your  wishes  I 
will  send  you  from  time  to  time.  I find  you  have  had  a 
severe  shock  of  an  Earth-quake  It  was  very  light  here 
and  felt  by  but  few  persons  I am

Washington  11th  Sept . 1812 . 

Sir— 

When  I wrote  you  last,  I intended  to  have  been 
on  my  way  home  before  this;  but  am  still  detained,  by 
the  request  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  to  assist  in  making 
provision  for  the  defence  of  Ohio,  & forming  a plan  of 
offensive  operations — There  are  no  people  here  who 
possess  a correct  knowledge  of  our  State,  particularly 
of  the  Frontiers : — the  Michigan  Territory  is  unknown, 
except  to  a few  officers,  who  have  been  at  Detroit. — 
We  heard  nothing  of  Col  Cass  after  I left  him  at  Mer- 
cer sburgh  until  I went  after  him,  which  I did  on  Mon- 
day last  in  a Carriage,  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary 
at  War— I met  him  partly  recovered  & returned  with 
him — He  is  now  here  and  Capt  Dobbins  who  arrived 
on  Monday — We  have  been  every  day,  with  the  Sec- 
retary at  War — & Sec.  of  State— very  little  difference 
has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  relative  to  the  sup- 
plies &c  for  your  division  since  my  last — orders  have 
been  issued  to  Maj.  Stoddard,  now  at  Pittsburgh,  to 
forward  you  at  Cleaveland  fifteen  hundred  stand  of 
muskets,  with  all  the  accoutremts  together  with  Camp 
Equipage  complete  for  fifteen  hundred  men,  with  the 
necessary  supplies  of  powder  &;  Ball  & to  do  it  with 
all  possible  expedition. — There  were  but  two  hundred 
Tents  at  Pitt  & it  was  with  some  difficulty  the  Lieut1 
could  be  persuaded  to  let  them  go  for  any  other  use 
than  that  of  the  regular  army — Gen1  Winchester  and 
Gov.  Harrison  were  ordered  to  march  directly  for  De- 
troit with  3000  men  each  to  rendesvous  at  the  Rapids 
& I expect  Col  Munroe  (the  Secretary  of  State,)  will 
go  out  as  Commander  in  chief — there  will  be  nearly 
ten  thousand  men  under  his  Command.  The  Gov1  is 
determined  to  regain  the  ground  we  have  lost  k what 
we  might  have  possessed,  if  possible,  this  fall — for  this 
purpose  a train  of  Field  k Battering  Artillery,  will 
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start  from  here  in  a few  days — the  difficulties  of  trans- 
porting them  are  great,  but  not  insurmountable — & the 
exigency  such,  that  we  must  encounter  everything,  that 
is  not  impossible — Five  tons  of  powder  are  on  the  way 
to  Pittsburgh  & orders  sent  them  to  prepare  Gun  Car- 
riages for  24  pounders,  18‘s,  & 12’s,  & I am  not  without 
hopes  to  get  an  order  for  a few  12  pounders  for  your 
Division — at  present  the  great  anxiety  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  regain  our  lost  ground  seems  to  absorb  every 
other  consideration — The  plan  of  operations  so  far  as 
now  concluded  on,  will  be  to  retake  Detroit  at  all 
events,  and  Fort  Malden  if  practicable,  before  Winter 
sets  in,  if  not,  to  continue  a Winter  Campaign, — de- 
stroy the  British  Vessels  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
Ice  to  attack  them — Whether  there  will  be  a Winter 
Campaign  will  depend  on  the  seasonable  arrival  of 
Battering  pieces — & the  necessity  of  using  them — The 
sensations  produced  & continued  at  the  Seat  of  Gov- 
ernment by  the  intelligence  received  & so  fully  con- 
firmed of  Hulks  disgraceful  capitulation,  are  a pledge 
that  every  possible  exertion  will  be  made  to  retrieve  it 
in  the  shortest  period  possible — 

I feel  very  anxious  to  be  on  my  return,  & shall 
not  wait  an  hour  longer  than  I can  be  useful  to  our 
State,  & to  the  Gen1  Government.

homes  without  great  difficulty,  might  be  permitted  to 
return,  & they  would  have  the  choice  of  electing  their 
own  officers,  and  Blank  Commissions  will  be  forwarded 
to  fill  up  with  the  names  of  the  persons  elected — 
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From  the  Secretary’s  Letter  to  you  which  he  has

He  informs  me  that  in  respect  to  any  necessaries 
not  particularly  specified  in  his  instructions  and  orders, 
He  expects  the  Commanding  Officers,  in  their  re- 
spective posts  will  exercise  a discretion  in  doing  that 
which  is  essential  to  the  execution  of  their  several 
duties— 

I intend  to  set  out  for  Ohio  to  morrow  or  the  next 
day—

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My  Dear  Brother 

I acknowledge,  with  Shame,  that  oweing  to  the 
critical  situation  of  affairs,  and  to  the  uncertainty  of 
my  prospects,  I have  only  wrote  you  one  Letter— 
because  it  was  my  fixed  determination,  that  while  those 
objections  fully  existed- — to  Write  but  seldom,  if.  ever — 
however  those  causes  haveing  partially  subsided— I 
hold  it  my  duty  to  you  as  an  affectionate  Brother,  to 
make  you  acquainted  with  those  circumstances,  relating 
to  myself,  my  condition,  & with  my  adopted  Country, 
which  I have  reason  to  believe  will  be  gratifing  to  you 
more  especially  as  I have  every  reason  to  believe,  that 
my  first  & only  letter  has  never  been  recd  by  you — My 
passage  down  the  River  was  highly  gratifing  & pleas- 
ant, oweing  in  a great  measure  to  the  politeness  & atten- 
tion of  Mr  Jona  Thompson,  a Lawyer,  (Supercargo 
of  the  Boats,)  whose  friendship  has  been  of  consider- 
able assistance  to  me  in  this  Country— Our  Boats  re- 
mained at  Natchez  about  two  Weeks,  where  I spent 
my  time  very  agreably  in  C°  with  Col  Tyler — Maj  Hill 
&c — The  Sales  of  produce  being  dull  We  pushed  on 
for  New  Orleans  where  we  arrived  about  the  I Oth  of 
J une— here  our  flour  was  all  stored— and  I recd  the  pay 
of  Captn,  having  been  appointed  to  that  Station  at  Cin- 
cinnatti— We  stayed  in  N.  O.  one  Week  found  I could 
get  no  proper  Situation— accordingly  pushed  back  for 
Natchez,  by  way  of  the  Lakes  & West  Florida,  still  in 
C°  with  Mr.  T— here  I again  remained  One  M°  when 
I was  solicited  by  Col : T.  Col:  Ralston  & other  Burrites 
to  accompany  them  to  this  place— to  which  I agreed — 
accordingly  We  again  embarked  on  the  Mississippi 
which  at  this  time  was  high,  it  forced  its  Waters  over 
the  Banks  with  Violence,  and  innundated  the  surround- 
ing Country — this  River  We  left,  two  Miles  below  Fort 
Adams,  at  the  Bayou  Placquemines  and  pursuing  a 
Westwardlv  course,  thro  innumerable  little  Bayous  the 
Land  principally  Low  Cypress  Swamp  & some  Cane, 
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eat  up  & tormented  with  Swarms  of  Mosquitoes — We 
arrived  at  what  is  called  Opelousas  on  the  17th  July 
1807,  ten  days  after  our  departure  from  Natchez — 
Opiiousas  at  that  time,  was  a small  wretched  settle- 
ment, it  contained  a Church,  a Log  Court  House  and 
One  Dirty  miserable  American  Tavern,  with  a few 
surrounding  French  Plantations. — of  what  is  called 
Americans;  the  only  people  with  whom  I could  con- 
verse, there  were  about  twenty  consisting  of  Renegade 
Irishmen,  Virginia  & Kentucky  Gamblers  & Swin- 
dlers— thrown  among  these  fellows,  my  situation  was 
distressing — I had  on  my  arrival  $8. — My  Clothes  were 
worn  out,  & to  fill  up  the  measure  of  my  distress,  was 
attacked  on  the  8th  day  with  the  Billious  fevers  of  the 
Country,  oweing  to  my  exposure  on  the  waters,  to  the 
total  want  of  Vegetable  food,  to  Bad  Bread  & Putrid 
Beef — however  I shall  not  dwell  on  the  Scene — All  my 
fellow  travellers  wTere  Sick — and  I was  about  giving  up 
the  Ghost,  when  an  Honest  Hibernian,  unsolicited,  in- 
terposed & took  me  to  his  plantation  20  Miles  from 
this;  where  wdiolesome  food  & attendance  soon  placed 
me  on  my  legs  again, — with  this  Gentn  I staid  four 
Months  generally  in  a Weak  State— I then  made  a 
trip  to  Attacapav,  wdiere  I saw7  Judge  Nimmo — again 
returned  & now  for  the  first  time  found  that  my  diffi- 
culties could  not  be  overcome  except  by  Hard  Work. 
I did  not  hesitate  a Moment,  but  put  on  a pair  of  Leg- 
gins  & Mogasins,  followed  a Surveyor  with  the  chain 
thro  Svramps  & Bayous  during  the  whole  Winter, 
Worked  during  the  Spring  as  a Common  hand  on 
Board  of  Barges  &c  till  I obtained  my  present  Situa- 
tion— and  Nowr  I must  observe  that  during  my  Strug- 
gle I never  was  treated  with  disrespect — but  always 
wdtli  tenderness — -that  I never  wras  asked  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt,  but  on  the  contrary  had  Money 
pressed  upon  me — but  that  I never  would  receive,  I 
never  would  lay  myself  under  obligations  to  No  Man 
if  I had  no  means  of  returning  it — I have  now  lived 
with  Mr.  Samuel  Mclntire,  as  a Clerk,  Companion, 
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friend  & confident,  One  Year — he  is  a Man  of  about 
36  years  of  Age  a Batchlor  of  confined  Mercantile  in- 
formation, but  in  other  respects  well  informed — I have 
the  supreme  direction  of  the  Store,  and  my  Acts  have 
never  been  questioned- — We  live  in  a New  House  lately 
purchased,  with  the  Store  in  the  Center,  and  two  Rooms 
on  either  Side  for  our  Beds — 2 American  Horses  for 
our  own  use  & a servant  &c — But  Board  out. — In  fact 
I am  happy,  my  Situation  is  preferable  to  what  I could 
ever  expect  in  New  York.  My  Credit  is  firmly  estab- 
lished, am  respected  by  ail  classes,  I am  proud  with 
the  haughty,  & humble  with  the  poor — Am  considered 
a Man  of  information — in  Law  I am  considered  equal 
to  the  Lawyers — History  & Geography  I excel — but  I 
have  one  fault  which  I am,  when  my  mind  is  a little 
elevated,  apt  to  indulge  myself  in,  which  is  a humour 
for  Sarcasm,  often  exercised  with  too  much  severity, 
and  often  tending  to  interupt  Social  harmony  & 
domestic  peace— Opelousas  County,  or  as  is  gen- 
erally called  by  the  Natives,  the  Parish  of  S*  Lan- 
dry, is  one  of  the  Richest  Cy  in  the  Territory,  about  the 
extent  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  is  situated  about 
60  miles  West  of  the  Mississippi — 250  Miles  from  New 
Orleans — in  29°  N L — The  Country  is  Generally  prarie 
(intersperced  here  & there  with  groves  of  Wood)  which 
affords  a delightful  prospect,  the  grass  is  high  & luxur- 
iant, and  as  far  as  the  Eye  can  reach  you  can  observe 
immense  gangs  of  Cattle,  Horses  & Mules — the  plan- 
tations are  all  around  the  edge  of  the  Woods,  with  the 
prarie  in  front — the  Land  is  not  of  the  best  quality,  it 
will  only  produce  about  1000.. Seed  Cotton,  or  from 
20  to  30  Bushels  of  corn  pr  Acre — the  Cane  Lands, 
however  will  produce  equal  to  the  Ohio  Bottom — The 
Lands  lying  near  the  Mississippi  & Subjects  to  its  in- 
undations, are  at  present  uncultivated  they  however, 
produce  excellent  Cypress — there  is  also  extensive 
Marshes  on  our  South  bordering  on  the  Gulph  of 
Mexico —

Americans — ie,  Speak  the  English  Language, — the  re- 
mainder are  composed  of  French,  Spanish,  Indian  kc 
— this  Class  are  extreemely  ignorant,  adhere  to  the 
Catholic  Religion — they  secretly  Curse,  and  at  the  same 
time  fear  the  American  Character— they  have  been  de- 
frauded by  Virginian  Swindlers — a Law  Suit  is  death 
to  them — the  proceedings  of  our  County  are  a Mysterie 
their  delays,  their  uncertainty.  & their  Costs  involves  k 
Ruins  equally  the  plaintiff,  or  the  Defendant,  the  inno- 
cent or  the  Guilty — They  prefer,  k so  they  ought  the 
prompt  decisions  of  their  old  Spanish  Commandants — 
The  planters  are  respectable,  they  raise  Cotton  k 
Corn,  they  possess  from  20  to  80  Slaves — of  the  treat- 
ment of  these  I can  not  say  much,  suffice  it,  they  are 
whiped,  Scourged  k Starved  on  one  flour  Bll  o Corn 
in  the  Ear,  delivered  to  each  the  first  day  of  every 
month, — Next  comes  the  Stock  \Keepers,  who  raise 
hardly  enough  to  eat  but  pays  all  his  attention  to  Rais- 
ing Cattle  k Horses — these  Run  Wild  the  whole  year — 
they  are  all  drove  in  to  pens  2 or  3 times  a year,  for 
the  purpose  of  Branding,  Cutting  or  Selling,  a num- 
ber of  this  class  will  sell  from  600  to  1000,  5 year 
old  Cattle  each  year  k Keep  their  original  Stock  Good 
— they  are  polite  k hospitable  to  Strangers,  you  may 
travel  any  distance  thro  the  Country  free  of  expence, — 
very  lately  however  there  are  few  exceptions — 

The  Town  of  Opelousas  is  a thriving  little  place, 
about  the  Size  of  Youngstown,  the  Houses  are  one 
Story  High,  with  Galleries  ail  around  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Sea-Breezes  which  never  fail  us — The  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  deciding  on  Land  Claims  k the 
Depy.  Surveyors  Offices  for  the  Western  District  of 
the  Territory  is  held  here— The  Superior  Court  Sits 
twice  a year — there  is  also  a Parish  Court  sits  the  first 
week  of  every  Month — the  amusements  of  the  inhabit- 
ants is  principally  Gambling,  Horse  Racing  k Danc- 
ing— the  Language  Spoken  is  generally  french — the 
English  will  however  in  time  be  the  prevailing  Lan- 
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guage — This  Country  is  certainly  healthy,  a Stranger 
is  generally  liable  on  his  first  arrival  to  be  attacked  with 
the  Billions  fever,  which  is  scarcely  ever  fatal,  and  may

Commandants,  before  the  purchase  of  Louisiana  by 
our  Government,  had  been  in  the  habit  of  granting 
without  reserve  to  every  applicant  Vast  Bodies  of 
Land, — to  decide  upon  the  Legality  of  these  grants  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  have  been  employed  four  years 
at  the  expence  of  $50,000  & have  not  as  yet  given  a 
single  decision,  so  that  the  individual  knows  not  whether 
he  possesses  1000  Acres  or  one— There  is  about  100 
Townships  Surveyed  & Laid  off  in  to  Sections — -The 
Sale  of  public  Land  will  commence  (it  is  supposed)  in 
2 or  3 years— The  Embargo,  has  been  severely  felt, 
scarcely  a Dollar  in  circulation,  scarcely  a debt  can  be 
collected — the  planters  will  not  sell  their  Cotton, — • 
Some  of  them  have  about  200  Bales  in  Store,  the  pro- 
duce of  the  last  8 years— The  Situation  of  the  Store 
Keeper  is  therefore  Critical — our  principal  trade  now 
is  with  the  Spaniards, — who  return  us  Mules  brought 
from  the  interior  of  the  Spanish  Country, — these  bring

Dear  Sir: 

I have  not  heard  from  you  or  your  section  of  the 
Country  since  we  parted  at  Zanesville — As  you  have 
no  newspaper  published  in  your  quarter  We  hear  noth- 
ing that  passes,  in  this  rsspect  you  have  the  advantage 
of  us.  if  you  receive  our  papers  you  can  know  weekly 
what  we  are  about — You  must  have  learned  from  our 
papers  and  the  papers  west  of  us  that  the  middle  and 
western  part  of  the  State  is  in  an  uproar  in  opposition 
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to  the  Tammany  Society  The  establishment  of  this 
institution  has  produced  more  warmth  and  division  than 
anything  that  has  occurred  since  the  organization  of 
the  State  Government.  The  fears  of  the  people  have 
been  justly  excited  to  a great  height  against  this  In- 
fernal institution.  The  opposition  by  the  great  body 
of  the  people  is  so  firm  and  decided  that  the  Council 
Fire  will  be  extinguished.  The  real  republicans  of  the 
State  will  never  submit  to  be  dictated  to  and  drove  by 
these  secret  midnight,  aristocratic — political  institu- 
tions— The  Tammany  scenes  that  were  acted  last  win- 
ter have  been  laid  open  to  the  people  and  justly  ex- 
posed. Many  good  men  that  have  been  drawn  into 
this  institution  are  abandoning  it,  anything  valuable 
in  the  institution  is  prostituted  for  the  Worst  purposes, 
all  that  deserve  the  name  of  republicans  are  in  opposi- 
tion— The  only  names  of  distinction  now  used  are 
Tammany  & Anti  Tammany — I have  for  some  time 
been  expecting  you  in  this  place  on  your  way  to  the 
South — The  visit  you  contemplated  last  Winter — Are 
you  acquainted  with  John  & A McConnel  of  Canton? 
and  what  are  their  circumstances?  In  the  case  of  Hunt 
vs  Weatherby  I think  you  informed  me  last  Winter 
that  jmu  wTas  engaged  for  Weatherby.  I am  authorised 
to  make  a proposition  to  Weatherby  through  you 
which  is  if  he  will  confess  judgement  at  the  September 
Term — for  the  amount  due  Hunt  that  he  will  give 
him  a stay  of  execution  until  the  first  day  of  June  next. 
Weatherby  would  have  from  June  untill  the  Septem- 
ber following  to  pay  the  money  I will  thank  you  to 
advise  me  as  early  as  possible  whether  Weatherby  will 
accept  the  proposition,  that  if  he  does  not  we  shall  have 
sufficient  time  to  procure  some  testimony  from  Phila- 
delphia— -I  shall  not  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you 
at  Zanesville  this  Winter  in  the  character  of  a Legis- 
lator— I shall  not  be  a candidate.  It  interferes  too 
much  with  my  professional  business — My  Family  is 
increasing  so  rapidly  it  behoves  me  to  take  care  of  my 
own  Household — I will  prevail  on  Brush  to  be  a Can- 
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didate,  he  has  neither  wife  nor  chick  of  course  can  meet 
the  sacrifice  better  than  me, — What  has  become  of 
Co!0  Huntington  not  a word  from  him  since  he  left 
Zanesville;  tell  me  how  you  are  all  doing  and  what  the 
people  at  large  think  of  matters  and  things — and 
whether  any  portion  of  your  County  is  cursed  with  a 
Tammany  Society — Your  friends  and  acquaintances 
here  are  well,  although  a stranger  to  Mrs.  Tod  be 
pleased  to  make  My  best  respects  acceptable  to  her— 
and  accept  sir  for  yourself  Assurances  of  my  friendship 
and  esteem.

I arrived  here  on  Monday  evening  having  been 
on  the  road  four  days — Agreeable  to  my  promise  I send 
you  a copy  of  Mr.  Jeff er sons  letter  to  Govr.  Brown 

Monticello  Feb . 1821. 

Sir  I have  been  favored  by  your  letter  of  Jan 
28  and  with  the  very  able  report  you  were  so  kind  as 
to  enclose  with  it.  The  question  between  the  State  of 
Ohio  and  the  U.  S.  is  certainly  elucidated  in  it  with  a 
logic  which  will  require  powerful  means  of  answering. 
Between  such  high  parties  however  it  would  illy  become 
me  to  interpose  an  opinion,  nor  am  I indeed  qualified 
for  it.  I have  so  long  withdrawn  from  attention  to 
public  affairs  that  they  are  in  a great  degree  unknown 
to  me,  the  same  among  other  important  questions  has 
been  profoundly  investigated  by  Col°  Taylor  of  this 
State  in  a book  recently  published,  which  recalls,  our 
constitution  to  its  first  principles,  from  which  in  several 
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points  we  seem  to  be  wandering.  From  Congress  or 
the  Administration  we  have  little  to  fear.  Their  de- 
pendencies on  the  suffrages  of  the  people  will  keep 
them  right  or  change  them  when  wrong — The  judiciary 
is  the  dangerous  corps  of  sappers  and  miners , because 
they  are  in  place  for  life  and  beyond  responsibility; 

impeachment  being  found  in  practice ?? 

Yet  a respect  for  the  high  parties  in  the  particular  case 
in  question  and  for  the  public  jealousy  of  the  tendency 
of  their  decisions  to  draw  all  powers  from  the  sovereign, 
to  the  derivative  governments  will  doubtless  induce 
them  on  proper  occasions  to  revise  with  candor,  that 
class  of  cases  which  excites  alarm  at  present  in  so  many 
of  the  States,  indeed  their  doctrines  have  been  rendered 
so  questionable  by  this  report  and  the  book  of  Col0 
Taylor,  their  arguments  brought  so  closely  to  the 
test  of  reason,  that  they  owe  to  themselves  as  well 
as  to  their  country  a most  scrupulous  reconsidera- 
tion— If  their  conclusions  are  finally  against  the 
Sense  of  the  States  the  contract  rests  with  Con- 
gress in  the  first  instance  and  ultimately  with  the 
States  as  the  constituting  powers — But  I must  repeat 
Sir  that  I do  not  permit  myself  to  take  any  part 
in  these  contentions  and  should  be  especially  unwilling 
to  be  quoted  or  involved  in  them.  I leave  them  with 
perfect  resignation  to  those  in  charge  of  the  public  wel- 
fare, and  have  no  fears  that  thev  will  fail  to  do  ulti-

mat  el  y what  is  best  for  us  all ; On  this  pillow  I repose 
my  head  with  the  tranquility  which  the  pressure  of 
years  renders  the  most  desirable  of  all  blessings,  and 
I pray  you  to  accept  the  assurance  of  my  great  respect

You  will  perceive  the  writer  did  not  intend  it  for 
publication  B eductions.  The  following  will  probably 
be  the  future  compensations  and  salaries.  Members 
$2.  Clerks  $5.  door  keepers  $2.50  per  day.  In  Senate 
they  have  reduced  the  Governor  to  $1000.  but  we  have 
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in  committee  added  $200.  Judges  untouched,  except 
an  attempt  will  he  made  tomorrow  to  raze  them  $200 
each.  Auditors  $1000  Secretary  $800,  Treasurer  $700 
Chief  Clerk  $600  per  Year.  If  we  pass  these  salaries 
we  are  notified  by  the  senate  that  they  will  give  us  a 
bill  reducing  the  compensation  of  G.  Jurors,  trustees 
Clerks  &c.

Washington  Dec  12th  1824. 

Dear  Sir 

I enclose  you  several  samples  of  calicos  manufac- 
tured near  Baltimore,  which  are  sold  by  the  piece  at 
18  Cts.  per  Yd.  The  letters  enclosing  them  remarks 
“It  is  proper  to  observe  that  these  samples  have  not 
been  pressed  & finished  off,  and  do  not  therefore  ap- 
pear so  well  as  in  the  piece.  They  show  however  what 
can  be  done.  Mr.  Buchanan  now  prints  a thousand 
yards  a day.” 

This  and  other  manufactories  have  been  brought 
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into  existence  by  the  late  tarriff.  The  policy  which  Mr. 
Clay  appropriately  stiled  “American”  is  fast  gaining 
ground  to  the  east  of  the  mountains,  whatever  may  be 
thought  of  it  to  the  west.  In  the  south  they  have  com- 
menced making  negro  cloths.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that  this  portion  of  our  Country  will  eventually 
come  to  the  support  of  this  policy.  The  late  accounts 
induce  the  belief  that  the  Egyptian  cotton  will  com- 
pete with;  if  not  exclude  our  raw  cotton  from  the  Eng- 
lish Markets,  without  a home  consumption  the  Southern 
planters  will  have  no  steady  market  for  this  product. 
Mr.  ITolmead  of  this  city  has  better  broad  cloths  than 
I have  ever  seen  for  the  price,  manufactured  in  Massa- 
chusetts. He  sells  a very  excellent  black  at  $6-50  per 
yd  and  says  he  then  has  a better  profit  than  on  his  im- 
ported cloths.  He  has  a mixed  piece  at  $4-50  good 
enough  for  any  Gentleman,  in  a surtout  He  says  that 
cloths  have  actually  fallen  20  per  Cent  and  yet  we  are 
told  on  the  other  side  of  the  mountain  that  goods  have 
risen.  What  a perverse  generation! 

There  is  to  be  an  exhibition  of  domestic  goods  in 
this  City  in  February  and  I will  procure  as  many  Sam- 
ples of  them  as  shall  be  within  my  power.  I have 
called  on  Mr.  Calhoun  and  pressed  him  to  have  a rout 
Surveyed  from  the  Mahoning  to  the  Cuyahoga  and 
down  its  valley  in  case  the  Grand  Rivers  rout  is  found 
impracticable  and  have  received  his  assurance  that  it 
shall  be  done. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  predict  who  will  be  our 
next  President.  It  is  not  yet  certain  whether  Clay  or 
Crawford  will  come  into  the  house.  If  Louisiana  has 
given  an  intire  vote  for  Mr.  Clay  he  will  be  the  third 
highest  otherwise  Crawford,  but  I do  not  consider  that 
it  will  make  any  difference  either  way,  Jackson  or 
Adams  will  be  the  next  President  if  one  is  elected.  Mr. 
Clay  has  more  personal  friends  than  either  of  the  can- 
didates and  there  is  a majority  who  are  better  satisfied 
with  his  talents  and  policy  than  with  either  of  the  other 
candidates  but  the  members  will  generally  consider 
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themselves  bound  by  the  sentiments  expressed  by  their 
constituents.  It  is  a great  consolation  that  we  are  in 
the  hands  of  an  overruling  providence,  for  we  should 
run  to  the  “deal”  if  deft  to  ourselves.

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Bulletin  No.  1 March  1,  1916 

EALIZJNG  that  the  members  of  our  Society  should  be 
kept  in  closer  touch  with  its  work  than  is  possible 
through  our  annual  publication,  it  has  been  thought 
wise  to  issue  a bulletin  from  time  to  time,  stating  the 
progress  made  during  the  period  and  noting  such  items  as  may  seem 
of  general  interest  to  our  members  and  friends. 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  called  attention  to  the  various 
changes  being  made  in  the  building.  These,  during  the  summer, 
have  been  largely  accomplished,  and  when  the  Society  holds  its 
next  meeting  many  will  be  noticed.  The  steel  cases  for  the  third 
floor  have  been  erected.  The  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets 
on  the  Civil  War,  Slavery  and  Lincolniana,  given  to  us  by  our 
President,  has  been  roughly  classified  and  placed  on  the  shelves. 
For  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number  of  patrons  who 
are  making  use  of  the  Library,  greater  space  has  been  made  by 
removing  the  cataloguing  department  to  the  third  floor,  thus  elimi- 
nating from  the  reference  room,  the  untidy  appearance  that  must 
of  necessity  be  associated  with  the  receipt,  assorting,  and  prepara- 
tion of  incoming  collections. 

The  Charles  G.  King  Collection  of  Books  on  Costume  has  been 
placed  in  the  room  designated  for  it,  the  equipment  of  which  was 
included  in  that  of  the  third  floor,  so  generously  provided  by  Mr. 
Ralph  King.  This  collection  is  fast  growing  in  fame  and  popu- 
larity, and  many  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  it  from  time 
to  time  during  the  year  by  its  donor. 

No  more  gratifying  feature  of  our  wrnrk  can  be  noted  than  the 
increase  in  both  the  users  of  the  Library  and  the  visitors  to  the 
Museum.  Since  we  opened  the  building  after  the  summer  season 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  exactly  thirty-three  and  one-third  per 
cent  in  the  number  of  users  of  the  Library,  and  8,133  persons  from 
September  to  January  inclusive,  have  visited  the  Museum. 

Numismatic  Collections 

Many  of  our  members  are  not  aware  that  our  Society  possesses 
fair  collections  in  the  line  of  Numismatics.  The  proper  care  of 
these  collections  has  been  a problem  difficult  to  solve.  We  feel  at 
least  as  far  as  the  paper  currency  is  concerned  that  this  part  of  the 
problem  has  been  satisfactorily  worked  out,  and  a large  proportion 
of  the  paper  money  has  been  carefully  cleansed,  classified  and 
mounted.  This  is  one  of  the  legitimate  branches  of  an  historical 
society's  work,  and  we  hope  that  more  of  our  members,  when  they 
see  what  has  been  accomplished,  will  take  an  interest  in  it  and  aid 
in  its  enlargement. 

An  Early  Certificate 

As  one  glances  over  the  present  list  of  our  members  one  sees 
the  names  of  those  whose  fathers  and  grandfathers  were  deeply 
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interested  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  this  Society;  it 
is  especially  pleasing  to  see  the  present  generation  in  so  many  cases 
upholding  and  helping  in  the  work.  One  of  our  latest  members, 
Mr.  Dudley  S.  Blossom,  is  among  these.  For  the  first  time  at  least 
since  we  moved  to  University  Circle,  Mr.  Blossom  visited  us,  in 
order  to  look  up  some  data,  and  was  so  impressed  with  the  collec- 
tions that  had  been  formed  and  the  work  accomplished,  that  he  at 
once  took  out  a membership.  A day  or  two  after  he  sent  us  the 
Life  Membership  Certificate  which  had  belonged  to  his  grandfather, 
H.  C.  Blossom.  This  was  issued  over  forty  years  ago  and  signed 
by  Charles  Whittlesey,  President,  J.  H.  Salisbury,  V.  P.,  M.  Mil- 
ford, Sec’y,  and  by  the  following  curators,  (who  in  the  early  days 
occupied  the  position  held  now  by  the  trustees)  : I.  W.  Allen,  C.  T. 
Sherman,  B.  A.  Stanard,  J.  H.  A.  Bone,  Mary  Clarke  Brayton, 
Joseph  Perkins,  H.  M.  Chapin,  James  Barnett,  W.  J.  Boardman 
and  William  Bingham.  What  a flood  of  memories  these  names  recall 
when  viewed  in  connection  with  the  interest  whicli  their  possessors 
showed,  and  the  work  which  they  accomplished  for  the  Society. 
Were  it  possible  in  a short  space  we  would  like  to  point  out  the 
various  ways  in  whicli  the  above  named  curators  rendered  valuable 
service. 

Early  Ohio  Land  Company  and  Connecticut  Land  Company 

Manuscripts 

An  extremely  valuable  collection  of  manuscript  papers  (some 
69  pieces  in  all)  pertaining  to  the  affairs  of  the  members  of  these 
two  companies  has  just  been  acquired  by  the  Society.  Several  of 
these  papers,  ranging  in  dates  from  1787  to  1811,  deal  with  pur- 
chases made  of  the  Ohio  Land  Company  by  Gov.  Jonathan  Trum- 
bull of  Connecticut;  twelve  letters  are  from  Governor  Trumbull; 
thirteen  are  addressed  to  him  by  General  Rufus  Putnam,  who  had 
charge  of  the  Ohio  Land  Company’s  interests  at  Marietta.  On 
these  latter  letters  Governor  Trumbull  in  many  cases  wrote  the  copy 
of  his  reply.  These  letters  contain  much  of  Ohio  local  history  and 
should  prove  interesting  items  for  future  publication.  Four  of  the 
items  are  from  Samuel  H.  Parsons,  who  was  connected  with  the 
Ohio  Land  Company.  Mr.  Parsons  had  been  a general  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  was  one  of  the  first  three  judges  of  the 
Northwest  Territory.  Five  are  from  Major  Jonas  Prentice,  an 
agent  for  the  Ohio  Land  Company;  two  are  from  Benjamin  Tal- 
madge  under  dates  of  1795'  and  1797;  and  several,  from  others, 
pertain  to  land  purchased  by  Governor  Trumbull.  Among  the  pa- 
pers relating  to  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  is  a list  of  the  lands 
that  Uriah  Tracy  drew  in  that  Company,  accompanied  with  manu- 
script maps,  some  ten  in  all,  of  the  townships  in  Tracy’s  purchase. 
Among  other  items  are:  a deed  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  to  Daniel  Lathrop;  a printed  circular  of  four  pages 
entitled  “The  return  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Ohio  Company,” 
dated  New  Haven,  April  15,  1791,  and  signed  by  Rufus  Putnam 
and  Jonas  Prentice;  and  “Original  articles  of  agreement  entered 
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into  by  the  subscribers  of  the  Ohio  Company,”  a small  brochure  of 
eight  pages.  The  Society  already  possesses  a large  number  of  the 
original  papers  of  these  two  companies  to  which  the  above  will  make 
a most  valuable  addition. 

An  interesting  gift  to  our  manuscript  collection  has  just  been 
made  by  Mrs.  Alice  Butterfield  Jones,  consisting  of  the  diary  kept 
by  her  father,  Consul  W.  Butterfield,  during  his  journey  to  Cali- 
fornia and  back  in  the  years  of  the  “gold  fever,”  1849-52.  The 
diary  consists  of  seven  small  volumes,  and  is  now  being  read  with 
a view'  to  publication. 

Portraits 

The  Society  possesses  a large  number  of  portraits,  many  in 
oil,  of  men  and  wromen  prominent  in  the  history  of  the  Reserve. 
Still  wre  lack  the  portraits  of  many  who  have  as  great  a right  to 
appear  on  our  walls.  To  this  collection  has  been  added  recently, 
the  oil  portrait  of  Justin  Ely,  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Connecticut  Land  Company;  also  the  portrait  of  his  wife,  Ruth 
White-Ely,  and  one  of  their  son,  Ileman,  who,  having  taken  up 
the  lands  of  his  father,  founded  Elyria  in  1817.  These  paintings 
have  been  presented  to  the  Society  from  the  estate  of  Heman  Ely, 
second,  grandson  of  Justin  Ely. 

Mr.  Thomas  W.  Burnham  has  given  us  a beautiful  photograph 
of  his  father,  Thomas  Burnham,  who  was  Mayor  of  Ohio  City  in 
1849. 

An  oil  portrait  of  T.  P.  Handy,  at  the  age  of  31,  painted  in 
1838  by  J.  F.  Hanks,  an  early  Cleveland  artist,  was  recently  dis- 
covered in  an  antique  shop  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society. 

Will  not  the  descendants  of  other  pioneer  and  prominent  citi- 
zens make  it  possible  to  have  portraits  of  their  ancestors  repre- 
sented in  this  collection. 

Binding 

No  more  appreciated  gift  could  have  been  made  to  the  library 
than  the  fund  provided  by  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mather  for  binding,  by 
means  of  which  a number  of  our  sets  of  historical  and  genealogical 
periodicals  have  been  bound.  The  ease  and  pleasure  with  wdiich 
they  can  now  be  used  has  called  forth  many  appreciative  remarks 
from  patrons  of  the  library. 

Endowment 

The  vital  question  before  the  Society  at  present  is  that  of 
endowment,  and  the  following  article  by  the  President,  shows  what 
has  been  accomplished  thus  far: 

To  Members  and  Friends:  In  October,  1915,  a number  of  the 

Trustees  met  to  consider  the  endowment  problem.  It  seemed  ap- 
propriate to  take  this  matter  up  seriously  on  receipt  of  the  informa- 
tion respecting  a provision  in  Dr.  Dudley  P.  Allen’s  will. 

By  the  terms  of  this  will  we  receive  the  income  from  $25,000 
for  the  general  use  of  the  Society. 
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Prior  to  the  receipt  of  this  gift  the  Society  had  accumulated 
some  $4,000  in  its  endowment  fund.  Such  a sum  only  emphasized 
our  beggarly  condition  financially. 

At  the  meeting  above  referred  to,  the  sum  of  $30,000  was 
subscribed,  payable  during  the  year  1916,  or  earlier  at  the  option 
of  the  donor.  A limited  number  of  friends  of  the  institution  since 
that  time  have  responded  to  our  appeals  in  a very  liberal  manner. 
We  have  at.  the  present  writing  $59,500  pledged.  Several  gentle- 
men have  intimated  their  intention  to  contribute. 

We  have  signed  a trust  agreement  with  the  Citizens  Savings 
and  Trust  Company  to  handle  the  money  thus  received,  paying 
interest  on  same  quarterly  during  each  year.  We  are  pleased  to 
say  that  we  have  in  that  Trust  as  of  this  date  the  sum  of  $30,500. 

It  costs  approximately  $12,000  per  annum  to  meet  the  Society’s 
expenses,  including  salaries,  heating,  lighting  and  care  of  building, 
purchase  of  books,  bindings,  etc.  To  raise  such  a sum  we  should 
have  an  endowment  fund  of  $250,000. 

It  will  be  seen  that  while  we  have  made  a good  start,  we  are 
a long  way  from  the  goal,  with  plenty  of  opportunity  given  our 
friends,  who  have  not  yet  subscribed,  to  do  so.  We  are  anxious 
to  secure  many  subscriptions  of  minor  amounts,  rather  than  rest 
with  a comparatively  few  large  ones.  This  divides  the  burden 
and  should  give  each  donor  the  feeling  that  any  sum  he  may  be 
able  to  give  will  be  appreciated  at  its  full  worth. 

Until  such  sum  is  secured  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  our 
campaign  for  annual  members  at  ten  dollars  per  year.  Starting 
with  but  a few  members  several  years  ago,  we  have  now  close  to 
225  members.  By  this  means  a wider  range  of  influence  is  secured. 
At  the  same  time  we  feel  that  we  give  the  member  the  worth  of 
his  money.  Our  pamphlets  are  interesting  and  instructive,  while 
the  collections  in  the  Society  building  are  at  his  disposal. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  membership  will  reach  500  this 
year  and  the  request  is  made  that  present  members  exert  them- 
selves in  securing  new  members.  The  city  is  growing  fast  and 
new-comers  should  know  that  they  are  welcome. 

Then  again,  the  special  subscriptions,  so  necessary  in  the  past, 
will  be  needed ; of  course,  in  inverse  ratio  as  the  endowment  fund 
grows.  Hence  we  hope  such  of  our  friends  who  have  given  their 
subscriptions  will  continue  them,  to  the  end  that  our  expenses  will 
be  met  and  the  Society  kept  out  of  debt.  They  should  feel,  too, 
that  wastefulness  and  extravagance  in  management  are  not  in  our 
vocabulary. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  emphasize  our  condition  that  re- 
quires the  continued  growth  of  an  adequate  fund,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  raising  money  for  current  needs ; the  great  desire  for  a 
larger  number  of  annual  members,  and  a more  general  use  made 
of  the  collections  in  the  possession  of  the  Society  on  the  part  of 
our  friends.

Articles  of  Incorporation 


STATE  OF  OHIO 


These  Articles  of  Incorporation  of 
The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society 


Witnesseth , That  we,  the  undersigned,  all  of  whom  are  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  Ohio,  desiring  to  form  a corporation  not  for 
profit,  under  the  general  corporation  laws  of  said  State,  do  hereby 
certify : 

First.  The  name  of  said  corporation  shall  be  The  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society. 

Second.  Said  corporation  shall  be  located  and  its  principal 
business  transacted  at  the  City  of  Cleveland,  in  Cuyahoga  County, 

Ohio. 

Third.  The  purpose  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  is 
not  profit,  but  is  to  discover,  collect  and  preserve  whatever  relates 
to  the  history,  biography,  genealogy  and  antiquities  of  Ohio  and 
the  West;  and  of  the  people  dwelling  therein,  including  the  physical 
history  and  condition  of  that  State;  to  maintain  a museum  and 
library,  and  to  extend  knowledge  upon  the  subjects  mentioned,  by 
literary  meetings,  by  publication  and  by  other  proper  means. 

In  Witness  Whereof , We  have  hereunto  set  our  hands,  this 
seventh  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1892.

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DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  and  Members  of  The  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society:  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 

present  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Society  for  the 
past  year. 

The  work  has  been,  from  many  standpoints,  the 
most  strenuous  of  any  since  the  writer  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  Society’s  work.  During  the  first 
months  of  last  year  up  to  within  a few  weeks  we  have 
been  in  the  midst  of  upheaval,  due  to  the  extensive 
changes  made  in  the  interior  of  the  building,  and  the 
opening  up  of  the  large  collection  on  the  Civil  War, 
which  came  to  us  as  the  gift  of  our  President,  Mr. 
Wm.  P.  Palmer. 

On  account  of  redecorating,  the  building  was  closed 
during  the  summer  for  some  six  to  eight  weeks.  This 
gave  us  an  opportunity  to  go  ahead  with  the  sorting 
and  classifying  of  the  collections  on  the  third  floor,  as 
we  were  able  there  to  concentrate  the  work  of  the  entire 
library  force.  When  the  building  was  thrown  open 
again  to  the  public,  the  decorating  and  the  rearrang- 
ment  of  the  pictures  made  a wonderful  improvement, 
and  has  called  forth  words  of  unstinted  praise  from  all 
who  have  since  visited  us.  The  walls,  which  before  were 
left  more  or  less  barren  have  been  practically  covered 
with  early  portraits  and  views,  and  other  items  of 
interest,  that  have  been  stored  away  for  years  in  the 
various  corners  of  the  building  from  the  attic  to  the 
cellar.  Our  space  for  display  is  so  limited  that  much 
that  we  would  like  to  accomplish,  cannot  be  done 
under  existing  conditions. 

The  cataloguing  department,  which  was  always, 
of  necessity,  unsightly,  has  been  moved  from  the  second 
to  the  third  floor,  thus  leaving  extra  space  in  the  reading 
room  for  tables  for  the  regular  users  of  the  library. 

The  items  asked  for  in  your  Director’s  last  report 
were  most  generously  provided  by  different  friends 
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whose  names  are  enumerated  as  special  contributors  in 
the  Treasurer’s  report. 

At  that  time  we  asked  for  new  catalogue  cases; 
and  four  fire  proof  sections,  of  72  drawers  each,  have 
been  provided,  which  is  considered  ample  to  take  care 
of  the  catalogue  cards  for  a number  of  years. 

Other  additions  made  are  as  follows: 

1.  One  dozen  new  arm  chairs  for  the  use  of  the 
readers,  which  are  most  welcome  accessories  to  the 
library. 

2.  Metal  hoods  that  have  been  placed  over  all 
the  radiators  in  the  building  which  will  prove  of  great 
advantage  in  keeping  our  walls  clean. 

3.  The  windows  have  been  fitted  with  metal 
window  strips,  adding  much  to  the  warmth  of  the 
building  and  will  tend  to  keep  out  the  increasing  dirt 
and  soot  that  is  pervading  the  city. 

4.  New  electric  fixtures  for  the  main  museum 
which  enables  us  for  the  first  time  to  light  up  the  build- 
ing in  a pleasing  manner. 

5.  The  first  and  mezzanine  floors  have  been 
decorated  the  same  as  the  third  floor  was  last  year. 

6.  A new  typewriter  and  desk  have  been  provided 
for  the  reference  department.

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MBS.  MARY  HENRIETTA  CHISHOLM 
Patron,  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society 
, Died  May  25,  1915 
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Mrs . Mary  H.  Chisholm 

Our  society  lost,  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mary  II. 
Chisholm,  widow  of  the  late  William  Chisholm,  one  of 
its  active  supporters,  and  Cleveland  one  of  her  most 
liberal  philanthropists.  Mrs.  Chisholm  passed  on  into 
eternal  rest  Tuesday  morning,  May  25,  1915. 

Mary  Henrietta,  daughter  of  A.  A.  Stone,  of 
Chicago,  was  born  in  Auburn,  Massachusetts,  in  the 
year  1846.  Much  of  her  girlhood  was  spent  at  Bellows 
Falls,  Vermont.  At  an  early  period  of  young  woman- 
hood, her  family,  owing  to  new  business  interests  of  her 
father,  moved  to  Chicago. 

It  was  there  that  she  met,  and  on  September  22, 
1864,  married  William  Chisholm. 

Mr.  Chisholm,  in  1863,  at  the  age  of  twenty  had 
gone  to  Chicago  to  become  the  secretary  and  general 
manager  of  the  Union  Rolling  Mill  Company.  In  1879 
Mr.  Chisholm  was  induced  to  return  to  Cleveland  to 
relieve  his  father,  Mr.  Henry  Chisholm,  of  some  of  the 
heavier  burdens  of  the  Cleveland  Rolling  Mill  Company. 
The  son  was  made  vice-president  of  the  company,  and 
thus  it  was  that  he  and  his  family  were  called  to  Cleve- 
land, which  became  their  future  home  and  permanent 
place  of  residence. 

Mrs.  Chisholm  soon  became  interested  in  church 
and  philanthropic  affairs  of  her  new  home.  All  with 
whom  she  came  in  contact  were  drawn  to  her  by  her 
pleasing  and  gracious  personality. 

She  was  very  active  in  her  membership  duties  in 
the  Second  Presbyterian  church,  likewise  in  the  interests 
of  the  Cleveland  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum.  The  latter 
lost  a friend,  who  at  all  times  was  most  generous  to  its 
needs,  besides  giving  much  strength  from  a heart  broad 
in  big  ideas,  and  deep  with  true  sympathy. 
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Her  philanthropies  and  interests  were  not  confined 
to  her  local  church  but  were  freely  extended  to  other 
churches  and  to  the  larger  fields  of  activity  in  her  own 
religious  denomination. 

Mrs.  Chisholm  was  especially  active  in  her  interests 
regarding  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society,  giving 
freely  of  her  means.  Her  generosity  was  likewise  ex- 
tended to  the  Lakeside  hospital,  the  Young  Women’s 
Christian  Association  and  other  similar  institutions  for 
benevolence. 

She  has  left  behind  her  a son,  Mr.  A.  S.  Chisholm, 
and  a daughter,  Mrs.  Francis  Drake,  of  Rye  Reach; 
also  a host  of  loving  friends  who  will  continue  to  miss 
her.  The  works  which  she  aided  so  extensively  will 
ever  remain  the  greatest  monument  and  memorial  of 
her  noble-hearted,  sympathetic  and  generous  dis- 
position. 


Robert  Russell  Rhodes 

Mr.  Robert  Russell  Rhodes,  who  passed  away  on 
February  26, 1916,  was  a patron  of  the  Western  Reserve 
Historical  Society,  and  an  honored  leading  citizen  of  the 
city  of  Cleveland. 

He  was  the  son  of  Daniel  P.  Rhodes  and  Sophia 
Lord  Russell,  whose  home  was  the  center  of  the  social 
life  of  the  city  in  the  days  before  the  Civil  War.  To 
his  ancestors,  Josiah  Barber  and  Richard  Lord,  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Western  Reserve,  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  made  a grant  of  land,  a part  of  which 
covered  the  present  West  Side,  and  the  interests  of  that 
portion  of  the  city  and  the  Rhodes  family  have  always 
been  identical. 

He  was  but  nineteen  years  old  when  he  volun- 
teered in  the  150th  regiment,  Ohio  infantry  of  one- 
hundred-days  men  for  service  in  the  war,  and  was  made 
corporal  of  Company  B.  They  started  at  once  for 
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Washington,  and  were  sent  to  garrison  the  chain  of 
forts  encircling  that  city.  They  remained  there  during 
their  entire  term  of  service,  participating  in  the  fight 
before  Washington  with  a part  of  General  Early’s  corps 
on  July  10  and  11,  1864,  and  were  mustered  out  in 
Cleveland  on  August  23,  1864. 

His  will  is  the  most  remarkable  one  ever  placed  on 
record  in  Cuyahoga  County  in  the  amount  of  bequests, 
coupled  with  the  diversity  of  objects,  all  of  which  were 
local  institutions. 

He  left  no  descendants,  and  after  designating  cer- 
tain relatives  and  friends  who  were  to  receive  life  annui- 
ties, the  large  sum  of  $1,675,000,  about  three-fourths  of 
his  estate,  was  divided  by  this  broad-minded  giver 
among  twenty-eight  beneficiaries:  hospitals,  homes  for 
the  aged  and  orphans,  settlement  houses  and  religious 
institutions,  regardless  of  race  or  creed. 

St.  John’s  Episcopal  church,  of  which  Mr.  Rhodes 
was  a vestryman,  received  liberal  bequests  for  its 
various  activities. 

The  Citizens’  Savings  and  Trust  Company  was 
named  executor  and  trustee  to  establish  perpetual 
trust  funds,  the  net  income  of  which  was  to  be  paid  to 
the  institutions  named. 

His  business  interests  were  divided — he  was  presi- 
dent of  The  United  States  Coal  Company,  and  of  The 
People’s  Savings  and  Trust  Company;  director  of  The 
National  and  Commercial  Bank,  The  Great  Lakes 
Towing  Company,  Cleveland  Railway  Company,  Cleve- 
land Storage  Company,  and  others. 


Trips 

I have  felt  for  a number  of  years  that  the  trips 
made  in  the  interest  of  the  Society  have  yielded  good 
results. 

During  the  past  year  on  account  of  the  extra 
amount  of  work  that  had  to  be  done  in  the  building,  it 
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seemed  advisable  to  do  very  little  in  this  direction. 
Last  July  a trip  of  about  a week’s  duration  was  made 
East,  stopping  at  Bethlehem  and  Nazareth,  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Moravians.  It  was  the  first  trip  that 
I had  made  to  this  place,  and  I found  that  the  Archives 
of  the  church  at  Bethlehem  were  full  of  most  valuable 
manuscript  material  pertaining  to  this  section  of  our 
State,  there  being  a great  number  of  rare  documents 
which  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  historical 
students,  if  published. 

At  Nazareth  a number  of  interesting  books  bear- 
ing on  the  early  history  of  the  Indians  in  Ohio  w^ere 
presented  to  the  Society  by  Rev.  S.  J.  Blum.  From 
Nazareth  I went  to  Philadelphia  and  other  eastern 
points  and  was  very  fortunate  in  completing  our  files 
of  the  publications  of  several  of  the  eastern  historical 
societies,  and  in  arranging  for  exchange  with  a number 
of  libraries. 

In  Hartford  arrangements  were  made  with  Mr. 
Godard,  librarian  of  the  State  Library,  to  have  photo- 
stat copies  made  of  the  manuscript  records  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut  bearing  on  western  lands,  especially 
the  Reserve.  These  we  hope  to  supplement  later  with 
others,  so  that  the  part  of  the  literature  bearing  on 
this  subject,  which  on  account  of  being  state  records 
or  manuscripts  in  other  public  institutions  (thus  being 
removed  from  the  possibility  of  our  ever  owning)  will 
be  made  available  here  in  exact  photographic  repro- 
duction. Already  these  records  have  been  used  to 
considerable  extent. 

Another  trip  to  Columbus  brought  to  us  a goodly 
number  of  books,  a file  of  the  Ohio  State  Journal  and 
later  the  map  of  the  Military  Lands  to  which  your  at- 
tention is  called  elsewhere. 

In  the  fall  the  Kelley  Island  Lime  and  Transpor- 
tation Company  called  our  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  clearing  the  rock  surface  for  quarrying,  they  had 
struck  what  seemed  to  be  an  Indian  mound.  The 
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superintendent  stopped  the  work  in  that  direction  and 
communicated  with  the  head  office  of  the  company 
here;  they  in  turn  invited  us  to  have  a representative 
present  when  they  continued  the  work.  In  company 
with  Dr.  Todd,  of  our  membership,  who  has  been  for 
years  deeply  interested  in  the  study  of  archaeology, 
your  Director  spent  two  days  on  the  island,  where 
every  possible  courtesy  to  aid  us  in  the  work,  was  ex- 
tended by  the  Company.  We  obtained  from  the  mound 
some  25  skeletons,  and  they  are  being  carefully  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Todd  for  our  ethnological  collection.  It 
is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  have 
a monograph  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Todd  on  these  and 
other  specimens  that  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society. 


Publications 

The  publication  of  the  year  consists  of  Tract  No. 
95,  containing  the  Reports  of  the  year  and  letters  from 
the  Samuel  Huntington  correspondence  1800-12.  This 
was  issued  last  September  and  sent  as  has  been  our 
custom  to  the  membership  and  to  the  various  societies 
and  organizations  with  which  we  exchange.  Our  pub- 
lications seem  to  be  growing  in  favor  with  other  in- 
stitutions and  we  find  that  practically  all  are  willing 
to  exchange  theirs  for  ours.  The  valuable  material 
received  by  the  society  in  these  exchanges  offsets  to  a 
large  extent  the  amount  invested. 

On  the  first  of  March  this  year  we  issued  Bulletin 
No.  1 and  we  are  encouraged  to  think  that  it  will 
be  a good  plan  to  issue  these  bulletins  occasionally 
between  our  yearly  reports.  A number  of  different 
items  are  being  considered  by  the  publication  committee 
of  the  Society  as  possible  issues  for  the  coming  year. 
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Needs 

1.  The  greatest  and  most  pressing  need  and  the 
one  that  will  add  probably  as  much  to  our  usefulness 
as  any,  is  that  of  the  equipment  of  our  manuscript 
room  and  vault  with  steel  cases  for  the  preservation  of 
maps  and  manuscripts. 

During  my  trip  East  last  July  a careful  study  was 
made  of  recent  equipment  that  had  been  put  in  different 
libraries  for  such  purposes  and  estimates  based  upon 
this  information  were  obtained. 

I have  felt  it  would  be  unwise  to  attempt  to  classify 
or  unpack  Gur  maps  and  manuscripts  until  such  time 
when  they  could  be  carefully  cared  for.  To  handle 
these  properly  will  be  a long  and  tedious  undertaking 
and  will  require  extra  help.  Our  maps  should  be 
mounted,  and  it  may  seem  advisable  for  the  time  we  are 
doing  this  to  get  some  man,  expert  in  this  line,  to  do 
the  work  in  the  building.  Also  one  additional  assistant 
will  be  needed  to  further  the  cataloguing  of  this  material. 

2.  If  some  one  or  more  of  our  friends  would  pro- 
vide us  with  a few  upright  display  cases  in  which  might 
be  placed  exhibits  of  our  manuscripts,  maps,  portraits, 
broadsides,  etc.  it  would  add  greatly  to  the  instructive 
displays  that  could  be  made  in  the  museum  from  time 
to  time.  With  our  large  collections  we  could  now  have 
interesting  educational  displays  on  such  occasions  as 
the  birthdays  of  Washington,  Lincoln  and  McKinley 
and  other  noted  men  of  both  local  and  national  repu- 
tation. 

8.  Attention  is  called  under  the  work  of  the 
Reference  department  to  the  great  benefit  that  has 
been  received  from  the  fund  provided  for  binding  last 
year.  There  is  still  a large  quantity  of  books  requiring 
binding.  Over  half  of  our  newspapers,  that  are  now 
being  used  almost  daily  by  the  readers,  are  unbound. 
Many  of  the  rare  books  that  were  issued  in  pamphlet 
form  should  be  bound  for  safety.  There  are  a number 
of  files  of  serials  that  we  were  unable  to  provide  for 
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with  the  fund  that  came  last  year.  If  funds  could  be 
provided  from  year  to  year  for  this,  the  library  would 
be  greatly  improved  not  only  in  appearance  but  its  use- 
fulness would  be  greatly  extended. 

With  the  addition  of  the  new  tables  and  the  in- 
creasing number  of  users  of  the  library,  we  could  easily 
use  another  dozen  chairs  like  the  ones  purchased  last 
year.  These  are  comfortable  and  best  meet  the  needs 
of  the  library. 

Museum 

With  the  rearranging  of  the  museum  and  a more 
careful  display  of  the  relics  therein  a larger  number  of 
visitors  have  been  in  attendance,  this  year’s  attendance 
nearly  doubling  that  of  last  year  even  with  the  weeks 
that  the  building  had  to  be  closed. 

During  the  year  28  different  public  and  private 
school  classes  and  organizations  have  visited  the 
museum,  only  three  of  these  having  less  than  20  in 
number.  The  largest  group  visiting  the  museum  was 
at  the  time  of  the  Convention  of  the  Cleveland  Bible 
Society,  when  128  adults  came  in  a body. 

The  average  attendance  per  month,  while  we  were 
open,  was  about  1600. 

The  museum  has  received  its  share  of  interesting 
additions  during  the  year.  Owing  however  to  the  fact 
that  our  space  has  become  limited,  we  have  not  en- 
deavored to  seek  for  large  additions  to  this  particular 
phase  of  the  work  and  the  little  that  was  done  has  been 
in  well  marked  lines  to  which  it  seemed  advisable  to 
confine  our  efforts. 

Early  last  summer,  Mr.  R.  W.  Williams  of  Elyria 
presented  to  the  Society  a most  interesting  collection 
embracing  an  Indian  bark  blanket  and  specimens  of 
Indian  pottery,  drinking  cups,  etc. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Talmadge,  a member  of  the  Society,  has 
sent  in  a most  carefully  selected  collection  of  beaver 
cuttings  with  a number  of  valuable  photographs  il- 
lustrative of  their  habits  and  the  conditions  and  sur- 
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roundings  in  which  they  live.  This  collection  has  been 
most  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  different  classes  from 
the  schools  who  have  visited  us.  Mr.  Talmadge  has 
spent  years  in  observing  the  manners  and  customs  of 
the  beaver,  largely  in  the  Adirondack  mountains,  and 
through  this  extended  acquaintance  has  been  able 
to  make  a collection  that  is  both  interesting  and  thor- 
oughly instructive  of  the  life  and  habits  of  this  little 
animal,  which  formerly  was  a native  of  many  of  our 
states  and  is  now  becoming  nearly  extinct. 

Col.  O.  J.  Hodge’s  cabinet  of  museum  specimens, 
which  was  willed  to  us,  has  been  received,  consisting 
largely  of  specimens  obtained  by  Col.  and  Mrs.  Hodge 
in  their  travels  in  Alaska  and  other  parts  of  the  world. 

The  antique  lap  desk  or  escritoire,  pearl  inlaid, 
owned  and  used  by  General  Beauregard  during  the 
Civil  War,  with  a letter  authenticating  the  same,  has 
come  in  as  a gift  from  Mr.  Palmer.  A fine  framed 
picture  of  the  “General,”  the  famous  Civil  War  engine 
of  the  Western  and  Atlantic  Railroad  was  received  from 
the  same  source. 

To  our  small  collection  of  medallions  has  been 
added  a most  beautiful  bronze  plaque  of  one  of  our 
members,  Mr.  Ambrose  Swasey,  modeled  by  Victor  D. 
Brenner  in  1915.  This  is  one  of  100  copies  struck  at 
the  United  States  Mint  in  Philadelphia.  We  feel  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Swasey  that  we  should  be  one  of  the 
very  few  institutions  to  receive  this  striking  likeness 
of  himself. 

Some  two  or  three  medals  of  Lincoln  have  also 
been  added  to  this  collection,  and  the  bronze  medallion 
commemorating  the  fall  of  Fort  Sumter,  presented  to 
Major  Anderson  as  commander  of  the  Fort  by  the 
citizens  of  New  York  State,  as  an  appreciation  for  his 
bravery,  has  been  presented  by  Mr.  Palmer. 

Several  noteworthy  additions  to  the  Portrait  Col- 
lection of  the  Society  should  be  mentioned. 

The  oil  portraits  of  Justin  Ely,  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company,  also  one 
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of  his  wife  Ruth  White-Fly,  as  well  as  one  of  their  son, 
Heman,  who  founded  Elyria  in  1817,  were  received 
from  the  estate  of  Heman  Ely  the  second,  grandson  of 
Justin  Ely. 

An  oil  portrait  of  Dr,  W.  S.  Streator  was  received 
at  the  same  time  as  the  books  from  his  library.  A 
photograph  of  the  Disciple  Church  at  the  corner  of 
Euclid  Avenue  and  100th  Street  and  a shield  of  the 
United  States  fractional  currency  came  from  the  same 
source. 

Mr.  Wm.  G.  Dietz  presented  the  Society  with  a 
large  framed  photograph  of  Wm.  McKinley. 

Mr.  Thomas  W.  Burnham  gave  us  a beautiful 
photograph  of  his  father  who  was  Mayor  of  Ohio  City, 
(now  known  as  the  West  Side)  in  1849. 

From  the  estate  of  Caroline  L.  Ransom,  one  of 
Cleveland’s  most  noted  artists,  an  oil  portrait  of  Gen- 
eral Jas.  B.  McPherson,  painted  in  1866,  has  been  re- 
ceived. This  was  pronounced  by  those  who  knew 
General  McPherson  as  being  a perfect  likeness  and  the 
best  they  had  seen.  We  also  received  some  time  ago 
from  the  same  source  Miss  Ransom’s  painting  of  B. 
F.  Wade. 

An  oil  painting  of  T.  P.  Handy  painted  by  J.  F. 
Hanks  in  1828,  an  early  Cleveland  artist,  which  was 
discovered  in  an  old  antique  shop,  was  purchased  by 
one  of  our  friends  and  given  to  the  Society. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Smith  in  addition  to  several  group 
pictures  of  different  Civil  War  organizations,  has  given 
a large  framed  portrait  of  General  Grant. 

From  Mr.  C.  K.  Bolton  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum, 
photographs  of  Wm.  McKinley,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  E. 
Twitchell,  Dan.  P.  Fells,  Senator  H.  B.  Payne  and 
James  R.  Garfield  as  a young  man,  were  received. 

A large  framed  photograph  of  J.  F.  Rider  came  as 
a gift  from  F.  R.  Stoll. 
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Numismatic  Collections 

The  work  of  arranging  and  classifying  our  col- 
lection of  paper  money,  started  early  in  the  year,  has 
been  forwarded  as  we  have  been  able.  The  collection  is 
being  divided  and  grouped  according  to  the  different 
periods  in  which  the  currency  was  issued.  The  Con- 
tinental and  Colonial  Group  has  been  carefully  mounted 
and  consists  of  a little  over  a hundred  pieces.  The 
local  and  state  bank  issues  for  the  period  up  to  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War,  have  been  partially  prepared 
for  mounting,  and  covering  this  period  we  have  about 
one  thousand  specimens.  The  Confederate  issues, 
national,  state,  county  and  local,  amounting  to  some 
1400  or  1500  pieces,  the  larger  part  of  which  came  to 
the  Society  in  the  Palmer  collection,  have  been  care- 
fully mounted  and  classified.  The  United  States  frac- 
tional currency  issued  between  1862-1876,  of  which  we 
have  some  56  pieces,  has  also  been  made  ready  for 
mounting. 

We  have  only  a small  representation  of  another 
group  of  currency,  known  as  Emergency  Currency, 
which  was  issued  in  the  North  during  the  War  period, 
and  lastly  we  have  a small  collection  of  foreign  paper 
money  not  exceeding  50  pieces. 

These  collections  are  comparatively  small.  Yet 
we  call  attention  to  them  at  this  time,  with  the  hope 
that  any  of  the  Society’s  friends  who  have  specimens 
of  these  early  bank  bills,  will  be  interested  in  aiding  us 
to  increase  our  collections. 

I might  mention  that  a day  or  two  after  our  Bul- 
letin No.  1 was  issued,  one  of  the  members  of  our  Soci- 
ety, Mr.W.  E.  Cushing, sent  in  some  30  odd  pieces  of  U.S. 
fractional  currency  and  other  issues  of  paper  money, 
as  a result  of  a notice  published  therein.  A number 
of  visitors  who  have  dropped  into  the  Library  while 
we  were  working  on  these  collections,  have  stated  that 
they  would  bring  in  to  us  specimens  which  they  have 
at  home. 
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Here  and  there  undoubtedly  in  many  families  of 
Cleveland,  there  is  one  or  more  of  these  early  bills 
that  have  been  kept  as  curiosities,  and  if  they  could 
be  brought  together,  carefully  mounted  and  arranged, 
would  greatly  add  to  the  value  and  interest  of  our  col- 
lections. 

We  have  also  during  the  year  received  a very 
valuable  addition  in  this  line  from  Mr.  Eckstein  Case, 
consisting  of  some  75  bank  bills  and  a few  coins. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  as  yet  to  arrange  or 
classify  the  coins  of  the  Society  which  are  in  the  safe 
deposit  vault. 

The  Library 

The  work  of  the  year,  largely  confined  our  efforts 
to  the  rearranging  of  the  collections  of  the  Society, 
and  yet  as  we  go  through  the  list  of  donations,  we  find 
many  notable  gifts,  of  more  than  unusual  value,  have 
come  in  during  the  year,  many  through  personal 
solicitation. 

J ust  as  we  were  closing  our  report  for  last  year,  we 
announced  the  gift  of  books  from  the  estate  of  Dr. 
B.  A.  Hinsdale,  and  as  they  had  not  been  unpacked  at 
that  time,  we  could  not  state  the  number  of  volumes  in 
the  collection.  Soon  after  the  new  cases  were  installed 
on  the  third  floor,  these  were  unpacked  and  counted. 
The  collection  consisted  of  553  books  and  792  pam- 
phlets, all  of  them  being  carefully  selected  from  Dr. 
Hinsdale’s  library  and  bearing  on  historical  matters. 
Some  however  were  unavoidably  duplicates.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  books  and  pamphlets  there  was  one  box 
of  manuscripts  of  Dr.  Hinsdale’s  own  writings,  with 
other  historical  records,  correspondence,  etc. 

Library  Gifts 

Possibly  no  one  family  outside  of  the  City  has 
shown  a deeper  interest  in  the  success  and  increase  of 
our  collections  than  that  of  the  Ely  family  of  Elyria. 
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Mr.  Heman  Ely  from  the  organization  of  the 
Society  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  was  most  interested 
in  its  work  and  as  we  look  hack  over  our  accession 
books,  many  volumes  are  recorded  as  coming  from  him. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  his  eldest  son,  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Ely,  sent  to  the  library  a large  number  of 
genealogies  and  town  histories.  During  the  last  fall 
the  family  decided  to  give  up  the  old  home, 'which 
necessitated  the  breaking  up  of  that  part  of  the  library 
which  had  been  left.  Owing  to  the  interest  shown  by 
their  father  in  our  work,  the  family  kindly  invited  us 
to  make  selection  of  any  of  the  books  that  would  be 
useful  to  us.  This  generous  offer  we  were  glad  to 
accept,  and  an  early  visit  was  made  to  the  old  home- 
stead and  we  obtained  a careful  selection  of  some  300 
volumes,  together  with  some  family  portraits,  which 
I have  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Mr.  Heman  Ely  was  a most  careful  student  of 
history,  also  a prominent  collector  in  numismatics.  Ills 
collection  of  coins  he  disposed  of  some  years  before 
his  death,  but  in  his  library  was  an  extensive  and 
valuable  collection  of  books  bearing  on  this  subject. 
These  have  increased  our  reference  books  along  this 
line  to  a considerable  extent.  The  entire  collection  of 
books  obtained  was  most  interesting  not  simply  for 
its  intrinsic  value,  but  for  the  pleasing  manner  in  which 
it  was  presented  to  us,  and  from  the  fact  that  it  had 
belonged  to  one  who  had  taken  so  deep  an  interest  in 
the  furthering  of  our  projects. 

From  Mr.  Harold  Streator,  son  of  W.  S.  Streator,  we 
received  during  the  summer,  a collection  of  175 
books  and  44  pamphlets.  These  were  selected 
from  Mr.  Streator’s  library,  and  they  embraced 
books  not  only  on  historical  subjects  but  a number 
bearing  on  the  early  railroads  of  the  state.  In 
addition  to  the  books  there  were  a number  of 
items  received  which  are  mentioned  in  other 
sections  of  this  report. 
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Mrs.  E.  R.  Perkins,  in  October,  1915,  presented  to  the 
Society  from  the  library  of  her  late  husband, 
Edwin  R.  Perkins,  (a  life  member  of  the  Society) 
SI  volumes,  consisting  of,  a complete  set  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  from  1706-1914,  the  Minutes  of  the 
General  Assembly  New  School  Branch  1859-1869, 
a large  number  of  the  publications  of  the  Egyptian 
Exploration  Fund,  and  in  April  of  this  year  a 
further  collection  of  138  volumes  and  133  pam- 
phlets. This  is  a much  appreciated  gift. 

Mrs.  Cora  B.  Malone  last  May  presented  us  with  116 
books  and  7 pamphlets  from  the  library  of  the 
late  N.  P.  Bowder.  In  the  collection  were  15 
volumes  of  Harper’s  Weekly,  14  volumes  of  early 
Cleveland  Newspapers  and  37  Masonic  Directories 
of  Cleveland,  besides  other  valuable  books. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Slocum  of  Toledo,  the  author  of  a 
number  of  valuable  historical  wrorks  pertaining  to 
Ohio,  just  before  his  death  sent  us  copies  of  his 
“Ohio  Country  between  1783  and  1815,”  “The 
History  of  the  Maumee  River  Basin,”  “Life  and 
Services  of  Major  General  H.  W.  Slocum”  and  three 
other  works,  which  complete  our  set  of  his  writings. 

Mrs.  Charles  PI.  Smith,  who  during  the  year  has  be- 
come one  of  the  life  members  of  our  Society,  has 
added  to  the  valued  gifts  she  has  made  in  former 
years,  by  the  donation  of  a large  number  of  books 
and  pamphlets  pertaining  to  the  Civil  War,  manu- 
script rosters,  letters,  the  full  set  of  Major  Smith’s 
commissions  as  sergeant,  first  and  second  lieuten- 
ant, captain  and  major  in  the  war  and  a most 
interesting  collection  of  pictures  and  photographs 
pertaining  to  Fuller’s  Brigade  in  which  he  held 
command  as  major. 

Mr.  James  A.  Rutherford  very  generously  purchased 
for  the  Library  a magnificent  set  of  books — 
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“Canada  and  Its  Provinces”  by  Adam  Shortt,  Dr' 
Arthur  G.  Doughty  and  others,  which  has  just 
been  completed  in  22  volumes. 

Air.  James  Parmalee  sent  a New  Year’s  gift  to  the  So- 
ciety in  the  shape  of  a letter  stating  that  he  had 
ordered  for  us  a set  of  books  that  is  being  issued  by 
Air.  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes,  under  the  title  “The 
Iconography  of  Manhattan  Island.”  The  first 
volume  has  been  received.  No  small  fortune  has 
been  spent  in  collecting  and  preparing  the  material 
for  this  set,  and  probably  it  never  will  be  excelled 
by  any  similar  publication.  It  is  one  of  those 
labors  of  love  that  only  a real  collector  can  or  will 
make  possible  to  the  general  public.  Not  only  is 
Air.  Stokes  to  be  congratulated  on  this  wonderful 
production,  but  the  Society  equally  as  well,  in 
having  a friend  like  Air.  Parmalee  to  present  this 
expensive  set  to  us. 

Air.  Ralph  King  has  sent  into  the  Library  a complete 
set  of  the  London  Punch  in  143  volumes.  This 
rare  and  expensive  set  is  a most  valued  addition 
to  the  Library. 

To^the  other  donors  to  the  Society  we  feel  deeply  grate- 
ful for  their  thoughtfulness  and  generosity.  We 
have  received  from  the  City  of  Providence:  The 
Records  of  the  Town  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
issued  in  20  volumes  and  now  entirely  out  of  print. 

Air.  E.  A.  Collier: — The  History  of  Old  Kinderhook. 

Air.  Win.  G.  Dietz,  nearly  300  political  pamphlets,  and 
the  same  donor  also  very  kindly  purchased  for  us, 
4 rare  Ohio  pamphlets  when  they  were  called  to 
his  attention. 

Air.  F.  A.  Emmerton,  who  has  been  a constant  and 
interested  user  of  the  library,  overhearing  one  day 
a call  for  the  “Annals  of  Salem”  by  J.  B.  Felt, 
very  kindly  presented  us  with  both  the  first  and 
second  editions  of  this  work.  The  first  edition  is 
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exceedingly  rare,  and  the  second  we  had  in  part 
only.  In  addition  to  these,  he  gave  to  the  library 
a collection  of  photographs  of  the  “Class  of  1855” 
of  Harvard  and  their  professors,  many  of  which 
were  autographed.  This  is  a decidedly  unique 
collection  and  probably  would  be  impossible  to 
duplicate.

Col.  John  P.  Nicholson: — A large  collection  of  historical 
material  and  records  bearing  on  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States, 
and  many  other  valuable  historical  pamphlets. 

Mr.  T.  0.  Bailey,  having  heard  of  our  interest  in  phil- 
ately, very  kindly  offered  us  his  collection  of 
philatelic  magazines,  thus  giving  to  us  a collection 
that  would  be  very  hard  to  bring  together  at  the 
present  time,  and  we  feel  very  appreciative  of  Mr. 
Bailey’s  kindness. 

Miss  S.  L.  Ball  has  sent  in  about  50  miscellaneous  pam- 
phlets. 

Prof.  E.  J.  Benton: — “The  American  Political  Science 
Review,”  and  “New  York  Daily  Times.” 

Mr.  W.  E.  Graham  Bowdoin: — “The  Works  of  Jas. 
Buchanan,”  in  12  volumes. 
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Mr.  S.  Prentiss  Baldwin  for  many  years  past  has  been 
sending  in  from  time  to  time  books  and  pamphlets. 
Among  the  books  were  a number  of  copies  of  the 
Baldwin  Genealogy  and  Supplements,  which  have 
been  put  to  good  use  in  exchange  for  other  books. 
This  year  we  find  we  are  indebted  to  him  for  176 
books  and  150  pamphlets. 

Dr.  Elroy  M.  Avery  has  increased  his  gifts  to  the  library 
by  a number  of  interesting  books  and  pamphlets.

Special  Gifts 

Just  as  we  commenced  to  write  this  report,  the 
collection  of  books  and  relics  left  to  us  by  the  will  of 
Col.  O.  J.  Hodge,  has  been  brought  to  the  library,  but 
we  have  not  had  time  to  sort  this  over  and  consequently 
cannot  give  a detailed  report  of  the  collection,  therefore 
will  have  to  leave  this  until  our  next  report. 

The  Charles  G.  King  Collection 

Mr.  Ralph  King  in  addition  to  the  generous  sup- 
port which  he  already  has  rendered  by  providing  the 
new  steel  cases  for  the  third  floor,  has  also  most  liberally 
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added  during  the  past  year  some  376  volumes  to  the 
collection  of  books  on  costume  which  has  been  placed 
in  his  brother’s  name.  This  list  we  hope  to  publish 
later.  The  Collection  has  been  in  constant  use,  and 
has  proved  of  the  greatest  value  to  students  in  Cleve- 
land and  vicinity.  I take  pleasure  in  adding  here  a 
letter  received  from  Miss  Cobb  of  the  Art  School  bear- 
ing upon  this  particular  phase  of  our  work.

As  our  school  work  in  costume  design  progresses  and  our 
school  year  approaching  closing  time  I am  very  desirous  to  tell 
you  of  the  fine  assistance  the  Costume  Library  section  of  the  His- 
torical Society  has  been  to  the  Costume  Designing  department 
of  the  School  of  Art  and  to  express  to  you  appreciation  for  the  aid 
and  kindness  of  the  Society’s  staff. 

The  material  and  arrangement  of  it  by  the  Society  has  been 
invaluable  to  the  art  students  in  their  search  for  information 
regarding  dress  development  and  as  a stimulation  toward  their 
own  creative  efforts. 

The  generous  and  courteous  attitude  of  the  Society’s  staff 
toward  the  students  and  their  work  made  the  Library  experiences 
very  pleasant  as  well  as  profitable. 

As  a teacher  I am  very  grateful  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  present  such  excellent  material  for  study  purposes.  It  has  been 
perhaps  the  one  aspect  of  my  work  in  Cleveland  Schools  which 
has  been  adequately  provided  with  informative  and  suggestive 
material.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  excellent  arrangement  of 
the  books  and  the  conveniences  planned  for  their  easy  and  pleasant 
use  will  assist  in  preventing  what  Mr.  Arthur  Dow  of  Columbia 
University  recently  termed  “Museum  Fag.”  This  matter  needs 
just  the  attention  and  care  that  has  been  given  to  it  in  the  Costume 
section  of  the  Library  so  as  to  prevent  dissipation  of  time  and 
energy  in  finding  and  using  the  Library  material.  I feel  sure  that 
the  physical  and  mental  sides  of  our  students  and  of  ourselves  will 
always  be  bettered  for  each  hour  spent  in  the  Society. 

I think  too,  that  the  Art  School  Students  have  acquired  the 
Museum  habit,  and  that  they  will  wdien  professionally  engaged 
in  Costume  designing  or  in  related  activities  continue  to  use  the 
Society  as  a profitable  place  in  which  to  find  knowledge  and  stimu- 
lation for  their  work. 

We  expect  to  study  in  the  Museum  more  extensively  next 
year  and  know  without  assurance  from  you  that  we  shall  find  a 
favorable  greeting  and  help.  Very  truly,

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Mr.  King  has  had  an  order  placed  for  another  steel 
table  for  the  third  floor,  likewise  has  sent  in  a number 
of  other  books  and  papers  of  interest  to  the  Society, 
also  has  had  bound  in  durable  leather  the  files  of  Peter- 
son’s and  Godey’s  magazines,  some  160  volumes, 
making  these  valuable  x\merican  periodicals,  which  deal 
so  largely  with  costumes  from  the  early  part  of  the  last 
century,  available  to  the  users. 

The  Shaker  Collection 

Although  no  mention  was  made  in  the  report  of 
last  year,  of  this  collection,  large  additions  to  it  have 
been  made  during  the  past  two  years.  Many  valuable 
manuscripts,  photographs  and  other  material  have 
been  added  from  time  to  time.  The  printed  books 
that  we  have  not  in  our  collection  are  now  so  few  that  it 
is  only  rarely  that  one  turns  up  that  we  need,  yet  a 
constant  lookout  is  kept  for  these  items  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  one  forming  this  collection  to  add  any 
such  as  fast  as  found. 

Special  Funds  and  Collections 

Some  two  years  ago  the  suggestion  was  made  in 
my  report  that  it  would  greatly  aid  our  work  if  special 
funds  could  be  procured  from  year  to  year  for  certain 
specific  objects.  This  suggestion  already  has  met  with 
some  response. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Wade  placed  at  our  disposal  a certain 
amount  for  the  purchase  of  books  bearing  onNew  Jersey, 
which  purchases  were  made  and  reported  last  year. 

IL  A . Sheru  in  Fund 

Mr.  H.  A.  Sherwin  has  very  kindly  sent  a valued 
check  as  an  aid  in  starting  a collection  of  books  on 
Mormonism.  The  members  of  our  Society  are  probably 
all  well  aware  that  the  Mormons  formed  their  organiza- 
tion at  Kirtland,  just  a few  miles  east  of  us,  that  a large 
part  of  their  early  history  and  life  centered  on  the 
Reserve,  and  that  many  of  their  early  recruits  came 
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from  this  section.  It  is  especially  pleasing  to  have 
this  fund  by  which  we  are  enabled  to  make  at  least  a 
valuable  start  towards  a collection  of  books  illustrative 
of  the  history  of  this  particular  sect;  and  it  has  seemed 
most  appropriate  that  Mr.  Sherwin,  whose  magnificent 
summer  home  at  Willoughby  occupies  part  of  the  land 
formerly  belonging  to  Mormons  and  overlooks  the 
old  Mormon  Temple,  should  elect  to  aid  this  specific 
collection.

Frank  F.  Prentiss  Fund 

Mr.  Prentiss  who  has  been  for  years  one  of  our 
staunchest  and  most  loyal  supporters,  contributing 
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not  only  to  the  current  yearly  expenses,  but  also  to 
the  special  needs  of  the  Society,  at  the  request  of  your 
Director  has  very  generously  contributed  a sum  which 
made  possible  the  purchase  of  a collection  of  Ohio 
material  amounting  to  some  60  or  70  volumes.  One  of 
our  most  pressing  needs  has  been  the  lack  of  funds  to 
purchase  rare  material  on  Ohio  and  the  Northwest,  in 
which  our  endeavors  must  of  necessity  be  largely  cen- 
tered; and  it  has  been  with  a sigh  of  regret  that  many 
of  these  items,  which  only  appear  in  the  market,  per- 
haps once  in  a life  time,  have  had  to  be  passed  and  to 
see  them  drift  into  other  libraries  on  account  of  lack 
of  funds  on  our  part.  We  could  with  profit  spend  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars  a year  in  books  bearing  directly 
on  Ohio  history,  and  I hope,  as  time  goes  on  and  the 
usefulness  of  our  collections  has  been  more  extensively 
demonstrated,  that  we  will  be  able  to  add  greatly  to 
the  work  in  this  direction. 

William  G.  Mather  Fund 

Another  special  fund  that  was  given  during  the 
year  was  that  of  the  gift  of  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mather  for 
binding,  which  enabled  us  to  bind  over  300  volumes 
of  the  publications  of  various  historical  societies  and  also 
our  leading  historical  magazines  which  have  been  in 
unbound  condition. 

Samuel  Mather  Fund 

Last  year  it  was  our  pleasure  to  call  attention  to 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  Samuel  Mather  in  making  this 
library  (one  of  the  few  in  America)  the  possessor  of 
the  invaluable  set  of  English  Parish  Registers,  of  200 
volumes,  issued  in  London.  Since  then  the  issue  of 
some  22  volumes  including  one  volume  of  the  projected 
index  to  the  series,  was  called  to  Mr.  Mather’s  attention, 
and  he  very  kindly  sent  a further  amount  so  that  we 
have  been  able  to  make  this  set  complete  to  date.  When 
the  index  is  completed  it  will  make  available  the  records 
of  over  five  million  marriages  from  the  earliest  parish 
records  of  England  down  to  about  1850.

Newspapers 

In  this  department  of  our  work  the  greatest  effort 
has  been  made  to  list  and  arrange  many  of  the  odd 
papers  that  have  accumulated  from  the  beginning  of 
the  Society.  The  great  bulk  of  our  regular  files  now 
have  been  listed.  During  the  time  that  the  library 
was  closed  on  account  of  repairs,  the  entire  force  de- 
voted their  time  to  listing  and  putting  away  the  large 
collection  of  Civil  War  papers  that  came  with  the  Pal- 
mer collection.  These  covering  as  they  do  the  papers 
of  the  North  and  South,  are  now  cared  for  so  that  they 
are  available,  and  we  know  just  what  we  have.  Of 
the  newspapers  issued  in  the  Confederate  States  and 
elsewhere  during  the  war  period,  there  are  in  this  col- 
lection between  twenty  to  thirty  thousand  issues.  It 
is  getting  more  difficult  every  year  to  obtain  the  papers 
of  this  period  and  we  are  most  fortunate  in  already 
having  this  large  and  valuable  collection. 

Late  last  fall  the  publishers  of  the  Ohio  State  Jour- 
nal offered  to  place  with  us,  on  permanent  loan,  subject 
to  recall  in  case  of  fire  destroying  their  sets  in  Colum- 
bus, a file  of  the  Ohio  State  Journal.  The  file  covers 
the  period  from  1825  down  to  1906  and  with  the  copies 
we  had  on  hand  of  our  own,  makes  the  set  practically 
complete  from  the  beginning.  Your  Director  spent 
two  days  in  sorting  out  and  shipping  these  volumes 
from  Columbus.  We  were  especially  pleased  to  get 
this  set,  as  it  gives  us  the  leading  journal  from  the  seat 
of  government  of  this  State.  There  are  in  Columbus 
two  sets  of  this  newspaper,  but  aside  from  these  no 
other  complete  set  except  our  own,  as  far  as  is  known, 
exists. 
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The  late  Mrs.  A.  S.  Johnson  of  New  London,  Ohio, 
mother  of  our  Mr.  H.  H.  Johnson,  added  to  the  col- 
lection of  New  London  papers  which  was  sent  in  the 
year  before,  a number  of  those  needed  to  fill  in  gaps  in 
the  file,  and  quite  a number  of  the  Norwalk  Reflector, 
also  needed. 

Mr.  Frank  M.  Gregg  presented  us  with  files  of  the 
Indiana  True  Republican  for  1862-1864  and  1866-1868. 
Also  with  files  of  the  Indiana  Radical  for  1868-1872. 

Through  an  exchange  with  the  Library  of  Congress, 
we  have  received  44  volumes  of  the  London  Chronicle 
from  1757  down  to  1800.  This  is  a most  valuable  paper 
covering  the  Revolutionary  period,  in  which  our  col- 
lections of  newspapers  and  periodicals  are  very  weak. 
We  also  received  from  the  same  source 

The  Semi  Weekly  Standard  of  North  Carolina, 
1860  and  1878; 

The  Connecticut  Journal,  4 volumes,  1815  to  1819; 

The  Charleston  Courier,  South  Carolina,  1805; 

The  New  Hampshire  Patriot,  1812  and  1814; 

The  New  York  Evening  Post,  1801  to  1803. 

We  have  endeavored  to  get  as  many  papers  bearing 
on  certain  periods  of  American  history  as  possible, 
for  our  library  contains  the  only  extensive  newspaper 
files  available  to  this  section. 

During  a trip  to  Columbus  and  Circle ville  last 
August  we  were  very  fortunate  to  have  presented  to 
us  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Circle  ville  Public  Library, 
files  of  the  Olive  Branch  and  Pickaway  Herald,  later 
known  as  the  Circleville  Herald,  covering  the  years 
from  1826  to  1837  and  consisting  of  13  volumes  in  all. 

In  addition  to  these  we  received  the  bound  volumes 
as  issued  of  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer,  the  Leader, 
the  Press,  the  News,  the  Ohio  Farmer  and  others. 
Also  we  are  filing  from  day  to  day  and  week  to  week 
about  75  of  the  Western  Reserve  papers  all  of  which 
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have  been  contributed  to  us  through  the  generosity 
of  the  publishers.  In  this  way  we  hope  to  keep  up 
unbroken  files  from  year  to  year  of  these  local  papers. 

Maps 

Under  date  of  Dec.  17,  1915,  Mr.  S.  P.  Baldwin, 
writing  for  his  mother  and  the  estate  of  our  late  Presi- 
dent, Judge  C.  C.  Baldwin,  formally  presented  to . the 
Society  the  collection  of  maps  and  books  which  be- 
longed to  his  father  and  which  has  been  stored  in  our 
building  since  his  death,  over  twenty  years  ago.  This 
collection  of  maps  is  a most  valuable  one : they  were 
valued  by  a New  York  dealer  at  over  $10,000,  just 
before  the  time  they  were  placed  with  us.  Other 
libraries  have  been  anxious  to  get  this  collection,  and 
we  are  glad  that  the  movement  towards  an  endowment, 
with  the  results  accomplished  thus  far,  gave  the  neces- 
sary assurance  to  the  family  that  the  collection  would 
be  perfectly  safeguarded,  thus  removing  the  only 
obstacles  to  our  permanent  possession  of  it. 

Some  years  ago  a partial  list  of  these  maps  was 
published,  and  there  has  been  a constant  demand 
made  on  the  Society  for  access  to  them,  but  although 
the  maps  are  now  the  full  property  of  the  Society,  it 
does  not  seem  advisable  to  disturb  them  until  steel 
cases  for  these  and  the  manuscripts  can  be  provided 
as  it  would  only  subject  them,  under  the  present  con- 
ditions, to  the  danger  of  rough  handling  and  injury.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  these  cases  may  be  provided  during 
the  coming  year.  When  these  maps  are  properly  cared 
for  it  will  be  highly  desirable  to  make  an  extended 
check-list  of  them  and  of  the  other  maps  in  the  Society’s 
collection.  The  only  condition  made  in  this  donation 
is  that  it  shall  be  known  as  the  “C.  C.  Baldwin  Collec- 
tion.” 

A beautiful  copy  of  the  Doolittle  Map  of  the 
Western  Reserve,  1798,  which  is  the  earliest  printed, 
was  purchased  by  the  Society  during  the  year. 
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Mr.  Ralph  King  has  presented  to  us  a facsimile 
of  the  Fitch  Map  of  the  Northwest,  1785,  which  has 
been  issued  in  a small  limited  edition.  Of  the  original 
there  are  only  a very  few  copies  known.  Harvard 
University  has  a copy,  also  there  is  a copy  in  the  His- 
torical Society  of  Pennsylvania.  It  has  only  been 
reproduced  in  one  book,  Winsor’s  “Westward  Move- 
ment,” where  it  is  much  reduced  and  only  in  outline. 

Mr.  P.  H.  Kaiser  has  presented  to  the  Society  the 
original  map  of  four  townships  of  Tuscarawas  County. 

We  have  also  received  the  original  manuscript  map 
of  Suffield.  Probably  the  most  valuable  map  that  we 
have  received  this  year  is  the  original  manuscript  map 
made  by  Rufus  Putnam  (1798?)  of  the  Military  Lands 
of  Ohio.  These  lands  join  on  the  east  that  section 
known  as  the  Seven  Ranges  and  extend  from  that 
westward  to  the  Scioto  River.  This  tract  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  what  is  known  as  the  Indian  Boundary 
or  Treaty  Line  and  extends  Southward  to  the  Ohio  and 
Scioto  Land  Company  purchases.  Only  recently  was 
our  attention  called  to  the  fact  that  this  map  wTas  in 
existence,  and  a special  trip  was  made  to  a small  towm 
near  Coshocton,  where  the  map  was  fortunately  ob- 
tained. It  is  now  on  display  in  the  Society  and  has 
attracted  a good  deal  of  attention,  as  it  covers  the 
lands  of  the  three  Moravian  villages,  Gnadenhutten, 
Schoebrun  and  Salem. 

In  the  collection  of  maps  of  the  Ohio  and  Con- 
necticut Land  Companies,  to  which  we  called  attention 
more  completely  in  Bulletin  No.  1,  there  were  some  12  or 
13  manuscript  maps  of  towns  on  the  Reserve. 

The  Society  is  increasing  from  year  to  year  its 
ardent  supporters  and  those  who  are  deeply  interested 
in  its  work.  Among  these,  few  are  more  interested 
than  Mr.  Elmer  Wight  and  Mr.  Virgil  D.  Allen,  who 
have  been  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  material  for 
us  and  have  done  a great  deal  to  make  our  wants 
known  in  circles  with  which  we  would  hardly  come  in 
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contact.  Mr.  Wight  called  our  attention  to  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  early  surveyors,  William  Herman  Knapp, 
who  had  lived  in  independence,  had  left  a collection  of 
maps  and  surveyors’  notes,  and  very  kindly  took  your 
Director  out  to  the  old  home.  In  the  loft,  a box 
of  early  manuscripts,  papers,  etc.,  was  found.  These  were 
given  to  the  Society  by  the  daughter,  Mrs.  Button,  just 
before  her  death,  a few  weeks  ago.  The  records, 
consisting  of  about  800  pieces,  were  gone  over  very 
carefully,  and  classified  by  Mr.  Wight,  and  they  are 
now  in  the  Society’s  collection. 


Manuscripts 

Attention  was  called  in  the  last  Bulletin  to  the 
manuscripts  of  the  “Ohio  Land  Company”  and  the 
“Connecticut  Land  Company”  which  had  been  ob- 
tained from  the  estate  of  Governor  Trumbull  of  Con- 
necticut, and  also  to  the  Diary  of  Consul  W.  Butterfield, 
which  will  be  mentioned  again  in  our  printed  report 
for  the  year. 

Mr.  Henry  Holcomb  of  Painesville  has  presented 
us  with  the  manuscript  account  of  the  Rescue  of  the 
Negro  Slave  John  at  the  time  of  the  “Oberlin-Welling- 
ton  Rescue  Case”  which  was  written  by  the  Rev.  W.  E. 
Lincoln,  one  of  the  participants  of  this  celebrated  case. 

Rev.  Jas.  D.  Williamson  presented  us  with  the 
“Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  to  obtain 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Cleveland, 
Columbus  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company  on  be- 
half of  the  city  of  Cleveland.”  This  is  a most  interest- 
ing manuscript  concerning  the  beginnings  of  the  Big 
Four  Railroad,  now  a part  of  the  New  York  Central 
System,  and  is  in  the  handwriting  of  S.  E.  Williamson, 
Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

Mrs.  E.  S.  Buffet  has  sent  in  three  ledgers  and  day 
books  of  the  old  Humiston  Cleveland  Institute,  formerly 
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located  on  the  South  Side,  which  was  in  existence  from 
1858  to  1868,  also  a record  of  the  Phi  Alpha  Literary 
Society. 

A letter  press  copy  of  a number  of  the  documents 
written  by  Thomas  Jefferson  in  1791  pertaining  to  the 
Northwest  Territory  was  purchased  during  the  year. 

Reference  Department 

In  giving  a resume  of  the  year’s  work  in  the  Refer- 
ence department,  we  find  it  difficult  to  adhere  to  general- 
ities, as  the  attention  given  by  the  assistant  in  charge 
is  individual  in  character — the  particulars  making  a 
most  interesting  whole,  too  numerous,  however,  to 
cite  herein. 

The  recent  changes  made  upon  the  second  floor  of 
the  “building”  were  most  necessary  in  order  to  ac- 
commodate the  increasing  numbers  of  daily  readers. 
In  accomplishing  this,  one  of  the  pleasing  results  has 
been  the  great  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
reading  room,  another  resultant,  largely  from  the 
first,  the  increase  of  the  readers  making  good  and 
serious  use  of  the  opportunities  offered. 

There  are  now  in  use  three  tables  (heretofore  but 
one)  on  the  second  floor,  and  there  are  times,  when  there 
is  little  space  left  vacant  at  any  of  these  tables.  The 
two  tables  on  the  third  floor,  set  aside  for  the  users  of 
the  costume  collection  and  other  classes  of  books  more 
conveniently  consulted  upon  that  floor,  are  also  filled 
at  times. 

As  the  facilities  of  the  library  have  increased,  so 
have  the  activities  grown,  thus  proving  that  our  work 
is  alive  and  important,  not  only  to  the  immediate 
section  of  Cleveland  in  which  it  is  situated,  but  to  all 
residents. 

There  has  been  a noticeable  increase  of  Western 
Reserve  University  students  using  the  library  in  con- 
nection with  their  American  history  courses  so  ably  and 
interestingly  outlined  by  their  professor,  Mr.  E.  J. 
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Benton,  who  is  the  secretary  of  our  society.  They  find 
much  valuable  material,  having  a restricted  access  to 
many  rare  manuscripts  and  other  original  sources. 

A letter  just  at  hand  from  Professor  Benton,  out- 
lines better  than  we  could  the  usefulness  of  the  library 
in  the  work  of  his  department  at  the  university. 

' Dear  Mr.  Cathcart: — 

Permit  me  to  take  the  occasion  of  your  annual  review  of  the 
achievements  of  the  Historical  society  to  express  to  you  my  deep 
appreciation  of  the  close  relations  which  have  existed  between 
the  Society  and  the  Department  of  history  of  Western  Reserve 
university.  My  students  in  American  history  have  done  a large 
part  of  their  work  and,  I believe,  the  most  valuable  part  in  the 
Historical  society  library.  They  have  found  the  collections  of  the 
various  historical  societies,  the  colonial  and  state  records,  the 
newspapers  and  manuscripts  constantly  useful.  The  Palmer  col- 
lection has  finally  made  available  for  students  in  Cleveland  re- 
sources for  research  in  the  Civil  war  and  slavery  periods. 

I have  during  the  year  had  a graduate  class  of  six  or  seven 
besides  about  fifty  undergraduates  doing  a grade  of  practical  work 
utterly  impossible  without  the  sources  supplied  by  the  Historical 
society.  Some  of  the  results  of  their  investigations  I hope  to 
have  ready  for  publication  in  the  near  future. 

Other  collections  of  the  Society  promise  to  be  of  special  value 
to  the  students  in  the  future,  as,  for  example,  the  King  collection 
for  students  of  costume  and  the  Shaker  and  Mormon  collections 
for  those  of  religious  and  intellectual  history. 

Such  masses  of  source  materials  give  the  history  work  of  the 
university  a practical  turn  which  puts  new  life  into  it.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  real  university  work  in  American  history  in 
Cleveland  is  dependent  on  the  continuation  of  the  work  the  His- 
torical society  is  doing.  Such  collections  serve  the  department  of 
history  of  a university  precisely  as  the  research  laboratory  does 
the  scientific  departments. 

I venture  to  add,  besides  this  service  to  us  our  students  should 
in  the  future  be  of  reciprocal  service  to  the  Historical  society. 
The  relations  that  you  are  creating  through  your  generosity  will 
awaken  in  the  college  students  an  interest  in  the  preservation 
of  records  of  every  kind  and  an  appreciation  of  their  real  uses. 
Such  an  intelligent  interest  should  prove  contagious  and  insure 
the  continuation  through  other  generations  and  the  great  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Historical  society.  The  policy  which  you  have  adopt- 
ed is,  in  my  opinion,  an  insurance  against  decadence,  and  a com- 
munity work  of  the  highest  usefulness.  Cordially,

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Not  only  have  the  students  of  the  Western  Reserve 
University  used  the  resources  of  the  library, but  its  use- 
fulness and  the  knowledge  of  the  valuable  material 
which  we  have  is  better  known  in  historical  circles 
away  than  at  home. 

This  winter  we  have  had  students  from  the  larger 
universities  and  from  Ohio  colleges,  who  have  come 
here  for  reference  work.  One  from  Johns  Hopkins 
university  finding  it  worth  his  while  to  spend  a week  or 
more  as  a daily  visitor. 

We  have  likewise  done  much  work  with  the  art 
students  which  has  proven  to  be  interesting  and  useful. 
Their  use  of  the  library  has  been  solely  with  books  on 
the  history  of  costume  in  the  King  collection.  Many 
times  the  students  have  come  in  such  large  numbers, 
that  were  it  not  for  this  wonderful  collection,  rich  in  its 
resources,  we  would  have  been  at  a loss  to  supply  each 
and  all  with  a study  in  the  period  and  the  special  design 
needed  to  meet  their  requirements. 

There  is  now  plenty  of  room  and  table  space  re- 
served for  the  art  room  visitors  upon  the  third  floor  of 
the  Society’s  building,  where  they  are  able  to  work  and 
study  in  comparative  comfort;  whereas  a year  ago  few 
facilities  could  be  offered  for  the  use  of  this  class  of 
students. 

The  large  amount  thus  far  accomplished  by  the 
* cataloguing  department  is  highly  appreciated  by  all 
and  the  readers  will  gradually  realize  that  the  catalogue 
is  the  first  and  all  important  tool  for  self  aid. 

The  wealth  of  material  in  the  William  P.  Palmer 
collection  has  already  been  called  upon.  Several  of 
the  students  have  needed  material  that  was  to  be  found 
only  in  this  unique  collection.  One  student  made  the 
remark  that  if  what  had  been  given  to  him  was  a 
“sample” — “It  must  be  wonderful.”  Another  said 
“that  in  no  other  library  such  a vast  collection  of 
historical  pamphlets  is  to  be  found,”  as  he  had  been 
able  to  consult  here.

The  eight  earnest  months  of  hard  work  put  upon 
this  collection  is  already  yielding  results.  The  col- 
lection now  roughly  classified  but  not  catalogued,  is  in 
such  shape  to  meet  the  needs  of  any  reader  asking  for 
such  material. 

The  check-listing  of  the  newspapers  within  the 
past  few  years  has  greatly  augmented  the  work  done 
by  the  Reference  department  as  the  almost  daily 
requests  prove. 

Mention  of  appreciation  must  be  made  of  the 
William  G.  Mather  binding  fund.  It  is  almost  im- 
possible to  express  what  it  has  meant  to  the  readers 
and  to  those  in  charge.  So  many  visitors  have  re- 
marked upon  the  improved  appearance  given  to  the 
shelves  by  the  additions  of  neatly  bound  volumes, 
instead  of  dusty  bundles  that  had  to  be  untied  and 
retied,  a necessity  when  one  desired  to  use  many  of 
the  genealogical  periodicals. 

Beside  the  aforesaid  activities  of  the  Reference 
department,  the  greatest  amount  of  time  is  given  to 
those  readers  seeking  military  records  and  family 
history. 

A great  deal  of  assistance  must  be  given,  pains- 
taking and  thorough.  We  are  obliged  to  help  many 
times  until  the  reader  begins  to  understand  the  course 
to  pursue.  To  the  inexperienced,  indexes,  etc.,  are 
formidable  and  discouraging  problems. 

The  work,  as  we  have  desired  and  hoped  for,  is 
growing  heavier  all  the  time;  and  requires  more  and 
more  time  to  be  given  to  the  users  of  the  library. 

Almost  no  indexing  is  done  of  the  valuable  material 
contained  in  the  periodicals  received,  or,  indexing  of 
portraits,  views,  etc.  Much  could  be  done  by  having 
extra  help  in  the  library.  The  reference  assistant  is 
now  giving  much  of  her  time  as  assistant  in  the  cata- 
loguing department,  as  every  effort  is  being  made  by 
the  whole  force  to  push  this  work  along,  as  fast  as  it 
can  be  done  in  justice  to  the  other  work,  that  of  neces- 
sity has  to  be  looked  after. 
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This  winter  and  spring  we  have  had  two  visits  from 
student  bodies.  Several  Normal  School  students  re- 
quested our  Director  to  talk  to  them  upon  the  history 
of  the  Western  Reserve.  These  short  informal  talks 
were  given  in  the  main  reading  room  of  the  library, 
and  the  young  ladies  went  off  well  pleased  with  the 
knowledge  they  had  gained. 

The  other  visit  was  from  the  Library  School 
students  from  the  University.  We  endeavored  to  show 
them  our  methods  and  treasures,  our  purposes  and 
ideals.  These  students  are  gaining  practical  knowledge 
of  various  kinds  of  libraries,  which  knowledge  gives 
them  many  viewpoints  into  the  library  field.  Thus 
they  combine  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  year’s 
study  in  the  Library  School. 

The  number  of  readers  consulting  the  library  for 
the  time  it  has  been  open  during  the  year  is  1140. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  give  in  figures  the  number 
of  volumes  used  in  the  department,  as  many  are  used 
several  times  in  the  day  by  different  readers.  About 
ten  or  twelve  volumes  per  capita  are  removed  from  the 
shelves  for  research  work. 

Even  in  a small  way  it  has  been  gratifying  to 
have  been  able  to  serve,  and  to  share  with  others  the 
delights  of  the  treasures  entrusted  to  our  care. 

Cataloguer's  Report , May  1 , 1916. 

Owing  to  various  causes,  the  progress  in  the  final 
cataloguing  of  the  volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  library 
has  progressed  very  slowly.  The  number  of  assistants 
who  have  been  employed  for  this  part  of  the  work 
has  been  reduced  from  the  five  or  six  of  former  years, 
to  three  only,  including  the  cataloguer,  the  reference 
assistant,  and  an  untrained  assistant  who  collates, 
accessions,  etc.  As  has  been  shown,  the  reference 
assistant  is  able  to  devote  only  part  of  her  time  to  this, 
on  account  of  the  increasing  demands  of  the  steadily 
growing  number  of  readers  in  the  library. 
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The  cataloguer’s  time  has  been  so  largely  consumed 
in  assorting  the  many  collections  received  during  the 
year,  forwarding  them  through  the  various  processes 
of  preparation  for  the  shelves,  and  disposing  of  them 
temporarily  in  such  manner  that  they  can  be  found 
conveniently,  that  she  has  been  able  to  accomplish 
but  a small  proportion  of  the  actual  cataloguing  and 
classifying  to  be  done.  However,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Palmer  Collection,  for  all  new  titles  received 
during  the  year,  temporary  author  entries  have  been 
made  and  filed  in  the  catalogue,  and  in  many  cases, 
title  and  editor  entries  in  addition. 

Almost  half  the  time  during  the  year  has  been 
consumed  by  the  whole  staff  in  opening  up,  checking 
and  assorting  the  large  and  most  interesting  Civil  War 
and  Slavery  collection  given  to  the  library  by  Mr. 
Palmer.  Duplicates  have  been  most  minutely  com- 
pared, in  order  not  to  allow  any  variation  in  edition,  or 
other  individualizing  characteristic  to  escape.  The 
cataloguer’s  task  was  also  to  see  that  the  books  and 
pamphlets  were  put  on  the  shelves  according  to  a 
rough  general  classification,  and  in  such  order  that 
individual  titles  could  be  found  as  easily  as  possible. 
The  collecting  and  accessioning  of  this  collection  is 
going  on  steadily,  and  the  temporary  slips  for  the 
catalogue  are  being  typed  as  fast  as  possible,  although 
the  collection  is  so  large  that  the  proportion  of  the 
work  accomplished  thus  far  seems  small. 

Following,  we  give  the  statistical  account  of  the 
work  of  this  department  for  the  year,  and  the  total 
amount  to  date.

As  has  been  said,  only  a small  proportion  of  the 
volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  Palmer  Collection  have 
yet  been  accessioned.  The  Shaker  Collection  is  wholly 
unaccessioned,  as  well  as  a large  number  still  of  the 
bound  newspaper  volumes,  and  many  volumes  of  Ohio 
state  documents. 

Unbound  material  it  is  seldom  considered  advis- 
able to  accession  till  bound.  This  class  of  material 
includes  the  historical  periodicals  still  unbound,  serials 
and  annuals,  speeches,  sermons,  Ohio  college  catalogues, 
the  Brodie  Collection  of  amateur  journalism,  the  large 
almanacs  collection,  the  unbound  newspapers,  all  the 
unbound  material  among  the  Ohio  state  documents. 
When  bound  these  will  add  a very  large  number  to 
our  accessions. 

The  number  of  duplicates  for  exchange  listed 
during  the  year  was  1487.  The  total  number  listed 
to  date  is  15,829.  These  comprise  the  withdrawn 
volumes  and  pamphlets  mentioned  above,  and  the 
duplicates  which  are  always  found  among  the  various 
collections  received  by  gift. 

Practically  all  the  accessioned  pamphlets  are  fitted 
into  Gaylord  binders.  This  work  is  done  with  as 
much  neatness  and  care  as  possible,  as  many  pamphlets, 
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on  account  of  their  rarity,  have  as  much,  or  more 
monetary  value  than  large  volumes.  In  order  to  leave 
the  pamphlet  itself  intact  without  defacement,  it  is 
first  sewn  into  a fly-leaf,  before  the  flaps  of  the  binder 
are  pasted  down.  The  binder  itself  is  cut  down  to  leave 
a margin  of  about  1-16  of  an  inch  around  the  pamphlet, 
and  typewritten  title  labels  are  pasted  on  the  outside. 
Thus  the  pamphlet  is  as  permanently  preserved  as  any 
bound  volume. 

The  following  statistics  show  the  amount  of  actual 
cataloguing  accomplished  during  the  year,  and  for  the 
whole  period  since  the  reorganization  of  the  library. 
It  has  also  seemed  of  value  to  distinguish  between  the 
number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  for  which  cards  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  those 
for  which  cards  are  not  obtainable.

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It  will  readily  be  seen,  by  comparing  the  number 
of  titles  actually  catalogued  (1011),  with  the  number 
of  temporary  author  slips  hied  in  the  catalogue  (about 
8000,  not  including  slips  for  added  entries),  how  far 
the  cataloguing  force,  wTith  its  present  reduced  number, 
is  falling  behind  with  the  steady  influx  of  new  collections 
received  by  gift  and  purchase.  Of  course,  it  is  not 
likely  that  another  such  gift  as  the  Palmer  collection 
would  be  received  very  soon,  and  another  year  the 
discrepancy  will  not  be  so  great. 

A permanent  reference  library  such  as  this,  re- 
quires a catalogue  of  much  greater  minuteness  of  detail, 
than  does  a popular  public  library,  whose  volumes  are 
expected  to  wear  out  quickly,  and  varying  editions 
and  collation  are  of  no  interest,  except  that  the  latest 
and  most  usable  edition  is  expected  to  have  been  ob- 
tained for  the  library.  From  the  first,  the  catalogue 
for  this  library  has  been  made  with  all  the  care  that 
seemed  necessary  for  its  permanent  usefulness. 

There  are  many  minor  details  of  the  work  now 
being  done  by  the  cataloguer  and  the  reference  as- 
sistant, which  might  be  accomplished  fully  as  well  by 
an  untrained  and  less  expensive  assistant,  leaving  the 
more  expert  work  to  be  done  by  those  whom  training 
and  experience  have  better  fitted  to  perform.  At  least 
one  more  assistant,  whose  whole  time  shall  be  given  to 
this  part  of  the  w^ork,  is  the  most  pressing  need  of  the 
Cataloguing  department. 

In  closing  this  report  I wish  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  the  staff  of  the  Society  for  their  keen  interest, 
unbounding  zeal  and  esprit  de  corps  which  has  enabled 
us  to  accomplish  the  work  of  the  year  in  the  most 
pleasant  and  successful  manner. 

To  the  Trustees  and  Members  of  the  Society,  for 
the  active  support  that  has  been  given  to  the  work  and 
to  the  endeavors  that  have  been  made  to  make  this 
Society  a live  active  agent  in  its  particular  field. 
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To  Mr.  Palmer  our  President,  who  lias  not  only 
given  freely  of  his  time  but  a most  constant,  careful 
and  willing  supervision  to  all  that  has  been  done.  And 
we  trust  that  those  of  our  Trustees  and  friends  who 
have  most  graciously  listened  to  our  needs  and  have 
willingly  contributed  to  the  cause,  will  feel  that  the 
work  accomplished  merits  not  only  their  approval 
but  a continuance  of  the  same  cordial  support.

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EDITORIAL  NOTE 

The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  is  devoted 
to  the  discovery,  preservation,  and  exhibition  of  the 
sources  of  American  History.  It  will  possibly  not  be 
amiss  at  this  time  to  emphasize  that  sources  compre- 
hend printed  matter,  manuscripts  and  relics  of  every 
kind.  The  society  seeks  whatever  will  give  evidence 
of  the  activities  and  achievements  of  the  American 
people.  The  annual  reports  of  the  Director  show  the 
steady  and  in  some  respects  remarkable  progress  that 
is  being  made  in  the  development  of  the  library,  the 
manuscript  collection  and  the  museum.  The  ambitious 
collectors  of  the  sources  for  American  History  have 
in  one  respect  a heavier  burden  than  similar  workers 
in  other  times  and  in  other  places.  The  development 
of  the  United  States  has  taken  place  entirely  within 
modern  times.  The  quantity  and  variety  of  sources 
are  enormous.  The  multitude  of  the  materials  im- 
poses a heavy  burden  for  housing,  cataloguing  and 
handling  if  they  are  to  be  properly  preserved  and  readily 
accessible.  These  are  facts  the  community  should 
know. 

The  mass  of  materials  which  has  been  accumu- 
lated by  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  and 
the  proper  care  of  which  is  its  problem  constitutes  at 
the  same  time  the  gold  mine  of  the  historical  student. 
In  this  respect  the  students  of  American  History  have 
an  advantage  over  their  fellow  workers  in  other  fields 
that  the  sources  are  seldom  wanting  as  they  are  for 
Antiquity  or  for  early  European  History.  It  is  also 
an  interesting  phase  of  American  History  writing 
that  the  student  has  only  to  travel  about  in  the  United 
States  to  find  communities  in  every  stage  of  develop- 
ment. For  example,  there  has  never  been  a period 
since  the  founding  of  Jamestown  in  which  colonization 
has  not  been  going  on  somewhere  in  English  speaking 
America.  An  interesting  phase  of  colonization  is  at 
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the  present  time  going  forward  under  the  Federal 
Reclamation  Service  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  region. 
But  only  in  rare  instances  such  as  this  and  the  British 
Government’s  colonization  of  Nova  Scotia  has  coloniza- 
tion taken  place  under  government  direction.  In  most 
cases  a trading  company,  a land  proprietor,  or  a com- 
pany of  land  speculators  have  been  the  promoters  of 
colonization. 

The  paper  and  the  accompanying  documents 
which  the  society  has  chosen  for  publication  require 
but  a few  words  of  general  introduction.  The  Con- 
necticut Land  Company  began  the  colonization  of 
Northeastern  Ohio  in  1796  and  continued  its  efforts 
for  the  settlement  of  the  territory  it  had  purchased 
until  1809.  A subsidiary  group  of  land  owners,  the 
Erie  Company,  was  active  in  the  same  way  until  1812. 
After  the  dissolution  of  the  companies  individual 
owners  and  their  agents  continued  to  promote  the  im- 
provement. In  this  period  the  Connecticut  purchasers  of 
the  Western  Reserve  had  founded  a community  com- 
parable in  size  with  the  results  of  the  Virginia  Com- 
pany’s efforts  in  Virginia  between  1607  and  1624,  but 
not  comparable,  of  course,  in  cost  or  sacrifice  of  life. 

Mr.  Shepard  has  carefully  traced  the  origin,  the 
complex  organization  and  mode  of  procedure  of  the 
Connecticut  Land  Company.  He  shows  how  rival 
speculators  formed  the  Excess  Company  and  obtained 
title  to  the  excess  over  three  million  acres  that  it  was 
supposed  a survey  would  show  in  the  purchase,  and 
how  before  the  survey  had  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
company  had  purchased  considerably  less  than  three 
million  acres  the  Excess  Company’s  rights  had  been 
absorbed  by  the  Connecticut  Land  Company;  how  a 
subsidiary  company,  the  Erie  Company  came  to  exist, 
and  especially  the  methods  used  by  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  to  promote  settlement.  As  a whole  the 
study  is  an  interesting  chapter  in  colonization  and  in 
American  land  policy. 
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The  accompanying  documents  reproduce  the  chief 
changes  which  occurred  in  the  legal  title  to  the  lands  of 
the  Western  Reserve  and  the  more  important  sources 
for  the  organization  and  methods  of  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company.  For  some  years  there  was  doubt 
whether  the  company  had  acquired  the  rights  of  govern- 
ment as  well  as  title  to  the  lands  or  not.  The  doubt 
cast  a shadow  over  the  land  title  and  delayed  settle- 
ment. By  1800  a colony  of  1300  or  1400  settlers  had 
developed  without  any  form  of  government.  Several 
documents  at  the  close  show  the  steps  in  clearing  up 
the  rights  of  jurisdiction.  Neither  the  state  nor  the 
land  company  attempted  to  organize  government  for 
the  western  colony.  The  day  was  evidently  past  for 
an  American  state  or  proprietors  to  attempt  that 
sort  of  thing.  The  company  anxious  to  have  stable 
government  on  its  territory  petitioned  first  the  state 
legislature  of  Connecticut  and  then  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  act.  For  more  than  three  years  the  company 
voted  and  instructed  and  agitated  for  one  or  the  other, 
the  state  or  the  nation,  to  assume  the  responsibility 
Finally  a Congressional  committee,  the  chairman  of 
which  was  John  Marshall,  recommended  a mode  of 
procedure.  The  Quieting  Act,  the  chief  feature  of 
the  plan,  was  passed  by  Congress  April  28,  1800.  This 
prepared  the  way.  The  state  of  Connecticut  ceded  its 
political  rights  in  the  territory  to  the  United  States. 
John  Marshall  who  had  become  Secretary  of  State 
announced  to  Governor  St.  Clair  the  transfer  and  in- 
structed him  to  erect  the  Western  Reserve  into  a 
county  of  the  Ohio  territory.  Governor  St.  Clair,  who 
had  repeatedly  assumed  that  the  Western  Reserve 
was  in  reality  a part  of  Ohio,  promptly  proclaimed  the 
region  a county  which  he  named  Trumbull  and  pro- 
ceeded to  organize  local  government. 

In  most  cases  the  Western  Reserve  Historical 
Society  possesses  either  the  original  documents  or 
photostats.  In  a few  cases  certified  transcripts  have 
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been  employed.  There  is  no  complete  collection  of 
the  Records  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company,  part 
of  them  are  in  Hartford  and  part  in  Cleveland.  Of 
parts  only  transcripts  exist.  Notes  which  accompany 
the  documents  locate  the  originals  where  possible.

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THE  CONNECTICUT  LAND  COMPANY 
A STUDY  IN  THE  BEGINNINGS 
OF  COLONIZATION  OF  THE 
WESTERN  RESERVE

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FOREWORD 


Much  has  been  written  of  the  Western  Reserve 
and  more  of  its  metropolis,  the  city  of  Cleveland.  The 
early  history  of  Northeastern  Ohio  is  common  knowl- 
edge as  far  as  its  outstanding  facts  are  concerned. 
Most  people  of  the  section  in  question  know  that  there 
was  a Connecticut  Land  Company  and  that  it  pur- 
chased the  greater  part  of  the  Western  Reserve  from 
the  State  of  Connecticut  as  a land  speculation.  Colonel 
Chas.  Whittlesey  in  his  Early  History  of  Cleveland  and 
B.  A.  Hinsdale  in  his  Old  Northwest  have  gone  some- 
what into  detail  as  to  the  formation  and  operations  of 
the  Land  Company.  But  it  remained  for  someone  to 
make  a special  study  of  the  company  through  an  ex- 
amination of  certain  documentary  evidence  which  has 
accumulated  from  widely  scattered  sources  in  the 
archives  of  The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society. 

My  attention  was  called  to  this  task  while  studying 
special  phases  of  American  history  as  a graduate 
student  in  Western  Reserve  University  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Professor  Elbert  J.  Benton.  Through  the  kind- 
ness of  Director  W.  II.  Cathcart  of  The  Western  Reserve 
Historical  Society  and  his  obliging  assistants  the  manu- 
scripts under  their  charge  were  placed  at  my  disposal. 
The  resulting  study  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company 
was  in  large  part  made  possible  through  the  co-oper- 
ation of  Dr.  Benton  and  Mr.  Cathcart.  I am  also 
under  obligation  to  such  previous  workers  in  the  field 
of  Western  Reserve  history  as  the  above  mentioned 
Whittlesey  and  Hinsdale. 

I am  not  saying  that  the  last  word  has  been  said 
upon  the  history  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company, 
but  I have  made  careful  use  of  the  available  documents 
which  have  gradually  and  naturally  been  centered  in 
the  Library  of  The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society. 
Let  me  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  following 
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divisions  of  the  study  have  previously  received  little 
consideration : the  Excess  Company,  the  Erie  Company, 
certain  phases  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company’s 
embarassments,  and  especially  the  Connecticut  Com- 
pany’s land  policy.  It  is  my  hope  that  I have  contrib- 
uted something  to  the  better  understanding  of  the  early 
history  of  Northeastern  Ohio.

THE  WESTERN  RESERVE 

Those  interested  in  the  tracing  of  genealogies  are 
often  impressed  with  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many 
inhabitants  of  Northeastern  Ohio  whose  forebears 
came  from  New  England  and  especially  from  the  State 
of  Connecticut.  Northeastern  Ohio  is  still  often  called 
“The  Western  Reserve”  and  the  so  called  Western 
Reserve  was  originally  the  property  of  the  state  of 
Connecticut. 

That  strip  of  territory,  on  an  average  of  fifty-two 
miles  in  width,  extending  westward  along  Lake  Erie 
for  a distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles,  and 
comprising  the  present  counties  of  Ashtabula,  Trumbull, 
Lake,  Geauga,  Portage,  Cuyahoga,  Medina,  Lorain, 
Huron,  Erie,  the  greater  part  of  Summit,  and  the 
northern  parts  of  Mahoning  and  Ashland,  happened  to 
belong  to  Connecticut  because  of  the  imperfect  ideas  of 
the  English  statesmen  of  the  mid-seventeenth  century 
with  regard  to  the  New  World.  The  original  charter 
of  Connecticut  extended  her  limits  “to  the  South  Sea 
on  the  West  Part1.”  After  the  Duke  of  York  received 
his  grant,  Connecticut  still  claimed  that  her  territory 
ran  on  from  where  his  ended.  Accordingly  she  settled 
the  Wyoming  Valley;  but  the  United  States  awarded 
that  to  Pennsylvania  when  trouble  developed  between 
the  states  concerned  and  appeal  was  made  to  the  cen- 
tral government2.  Connecticut  then  continued  to 
claim  the  region  extending  from  the  western  boundary 
of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Mississippi  River. 

Massachusetts,  Virginia,  North  and  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia  also  claimed  land  between  the  Alle- 
ghanies  and  the  Mississippi  in  accordance  with  their 
old  Colonial  charters,  wThich  gave  them  indefinite 
westward  extension.  Virginia’s  claim  overlapping  those 
of  both  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  was  strengthen- 
ed by  the  fact  that  during  the  Revolution  George

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Rogers  Clark  had  conquered  the  vast  territory  north 
of  the  Ohio  under  commission  from  the  governor  of 
Virginia.  New  York  also  maintained  a claim  to 
part  of  the  same  disputed  territory  on  the  ground  of 
cession  from  the  Iroquois  Indians,  who  had  asserted 
jurisdiction  over  it,  and  who  had  placed  themselves 
under  the  protection  of  New  York.  Such  states  as 
Maryland,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  whose  western 
boundaries  were  fixed  by  their  charters,  were  at  a dis- 
advantage after  the  Revolution  in  that  they  had  no 
western  lands  with  which  to  reward  their  veteran  sol- 
diers. Maryland,  before  accepting  the  Articles  of 
Confederation,  argued  that  the  states  with  western 
land  claims  had  an  unfair  opportunity  for  development 
and  expansion  and  insisted  that  they  promise  to  sur- 
render their  claims  for  the  benefit  of  the  nation.  New 
York  gave  up  her  claim  in  1781.  Virginia  followed, 
more  reluctantly  in  1784.  Massachusetts,  Connecticut 
and  the  Carolinas  would  not  be  outdone  by  their  sister 
states.  Georgia  however,  maintained  her  claims  as 
far  west  as  the  Mississippi  until  1802. 

In  ceding  their  claims  both  Virginia  and  Con- 
necticut reserved  certain  lands  for  the  use  of  their  own 
citizens.  Virginia  retained  a tract  in  the  southern 
portion  of  the  present  state  of  Ohio  as  bounty  lands 
for  her  Revolutionary  veterans,  Connecticut,  making 
her  cession  to  the  United  States  government  in  1786, 
retained  the  territory  bounded  on  the  North  by  the 
international  line,  on  the  East  by  the  western  boundary 
of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  South  by  the  forty-first  paral- 
lel of  north  latitude  and  on  the  West  by  a line  parallel 
with  the  eastern  boundary  and  distant  from  it  one 
hundred  and  twenty  miles.  This  territory  soon  came 
to  be  called  “The  Connecticut  Western  Reserve”  or 
simply  “The  Western  Reserve.3” 

Connecticut  Sale  of  the  Land 

In  the  same  year  that  Connecticut  made  her  ces- 
sion to  the  central  government  her  legislators  began 
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to  concern  themselves  with  the  disposal  of  tlie  reserved 
lands.  An  act  was  passed  in  October,  1780,  authoriz- 
ing the  survey  and  sale  of  the  lands  lying  East  of  the 
Cuyahoga  River.  But  the  sale  of  the  salt  lands  on 
the  Alahoning  to  Gen.  Samuel  H.  Parsons  was  the  only 
transaction  in  accordance  with  this  legislation4. 

In  1792  the  General  Assembly  granted  a tract  of 
500,000  acres,  extending  across  the  western  end  of  the 
reservation,  as  a compensation  for  the  losses  inflicted 
by  the  British  Army  in  the  Revolution  on  the  towns 
along  the  Sound,  from  Greenwich  to  Groton.  The 
tract  thus  given  was  afterwards  called  “The  Firelands” 
or  “The  Sufferers’  Lands5.” 

In  1793  a committee  made  up  of  one  person  from 
each  Connecticut  county  was  appointed  to  sell  the 
remaining  lands;  and  then  came  a warm  discussion  as 
to  what  should  be  done  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale — 
a discussion  not  confined  to  the  state  legislature.  The 
land  remained  unsold.  In  May,  1795,  an  act  was 
finally  passed  placing  the  sale  in  the  hands  of  a com- 
mittee of  eight  persons,  one  from  each  county  of  the 
state,  who  were  to  sell  the  lands  for  not  less  than  $1,000,- 
000.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  were  to  form  a perma- 
nent fund  for  the  use  of  schools,  making  possible  the 
Connecticut  School  Fund.  On  October  14,  1795,  the 
committee  authorized  by  the  act  reported  to  the  As- 
sembly that  it  had  effected  a sale,  without  survey  or 
measurement,  of  the  whole  tract  west  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania line  as  far  as  the  Fireland  for  $1,200,000. 

The  bargain  had  been  concluded  on  September  2 
with  35  purchasers.  Each  purchaser  had  received  a 
deed  granting  to  himself  and  to  his  heirs  forever,  on 
behalf  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  all  right,  title  and 
interest  “juridical  and  territorial,”  in  and  to  a certain 
number  of  twelve  hundred  thousandths  of  the  lands 
described,  to  be  held  by  the  purchaser  as  tenant  in 
common  of  the  whole  tract  or  territory  with  the  other 
purchasers,  and  not  in  severalty.  The  number  of 
individual  shares  that  each  purchaser  received  was  the 
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same  as  the  number  of  dollars  that  he  had  agreed  to 
pay  toward  the  purchase  money.  A “purchaser” 
was  in  some  instances  a group  of  persons;  fifty-eight 
names  are  affixed  to  the  Articles  of  Association  which 
were  later  drawn  up.  The  sale  was  made  on  credit, 
the  purchasers  giving  tlieir  bonds  for  the  amount  of 
the  several  contracts.  The  bonds  were  made  payable 
in  five  years  with  interest  after  the  second  year6.  The 
heaviest  purchaser  was  Oliver  Phelps,  who  individually 
subscribed  $168,185  and  invested  more  in  partnerships. 
Ilenry  Champion’s  purchase  amounted  to  $85,675; 
Pierpont  Edwards,  a son  of  Jonathan  Edwards  negoti- 
ated for  $60,000  worth  of  landed  property;  and  Moses 
Cleaveland  took  his  place  among  the  purchasers  to 
the  extent  of  $32,600 7. 

The  Formation  and  Organization  of  the  Connecticut  Land 

Company 

On  Sept.  5,  1795,  the  purchasers  adopted  articles 
of  association,  constituting  themselves  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company.  The  Company  was  never  incor- 
porated, but  organization  was  necessary  for  the  proper 
conducting  of  business.  All  the  members  of  the 
partnership  joined  in  a deed  of  trust,  covering  the  entire 
purchase,  to  John  Caldwell,  Jonathan  Brace  and  John 
Morgan.  With  few  exceptions,  the  deeds  of  the  trust- 
ees are  the  source  of  title  to  lands  on  the  Reserve. 

The  Articles  of  Association8,  fourteen  in  number, 
provided  for  the  appointment  of  a board  of  seven 
directors  with  extensive  powers,  including  those  of 
extinguishing  Indian  land  claims,  surveying  the  terri- 
tory into  townships  of  16,000  acres  each,  selling  lands 
and  providing  for  first  settlements;  authorized  trans- 
ferable certificates  of  stock;  and  determined  the  manner 
of  proceeding  at  meetings  of  the  company.  For 
the  purpose  of  voting  and  assessments,  the  company 
was  divided  into  400  shares,  $3,000  purchase  money 
representing  a share.  The  meetings  of  the  Company 
were  to  be  held  at  Hartford;  few  of  the  members  of  the 
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Company  chose  to  leave  their  eastern  homes  to  look, 
personally,  after  their  western  interests.  As  has  been 
often  pointed  out,  “New  Connecticut”  was  to  be 
governed  from  Hartford  much  as  New  England  had 
been  by  the  “Council  of  Plymouth”  in  England. 

Oliver  Phelps,  Henry  Champion,  Moses  Cleave- 
land,  Samuel  W.  Johnson,  Ephraim  Kirby,  Samuel 
Mather,  Jr.,  and  Roger  Newberry  were  the  members  of 
the  Company  forming  the  first  board  of  directors. 
Moses  Cleaveland,  one  of  the  directors,  was  made 
General  Agent  and  with  the  selection  of  Augustus 
Porter  as  chief  surveyor  the  activity  of  the  company 
really  had  its  beginning. 

The  Mode  of  Partition  of  the  Lands 

At  a meeting  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company 
held  in  April  1796  an  elaborate  mode  of  making  par- 
tition of  the  purchase  was  determined  upon9.  The 
Partition  was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a committee  of 
three  or  more  “Judicious  Persons.”  Six  townships, 
east  of  the  Cuyahoga,  had  been  set  aside  by  the  Articles 
of  Association,  to  be  subdivided  for  sale  for  the  general 
benefit  of  the  company.  Four  more  of  the  next  best 
quality  were  now  to  be  divided  into  100  lots  each. 
This  provided  for  400  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  lots. 
The  remaining  lands,  free  from  Indian  claims,  were  to  be 
estimated  in  townships.  Some  townships  not  being 
equal  in  value  to  others,  several  townships  were  to  be 
set  aside  to  be  used  to  equalize  townships  of  less  value 
to  the  best.  In  case  land  could  not  be  surveyed,  the 
townships  containing  such  land  were  to  be  augmented 
by  land  from  the  townships  set  aside  for  equalization 
purposes. 

A meeting  of  the  proprietors  or  members  of  the 
company  was  to  be  called,  at  which  time  the  lots  of  the 
four  subdivided  townships  and  the  land  of  the  other 
equalized  townships  were  to  be  drawn,  the  clerk  of  the 
company  drawing  against  the  names  of  the  proprie- 
tors arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  Proprietors  who 
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because  of  their  small  interests  in  the  company  would 
draw  parts  of  lots  or  townships  were  to  join  with  others 
in  drawing  and  afterwards  partition  among  themselves 
their  drawings.  If  such  small  proprietors  should  not 
agree  to  join,  all  the  proprietors  were  to  select  three 
persons  to  determine  what  proprietors  should  draw 
together.  Again,  if  such  small  proprietors  should  not 
be  able  to  agree  on  an  actual  partition  of  their  drawings, 
a committee  was  to  settle  the  matter  for  them.  When 
the  land  should  be  thus  partitioned,  each  proprietor 
would  be  entitled  to  a conveyance  of  his  part  of  the 
land  and  the  records  of  the  partitioning  were  to  be  kept 
by  the  clerk  of  the  company.  This  general  method  of 
procedure  was  followed  whenever  there  was  a draft  of 
land,  although  it  applied  in  particular  to  the  first  draft. 
$12,903.23  of  purchase  money  represented  a township 
in  the  first  draft;  $13,333.33  in  the  draft  of  1802;  and 
$26,087  in  that  of  1807.  The  mode  of  partition  was 
unquestionably  cumbrous.  It  would  not  have  been 
at  all  strange  had  serious  difficulties  arisen  out  of  the 
drawings  for  land,  but  the  available  records  are  silent 
as  to  such  difficulties. 

Surveys  and  First  Settlement  of  Western  Reserve 

In  the  spring  of  1796  the  directors  of  the  company 
sent  out  the  first  surveyors.  There  were  about  fifty 
in  the  party,  including  a commissary,  a physician  and 
several  persons  who  went  as  settlers.  Moses  Cleave- 
land,  the  general  agent  of  the  company  was  in  charge. 
The  other  directors  had  empowered  him,  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  expedition,  to  enter  into  friendly  negotia- 
tions with  the  Indians  and  satisfy  their  just  claims  in 
order  to  establish  peace,  quiet  and  safety  to  the  survey 
and  settlement  of  the  lands.  In  short,  Cleaveland, 
having  as  his  guide  The  Article  of  Association,  was  to 
exercise  his  best  skill  and  judgment  in  managing  the 
affairs  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  in  such  a way 
as  would  tend  to  the  best  interest,  prosperity  and  suc- 
cess of  all  concerned10. 
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At  Buffalo  Creek  Cleaveiand  agreed  to  give  the 
Indians  500  pounds  in  money  and  goods,  two  beef 
cattle  and  one  hundred  gallons  of  whiskey  for  the  Iro- 
quois claim  to  the  lands  east  of  the  Cuyahoga  River11. 
The  date  of  the  treaty  was  June  23,  1796.  On  July  4, 
the  party  celebrated  the  twentieth  anniversary  of 
American  Independence  while  stopping  at  the  mouth 
of  Conneaut  Creek. 

Port  Independence,  so  christened  by  tlie  surveying 
party  on  the  occasion  of  their  Fourth  of  July  celebra- 
tion, was  but  a short  distance  beyond  the  Pennsylvania 
line.  The  surveyors  began  their  work  July  7th  by 
finding  the  northern  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  pro- 
ceeding south  on  the  west  line  of  that  state,  a line  which 
had  been  run  ten  years  before.12  Careful  measurements 
w^ere  taken  as  they  went  so  that  the  forty-first  parallel 
of  north  latitude  might  be  the  more  accurately  ascer- 
tained. That  parallel  became  the  base  line  of  the 
survey.  The  townships  were  to  be  five  miles  square. 
From  the  base  line  they  were  numbered  northward  to 
Lake  Erie.  Westward  they  were  numbered  as  “ranges.” 
Thus  Cleaveiand  before  it  had  a name  as  a township, 
was  designated  as  No.  7,  in  the  twelfth  range,  being 
twelve  townships  wnst  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  and 
seven  townships  north  of  the  forty-first  parallel  of 
latitude. 

The  survevs  begun  at  this  time  went  on  for  several 
years  before  completion.  While  at  Port  Independence 
Cleaveiand  wrote  back  to  the  other  directors  of  the 
beginning  of  the  survey  and  of  the  applications  for 
townships  and  tracts  of  land  which  he  was  beginning 
to  receive.13  Settlement  of  the  Reserve  was  soon 
under  way.  On  July  22,  1796,  Cleaveiand  landed  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Cuyahoga  river  and  the  city  which 
bears  his  name  had  its  beginning.  Conneaut,  Youngs- 
town, Mentor,  Warren,  Burton,  Mantua,  Harpersfield, 
Newburg,  Euclid  and  Poland  are  among  the  first 
settlements.  With  these  beginnings  the  population  con- 
tinued to  multiply  with  slowly  increasing  acceleration. 
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The  Erie  Company 

Prior  to  the  first  allotment  of  land,  twelve  members 
of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company,  deeming  it  ad- 
vantageous to  draw  their  shares  in  the  partition  in 
one  common  stock,  united  their  interests  and  formed 
the  “Erie  Company,”  with  Moses  Cleaveland,  Daniel 
Lathrop  Coit  and  Joseph  Perkins  as  agents  and  trust- 
ees.14 In  their  written  agreement15  it  was  stated  that 
they  thought  by  drawing  together  the  tendency  would  be 
to  equalize  tlieir  respective  shares,  and  that  it  would  be 
best  to  dispose  of  part  of  what  would  fall  to  them  in  the 
division  before  a final  division  of  what  would  belong  to 
them  individually  should  be  effected,  and  that  such 
sale  could  be  better  managed  by  suitable  agents  than 
by  the  individuals  of  the  association.  The  agents  and 
trustees  were  to  draw  the  entire  quantity  of  land  which 
should  fall  to  the  several  members  of  the  company  in  the 
partition  and  to  retain  it  in  their  hands  to  be  disposed 
of  and  managed  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

In  April,  1798,  the  agents  and  trustees  appointed 
Simon  Perkins  to  explore  and  survey  the  land  of  the 
Erie  Company,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Company  to 
make  sales  at  not  less  than  one  dollar  per  acre.  Pur- 
chasers were  to  make  actual  settlements  in  a given 
time.16  Daniel  Coit,  writing  to  Perkins  in  May,  1800, 
said  that  the  Erie  Company  would  probably  make  a 
division  of  their  lands  the  following  winter.  A division 
appears  to  have  been  made  in  1801,  as  shown  by  a deed 
to  Samuel  Huntington,  but  the  Company  did  not  go 
out  of  existence  at  that  time.  In  March,  1808,  Daniel 
Coit,  as  treasurer,  paid  Samuel  Huntington  a dividend, 
the  eighth  of  33/2  Per  cent.  In  fact  the  Erie  Company 
continued  to  exist  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Con- 
necticut Land  Company  in  1809. 

Jonathan  Brace  and  Enoch  Perkins  writing  to 
Simon  Perkins  from  Hartford,  Nov.  21,  1811,  recom- 
mended a final  division  of  the  Erie  Company’s  lands.17 
Some  of  the  members  of  the  company  desired  this 
because  of  advanced  age  and  the  consequent  anxiety 
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to  settle  up  their  estates.  A partition  of  the  company’s 
property  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  had  al- 
ready been  made.  The  plan  of  partition  was  submitted 
in  the  letter.  Perkins  was  to  make  all  necessary  ar- 
rangements. On  March  31,  1812  he  wrote  from  War- 
ren to  Brace  and  Perkins  that  he  had  completed  the 
arrangements  for  the  division.  The  letter  was  delayed 
a week  and  then  he  was  unable  to  send  the  division  of 
the  debts,  which  he  promised  to  forward  the  next 
week.18  On  June  16,  1812,  he  acknowledged  the  receipt 
of  a deed  of  partition  from  Enoch  Perkins.  The  final 
division  of  the  Erie  Company’s  property  in  Ohio  seems 
to  have  been  made  late  in  the  Spring  of  18 12. 19 

This  company  within  a company  probably  con- 
tinued to  exist  as  long  as  it  did  because  its  members 
profited  by  the  more  systematic  management  of  their 
interests  through  its  organization.  When,  after  the 
first  division  of  land  the  various  members  of  the  Con- 
necticut Land  Company  began  to  seek  purchasers  for 
their  holdings  and  then  land  purchased  from  them  was 
again  placed  on  the  market,  there  was  need  for  the 
exertion  of  the  shrewrdest  business  methods  if  profit 
was  to  accrue  to  the  investors. 

The  Excess  Company 

When  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  made  its 
purchase  it  was  supposed  that  the  surveys  would  show 
that  there  was  much  more  than  3,000,000  acres  in  the 
tract.  But  the  speculators  were  doomed  to  disap- 
pointment in  this  matter  as  well  as  in  others.  A large 
part  of  their  supposed  purchase  which  was  based  upon 
the  Hecke welder  map,  lay  beneath  the  waters  of  Lake 
Erie.  A comparison  of  the  Heckewelder  map  with  a 
modern  one  discloses  the  fact  that  the  southern  shore 
of  Lake  Erie  for  the  Western  Reserve  extends  not  east 
and  west  but  north-east  and  south-west.  It  was  at 
last  found  that  the  Connecticut  Company  had  actually 
bought  less  than  3,000.000  acres. 
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John  Livingston  and  a group  of  associates  were 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  Reserve  from  Con- 
necticut when  the  land  company  began  to  take  form. 
On  Aug.  12,  1795,  Livingston  made  an  agreement  with 
Oliver  Phelps,  William  Hart,  Samuel  Mather,  Jr., 
Ebenezer  Huntington,  Moses  Cleaveland  and  others 
to  withdraw  all  proposals  to  the  Committee  of  Sale 
and  not  to  renew  any  proposals  for  the  purchase.  Liv- 
ingston and  his  associates  were  to  have  the  excess  over 
3,000,000  acres,  the  Connecticut  Company  doing  the 
purchasing  of  the  whole  tract.  After  the  whole  number 
of  acres  was  ascertained,  Livingston  was  to  pay  for  the 
excess  in  proportion  to  the  whole  purchase  price.20 

On  April  7,  1796,  Livingston  sold  to  William  Hull, 
for  $50,000,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  he  had  or 
held,  for  himself  and  his  associates  to  the  excess  of  land 
in  the  Connecticut  Reserve.21  He  was  luckily  free 
with  money  in  his  pocket  and  Hull  had  become  the 
scape-goat.  IIowTever,  Hull  was  not  to  lose  his  $50,000 
at  least  not  at  one  fell  swoop.  He  was  later  taken 
into  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  writh  the  under- 
standing that  he  was  to  have  his  share  of  the  proceeds 
of  sales  of  the  Reserve  lands  and  the  original  pro- 
prietors of  the  land  of  the  company  wTere  to  have  their 
shares  of  the  excess.22 

The  Land  Policy  of  the  Company 

The  Connecticut  Land  Company  purchased  its 
large  portion  of  the  Western  Reserve  from  the  state  of 
Connecticut  in  1795  as  a money  making  venture.  The 
return  to  the  members  of  the  Company  was  to  come 
almost  entirely  from  the  sale  of  land  to  settlers.  The 
Northwest  ‘territory  was  then  being  penetrated  by  the 
hardy  pioneers  who  were  pushing  through  the  barrier 
of  the  Alleghany  mountains  in  ever  increasing  numbers. 
The  men  forming  the  Company  thought  they  sawr  the 
opportunity  to  amass  fortunes  through  being  on  the 
ground  when  the  vanguard  of  Western  emigration 
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reached  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve  with  its 
dormant  possibilities  of  development. 

It  was  natural  then  that  steps  should  at  once  be 
taken  to  secure  an  immediate  income  from  the  invest- 
ment in  this  great  tract  of  land,  the  purchasers  being 
urged  on  by  the  necessity  of  meeting  their  obligations 
to  the  state  of  Connecticut.  The  Articles  of  Association, 
aside  from  providing  for  the  extinguishment  at  the 
expense  of  the  company  of  the  Indian  title  to  any  of  the 
land  and  the  survey  and  the  laying  out  of  the  whole 
tract  into  16,000  acre  townships,  gave  the  directors 
power  to  fix  upon  a township  in  which  the  first  settle- 
ment should  be  made,  to  survey  that  township  into  small 
lots,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  these  lots  to  actual  settlers 
the  only,  and  to  erect  in  such  township  at  the  expense  of 
company  a grist  and  saw-mill;  further,  to  layout  and 
sell  five  other  townships  to  actual  settlers  only.  In  case 
any  salt  spring  or  springs  were  found  in  these  six  town- 
ships, the  directors  were  not  to  sell  such  spring  or  springs 
but  to  reserve  the  same  together  with  2,000  acres  of 
inclosing  land.  The  members  of  the  company  wished 
to  profit  directly  from  the  product  of  such  springs. 

In  the  provision  made  for  the  erection  of  a grist  and 
saw-mill  in  the  first  township  to  be  settled,  considera- 
tion was  given  to  the  needs  of  the  first  settlers  in  the 
western  wilderness.  The  pioneer's  life  was  a hard 
one.  Breaking  away  from  the  advantages  of  a settled 
district,  he  soon  found  himself  cut  off  from  the  means 
of  supplying  his  wants  through  the  co-operation  of  his 
fellows  and  was  forced  to  depend  almost  entirely  upon 
himself.  Men  hesitated  before  taking  this  step.  First 
of  all,  life  had  to  be  sustained.  Grain  raised  for  bread 
had  to  be  ground  into  flour.  Hand-mills  ground  slowly 
and  they  ground  exceedingly  hard  and  the  product 
was  coarse  and  gritty.  The  journeys  back  to  the  older 
settlements  with  grists  took  much  valuable  time  and 
were  fraught  with  dangers.  Then  too,  the  building 
of  a home  without  the  aid  of  a saw-mill  was  hard  work. 
To  promote  settlement  the  Connecticut  Company  sold 
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land  at  moderate  rates,  even  for  those  times,  offered 
rewards  of  free  land  for  services  to  the  company  or  for 
“risque  and  hardships”  encountered,  and  made  pro- 
vision for  the  erection  of  several  grist  and  saw-mills. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Western  Reserve  by  the 
Connecticut  Land  Company  settlers  began,  slowly,  to 
find  their  way  westward  through  the  state  of  New  York 
and  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie.-  Moses 
Cleaveland,  as  the  Company’s  agent,  had  been  empow- 
ered to  make  contracts,  disposing  of  land  to  actual  set- 
tlers. As  an  encouragement  to  those  employed  in  sur- 
veyingthe  lands,  Cleaveland  agreed,  Sept.  30,  1796.  to 
sell  to  Seth  Pease  and  others,  township  No.  8,  in  the  11th 
range  of  townships  (Euclid),  each  purchaser  being 
entitled  to  one  equal  portion  of  the  townships,  to  be  by 
them  surveyed  out  and  divided  into  41  equal  parts,  for 
the  consideration  of  one  dollar  per  acre,  to  be  paid  on 
Sept.  1,  1800,  and  to  be  on  interest  at  six  percent  per 
annum  from  Sept.  1,  1797.  Pease  and  Company  en- 
gaged to  have,  by  1800,  41  families  residing  in  as  many 
well  built  log  and  frame  houses,  328  acres  of  land  cleared 
and  given  up  to  the  raising  of  wheat  and  120  additional 
acres  cleared  and  seeded  down  to  grass  for  mowing 
and  pasturage.  The  rate  at  which  the  houses  were 
to  be  built  and  occupied  and  the  land  cleared  and  put 
under  cultivation  was  definitely  specified.23 

One  dollar  per  acre  was  a common  price  for  land 
for  the  first  years  of  the  existence  of  the  land  company. 
However,  as  some  of  the  settlements  grew  prices 
naturally  advanced.  In  1797  Seth  Hart,  acting  for 
the  land  company,  sold  to  Lorenzo  Carter  a lot  in  the 
City  of  Cleveland  containing  one  acre  and  144  rods 
of  ground  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre. 
Carter  having  already  built  a tenable  log  house  on  the 
lot  and  cleared  and  improved  part  of  it  was  to  clear  the 
remaining  part  of  it  in  the  course  of  the  next  spring 
and  summer  and  sow  it  to  wheat  or  cultivate  it  to  some 
other  purpose  and  have  a family  residing  in  the  house.24 
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The  company  soon  deemed  it  necessary  to  make 
it  possible  to  get  more  quickly  and  easily  from  the  East 
to  the  little  settlements  on  its  land.  On  Feb.  23,  1797, 
it  was  voted  that  a sum  not  exceeding  $1,500  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  directors  to 
cut  open  and  lay  out  such  roads  the  ensuing  season 
and  to  erect  and  make  such  causeways  and  bridges  on 
these  roads  as  they  should  judge  expedient  and  for 
the  interest  of  the  company.25  On  January  30th,  1798, 
the  report  of  a committee  recommending  the  laying 
out  and  cutting  of  a road  from  Pennsylvania  to  the  City 
of  Cleveland  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,600  was  ac- 
cepted.26 Again,  on  April  7th,  1801,  the  directors 
were  authorized  to  procure  a road  cut  from  Buffalo 
Creek  to  Presque  Isle  and  from  thence  to  the  east  line 
of  the  Reserve  so  as  to  meet  the  road  already  cut  upon 
the  Reserve  near  the  lake  and  to  have  a road  cut 
sixteen  feet  wide  and  made  passable  for  wagons,  to 
be  completed  by  the  first  day  of  the  next  December.27 
Provision  for  building  a road  outside  of  the  Reserve 
may  be  taken  as  evidence  that  settlers  were  not  coming 
fast  enough  to  satisfy  the  members  of  the  company. 

To  further  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  first  set- 
tlers and,  what  was  more  important  to  induce  others 
to  come,  it  was  voted  Jan.  27th,  1798,  to  give  Nathaniel 
Doan  one  city  lot  in  the  town  of  Cleveland,  he  being 
obliged  to  reside  thereon  as  a blacksmith.28  And  again, 
the  next  day,  it  was  voted  that  the  company  directors 
be  authorized  to  make  donations  of  such  part  of  the 
lots  of  the  city  and  town  of  Cleveland  as  they  should 
think  expedient  for  the  encouragement  of  useful 
mechanics  who  should  actually  settle  and  reside  in  the 
town.29  At  the  same  time  that  Doan  was  provided 
for,  the  company  gave  Tabitha  Cuma  Stiles,  wife  of 
Job  P.  Stiles,  one  city,  one  ten,  and  one  one-hundred 
acre  lot,  and  to  two  other  families  a one-hundred  acre 
lot  each,  “Compensating  those  persons  who  first  settled 
in  the  territory  for  risque  and  hardships  encountered.” 
A few  days  earlier  the  directors  had  voted  James 
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Kingsbury  and  wife  one  hundred  acres  of  land  for  being 
the  parents  of  the  first  white  child  bom  on  the  Reserve.30 

On  December  5,  1798,  it  was  voted  that  the  com- 
pany grant  as  a bounty  a sum  not  exceeding  $200,  or 
loan  a sum  not  exceeding  $500,  without  interest  until 
the  first  day  of  April  1802,  and  three  years  after  that 
time  on  interest  annually  at  the  election  of  the  contract- 
or, to  any  person  or  persons  who  should  contract  with 
surety  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  directors  to  erect  by 
the  first  day  of  the  next  December  a good  grist-mill 
in  township  No.  9,  in  the  9th  range  31  (Kirtland). 

At  the  same  time,  four  other  mills  with  definite 
location  were  provided  for.  The  Company’s  object 
seems  to  have  been  to  scatter  the  settlements.  On 
Dec.  30,  1802,  it  was  voted  that  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  the  erection  of  iron  works  in  the  county 
of  Trumbull  there  be  appropriated  out  of  the  debts 
due  to  the  company  the  sum  of  $400  as  a premium  to 
the  person  who  should  within  three  years  from  the  first 
day  of  the  next  January  first  erect  a furnace  in  the 
county  and  should  within  that  time  manufacture 
therein  ten  tons  of  good  hollow  and  hardware;  and  also 
that  the  sum  of  $200  be  appropriated  as  a premium  to 
the  person  who  should  first  within  the  same  time  erect 
an  approved  forge  and  manufacture  therein  ten  tons 
of  good  bar  iron.32 

The  offering  of  these  and  similar  inducements  was 
not  ignored.  There  were  men  ready  to  take  advantage 
of  them.  Mills  were  erected  and  put  in  operation  in 
several  localities  in  a surprisingly  short  period  of  time. 
There  is  on  file  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  a contract 
entered  into  by  William  Wheeler  Williams  of  Suffield, 
April  19,  1799,  to  build  a flour  and  saw-mill  on  one  of 
the  one-hundred  acre  lots  of  Cleveland,  to  be  finished 
in  October,  1799,  Joseph  Williams  of  Norwich  surety. 
The  Connecticut  Land  Company  on  its  part  contracted 
to  furnish  the  mill  irons,  the  lot,  and  $150.  Williams 
and  his  associate,  Major  Wyatt,  erected  the  mill  near 
Cleveland  at  the  falls  on  the  site  of  Newburg.  It  was 
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probably  the  first  grist-and  saw-mill  to  be  put  in  opera- 
tion on  the  Reserve.  Daniel  Heaton,  or  4*Dan  Eaton,” 
built  the  first  blast  furnace  on  the  Reserve  in  1803. 
It  was  located  near  Youngstown,  one  and  one-fourth 
miles  from  the  mouth  of  Yellow  Creek,  in  the  township 
of  Poland.  The  receipt  of  Dan  Eaton  for  $400,  bounty 
for  building  the  first  furnace  on  the  Reserve,  is  on  file 
among  the  documents  and  papers  of  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  at 
Hartford.33 

The  company  took  a great  deal  of  interest  in  the 
old  salt  springs  in  Weathersfield,  Mahoning  County. 
Samuel  H.  Parsons  had  purchased  24,000  acres  of  land 
about  these  Springs  in  accordance  with  Connecticut’s 
legislation  of  1786.  The  Indians  had  long  made  salt 
there.  Parsons  had  expected  to  make  a fortune 
through  the  purchase,  but  he  met  an  early  death  by 
drowning  at  the  falls  of  the  Beaver  River.  The  Con- 
necticut Land  Company  after  investigating  the  claim 
to  the  land  about  the  springs  made  by  the  heirs  of 
Parsons  and  finding  it  to  be  uncertain,  proceeded,  in 
1797,  to  reserve  2,000  acres  of  it,  in  common  and  un- 
divided, for  its  own  use.34  On  Dec.  5,  1798,  the  direc- 
tors were  authorized  to  lease  the  salt  springs  with  so 
much  land  adjoining  as  would  be  necessary  to  improve 
the  works  for  making  salt  for  a term  of  not  exceeding 
five  years.35  But  the  efforts  to  make  these  springs 
profitable  were  fruitless.  Amzi  Atwater,  one  of  the 
first  surveying  party,  says  the  water  was  too  weak  to 
make  the  manufacture  profitable.36 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  that  the  land  com- 
pany endeavored  through  every  means  within  its  power 
to  make  its  great  investment  a paying  one.  It  is 
-evident,  too,  that  settlers  did  not  rush  in  to  take  the 
land  without  inducements,  and  even  then  they  did  not 
come  fast  enough  to  satisfy  the  men  who  had  their 
obligations  to  the  state  of  Connecticut  to  meet  and  who 
were  to  great  expense  in  the  conducting  of  their  land 
business.  Sales  of  the  land  were  usually  made  on 
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credit  and  the  records  show  that  not  only  the  principal 
but  often  times  the  interest  was  slow  in  finding  its 
way  into  the  pockets  of  the  members.  For  instance, 
it  was  voted  in  Dec.  30,  1802,  that  the  sum  of  $1,699, 
being  two  years  interest  due  from  John  Young,  Esq., 
and  included  in  his  notes  to  the  company  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Youngstown  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  be 
allowed  to  him  and  credited  in  his  obligations  as  paid 
the  first  of  October,  1800. 3 7 

Perhaps  one  reason  why  land  sold  so  slowly  during 
those  years  when  the  members  of  the  company  were 
particularly  anxious  to  increase  their  sales  was  that  no 
provision  had  been  made  for  schools.  Other  investors 
in  western  lands  acted  on  the  principle  that  provision 
for  schools  was  an  inducement  to  settlers.  Manasseh 
Cutler,  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Ohio  Company  in 
lobbying  the  ordinance  of  1787  through  Congress 
prior  to  his  Company’s  purchase,  demanded  that  lot 
No.  16,  one  mile  square,  in  each  township  of  six  miles 
square,  be  reserved  from  sale  and  set  aside  for  the 
support  of  common  schools.  He  and  his  associates 
seem  to  have  been  more  far-sighted  than  the  members 
of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company.  When  John 
Cleves  Svmmes  made  his  purchase  in  1787  he  was 
granted  a township  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an 
academy  and  other  public  schools  and  seminaries  of 
learning.38  Settlers,  especially  those  coming  from  New 
England,  were  anxious  that  their  children  should  have 
the  advantage  at  least  of  a common  school  training. 
The  early  settlements  in  Connecticut’s  Western  Re- 
serve were  obliged  to  build  or  improvise  their  own 
school-houses  and  hire  their  own  teachers  with  no 
outside  help.  For  a time  in  each  community  this  was 
next  to  impossible  as  the  settlers  were  generally  poor 
and  many  of  them  deeply  in  debt.  Money  was  a 
commodity  that  seemed  to  persist  in  getting  back 
toward  the  Atlantic  sea-board.  It  seems  strange  that 
the  Connecticut  Company  when  it  was  offering  other 
inducements  did  not  provide  for  schools.39

The  Connecticut  Land  Company  s Embarassments 

The  troubles  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company 
began  almost  with  its  existence.  It  had  purchased 
the  juridical  and  territorial  right,  as  well  as  the  soil,  of 
the  tract.  This  was  a questionable  transaction  for  the 
state  of  Connecticut.  The  members  of  the  Company 
probably  thought  at  first  of  founding  a new  state  in 
the  Western  wilderness.  One  of  the  toasts  drunk  at 
Fort  Independence  on  July  4,  1796  wTas,  “The  State  of 
New  Connecticut.”  But  these  same  lands  had  had 
other  claimants  than  the  state  from  which  the  purchase 
had  been  made.  The  acceptance  of  the  partial  cession 
of  Connecticut  in  1786  had  been  strongly  opposed  in 
Congress  on  the  ground  that  such  acceptance  would  be 
a guarantee  of  the  reservation.  New  and  prospective 
settlers  soon  began  to  question  the  title  to  the  land. 
Simon  Perkins,  writing  to  the  trustees  of  the  Erie 
Company,  from  Youngstown,  June  10,  1799,  said  that 
settlers  were  held  back  from  coming  on  the  Reserve 
because  of  the  report  that  Connecticut  had  had  no 
good  title  to  the  land  and  that  those  having  deeds  would 
probably  want  them  guaranteed.40  A few  days  later 
lie  wrote  that  the  report  was  current  that  Mr.  Gallatin, 
who  later  became  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under 
Jefferson,  had  said  that  the  title  was  not  good.  He 
added,  “An  observation  of  that  kind  coming  from  the 
pole-star  of  the  western  part  of  Pennsylvania,  together 
with  the  intrigues  of  Pennsylvania  Land-holders  has 
been  sufficient  to  prevent  many  people  from  coming 
to  this  country.”41  It  seems  probable  that  the  trouble 
with  regard  to  the  title  which  interfered  greatly  with 
land  sales  and  with  payments  for  land  already  sold 
was  in  large  part  due  to  rival  land  speculators  in 
western  Pennsylvania.  These  speculators  saw  that 
it  was  to  their  interest  to  agitate  the  question  of  the 
title. 

Not  only  was  the  title  uncertain  but  the  right  to 
govern  was  in  dispute.  Was  it  any  wonder  that  land 
sales  languished  when  there  was  no  government  to 
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protect  the  person  and  property  of  the  settler  and  en- 
force contracts?  Men  desiring  western  lands  would 
naturally  hesitate  to  purchase  in  such  a district.  The 
company  had  its  hands  full  with  other  things  to  the 
extent  that  it  could  not  well  take  upon  itself  the  func- 
tion of  governing,  and  whence  would  emanate  its 
authority  to  govern  anyway?  The  first  settlers  re- 
sisted the  attempt  of  Governor  St.  Clair  of  the  North- 
west territory  to  extend  the  authority  of  the  Territory 
over  them.  The  land  company  made  several  attempts 
to  get  the  state  of  Connecticut  to  exercise  the  juridical 
and  territorial  right  she  had  formally  given  up.  The 
parent  state  was  unwilling  to  assume  the  political 
custody  of  a child  so  far  from  home.  Late  in  1797 
the  Connecticut  Assembly  passed  an  act  provid- 
ing for  the  release  to  the  United  States  of  the  juris- 
diction over  the  Reserve.  Rut  Congress  was 
occupied  by  other  matters.  Early  in  1798  the  company 
itself  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  cede  its  juridical 
right  to  Congress.  At  last,  in  February,  1800,  a con- 
gressional committee,  with  John  Marshall  of  Virginia, 
later  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  as  chairman, 
was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency 
of  accepting  the  cession  of  jurisdiction.  Marshall’s 
report  states  that  the  Connecticut  Land  Company 
had  paid  $100,000  of  interest  on  the  purchase  money 
and  expended  $80,000  on  the  survey  and  various  im- 
provements and  that  35  settlements  had  been  made, 
containing  a population  of  about  1000  persons.  The 
following  sentence  from  Marshall’s  report  is  significant : 
“As  the  purchasers  of  the  land  commonly  called  the 
Connecticut  Reserve  hold  their  title  under  the  state  of 
Connecticut,  they  cannot  submit  to  the  government 
established  by  the  United  States  in  the  Northwest 
Territory  without  endangering  their  titles,  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  could  not  be  extended  over 
them  without  much  inconvenience.42  Accordingly,  de- 
spite strong  opposition,  particularly  from  New  York 
and  Virginia,  the  so  called  “Quieting  Act”  was  passed 
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and  became  law  April  28th,  1800.  The  bill  authorized 
the  president  of  the  United  States  to  execute  and  deliver 
to  the  Governor  of  Connecticut  letters  patent,  whereby 
the  right,  title,  interest  and  estate  of  the  United  States 
to  the  territory  commonly  called  the  Western  Reserve 
should  be  released  and  conveyed  to  the  governor  and 
his  successors  in  office,  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  the 
grantees  and  purchasers  under  the  state  of  Connecticut, 
and  confirming  their  titles  to  the  soil  of  the  tract  of  land. 
It  further  provided  that  the  state  of  Connecticut 
should,  within  eight  months  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
president  a deed  expressly  releasing  to  the  United 
States  the  jurisdictional  claim  of  the  state  of  Connecti- 
cut to  the  Reserve.  On  July  10, 1800,  President  Adams 
and  Governor  Trumbull  of  Connecticut  having  taken 
the  necessary  action,  Governor  St.  Clair  issued  a procla- 
mation constituting  the  whole  Reserve  a county  wTith 
the  name  of  Trumbull.  The  title  and  government 
difficulties  were  at  an  end. 

The  precarious  condition  of  the  company  when  this 
action  was  taken  is  evidenced  by  a petition  of  the  trust- 
ees and  directors  made  to  the  Connecticut  Legislature 
in  May,  1800.  It  was  stated  that  the  individual  pro- 
prietors, unable  to  raise  money  by  the  sale  of  their 
lands,  had  been  obliged  to  advance  their  other  property, 
or  all  settlements  would  have  stopped.  The  records 
of  the  company  show  frequent  levying  of  heavy  as- 
sessments upon  the  members  for  various  purposes. 
The  petition  went  on  further  to  state  that  the  diffi- 
culties and  embarrassments  of  the  purchasers  were  so 
great  that  the  demands  of  the  state  could  not  be  met 
v/ithout  great  sacrifices  of  their  property.  Unsettled  lands 
could  not  be  sold  for  one  half  of  their  value  in  money. 
The  petitioners  asked  that  there  be  a postponement  of 
three  years  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  sums 
stipulated  by  the  proprietors  to  be  by  them  paid  to  the 
state  and  an  abatement  of  two  years  interest  on  the 
same.  Good  security  was  offered.43  Evidently  noth- 
ing came  of  this  petition  for  on  Oct.  7,  1800,  the  com- 
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panv  voted  that  the  trustees  and  directors  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Legislature  for  a relinquishment  of 
three  years  interest  on  the  principal  sum  of  the  purchase, 
three  years  being  the  time  the  title  to  the  Reserve  had 
labored  under  peculiar  embarrassments.44 

The  difficulties  of  the  company  continued.  Land 
sales  did  not  increase  rapidly  enough  to  relieve  its 
financial  straits.  Without  doubt  this  was  in  large 
part  due  to  bad  management.  The  affairs'  of  the 
company  were  never  in  a state  that  would  be  tolerated 
in  a modern  business  concern.  There  was  too  great  a 
distance  between  the  home  of  the  company  and  the 
scene  of  operations.  Few  of  the  non-resident  members 
understood  conditions  on  the  Reserve.  As  the  mem- 
bers received  allotments  from  time  to  time  they  be- 
came rivals  in  the  disposal  of  such  lands.45  The 
members  of  the  Erie  Company,  for  example,  had  their 
individual  interests  more  at  heart  than  those  of  the 
general  company. 

In  a letter  from  Samuel  Huntington  to  Moses 
Cleaveland,  written  at  Cleveland  Nov.  15,  1801,  Hunt- 
ington complained  of  the  fact  that  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land had  so  poor  a harbor  and  pointed  out  that  it 
would  be  to  the  interests  of  the  settlers  and  the  Con- 
necticut Land  Company  to  provide  a better  harbor.46 
This  was  an  important  matter  which  should  have  been 
looked  after  from  the  first,  as  the  Reserve’s  easiest 
access  to  the  outside  world  was  by  way  of  the  waters 
of  Lake  Erie.  In  a letter  dated  Feb.  io,  1802,  Hunt- 
ington suggested  to  Cleaveland  that  a little  well  timed 
liberality  in  the  land  company  would  make  the  first 
settlement  the  most  important  place  on  the  shores  of 
the  lake.  Huntington  saw  the  possibility  of  a rapidly 
growing  city.  Fie  went  on  to  say  that  the  small  cir- 
cumstance of  setting  up  posts  at  the  corner  of  the  streets 
and  squares  had  been  of  more  advantage  than  twenty 
times  the  expense.  The  settlers  were  too  poor  to  make 
needed  improvements.  Their  land  was  unpaid  for  and 
they  were  embarrassed  by  having  to  pay  exorbitant 
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prices  for  necessities.  There  was  no  company  agent 
in  Cleveland  to  sell  lots.  Many  lots  might  have  been 
sold  to  actual  settlers  had  an  agent  been  on  the  ground. 
There  were  many  and  just  complaints  against  the  mill 
and  miller  located  near  the  settlement.  The  miller 
having  received  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  including 
the  mill  seat,  the  irons  and  about  $250  in  money  for 
building  the  mill  to  accommodate  the  settlers,  was  seem- 
ingly unmindful  of  his  obligations.  The  settlers  were 
going  long  distances  over  bad  roads  to  get  grinding 
done.  The  mill,  besides  being  small  and  poorly  con- 
structed, was  not  in  an  accessible  location,  and,  further- 
more was  wasteful  so  that  60  pounds  of  wheat  turned 
out  only  32  to  38  pounds  of  flour.  The  miller  was 
badly  in  debt,  a fact  which  in  part  explained  the  state 
of  affairs.47  These  letters  throw  a great  deal  of  light 
upon  the  situation  both  for  the  company  and  the 
settlers. 

Another  letter  of  similar  interest  was  written  from 
Colchester,  Connecticut,  July  15,  1803,  by  Henry 
Champion  to  Samuel  Huntington.  Champion  advo- 
cated the  purchasing  of  the  Indian  land  title  to  the 
residue  of  the  Reserve,  that  part  lying  west  of  the 
Cuyahoga.  He  said  that  many  members  of  the  land 
company  were  opposed  to  this,  fearing  that  the  opening 
of  more  land  would  hurt  the  sales  of  land  already  on 
the  market.  He  thought  that  the  extinguishment  of 
the  Indian  title  to  portions  of  the  western  part  of  the 
Reserve  would  make  possible  the  opening  of  the  Suf- 
ferers’ Lands  and  a road  across  the  Reserve  would 
augment  Connecticut  Land  Company  sales.  “A  country 
having  a large  road  and  travel  through  it  sells  better 
than  a frontier.”  If  they  could  extinguish  the  Indian 
title,  they  could  then  divide  all  their  property  in  the 
Reserve,  dismiss  the  directors,  clerk,  etc.  and  own  all 
their  land  in  severalty,  which  would  save  much  expense 
and  was  desirable  on  many  important  accounts. 
Champion  feared  that  the  Indian  title  might  not  be 
purchasable  later,  if  the  Indians  becoming  more  civiliz- 
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ed,  chose  to  stay  upon  the  land,  they  owning  it  and  the 
company  simply  having  the  right  to  purchase.48  The 
Indian  title  was  finally  extinguished  by  a treaty  made 
July  4,  1805.  The  cost  to  the  Connecticut  Land 
Company  and  the  proprietors  of  the  Fire  Lands  was 
$7,000  in  cash  and  $12,000  in  six  yearly  payments  of 
$2,000  each  besides  heavy  expenses,  amounting  to 
about  $5,000,  for  rum,  tobacco,  presents  to  the  chiefs, 
provisions,  remuneration  of  the  commissioners,  etc.49 

In  a letter  written  by  Turhand  Kirtland,  from 
Poland,  Oct.  2,  1808,  to  Hon.  Benj.  Ta Image  there  is 
evidence  of  a new  difficulty  for  the  company  in  the  last 
years  of  its  existence.  Kirtland  said  that  it  had  been 
his  practice  for  several  years  past  to  pay  taxes  for  a 
number  of  the  non-resident  proprietors  in  Connecticut. 
He  had  expected  to  do  the  same  that  season,  having 
made  agreement  to  that  effect  with  several  persons. 
The  land  west  of  the  Cuyahoga  being  unexpectedly 
taxed  for  two  years,  he  found  himself  unable  to  satisfy 
a total  of  about  $9,000.  President  Jefferson’s  embargo 
was  making  itself  felt  west  of  the  Alleghanies,  for 
Kirtland  went  on  to  say  that  “Change  in  business  and 
stoppage  of  circulation  medium”  rendered  it  absolutely 
impossible  to  collect  the  money  from  those  indebted 
to  the  company  or  to  borrow  it  from  any  source  what- 
soever.50 He  wrote  to  Henry  Champion  a few  days 
later  regarding  a plan  to  send  an  agent  to  the  Ohio 
Legislature  to  obtain  relief  from  the  tax  of  1807.  There 
was  danger  that  some  of  Champion’s  land  west  of  the 
Cuyahoga  would  be  sold  for  taxes.  Kirtland  suggested 
that,  since  the  tax  was  so  large  that  no  one  there,  except 
some  of  the  land  agents,  would  have  money  sufficient 
to  bid,  he  might  prevail  on  them  not  to  bid  so  that  the 
land  could  not  be  sold  and  would  be  returned  unsold 
for  want  of  bidders.51 

In  a letter  to  Samuel  Huntington,  dated  April  29, 
1809,  Champion  complained  of  the  heavy  tax  placed 
on  the  non-residents  of  the  Reserve  by  the  State  of 
Ohio  and  that  the  money  thus  obtained  wTas  not  used 
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for  the  benefit  of  the  tract.  The  taxing  system  tended 
to  reduce  the  price  of  the  land.  Gentlemen  of  property 
would  not  purchase  land  where  the  system  of  taxing 
was  so  rigid.52 

The  lands  and  other  property  of  the  Company  were 
drawn  in  four  drafts,  in  1798,  1802,  1807  and  1809. 
The  three  trustees,  to  whom  all  the  lands  had  been 
deeded  by  the  shareholders,  in  trust,  in  1795,  made  the 
deeds  and  with  the  last  draft  Jan.  5,  1809,  the  company 
was  dissolved,  having  been  in  existence  fourteen  years. 
The  report  of  the  managers  of  the  Connecticut  School 
Fund  in  1809  showed  that  a large  amount  of  interest 
was  unpaid  and  that  the  collateral  securities  of  the 
original  debts  were  not  safe.  It  was  found  through 
investigation  that  the  capital  consisted  chiefly  of  the 
debts  due  from  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Western 
Reserve  and  the  substituted  securities  wdiich  had  been 
accepted  in  their  stead.  These  securities  had  in  the 
course  of  fifteen  years  by  death,  insolvency  and  other- 
wise, become  involved  in  complicated  difficulties.  The 
interest  had  fallen  greatly  in  arrears  and  in  many  in- 
stances nearly  equaled  the  principal.  To  make  matters 
still  worse,  the  debtors  were  dispersed  in  different 
states.53 

It  would  be  a difficult  task  to  determine  what  mem- 
bers of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  really  profited 
through  their  investment  in  western  land  and  a more 
difficult  task  to  determine  the  amount  of  their  profit. 
It  is  evident  that  their  number  was  comparatively 
small.  In  some  instances  the  descendants  of  the  orig- 
inal proprietors  were  the  ones  to  reap  the  real  benefit 
of  the  investment.  But,  aside  from  the  matter  of 
individual  profit  and  loss,  the  purchasers  of  the  Western 
Reserve  contributed  much  to  the  building  up  of  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  and  influential  sections  of  the 
United  States.

It  is  also  significant  that 
after  the  letters  to  Perkins  with  regard  to  the  final  partition 
of  the  company  lands  written  late  in  1811,  there  are  no 
more  letters  among  the  Perkins  Papers  signed  jointly  by 
Jonathan  Brace  and  Enoch  Perkins  in  the  name  of  the  Erie 
Company.  Nor  is  there  mention  of  the  Company  in  the 
letters  of  various  old  members,  to  be  found  in  the  Simon 
Perkins  letter  books,  written  after  the  spring  of  1812. 
However  some  of  the  letters  indicate  that  little  groups  of 
the  Erie  Company  members  continued  to  hold  land  in  com- 
mon.

I think  Heaton  fully  deserv- 
ing his  money  and  flatter  myself,  you  will  approve  paying 
it  altho  I had  no  express  orders  to  pay  it,  but  his  necessity 
induced  me  to  do  it.”

However,  the  school  problem  was  provided  for  when  Ohio 
became  a state  in  Nov.  1802.  The  act  of  Congress  pro- 
viding for  the  admission  of  the  new  commonwealth  stated 
that  section  16  in  each  township,  or  where  that  section  had 
been  disposed  of,  other  contiguous  and  equivalent  lands 
should  be  granted  to  the  inhabitants  for  the  use  of  schools. 
This  was  modified  so  that  section  16  in  each  township 
sold  by  the  United  States  and  three  other  tracts  of  land, 
equal  in  quantity,  respectively,  to  1/36  of  the  Virginia 
Reservation,  of  the  United  States  Military  tract  and  the 
Connecticut  Reserve  should  be  vested  in  the  state  for  the 
use  of  schools.  Samuel  Huntington,  writing  to  Elijah 
Wadsworth  from  Chillicotke,  Mar.  23,  1803,  said:  “We 

have  upwards  of  fifty-five  thousand  Acres  of  land  in  the 
U.  S.  Military  tract,  of  a good  quality,  surveyed  into  quarter 
townships  and  lying  about  thirty  miles  from  our  South 
line  for  the  use  of  Schools  in  our  County — this  cannot  be 
estimated  at  less  than  $100,000  and  if  properly  improved 
will  be  a permanent  fund  for  education.”

Charles  the  Second  by  the  Grace  of  GOD  King 
of  England  Scotland  France  and  Ireland  defender  of 
the  Faith  &c  To  all  to  whome  tlieis  presents  shall  come 
Greetinge 

Whereas  by  the  severall  Navigagons  disco  verves 
and  successful  Plantagons  of  diverse  of  our  loveing 
Subjects  of  this  our  Realme  of  England  Severall  Lands 
Islands  Places  Colonies  and  Plantagons  have  byn 
obtained  and  setled  in  that  parte  of  the  Continent  of 
America  called  New  England  and  thereby  the  Trade 
and  Comerce  there  hath  byn  of  late  yeares  much  in- 
creased And  Whereas  Wee  have  byn  informed  by  the 
humble  Petigon  of  our  Trusty  and  welbeloved  John 
Winthrop  John  Mason  Samuel  Willis  Henry  Clerke 
Mathew  Allen  John  Tappen  Nathan  Gold  Richard 
Treate  Richard  Lord  Henry  Woolicott  John  Talcott

Persons  as  shall  at  any  tyme  hereafter  Attempt  or 
enterprize  the  distrucgon  invasion  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  said  Inhabitants  or  Plantagon  And  to 
vse  and  exercise  the  Law  Martiall  in  such  Cases  onely 
as  occasion  shall  require  And  to  take  or  surprize  by 
all  wayes  and  meanes  whatsoever  all  and  every  such 
Person  and  Persons  with  their  Shipps  Armour  Am- 
munigon  and  other  goods  of  such  as  shall  in  such  hostile 
manner  invade  or  attempt  the  defeating  of  the  said 
Plantagon  or  the  hurt  of  the  said  Company  and  In- 
habitants and  vpon  just  Causes  to  invade  and  destroy 
the  Natives  or  other  Enemyes  of  the  said  Colony 
Neverthelesse  Our  will  and  pleasure  is  And  wee  doe 
hereby  Declare  vnto  all  Christian  Kings  Princes  and 
States  That  if  any  Persons  which  shall  hereafter  bee 
of  the  said  Company  or  Plantagon  or  any  other  by 
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appointment  of  the  said  Governor  and  Company  for 
the  tyrne  being  shall  att  any  tyme  or  tymes  hereafter 
Rob  or  Spoill  by  Sea  or  by  Land  and  doe  any  hurt 
violence  or  vnlawfull  hostility  to  any  of  the  Subjects 
of  vs  our  heires  or  Successors  or  any  of  the  Subjects 
of  any  Prince  or  State  beinge  then  in  League  with  vs 
our  heires  or  Successors  vpon  Complaint  of  such 
iniury  done  to  any  such  Prince  or  State  or  their  Sub- 
jects Wee  our  heires  and  Successors  will  make  open 
Proclamagon  within  any  parts  of  Our  Realme  of  Eng- 
land fitt  for  that  purpose  That  the  Person  or  Persons 
committinge  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoill  shall  within 
the  tyme  lymitted  by  such  Proclamagon  make  full 
restitugon  or  satisfacgon  of  all  such  iniures  done  or 
committed  Soe  as  the  said  Prince  or  others  soe  com- 
playneing  may  bee  fully  satisfied  and  contented  And  if

manner  hinder  any  of  our  loveing  Subjects  whatso- 
ever to  vse  and  exercise  the  Trade  of  Fishinge  vpon 
the  Coast  of  New-England  in  America  but  they  and 
every  or  any  of  them  shall  have  full  and  free  power 
and  liberty  to  contynue  and  vse  the  said  Trade  of 
Fishing  vpon  the  said  Coast  in  any  of  the  Seas  there vnto 
adjoyning  or  any  Armes  of  the  Seas  or  Salt  water 
Rivers  where  they  have  byn  accustomed  to  Fish  And 
to  build  and  sett  vpon  the  wast  Land  belonging  to 
the  said  Colony  of  Conecticutt  such  wharfes  Stages 
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and  workehouses  as  shall  bee  necessary  for  the  Salting 
dryeing  and  keepeing  of  their  Fish  to  bee  taken  or 
gotten  vpon  that  Coast  any  thinge  in  these  presents 
conteyned  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  And  know 
yee  farther  That  wee  of  our  more  abundant  grace 
eertaine  knowledge  and  meere  mogon  have  given 
Graunted  and  Confirmed  And  by  theis  presents  for  vs 
our  heires  and  Successors  Doe  give  Graunt  and  Con- 
firme  vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Company  and  their 
Successors  All  that  parte  of  our  Dominions  in  Newe. 
England  in  America  bounded  on  the  East  by  Nor- 
rogansett  River  comonly  called  Norrogansett  Bay 
where  the  said  River  falleth  into  the  Sea  and  on  the 
North  by  the  Lyne  of  the  Massachusetts  Plantation 
and  on  the  South  by  the  Sea  and  in  Longitude  as  the 
Lyne  of  the  Massachusetts  Colony  runninge  from 
East  to  West  that  is  to  say  from  the  said  Narroganset 
Bay  on  the  East  to  the  South  Sea  on  the  West  parte 
with  the  Islands  thereunto  adjoyneing  Together  with

Successors  onely  the  Fifth  parte  of  all  the  Oare  of 
Gold  and  Silver  which  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all 
tymes  hereafter  shall  bee  there  gotten  had  or  obteyned 
in  Liew  of  all  Services  Dutyes  and  Demannds  whatso- 
ever to  bee  to  vs  our  heires  or  Successors  therefore  or 
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thereout  rendered  made  or  paid  And  lastly  wee  doe 
for  vs  our  heires  and  Successors  Graunt  to  the  said 
Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors  by  these 
presents  that  these  our  Letters  Patents  shall  bee  firme 
good  and  effectual  in  the  La  we  to  all  intents  Construe- 
£ons  and  purposes  whatsoever  accordinge  to  our  true  in- 
tent and  meaneing  herein  before  Declared  as  shall  bee 
Construed  reputed  and  adiuged  most  favourable  on 
the  behalfe  and  for  the  best  benefitt  and  behoofe  of  the 
said  Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors 
Although  Express  mencon  of  the  true  yearely  value 
of  certeinty  of  the  premisses  or  of  any  of  them  or  of 
any  other  Guifts  or  Graunts  by  vs  or  by  any  of  Our 
Progenitors  or  Predecessors  heretofore  made  to  the 
said  Governor  and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of 
Conecticutt  in  New  England  in  America  aforesaid  in 
theis  presents  is  not  made  or  Statute  Act  Ordinance 
Provision  Proclamation  or  Restriction  heretofore  had 
made  Enacted  Ordeyned  or  Provided  or  any  other 
matter  Cause  or  thinge  whatsoever  to  the  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding.

EXCEPT  THE  WESTERN  RESERVE,May,1786.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  Sc  Rep- 
resentatives in  general  Court  assembled,  Sc  by  the 
authority  of  the  same  that  the  Delegates  of  this  State, 
or  any  two  of  them  who  shall  be  attending  the  Congress 
of  the  united  States,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed, 
authorized  & fully  empowered  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  this  State  to  make  execute  & deliver  under  their 
hands  Sc  Seals  an  ample  Deed  of  Release  & Cession  of

ACCEPTANCE  OF  THE  CONNECTICUT  CES- 
SION BY  CONGRESS  SEPTEMBER,  1786  (56).

“To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  we,  William 
Samuel  Johnson  and  Jonathan  Sturges,  the  under- 
written delegates  for  the  state  of  Connecticut,  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  send  greeting. 

Whereas  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut, on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  1786,  passed  an  act  in  the  words 
following,  viz. 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  governor,  council  and  repre- 
sentatives in  general  court  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  that  the  delegates  of  this  state, 
or  any  two  of  them  who  shall  be  attending  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed, 
authorized  and  fully  empowered  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  this  state,  to  make,  execute  and  deliver,  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  and  ample  deed  of  release  and  cession 
of  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction  and  claim  of 
the  state  of  Connecticut  to  certain  western  lands,  begin- 
ningatthe  completion  of  the  41st  degree  of  north  lati- 
tude, 120  miles  west  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  as  now  claimed  by 
said  commonwealth,  and  from  thence  by  a line  to  be 
drawn  north,  parallel  to,  and  120  miles  west  of  the  said 
west  line  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  continue  north 
until  it  comes  to  42  degrees  and  2 minutes  north  latitude. 
Whereby  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction  and 
claim  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  to  the  lands  lying 
west  of  said  line  to  be  drawn  as  afore-mentioned,  120 
miles  west  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  corn- 
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monwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  as  now  claimed  by  said 
commonwealth,  shall  be  included,  released  and  ceded 
to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  for  the 
common  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  states,  Connecticut 
inclusive.  And  whereas  the  said  William  Samuel 
Johnson  and  Jonathan  Sturges,  were,  on  the  2d  Thurs- 
day of  May,  A.  D.  1785,  elected  delegates  to  represent 
the  state  of  Connecticut,  according  to  the  law  of  said 
state,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in 
the  said  year  1785,  which  election  remains  in  force, 
and  the  said  William  Samuel  Johnson  and  Jonathan 
Sturges,  are  the  lawful  delegates  of  said  state  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States.  Now  therefore  know 
ye,  that  we  the  said  William  Samuel  Johnson  and 
Jonathan  Sturges,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority 
to  us  committed  by  the  said  act  of  the  general  assembly 
of  Connecticut,  before  recited,  in  the  name,  and  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  said  State  of  Connecticut,  do  by 
these  presents  assign,  transfer,  quit  claim,  cede  and 
convey  to  the  United  States  of  America,  for  their 
benefit,  Connecticut  inclusive,  all  the  right,  title, 
interest,  jurisdiction  and  claim  which  the  said  state  of 
Connecticut  hath  in  and  to  the  before-mentioned  and 
described  territory  or  tract  of  country,  as  the  same  is 
bounded  and  described  in  the  said  act  of  assembly,  for 
the  uses  in  the  said  recited  act  of  assembly  declared. 
In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and 
seals  this  13th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1786,  and  of  the  sovereignty  and  independence 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  11th,  Wm. 
Sam.  Johnson,  (L.  S.)  Jona.  Sturges,  (L.  S.)  Signed, 
sealed  and  delivered  in  presence  of  Charles  Thomson, 
Roger  xAlden,  James  Mathers.” 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  Congress  accept  the 
said  deed  of  cession,  and  that  the  same  be  recorded  and 
enrolled  among  the  acts  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 
OF  CONNECTICUT  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  THE 
WESTERN  RESERVE,  MAY,  1795.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
at  their  Session  holden  at  Hartford  in  Said  State  on 
the  2nd  Thursday  of  May  Anno  Domini  1795  Passed 
the  folowing  Resolves  viz: 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  receive  any  Proposals  that  may  be  made 
by  any  person  or  Persons  whether  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  or  others,  for  the  purchase  of  the  lands 
belonging  to  this  State  lying  West  of  the  West  line  of 
Pennsylvania  as  Claimed  by  Said  State,  and  the  Said 
Committee  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  Empowered 
in  the  Name  and  behalf  of  this  State  to  Negotiate  with 
any  Such  Person  or  Persons  on  the  Subject  of  any  such 
proposal  And  Also  to  form  and  Complete  any  Contract 
or  Contracts  for  the  Sale  of  Said  lands,  And  to  make  and 
execute  under  their  hands  and  Seals  to  the  Purchaser  or 
Purchasers  a deed  or  deeds  duly  authenticated,  quitting 
in  behalf  of  the  State  all  right,  title,  and  interest  juridi- 
cial  and  Territorial  in  and  to  the  Said  lands,  to  him  or 
them,  and  to  his  or  their  heirs  forever  That  before  the 
executing  Such  deed  or  deeds  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers shall  give  their  personal  Note  or  Bond  payable 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  purchase  Money 
carrying  An  interest  at  Six  Per  Centum  Per  Annum 
payable  Annually  to  Commence  from  the  date  hereof, 
or  from  Such  future  period  not  exceeding  two  years 
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from  the  date  as  Circumstances  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  May  require  and  as  May  be  agreed  on 
between  them  and  the  Said  purchaser  or  purchasers 
with  good  and  Sufficient  Sureties,  inhabitants  of  this 
State,  or  with  a Sufficient  deposit  of  Bank  or  other 
Stock  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  particular  States, 
which  note  or  Bond  Shall  be  taken  Payable  at  a Period 
Not  More  remote  than  five  years  from  date,  or  if  by 
Annual  installments  So  that  the  last  installment  be 
Payable  within  ten  years  from  the  date  either  in  Specie, 
or  in  Six  Per  Cent,  three  Per  Cent,  or  deferred  Stock 
of  the  United  States  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee, 
That  if  the  Committee  shall  find  it  will  be  Most  bene- 
ficial to  the  State,  or  its  Citizens  to  form  Several  Con- 
tracts for  the  Sale  of  said  Lands  they  Shall  not  Con- 
sumate  any  of  the  Said  Contracts  apart  by  themselves 
while  the  others  lye  in  a train  of  Negotiation  only; 
but  all  of  the  Contracts  which  taken  together  Shall 
Comprise  the  whole  quantity  of  the  Said  land  Shall  be 
consumated  together  and  the  purchaser  Shall  hold  their 
respective  parts  or  proportions  as  tenants  in  Common 
of  the  whole  tract  or  Territory  and  not  in  Severalty — 
That  the  Said  Comm  it  te  in  whatever  manner  they  shall 
find  it  best  to  Sell  the  Said  lands,  whether  by  an  Entire 
Contract  or  by  Several  Contracts  Shall  in  No  Case 
be  at  liberty  to  Sell  the  whole  quantity  for  a principal 
Sum  less  than  One  Million  of  dollars  in  Specie,  or  if 
day  of  payment  be  given  for  a Sum  of  less  Value  than 
one  Million  of  dollars  in  Specie  with  interest  at  Six 
Per  Cent  per  Annum  from  the  time  of  Such  Sale,— And 
also  a further  Resolve  in  the  words  following  viz: — 
This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Treadwell,  James 
Wadsworth,  Marvin  Wait,  William  Edmonds,  Thomas 
Grosvenor,  Aaron  Austin,  Elijah  Hubbard,  and  Syl- 
vester Gilbert  Esquires  A Committee  to  Negotiate  a 
Sale  of  the  Western  lands  belonging  to  this  State  lying 
West  of  the  West  line  of  Pennsylvania  as  Claimed  by 
Said  State,  according  to  a Resolve  for  that  purpose 
Passed  at  the  present  Session  of  General  Assembly.

Document  V 

LIVINGSTON’S  AGREEMENT  WITH  THE  CON- 
NECTICUT LAND  COMPANY.  THE  EXCESS 
COMPANY.  AUGUST  12,  1795. 

From  the  original  agreement  in  the  possession  of 
The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society. 


Agreed  the  12th  of  xAugust  1795  between  John  Liv- 
ingston in  behalf  of  himself  and  associates  of  the  one 
part  & Oliver  Phelps,  William  Hart  Samuel  Mather 
Junr,  Ebenezer  Huntington,  Moses  Cleveland,  Elisha 
Hyde,  Matthias  Nicholl  & Gideon  Granger  Junr  in 
behalf  of  themselves  & associates  of  the  other  part— viz : 
That  said  party  of  the  first  part  will  withdraw  all 
proposals  to  the  Committee  for  the  sale  of  the  Con- 
necticut Western  Lands,  and  will  not  renew  any  pro- 
posals for  the  purchase  thereof  but  will  assist  the  party 
of  the  second  part  to  purchase  the  same,  provided  that 
if  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  purchase  the 
Lands  now  offered  for  sale  by  said  Committee,  and  if  the 
lands  thus  purchased  from  said  Committee  shall  com- 
prise more  than  three  millions  of  acres  exclusive  of 
the  Waters  of  Lake  Erie,  free  from  all  prior  Grants  and 
incumbrances  of  [any]  kind,  then  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  be  [entitled  to  & granted]  from  the  party 
of  the  second  part  a release  of  the  ex[cess  land]  above 
three  Millions  of  Acres  which  shall  be  so  purchased 
exclusive]  of  the  aforesaid  Waters,  so  that  there  shall 
always  remain  to  said  parties  of  the  second  part  three 
Millions  of  Acres  exclusive  of  said  Waters  and  all  legal 
claims  & incumbrances  — The  said  party  of  the 
first  part  his  heirs  or  assigns  securing  said  parties  of  the 
second  part  or  their  assigns,  a proportionable  part  of 
such  sums  as  shall  be  due  to  the  State  of  Connecticut 
for  the  purchase  of  the  whole  Quantity,  after  receiving 
notice  of  the  quantity  of  acres  being  ascertained,  the 
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payments  to  be  made  at  the  same  time  & in  the  same 
mode  as  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  held  to 
' pay  for  the  lands  to  the  State — It  is  to  be  understood 
that  the  party  of  the  first  part  & his  associates  are  to  be 
Tennents  in  common  with  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
and  their  associates  according  to  the  quantity  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  and  his  associates  shall  hold  in 
consequence  of  this  agreement. 

It  is  to  be  further  understood  that  immediately  on 
receiving  a deed  from  the  said  Committee  of  the  said 
lands,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  conveyance 
shall  be  made  shall  upon  request  make  and  execute

ON  THE  SALE  OF  THE  WESTERN  RE- 
SERVE, SEPTEMBER,  1795. 

(From  the  Records  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company, 
Vol.  XVIII,  Book  1,  Certified  transcripts.) 


At  a meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  on  the  2d  Thursday 
in  May  1795,  to  negotiate  a sale  of  the  Western  lands 
belonging  to  this  state  Convened  in  the  City  of  Hart- 
ford on  the  5th  day  of  June  A,  D.  1795. 

Resolved  that  John  Treadwell  Esquire  be  chairman  of 
said  Committee. 

Resolved  that  the  appointment  of  said  Committee, 
together  with  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  Assembly  on 
the  subject  of  the  sale  of  the  Western  Lands,  be  pub- 
lished in  all  the  News-papers  in  this  State,  and  in 
Boston,  Providence,  Albany,  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  Philadelphia. 

Resolved  that  this  meeting  be  adjourned  to  the  first 
Wednesday  in  August  next,  then  to  meet  at  David 
Bull’s  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  at  nine  of  the  clock, 
before  noon,  and  that  this  adjournment  be  published 
in  the  mean  time  in  all  the  News-papers  before  men- 
tioned. 

The  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the 
subject  of  the  sale  of  the  Western  Lands  and  the  Com- 
mittee’s adjournment  were  duly  published  some  time 
in  June  1795  agreeably  to  this  resolve  and  Order:  and 
at  a meeting  of  the  Committee  held  at  Hartford  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  August,  1795  pursuant  to  their 
adjournment. 

Resolved  that  Silvester  Gilbert  be  Clerk  of  said  Com- 
mittee. 

Resolved  that  all  proposals  made  to  the  Committee  for 
the  purchase  of  Western  Lands  be  made  in  writing. 
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A proposal  for  the  purchase  of  the  Western  Lands  by 
Mr.  Elkanah  Watsen,  offering  1,000,000  dollars  with 
interest  &c,  was  received,  as  on  file. 

Resolved  that  any  proposal  which  may  be  received  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Western  Lands  be  freely  Communi- 
cated by  any  of  the  Committee,  but  the  name  of  the 
person  making  such  proposal  shall  not  be  made  known. 
Four  O’clock  afternoon,  adjourned  to  the  State-house 
in  this  city:  Adjourned  till  to-morrow  evening  at 

9 O’clock  to  meet  at  this  place.

2 O’clock  After  noon,  Committee  met  according  to 
adjournment. 

An  offer  of  1,130,000  dollars  payable  in  eight  Annual 
installments,  the  first  at  the  end  of  two  years,  and 
interest  from  that  time,  by  Col  Silas  Pepoon  for  him- 
self and  associate  was  received,  as  on  file. 

Gave  notice  by  the  chairman  to  all  Agents  of  the 
Companies,  of  the  sums  which  have  been  offered  for 
the  Western  Lands.

An  offer  of 
1,010,000  dollars  with  interest  from  date,  by  James 
Sullivan  Esq.  was  received,  as  on  file. 

By  order  of  the  Committee,  advertisements  are  posted 
up  in  sundry  places  within  this  City  giving  notice  that 
propositions  for  purchasing  are  before  the  Committee, 
and  that  they  will  continue  to  receive  them  until  to- 
morrow morning,  nine  of  the  clock  and  requesting 
purchasers  to  expedite  and  bring  forward  their  ultimate 
propositions,  as  per  copy  of  advertisement  on  file. 
Adjourned  till  8 O’clock  to  morrow  morning. 
Wednesday  Aug  12th,  Committee  met  agreeably  to 
adjournment. 

A letter  from  Theodore  Dwight  Esq.  notifying  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  Company  in  Boston  for  which  he  is 
Agent,  will  not  make  any  application  for  the  Lands  in 
question  at  present,  was  received  as  on  file. 

An  offer  from  John  Livingston  Esq.  of  1,255,000  dollars 
payable  agreeably  to  Act  of  Assembly,  interest  to 
commence  at  the  end  of  two  years,  and  a letter  explan- 
atory of  said  offer,  were  received,  as  on  file. 

Letters  to  Agents  of  Companies,  and  public  Advertise- 
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ments  signed  by  the  Chairman  by  order  of  Committee, 
were  issued  this  morning,  giving  notice  that  proposals 
will  be  received  till  5 O’clock  this  day,  and  the  best  offer 
which  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  1,260,000  dollars  in 
value,  computing  interest  after  two  years,  will  be 
accepted,  provided  security  be  given  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  committee,  as  per  copy  on  file.  Adjourned  till

The  offer  last  made  by  Oliver  Phelps  and  others,  of 
1,150,000  is  now  by  them  renewed,  as  on  file;  and  John 
Livingston  Esq.  hath  withdrawn  his  offer  last  made,

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  convened  at  New  Haven,  on  the  2 Thurs- 
day of  October  A.  D.  1795. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  your  honors  in  May  last, 
to  negotiate  a sale  of  the  Western  lands  belonging  to 
this  State  lying  West  of  the  Western  line  of  the  State 
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of  Pennsylvania  as  claimed  by  said  State,  beg  leave 
to  report,  that  on  the  5th  day  of  June  last,  they  met 
in  Hartford  and  passed  the  following  order  that  the 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  appointing  a Committee 
to  negotiate  a sale  of  the  Western  lands  and  giving  them 
their  powers  and  instructions,  be  published  in  all  the 
News-papers  in  this  State  and  in  a News-paper  in 
Boston,  Providence,  Albany,  New  York  and  Phila- 
delphia, and  then  adjourned  till  the  first  Wednesday 
of  August,  then  next,  to  meet  in  the  City  of  Hartford: 
That  having  advertised  according  to  said  order,  and 
notified  the  public  in  their  advertisement  of  the  time 
and  place  of  their  intended  meeting,  they  met  according 
to  their  adjournment  on  the  first  Wednesday,  being 
the  5th  day  of  August  last,  and  passed  the  following 
votes:  That  all  proposals  made  to  the  Committee 

for  the  purchase  of  the  Western  Lands  be  made  in 
writing.  An  offer  was  then  made  of  1,000,000  dollars, 
with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  Contract  by  Mr 
Elkanah  Watsen,  of  Albany.  The  Committee  then 
passed  the  following  vote : That  any  proposal  which 

may  be  received  for  the  purchase  of  the  Western 
Lands  may  be  freely  communicated  by  any  of  the  Com- 
mittee; but  the  names  of  persons  making  such  proposals 
shall  not  be  made  known. 

On  Thursday  a proposal  was  made  by  James 
Sullivan  Esq.  of  Boston,  offering  1,000,000  of  dollars 
with  interest.  The  correspondence  between  the  com- 
mittee and  Mr.  Sullivan  by  letter  relative  to  this  offer 
is  herewith  submitted  to  your  honors  inspection. 

On  Friday  a letter  was  received  from  Zephaniah  Swift 
Esq.  enclosing  an  offer  of  1,000,000  dollars  with  interest 
made  by  sundry  associated  companies,  composed 
chiefly  of  inhabitants  of  this  State. 

Also  an  offer  was  made  by  Oliver  Phelps  Esq.  and 
others  for  themselves  and  associates,  of  1,001,000  dol- 
lars with  interest. 

Also  an  offer  of  1,130,000  dollars,  payable  in  eight  an- 
nual installments,  the  first  at  the  end  of  two  years,  and 
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interest  from  that  time  on  the  remaining  sum  by  Col 
Silas  Pepoon  of  Stockbridge,  for  himself  and  associates. 
On  the  same  day  the  Committee  gave  notice  to  all  the 
concerned  of  the  several  offers  which  lay  before  them. 
On  Saturday  the  Committee  addressed  a letter  to  the 
Agents  of  Companies,  giving  them  notice  that  the  Com- 
mittee would  adjourn  till  Monday,  then  next,  and 
requesting  them  to  make  their  ultimate  proposals  as 
soon  as  possible. 

On  Monday  the  Committee  having  duly  considered  the 
several  propositions  lying  before  them  voted  that  neither 
of  them  could  be  accepted,  of  which  vote,  on  Tuesday 
they  gave  public  notice,  and  also  that  they  would  con- 
tinue to  receive  further  proposals. 

Whereupon  another  offer  was  made  of  1,150,000  dollars 
with  interest  after  two  years,  the  principal  to  be  paid 
in  five  years,  by  Oliver  Phelps  and  others,  a Committee 
from  divers  Companies  formed  in  all  parts  of  this  slat  e, 
expressing  in  their  letter  to  the  Committee  an  unwill- 
ingness to  multiply  propositions  to  serve  as  a rule  for 
the  offers  and  opinions  of  others,  requesting  an  early 
answer  to  their  proposal,  and  delivering  it  with  a con- 
fidence that  it  would  not  be  made  public,  at  the  time 
adding  a verbal  request,  for  a further  opportunity  to 
make  proposals  in  case  a better  offer  than  theirs  should 
be  made.  Also  a further  offer  from  James  Sullivan 
Esq.  of  1,010,000  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the 
deed,  which  he  states  to  be  his  ultimatum  and  requests 
an  answer  whether  it  can  be  accepted  or  not  by  9 
O’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  next  day;  and  states  that 
he  shall  not  trouble  with  any  further  proposals,  nor 
consider  himself  bound  by  this  unless  it  shall  be  then 
accepted. 

The  Committee  then  advertised  the  concerned  that 
there  were  propositions  lying  before  the  Committee 
which  they  must  decide  without  delay — that  they  would 
receive  any  other  proposals  which  might  be  made 
them  until  9 of  the  clock  in  the  morning  of  the  next 
day;  when  they  would  decide  upon  such  propositions 
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as  might  then  be  made,  and  requesting  that  gentlemen 
would  make  their  ultimate  proposals  within  the  time 
that  the  negotiations  might  be  brought  to  a speedy 
close. 

On  Wednesday  morning  before  the  expiration  of  the 
time  limited  above,  John  Livingston  Esq.  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his  associates 
offered  for  the  lands  1,255,000  dollars,  with  interest  to 
commence  at  the  expiration  of  two  years.  The  offer 
was  accompanied  with  an  explanatory  letter  signifying 
an  intention  in  himself  and  his  associates  that  Citizens 
of  this  State,  if  so  inclined,  might  participate  in  the 
purchase  to  the  amount  of  one  equal  half  of  the  same. 
The  moment  was  now  arrived  when  the  committee 
must  decide  upon  the  proposals  before  them  according 
to  their  engagement. 

Mr.  Livingston’s  offer,  if  well  secured,  was  considered 
by  the  committee  as  a generous  offer,  but  they  thought 
proper  to  refuse  it  for  the  following  reasons — no  sum 
was  offered  as  a pledge  to  compel  a fulfillment  on  his 
part;  no  specific  security  was  offered  or  proposed  by 
him,  the  prospect  of  his  being  able  to  procure  sufficient 
sureties,  inhabitants  of  this  state  was  small,  as  the 
state  companies  which  seemed  to  comprise  all  the 
inhabitants  of  this  state  who  wished  to  interest  them- 
selves in  the  purchase  appeared  at  this  time  to  have 
formed  a coalition,  and  his  intended  one  moiety  of 
the  purchase  for  the  Citizens  of  this  state  seemed  to 
shew  a design  to  secure  the  payment  of  part  of  the 
contract,  at  least  by  personal  bond  with  sureties.  That 
if,  however,  he  felt  himself  able  and  willing  to  secure 
the  money  by  deposit,  and  he  was  determined  in  the 
business  he  would  not  fail  to  renew  his  offer  with  a 
small  additional  sum,  and  especially  as  to  accept  of  the 
offer  would  be  to  deprive  the  state  companies  of  a 
farther  opportunity  which  they  had  a right  to  expect 
from  the  Committee,  as  the  case  was  in  fact  circum- 
stanced, and  a ground  of  a general  and  a just  dissatis- 
faction. In  this  view  of  the  case  the  Committee  gave 
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public  notice  that  they  had  considered  the  proposals 
before  them  and  were  of  the  opinion  that  they  ought 
not  to  accept  of  either:  that  they  had  concluded  to 
wait  till  5 O’clock  in  the  after  noon,  and  that  they 
were  determined  to  close  with  the  best  offer  that  might 
then  be  made  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  1,260,000, 
dollars  interest  after  two  years,  which  shall  ultimately 
be  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee.  It 
was  now  obvious  and  certain  from  the  fullest  proof 
that  the  State  Companies,  had  by  various  means  put 
an  end  to  all  further  competition  as  Before  the  hour  of 
five  the  Committee  of  the  State  Companies,  confident 
as  they  appeared,  that  no  proposal  would  be  made  and 
carried  into  effect  more  beneficial  to  the  State  than  that 
which  they  had  already  made  presented  again  the  same 
offer  of  1,150,000  dollars  payable  in  five  years,  with 
interest  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
signing  the  deed;  and  Mr.  Livingston  informed  the 
Committee  by  letter,  that  having  consulted  with  his 
associates  they  had  come  to  the  determination  of  not 
making  any  further  proposals,  as  that  which  they  had 
made  was  their  ultimatum,  and  desiring  the  Committee 
to  consider  that  as  withdrawn,  to  those  who  were  now 
upon  the  ground  nor  did  it  appear  that  any  other 
competitors  were  likely  to  come  forward.  It  of  course 
became  a serious  question  with  the  Committee  what 
was  best  to  be  done  in  the  present  situation  of  affairs ; 
whether  to  pursue  the  matter  with  the  State  Com- 
panies to  a close,  or  to  break  off  the  negotiations  for 
the  present,  and  to  defer  the  sale  to  some  future 
period,  upon  the  hope  of  obtaining  more  for  the  land 
than  could  now  be  obtained. 

Without  recounting  the  reasons  that  would  operate  in 
the  case  on  either  side  of  the  question;  which  will 
readily  occur  to  your  honors,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  Committee  on  mature  consideration  were  of 
the  opinion  that  it  was  best  to  attempt  further  to  pur- 
sue the  business  to  a close;  and  accordingly  it  was  then 
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agreed  to  invite  the  Agents  of  the  Companies  to  a 
conference  and  to  propose  to  close  a contract  with 
them,  if  they  would  add  fifty-thousand  dollars  to  their 
offer.  The  Agents  were  accordingly  invited  to  a con- 
ference. They  waited  on  the  Committee;  the  proposal 
was  made  in  form  to  them;  they  appeared  unwilling 
to  comply.  A train  of  reasoning  on  the  subject  took 
place,  pending  which  a gentleman  from  Berkshire 
County,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Committee,  who  informed  them  that  he 
was  just  arrived  in  town,  that  he  represented  a number 
of  Gentlemen  among  whom  he  named  Mr.  Sedgwick 
of  Stockbridge  who  wished  to  become  purchasers  of 
the  Connecticut  Reserve,  and  wished  to  know  if  an 
offer  could  be  received.  The  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee informed  him  that  he  knew  of  nothing  that  could 
prevent  it,  but  could  not  speak  the  sense  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Their  opinions  being  asked  they  thought  fit 
to  desire  him  to  withdraw  for  a short  time,  with  as- 
surance that  an  answer  should  be  made  him — he  with- 
drew— . 

The  Committee  then  resolved  that  they  were  at  liberty 
to  receive  further  offers  unless  the  Agents  of  the  State 
Companies  should  close  with  the  proposal  made  them 
by  the  State  Committee;  but  if  they  should  close  with 
that  proposal  without  delay  the  Committee  would 
consider  themselves  bound.  The  Agents  who  were 
still  present  did  there  upon  accept  the  said  proposal 
and  presented  to  the  Committee  a writing  as  follows. 

Hartford  12  th  of  August  1795 

Gentlemen. 

We  the  subscribers,  for  ourselves  and  our  associates, 
will  give  for  the  Western  Reserve,  so  called,  the  sum 
of  Twelve  hundred  thousand  dollars  payable  in  five 
years,  with  interest  annually,  after  the  expiration  of 
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two  years  from  the  signing  the  deed,  and  give  security 
agreeably  to  the  Act  of  the  Legislature. 


The  Committee  thereupon  declared  their  acceptance  of 
the  said  offer  provided  security  should  be  given  to  their 
satisfaction. 

On  Thursday  the  13th  the  Committee  took  a bond 
executed  by  the  above  named  Agents  for  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State,  to  be  forfeited  and  paid  for  the  use  of  the  State 
in  case  they  should  fail  to  give  security  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  Committee  for  the  purchase  money,  on  the 
2d  day  of  September,  then  next.  And  on  motion  of 
the  purchasers  the  Committee  adjourned  to  Wednesday 
the  2d  day  of  September,  then  next  to  meet  at  the  State 
House  in  Hartford  to  take  security  and  convey  the 
lands  according  to  contract. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  Report,  that  they 
met  according  to  adjournment  on  the  2d  day  of 
September,  and  passed  and  communicated  to  the 
purchasers  the  following  order  viz:  that  it  will  not 
be  expected  that  a bond  will  be  taken  for  a sum  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars,  without  special  reasons.  It 
will  be  expected  that  as  many  bonds  taken  as  there  will 
be  deeds  executed:  that  the  Grantee  or  Grantees  in 
each  deed  sign  the  bond  for  the  purchase  money,  as 
they  alone  are  purchasers  in  contemplation  of  Lavr: 
and  that  others  in  the  name  of  Sureties  also  sign  each 
bond. 

The  twm  following  days,  Thursday  and  Friday  were 
occupied  in  preparing  the  form  of  the  bonds  and  the 
deeds;  in  procuring  a sufficient  number  of  them  to  be 
printed,  and  in  examining  the  security  offered  by  sev- 
eral Companies. 

On  Saturday  the  Committee  passed  and  com- 
municated to  the  purchasers  the  following  vote.  “That 
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a reasonable  time  has  been  allowed  to  the  purchasers 
of  the  Western  Territory  to  produce  their  security  ac- 
cording to  the  condition  of  their  bond — the  Committee 
therefore  expect  the  business  will  be  completed  this 
day,  nor  do  they  consider  it  as  their  duty  to  attend  any 
longer  at  the  expense  of  the  State:  and  at  2 O’clock  in 
the  afternoon  they  wrote  the  purchasers  as  follows. 
“There  seems  to  be  no  prospect  of  your  being  ready  to 
complete  the  business  in  hand  this  day;  The  Com- 
mittee wish  to  be  informed  whether  their  further  at- 
tendance is  desired  at  your  expense  if  so  they  wdll 
adjourn  till  9 O’clock  on  Monday  next:  if  not  they  will 
consider  themselves  at  liberty  to  hold  the  lands  for  sale” 
The  Committee  having  received  an  answer  requesting 
an  adjournment  at  the  time,  and  on  the  conditions 
proposed,  adjourned  accordingly,  and  having  met  ac- 
cording to  their  adjournment,  they  were  occupied  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  in  concluding  the 
business,  the  result  of  which  was,  they  took  36  Bonds, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  1,200,000  dollars,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State.  The  names  of  the  obligers, 
both  principals  and  sureties  in  each  Bond  together  with 
their  several  sums  and  dates  may  be  seen  in  the  Journal 
of  the  Committee  hereto  annexed,  and  executed  under 
their  hands  and  seals  to  the  purchasers  35  deeds,  al- 
together comprising  the  whole  quantity  of  the  land 
they  were  authorized  to  sell:  with  all  the  due  formalities 
acknowledged  them  before  proper  authorities  and 
delivered  them  to  the  Grantees. 

The  names  of  the  Grantees  in  each  deed  and  also 
the  proportion  of  said  lands  conveyed  by  each  may  be 
seen  in  the  said  Journal:  The  form  of  the  deeds  and 
bonds  are  on  file  for  your  honors  inspection.  It  will 
be  proper  to  remark  that  the  bond  executed  by  Oliver 
Phelps,  Thadeus  Leavitt,  Gideon  Granger  Jr,  Luther 
Loomis  and  Ebenezer  King  Jr  for  168,185.  dollars 
is  given  on  demand.  Mr.  Phelps  offered  to  do  this  of 
his  own  motion  to  obviate  any  objection  which  might 
arise  from  the  magnitude  of  the  sum  secured,  and  from 
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the  uncertainty  of  human  events:  at  the  same  time 
expecting  he  should  not  be  called  upon  sooner  than  the 
other  purchasers  unless  the  safety  of  the  State  should 
require  it. 

The  Committee  having  thus  brought  the  contract  to  a 
close,  lodged  the  Bonds  with  the  Treasurer  and  took 
his  receipt  therefor,  and  lodged  the  same  with  the 
Comptroller:  and  also  a eirtificate  in  nature  of  a dupli- 
cate thereof  at  the  close  of  the  aforesaid  Journal.  They 
are  happy  to  add  that  they  were  harmonious  in  the 
whole  progress  of  this  transaction : that  they  were 
ultimately  unanimous  as  to  the  sale  and  security  taken 
for  the  purchase  money. 

They  have  taken  the  personal  security  contemplated 
by  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly — they  have  good 
ground  of  confidence  that  it  is  now  abundantly  sufficient 
— They  cannot  tie  certain  that  in  every  case  it  will  be 
so  at  the  expiration  of  five  years : They  have  endeavor- 

ed however,  to  guard  against  contingencies,  they  have 
exercised  their  best  Judgement  and  nothing  remains 
to  complete  their  satisfaction,  but  the  aprobation  of 
this  Honorable  Assembly,  to  whose  candor  the  whole 
is  submitted  by  your  Honors  most  obedient  and  most 
humble  servants

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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION  CONNECTICUT 
LAND  COMPANY,  SEPT.  5 1795* 

From  the  Records  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company, 
Vol.  XVI,  Rook  1,  Western  Reserve  Historical 
Society. 


Art.  1.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  Individuals,  concerned 
in  the  Purchase  made  this  day  of  the  Connecticut 
Western  Reserve,  shall  be  called  The  Connecticut  Land 
Company. 

Art.  2d . It  is  agreed  that  the  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Applicants  for  purchasing  said  Reserve,  shall 
receive,  from  the  Committee  of  whom  said  Purchase 
has  been  made,  each  Deed  which  shall  be  executed  to 
a purchaser  and  in  their  hand  shall  retain  said  Deed 
untill  the  Proprietor  thereof  shall  execute  a Deed  in 
Trust  to  John  Caldwell,  Jonathan  Brace  & John 
Morgan  & the  survivors  of  them  & the  last  Survivor  of 
said  three  persons  & his  heirs  forever,  to  hold  in  Trust 
for  such  proprietor;  his  share  in  said  purchase  to  be 
disposed  of  as  directed  & agreed  in  the  following  Articles. 
Art.  3d.  It  is  agreed,  that  seven  persons  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Company  at  a meeting  to  be  holden 
this  day  at  the  house  of  John  Lee  in  Hartford  who  shall 
be  a Board  of  Directors  for  said  Company  & that  said 
Directors  or  the  Majority  thereof  shall  have  power, 
at  the  expense  of  said  Company  to  procure  an  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  Indian  Title  to  said  Reserve,  if 
said  Title  be  not  already  extinguished: — to  Survey  the 
whole  of  said  Reserve  & to  lay  the  same  out  into  Town- 
ships containing  sixteen  thousand  acres  each; — to  fix 
on  a Township  in  which  the  first  Settlement  shall  be 
made: — to  survey  that  Township  into  small  lots,  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  think  proper  & to  sell  & 
dispose  of  said  Lots  to  actual  Settlers  only; — to  erect 
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in  such  Township  a Saw-Mill  & Grist  Mill  at  the  ex- 
pense of  said  Company — to  lay  out  & sell  five  other 
Townships  of  sixteen  thousand  acres  each  to  actual 
Settlers  only,  & the  said  Trustees  shall  execute  Deeds 
of  such  part  or  parts  of  said  Six  Townships,  as  shall  be 
sold  by  said  Directors  to  said  Purchasers,  But,  in  case 
there  shall  be  any  Salt  Spring  or  Springs  in  said  Six 
Townships,  or  in  any  or  either  of  them,  said  Directors 
shall  not  sell  said  Spring  or  Springs,  but  shall  reserve 
the  same  together  with  two  thousand  acres  of  land 
inclosing  said  Spring  or  Springs.  Said  Directors  shall 
also  have  power  to  extinguish,  if  possible,  the  Indian 
Title  if  any  to  said  Reserve,  & to  make  all  said  Surveys, 
within  two  year  from  this  date,  & Sooner  if  possible; 
and  when  said  Indian  Title,  if  any,  shall  have  been 
extinguished  & said  Surveys  made,  said  Trustees  or  a 
majority  thereof  shall  convey  to  each  proprietor  of 
said  Reserve,  or  any  number  who  shall  agree  his  or  their 
proportion  or  right  therein  in  severalty,  the  mode  of 
dividing  said  Reserve  however  to  be  in  conformity  to 
the  Orders  & Directions  of  the  major  part  of  the  pro- 
prietors assembled  at  any  meeting  of  the  proprietors, 
convened  & holden  according  to  the  mode  herein  after 
marked  out. 

Art . Jfth.  It  is  also  agreed  that  said  Directors  shall 
cause  the  persons  employed  by  them  in  surveying  said 
Reserve,  to  keep  a Regular  field-Book  describing  min- 
utely & accurately  the  Situation,  soil,  waters,  kinds  of 
timber  and  natural  productions  of  each  Township 
surveyed  by  them,  which  Books  the  said  Directors  shall 
cause  to  be  kept  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  said 
Directors  & the  said  Book  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  each  proprietor  at  all  times. 

Art . 5th.  It  is  agreed  that  said  Directors  shall  appoint 
a Clerk,  who  shall  keep  a regular  Journal  of  all  the 
votes  & proceedings  of  said  Directors  & of  the  money 
disbursed  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  Company  & said 
Directors  shall  determine  the  wages  of  such  Clerk; — 
And  the  said  Directors  shall  once  in  a year  settle  their 
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accounts  with  the  Company  Proprietors,  and  that  all 
monies  received  b}r  the  Directors  for  taxes  & the  sales 
of  lands  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  and  direction 
of  the  Company. 

Art.  6>th.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Trustees  shall  give  cer- 
tificates agreeably  to  the  form  herein  after  prescribed 
to  all  the  Proprietors  in  the  original  purchases  made 
from  this  State  and  that  the  Grantees  from  said  State 
shall  lodge  with  the  trustees  the  names  of  the  pro- 
prietors for  whom  they  respectively  receive  Deeds  & 
the  proportions  of  land  to  which  proprietors  are  entitled, 
a copy  of  which  shall  be  lodged  by  the  Trustees  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Directors.  It  is  further  agreed,  that 
all  transfers  made  by  any  proprietor  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Book  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Directors  and  no  person 
claiming  as  an  Assignee  shall  be  acknowledged  as  such 
untill  his  deed  shall  have  been  thus  recorded. 

Art.  7th  It  is  agreed,  in  order  to  enable  said  Board 
of  Directors  to  perform  & accomplish  the  business 
assigned  them,  that  there  shall  be  paid  a tax  in  the 
proportion  of  ten  dolars  on  each  of  the  shares  of  the 
Company  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Directors  to  be  at  the 
disposal  of  said  Directors  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
which  said  tax  shall  be  paid  to  said  Clerk  on  or  before 
the  sixth  day  of  October  next. 

AH.  Xth.  It  is  agreed  that  the  whole  of  said  Reserve 
shall  be  divided  into  Four  hundred  Shares  and  that  the 
following  mode  of  Voting  by  the  Proprietors  in  their 
meetings,  every  proprietor  of  one  share  shall  have  one 
vote,  and  every  proprietor  of  more  than  one  share  shall 
have  one  Vote  for  the  first  share  and  then  one  Vote 
for  every  two  shares  till  the  number  of  Forty  shares 
and  then  one  Vote  for  every  five  Shares — provided  that 
the  question  of  the  time  of  making  a partition  of  the 
territory  every  share  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Vote. 
Article  9th.  It  is  agreed  that  the  aforesaid  Trustees 
shall,  on  receiving  a Deed  from  any  purchaser  according 
to  the  Tenor  of  these  Articles,  give  to  such  proprietor  a 
Certificate  in  the  words  following. 
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“This  certifies,  that  A.B. — is  entitled  to  the  trust  & 
benefit  of  — part  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve 
Land,  so  called,  as  held  by  John  Caldwell,  Jonathan 

Brace  & John  Morgan Trustees  in  a Deed  of  trust, 

dated  the  5th  day  of  September  1795,  to  hold  said  part 
to  him  the  said  A.  B.  his  heirs  and  assigns  according 
to  the  terms  conditions,  covenants  and  restrictions 
contained  in  certain  Articles  of  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  persons  composing  the  Connecticut  Land  Com- 
pany, which  said  share  is  transferable  by  assignment 
Under  hand  & seal  witnessed  by  two  witnesses  and 
acknowledged  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  or  before  a Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  pleas  in  any  of  the  neighboring  states  and 
to  be  seconded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Directors”; 
which  said  certificate  shall  be  complete  Evidence  to 
such  person  of  his  right  in  said  Reserve  and  shall  — 
be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Directors  in  the  Book 
which  said  Clerk  shall  keep  for  the  purpose  of  register- 
ing Deeds. 

Art.  10th.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  first  Meeting  of  said 
Company  be  at  the  State  House  in  Hartford  on  Teusday 
the  6th  of  October  next  at  two  of  the  Clock  in  the 
afternoon,  at  which  meeting  the  mode  of  making  parti- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  the  major  Vote  of  the 
proprietors  then  present,  taking  such  votes  by  the 
principals  herein  before  marked  out.  It  is  also  agreed, 
that  in  all  meetings  of  the  Company  the  proprietors 
shall  be  admitted  to  vote  in  person  or  by  their  proper 
attorney  legally  authorized.  And  it  is  further  Agreed, 
that  there  shall  be  a meeting  of  the  Company  at  the 
State  House  in  Hartford  at  two  o’Clock  in  the  after- 
noon the  Monday  next  before  the  second  Thursday 
in  October  1796  and  another  meeting  of  said  Company 
at  the  Same  place  at  two  o Clock  in  the  afternoon,  the 
Tuesday  next  before  the  second  thursday  in  Octo- 
ber one  thousand  seven  hundred  & ninety  seven; 
and,  that  the  said  Directors  shall  have  power  to  call 
occasional  Meetings  at  such  times  as  they  may  think 
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proper,  but  such  Meetings  shall  always  be  at  Hartford 
and  said  Directors  shall  give  notice  in  some  one  News 
Paper  in  each  County  in  Connecticut  where  Newspapers 
are  published  of  the  time  & place  of  holding  said  Meet- 
ing, whether  State  or  occasional  by  publishing  such 
notification  in  such  papers  under  their  hand,  for  three 
weeks  successively  within  six  weeks  next  before  the 
day  of  such  Meeting. 

Art.  11th.  And  whereas  some  of  the  proprietors  may 
chuse  that  their  proportion  of  said  Reserve  should  be 
divided  to  them  in  one  lot  or  location.  It  is  agreed, 
that  in  case  one  third  in  value  of  the  Owners  shall  after 
a survey  of  said  Reserve  in  Townships,  signify  to  said 
Directors  or  Meeting  a request,  that  such  third  part 
be  set  off  in  manner  aforesaid,  that  said  Directors  may 
appoint  three  Commissioners  who  shall  have  power  to 
divide  the  whole  of  said  purchase  into  three  equal  parts, 
equal  in  value  according  to  quantity,  quality  and  situa- 
tion, and  when  said  Commissioners  shall  have  so 
divided  said  Reserve  & made  a report  in  writing  of 
doings  to  said  Directors  describing  precisely  the  bound- 
aries of  each  part,  the  said  Directors  shall  call  a meeting 
of  said  proprietors  giving  the  notice  required  by  these 
articles  and  at  such  Meeting,  the  said  three  parts  shall 
be  numbered  and  the  numbers  of  each  part  shall  be 
written  on  a separate  piece  of  paper  and  shall  in  the 
presence  of  such  Meeting  be,  by  the  Chairman  of  said 
Meeting  put  into  a box  and  a person,  appointed  by 
said  Meeting  for  that  purpose,  shall  draw  out  of  said 
Box  one  of  said  Numbers  and  the  part,  which  shall 
be  designated  by  such  number,  shall  be  apparted  to 
such  person  or  persons  requesting  such  a severance  & 
the  said  Trustees  shall  upon  receiving  a written  di- 
rection, from  said  Directors  for  that  purpose  execute 
a Deed  to  such  person  or  persons  accordingly,  after 
which  such  person  or  persons  shall  have  no  power  to 
act  in  said  Company. 

Art . 12th.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Company  shall  have 
power  by  a major  vote  to  raise  money  by  a Tax  on  the 
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proprietors  to  be  apportioned  equally  to  each  proprietor 
according  to  his  interest,  and  in  case  any  Proprietor 
shall  neglect  to  pay  his  proportion  of  said  Tax  within 
fifty  days  where  the  Proprietors  live  in  the  State  if  out 
of  the  State  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days 
after  the  same  shall  have  become  payable  and  after 
the  publication  thereof  in  the  News  Papers  of  this 
State  in  the  manner  provided  for  warning  meetings, 
that  the  Directors  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  so 
much  of  the  Interest  of  such  Delinquent  proprietor  in 
said  Reserve  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  Tax  so  as 
aforesaid  due  and  unsatisfied  and  in  case  any  proprietor 
shall  neglect  to  pay  the  Tax  of  ten  Dolars  upon  a share, 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  these  Articles,  within  Fifty  days 
after  the  time  of  payment  so  much  of  his  share  as  will 
raise  his  part  of  sd  Tax  may  be  sold  as  aforesd. 

Article  13  th  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  one  or  more  of 
the  Trustees  the  Company  may  appoint  a successor  to 
such  deceased  person  or  persons  in  said  trust  and  upon 
such  appointment  being  made  the  surviving  Trustee 
or  Trustees  shall  pass  a deed  or  deeds  to  such  successor 
or  successors  to  hold  the  premises  as  Co-trustees  with 
the  said  surviving  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  trustees  hold  the  same. 

Article  14th  It  is  agreed  that  the  Directors  in  trans- 
acting the  business  of  said  Company  according  to  the 
articles  aforesaid  shall  be  subject  to  the  controul  of 
said  Company  by  a Vote  of  at  least  three  Fourths  of  the 
Interest  of  said  Company.

ABSORPTION  OF  THE  RIGHTS  OF  THE 
EXCESS  COMPANY  BY  THE  CON- 
NECTICUT LAND  COMPANY.

Articles  of  Agreement  entered  into  by  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  on  one  Part  and  William  Hull  of 
Newton  Middlesex  County  & Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts Esqr,  & Sole  Assignee  of  John  Livingston 
Esq  on  the  other  part — Witnesseth — 

That  whereas,  the  said  John  Livingston  in  behalf  of 
himself  & Associates  of  the  one  part,  & Oliver  Phelps, 
William  Hart,  Samuel  Mather  Junr.,  Ebenezer  Hunt- 
ington, Moses  Cleaveland,  Elisha  Hide,  Matthias 
Nicholl  & Gideon  Granger  Junr,  in  behalf  of  themselves 
& associates  of  the  other  part,  on  the  12th  Day  of 
August  1795  did  enter  into  Articles  of  Agreement  in 
the  word  following  (Viz) 

And  whereas  the  said  Oliver  Phelps  &c  did  on  the  2d 
Day  of  Sepfc  1795  in  behalf  of  themselves  & their  said 
Associates,  effect  a purchase  of  the  Land  referred  to  in 
said  Contract,  of  the  State  of  Connecticut; — And 
whereas  said  Purchasers  did  on  the  5th  Day  of  said 
Sept,  by  their  Deed  of  that  Date,  convey  to  the  said 
Oliver  Phelps  &c.  so  much  of  said  Western  Reserve 
as  is  over  & above  3,000,000  Acres  exclusive  of  the 
waters  of  Lake  Erie  & of  all  prior  Grants  & incum- 
brances of  every  kind,  to  have  & to  hold  to  them  the 
said  Oliver  Phelps  &c  forever,  in  trust,  & for  the  sole 
purpose  of  enabling  the  said  Oliver  Phelps  & c to  fulfill 
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& compleatly  comply  with  said  Contract  made  with 
said  Livingston  provided  lie  the  said  Livingston  should 
compleatly  fulfill  & perform  all  things  which  he  by 
sd  Contract  had  engaged  to  perform — and  wherever

for  the  said  William  Hull  his  heirs  or  Assigns  according 
to  the  true  intent  & meaning  of  the  said  Contract  so 
made  by  the  aforesaid  Livingston  with  said  Oliver 
Phelps  &c  and  whereas  the  said  Connecticut  Land 
Company  are  willing  that  the  said  Oliver  Phelps  &c 
should  convey  the  land  so  held  by  them  in  trust  as

It  is  agreed  by  said  Land  Company  on  their  part

trust,  that  the  said  Morgan  Caldwell  & Brace  & the 
Survivor  or  Survivors  of  them,  & the  heirs  of  said 
Survivor  may  stand  Seized  of  said  Land  so  as  aforesaid 
conveyed  to  said  Oliver  Phelps  &c,  in  trust  for  him  the 
said  Wm  Hull  his  heirs  and  assigns;  & to  be  by  said

Association  entered  into  by  said  Land  Company  and 
the  Mode  of  Partition  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  on 
upon  by  said  Company,  and  whenever  the  said  Hull 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  have  secured  to  the  Directors 
of  said  Company  to  & for  the  use  of  said  Company,  his

necticut Reserve  according  to  the  Articles  of  their  said 
Association  as  well  their  sd  Excess,  as  sd  3,000,000 
acres  of  Reserve — And  it  is  agreed  that  in  case  either 
said  Directors  or  said  Hull  Shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
appoint  the  Surveyor  which  by  these  Presents  they

And  it  is  agreed  that  the  Stagnant  Waters  in  the  mouths 
of  all  Creeks  & Inlets  & the  Stagnant  Waters  of  all 
Harbours  and  Bays  emptying  into  or  communicating 
with  Lake  Erie  shall  (in  Surveying  said  Reserve)  be 
considered  as  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie. 

And  if  the  said  Surveyors  Shall  disagree  with  respect  to 
what  are  the  Waters  of  Lake  Erie  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  determine  such  disagreement  by  calling 
to  their  aid  the  assistance  of  a third  person,  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

And  whereas  it  is  made  a question  by  said  Hull,  whether 
he  the  said  Livingston  or  he  said  Hull  as  representative 
& assignee  of  said  Livingston  by  force  of  said  Contract 
is  holden  arid  obliged  to  pay  his  part  & proportion  of 
the  Money  paid  by  said  Land  Company  to  James 
Sullivan  Esq r of  Boston  for  a relinquishment  of  all 
his  Right  & title  in  & to  sd  Land,  by  four  of  a Contract 
entered  into  by  said  Sullivan  with  sd  Oliver  Phelps  &c 
the  Parties  to  these  presents  hereby  agree  to  submit 
to  the  Arbitrament  & determination  of  the  Judges  who 
shall  compose  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States, 
to  be  holden  at  sd  Hartford  on  the  25  th  Day  of  Septem- 
ber 1797,  the  decision  and  determination  of  said  Ques-

publish  their  award  on  or  before  the  5th  Day  of  October 
then  next  following — And  the  said  Hull  further  agrees, 
that  the  Directors  of  said  Company  may  proceed  to  sell 
the  six  townships  in  said  Reserve,  according  to  the 
Articles  of  Association  entered  into  by  sd  Company 
& he  hereby  ratifies  any  sale  or  sales,  which  have  been 
or  shall  be  made  by  said  Directors  of  said  Six  townships 
— It  is  however  agreed  by  said  Company,  that  said  Hull 
shall  be  entitled  to  his  proportion  of  the  avails  of  said 
Six  townships  in  the  same  manner  & upon  the  same 
principles  as  the  Proprietors  of  said  Land  Company, 
an[d]  entitled  to  the  avails  thereof  according  to  the  terms 
of  said  Articles  of  Association. — And  whereas  a part 
only  of  the  Indian  title  to  sd  Connecticut  Reserve  is 
extinguished — it  is  agreed  by  the  Parties  hereto,  that 
said  Hull  shall  be  entitled  to  no  more  than  his  ratable 
Shares  in  said  Excess  in  that  part  where  the  Indian 
Title  is  extinguished,  & that -he  said  Hull  shall  take  his 
ratable  Share  of  said  Excess  in  that  part  of  said  Reserve 
where  the  Indian  title  is  not  extinguished  and  it  is 
further  agreed  that  after  an  appreciation  or  equalization 
of  that  part  of  said  Reserve,  the.  Indian  title  whereof  is 
already  extinguished,  shall  have  been  made  in  the 
manner  pointed  out  in  the  mode  of  partition  that  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  said  Comy  and  an  arrangement  for 
the  Purposes  of  the  Partition  shall  have  been  compleated 
according  to  said  Mode  said  Hull  shall  take  his  ratable 
shares  in  the  same  manner  & upon  the  same  principles 
on  Which  the  said  Proprietors  are  to  take  their  re- 
spective shares — and  whenever  the  Indian  title  to  the 
residue  of  said  Reserve  shall  have  been  extinguished 
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said  Hull  Shall  take  his  ratable  Share  in  the  manner 
aforesaid — And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  real 
quantity  of  said  Reserve  Land  be  ascertained  for  the 
mutual  satisfaction  of  the  Parties  hereunto,  they  there- 
fore agree  that  a Surveyor  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Directors  of  said  Company  for  that  purpose  and  at 
the  expense  of  said  Company  in  conjunction  with  a 
Surveyor  to  be  appointed  by  said  Hull  for  the  same 
purpose  and  at  the  expense  of  said  Hull,  as  soon  as  may 
be.  shall  together  survey  said  Connecticut  Reserve  and 
ascertain  the  exact  quantity  of  Land  therein  exclusive 
of  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie,  and  that  the  joint  Report 
of  said  Surveyors  as  relative  to  the  Quantity  therein 
contained,  shall  be  binding  & conclusive  on  both  of 
said  Parties.

THE  MODE  OF  PARTITION  OF  THE  WESTERN 
RESERVE,  APRIL,  1796. 

From  the  Records  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Com- 
pany, Vol.  XVI,  Book  6.  These  are  original 
manuscripts  in  the  Western  Reserve  Historical 
Society. 


The  Mode  of  Making  Partition  of  the  Western  Reserve , 
determined  upon,  by  the  Connecticut  Land  Company, 
at  their  Meeting  held  at  Hartford  by  adjournment, 
on  the  first  luesday  of  April  1796. 

Resolved , 

That  after  so  much  of  the  Western  reserve  as  is  free 
from  Indian  Claims  shall  have  been  surveyed  into 
Townships  according  to  the  Third  Article  of  our 
Constitution — The  Proprietors  shall,  at  a meeting  of 
said  Proprietors,  legally  warned  for  that  purpose,  elect 
and  appoint  Three  or  more  judicious  Persons  who  or 
a majority  of  them  shall  be  a Committee  to  divide  sd 
parts  of  said  Reserve  according  to  its  relative  Value— 
and  for  that  purpose  said  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  go  upon  the  said  Land,  and  shall  view  & explore 
the  same  and  shall  then  select  from  the  Land  which 
shall  not  have  been  previously  disposed  of  by  Our 
Directors,  four  Townships  in  said  part  of  said  Reserve, 
which  they  judge  to  be  of  the  greatest  value,  on  acct  of 
their  Situation,  Natural  Advantages  &c  which  said 
four  Townships  shall  by  said  Committee  be  divided 
into  Lots  of  Such  Size  as  they  shall  judge  proper,  not 
less  than  one  hundred  Lots  in  each  of  said  Towns,  and 
each  and  every  Person  or  Persons  Intitled  to  one  or 
more  shares  of  said  Reserve  (each  share  being  one 
four  hundredth  part  of  said  Reserve)  shall  be  allowed 
to  draw,  in  the  order  hereafter  mentioned  by  Lot,  for 
each  Share  by  him  or  them  held,  One  or  more  Lot 
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or  Lots  in  said  Towns — as  said  Committee  shall  de- 
termine — The  Committee  shall  then  proceed  to  make 
an  Estimate  of  the  remaining  Townships  for  which 
purpose  they  shall  select  so  many  of  the  remaining 
Townships,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  appro- 
priate for  equalizing  said  Townships — which  Townships 
thus  selected  shall  be  the  next  in  quality  and  goodness 
to  the  four  Townships  first  mentioned — After  which 
they  shall  ascertain  the  first  remaining  best  Township 
or  Townships,  if  there  should  be  two  or  more  Town- 
ships of  an  equal  value— They  shall  then  set  apart  and 
annex  to  each  Township  of  a value  Inferior  to  the 
Township  or  Townships  last  mentioned,  so  many  acres 
from  some  One  of  the  Towns  selected  for  the  purpose 
of  Equalizing  as  aforesd  as  they  shall  judge  necessary 
to  make  said  Townships  equal  in  value  to  the  Township 
or  Townships  next  in  Value  to  the  Land  selected  as 
af ores d— and  the  Townships  which  shall  be  selected 
for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  as  aforesaid  shall  by  sd 
Committee  be  designated  and  made  known  by  being 
numbered  and  described  by  their  meets  and  bounds  & 
each  and  every  fractional  part  of  said  Town  & each  of 
them  shall  also  be  designated  & made  known  by  being 
numbered  & also  by  being  described  by  particular 
meets  & bounds  & said  Committee  shall  also  accurately 
state  and  describe  to  wrhat  particular  Township  of 
inferior  value  each  particular  fractional  part  of  sd 
selected  Townships  is  anexed  and  also  the  number  of 
acres  contained  is  said  fractional  part — and  said  Com- 
mittee shall  cause  said  fractional  parts  of  sd  equalizing 
Townships  to  be  surveyed  & shall  also  cause  said  first 
mentioned  four  Townships  to  be  surveyed  & shall  de- 
scribe by  number  & by  meets  and  bounds  each  lot  in  said 
four  Townships  & shall  also  ascertain  & determine  the 
number  of  lots  in  said  four  Townships  which  shall  be 
drawn  for  by  each  share  or  four  hundredth  part — And 
in  case  it  shall  happen  that  said  land  cannot  all  be 
surveyed  into  Townships  of  Sixteen  thousand  Acres 
said  Committee  shall  annex  to  the  part  or  parts  of  sd 
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land  which  cannot  be  surveyed  into  Townships  of  the 
aforesaid  size  so  much  of  the  aforesaid  Townships 
which  shall  be  set  apart  to  equalize  sd  Townships  of 
Inferior  value  as  will  render  sd  part  or  parts  which 
cannot  be  surveyed  as  aforesaid  equal  in  value  to  the 
best  Town  or  Towns  after  sd  selected  Towns  & sd  pa,rt 
or  parts  with  the  lands  annexed  to  them  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  Towns  & as  such  shall  be  drawn  for  upon  the 
division  of  said  property  immediately  after  completing 
sd  valuations  & alotment  sd  Committee  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  a Compleat  & full 
report  of  their  doings  which  report  shall  by  sd  Clerk 
be  recorded  in  the  Company’s  books  at  full  length — 
And  said  Clerk  upon  the  reception  of  said  report  shall 
notify  the  Directors  thereof  who  shall  immediately 
call  a meeting  of  the  proprietors  for  the  purpose  of 
division  & the  business  of  said  meeting  shall  be  specified 
in  the  notification  thereof — At  which  meeting  said  intire 
Townships  together  with  the  Lands  anexed  to  them  if 
any  & said  part  or  parts  which  could  not  be  surveyed 
into  Townships  with  the  Lands  anexed  to  them  shall 
be  drawn  for  by  lot — which  drawing  shall  be  by  putting 
the  number  of  each  Township  and  also  the  number  of 
each  part  which  cannot  be  surveyed  into  a Township 
into  a box  & in  the  presence  of  sd  meeting  sd  number 
shall  by  said  Clerk  be  drawn  against  the  name  of  each 
proprietor  arranged  in  Alphabetical  order  & when 
there  shall  be  several  persons  who  shall  be  intitled  to 
one  Township  only  the  number  shall  be  drawn  against 
that  partner’s  name  who  stands  first  in  alphabetical 
order — and  the  lots  in  said  four  Townships  shall  be 
drawn  for  in  the  same  manner — If  there  should  be 
any  proprietors  who  shall  be  intitled  to  a part  of  a 
Township  or  a part  of  a lot  only  whether  from  the 
smallness  of  their  interest  or  otherwise  then  & in 
that  case  if  so  many  proprietors  as  shall  be  in- 
tituled to  a Township  or  lot  (shall  agree  to  take  a 
Township  or  lot)  in  Common  they  shall  have  a right  to 
draw  for  a Township  or  lot  upon  the  same  principle 
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& in  the  same  manner  as  is  above  provided  but  if  such 
Proprietors  shall  not  agree  to  draw  together  for  a 
Township  or  lot  the  Proprietors  at  sd  meeting  shall 
appoint  three  persons  who  shall  determine  what 
proprietors  shall  join  in  drawing  a Township  or  lot 
& sd  proprietors  shall  draw  accordingly  so  that  all 
the  property  shall  be  drawn  by  an  interest  that  has  a 
right  to  a Township  or  lot — and  in  such  mode  that 
each  Proprietor  shall  have  his  just  proportion  of  sd 
lands  and  in  case  the  proprietors  who  shall  jointly  as 
aforesd  draw  any  Township  or  lot  cannot  agree  upon 
an  actual  Partition  then  the  first  mentioned  Committee 
or  others  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  shall  upon 
application  of  a Major  part  of  said  proprietors  at  the 
expense  of  the  Company  by  going  upon  the  lands  or 
otherways  as  they  shall  Judge  proper  appoint  & set 
off  in  severalty  to  each  Proprietor  of  each  Town 
or  lot  his  share  & proportion  in  such  Township  Lot  or 
Tract  apparted  as  aforesaid  having  reference  to  quan- 
tity & quality  & when  said  Committee  shall  have  so 
apparted  & set  off  to  each  Proprietor  his  share  & 
proportion  as  aforesaid  said  Committee  shall  lodge  with 
sd  Clerk  a description  of  each  Proprietors  share  or 
proportion  therein  ascertained  which  shall  be  ac- 
corded by  said  Clerk— and  in  case  the  Committee  that 
may  be  elected  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them  shall  neglect  or  become  incapable  to 
perform  the  business  of  sd  appointment  there  & in 
such  case  the  proprietors  may  at  a meeting  warned  for 
that  purpose  elect  any  one  or  more  new  Committeeman 
to  serve  in  the  place  of  such  person  or  persons  as  may 
neglect  to  act  or  become  incapable  of  acting — Whenever 
a partition  of  sd  lands  shall  be  made  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided & shall  be  returned  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Directors 
the  same  shall  be  by  said  Clerk  recorded  in  the  Com- 
panies books  and  a list  of  each  proprietors  share  which 
shall  be  set  to  him  as  aforesd  shall  with  a true  Copy 
of  the  doings  of  sd  Committee  be  by  sd  Clerk  trans- 
mitted to  the  trustees  appointed  by  this  Company  & 
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thereupon  sd  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  to  & shall 
convey  in  fee  simple  to  each  proprietor  his  share  in 
severalty  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Com- 
pany & each  proprietor  of  a Township  or  lot  after  the 
first  general  division  shall  have  been  recorded  by  sd 
Clerk  & previous  to  the  division  between  the  pro- 
prietors of  a Town  or  lot  shall  have  good  right  to  a 
conveyance  of  his  part  of  sd  land  for  which  purpose  sd 
Clerk  shall  transmitt  to  said  Trustees  a Copy  of  sd 
general  division— It  is  further  agreed  that  whenever 
the  Indian  Claim  to  the  residue  of  sd  land  shall  be 
extinguished  and  sd  land  surveyed  a Division  of  that 
part  of  sd  lands  shall  be  made  upon  the  principle  & 
in  the  manner  aforesaid — -and  the  Proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors of  the  excess  of  three  millions  of  acres  of  land, 
if  any  (whenever  Partition  of  said  Reserve  is  Made  as 
aforesaid)  Shall  be  entitled  to  draw  for  his  or  their  share, 
or  the  land  by  them  respectively  owned  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  in  every  re- 
spect as  the  Proprietors  of  the  Land  Company  Shall 
draw  for  their  Land— Provided,  nevertheless  that 
nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  Resolutions  Shall 
divest  any  Proprietor  or  proprietors,  of  the  Rights 
Vested  in  him  or  them  by  the  eleventh  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Company. —

deeds  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  Shall  give  their 
personal  Note  or  Bond  Payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this

Whereas  we  the  Subscribers  are  severally  interested 
in  the  tract  of  Land  called  the  Connecticut  Reserve, 
and  whereas  a partition  of  sd  Tract  is  expected  soon  to 
be  effected,  and  being  desirous  of  taking  such  steps  in 
regard  to  such  partition  as  shall  conduce  to  the  benefit 
of  the  concerned,  and  judging  that  uniting  our  interest 
in  one  common  Stock,  and  in  the  partition  drawing 
together  as  one  common  stock,  will  have  a tendency  to

Port  Independence  July  13th  1796. 
Sir: 

In  my  last  I informed  you  of  our  safe  arrival  here 
on  the  4th  of  July.  Since  when  Mr.  Porter  and  part 
of  the  Surveyors  are  running  the  East  Line  to  be  pre- 
pared to  run  the  South  and  the  Surveyors  will  soon  be 
employed  in  running  out  the  Ranges.  I have  not  in- 
terfered or  medled  with  the  hiring  Men  or  procuring 
Supplies  but  I am  fearfull  some  difficulty  will  take 
place  in  supplying  so  many  Men  but  Mr.  Porter  says 
they  , will  all  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  business. 

I informed  you  applications  were  frequent  for 
Townships  and  No  is  not  an  answer  sufficient  And 
every  one  comes  with  a promise  from  one  of  the  Direct- 
ors most  generally  they  say  Mr.  Phelps  and  sometime 
others  I have  concluded  to  do  nothing  untill  I hear 
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from  you  except  f ullfill  some  honourary  Obligations 
those  not  till  the  out  lines  of  Townships  are  run.

Youngs  notes  & Some  from  Dutton  but  have  noene 
as  yet  & I shall  be  wanting  in  my  endeavours  on  all 
the  notes  in  my  hands  as  to  the  money  I advanced  for 
taxes  which  I had  been  for  several  months  collecting 
and  as  I took  notes  to  Colect  for  my  ballance  I did  not 
consider  myself  equitably  holden  to  pay  it  untill  I could 
collect  the  money  from  them  I wrote  the  person  oweing 
them  as  soon  as  I arrived  but  have  not  reed  a Cent  yet 
& shall  think  myself  well  off  if  I obtain  it  in  season  to 
pay  Taxes  this  year — I recd  a Letter  from  the  Auditor  in 
answer  to  mine  about  your  list  he  said  he  rec’d  yours  on 
the  same  subject  & had  wrote  you  he  says  it  is  not 
in  his  power  to  make  the  alteration  w7e  requested  he 
says  also  he  cannot  correct  the  list  agreeable  to  the  one 
last  sent  unless  we  can  point  out  what  has  become  of

Your  of  the  6th  instant  came  by  yesterdays  mail — I 
shall  endeavor  to  explain  the  situation  of  Genrl 
Cleavelands  affairs — last  fall  when  I calculated  to  go 
to  Connecticut  I left  the  whole  business  with  Gen r 1 
Perkins  to  obtain  the  order  of  Court  except  Trumbull 
County  which  was  granted.  Col  Perkins  being  sent 
to  Chillicotha  the  business  was  neglected  untill  I 
returned  as  I could  not  attend  the  Geauga  Court  In 
March  I employed  Esqr  Hine  to  do  the  business  & 
untill  after  the  Court  at  Portage  was  passed  had  not 
any  return  from  him  & it  never  once  came  to  my  mind 
that  part  of  the  land  was  in  portage  but  on  consulting 
with  Judge  Kinsman  he  chose  to  advertise  for  sale  the 
land  situate  in  Trumbull  & Geauga  County  in  order  to 
enable  him  to  make  Collections  & let  the  land  in  portage 
be  for  an  After  Sale.  I Set  out  for  Portage  Court 
tomorrow  & expect  to  have  the  business  finished  & 
the  Sale  the  next  term  as  the  Court  are  agreed  fully  in 
the  expediency  of  the  measure,  but  will  not  admit 
of  a private  Sale  without  first  advertising.

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Company  consisting 
of  Roger  Newberry,  Justin  Ely,  Elijah  White,  Jonathan 
Brace  and  Enoch  Perkins,  being  far  advanced  in  life, 
and  in  some  instances  wishing  to  make  some  family 
arrangements  of  their  Property;  for  these  and  other 
reasons  they  have  unanimously  agreed  as  follows, 
viz.  “that  a partition  of  all  the  Lands  and  other  property 
in  the  State  of  Ohio  owned  by  the  Members  of  the 
Company  jointly  or  in  common  be  made  as  soon  as  may 
be  found  practicable;  and  that  Jonathan  Brace  &

Our  wishes  to  have  this  done  speedily  are — 1 8 * be- 
cause, on  general  principles  when  a thing  is  to  be  done 
the  sooner  it  is  done  the  better — because  we  have 
concluded  to  make  no  more  exchanges  until  the  par- 
tition is  made;  and  there  will  be  a degree  of  suspence 
in  regard  to  our  business  until  the  partition  is  completed ; 
though  we  wish  you  to  sell  in  all  Cases  where  you  have 
opportunity  and  think  it  expedient,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  no  partition  were  proposed. — After  the  par- 
tition the  Members  of  our  Company  will  wish  to  con- 
tinue your  agency  in  regard  to  our  several  Lands. — - 

So  far  as  the  Members  of  bur  Company  own  Lands 
jointly  and  equally  (with  the  exception  of  Braceville) 
we  wish  you  to  arrange  all  our  Lands  in  New-Connecti- 
cut  into  five  drafts  which  in  your  Judgment  shall  be 
equal  value;  and  in  arranging  these  Drafts  to  have 
as  little  splitting  up  and  scattering  as  may  be. — when

With  respect  to  the  Lands  which 
you  as  our  Agent  have  contracted  to  sell  and  where 
the  title  remains  in  us,  our  general  Idea  is,  to  have 
these  contracts  divided  according  to  their  value  as

(From  the  Society’s  certified  transcripts  of  the  Records 
of  the  Connecticut  Land  Company,  Vol.  XVIII, 
Books  8 and  4.) 


We  the  subscribers  Directors  of  the  “Connecticut 
Land  Company”  do  agree  to  sell  Samuel  Huntington 
Jun  Two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the  town  and  city 
of  Cleveland  on  the  Western  Reserve  to  be  surveyed 
and  located  by  the  agent  of  said  Directors  residing 
on  said  Reserve  in  such  place  or  places  as  said  Hunt- 
ington shall  point  out  provided  not  more  than  One 
fourth  of  said  quantity  shall  be  located  within  the  city 
said  Huntington  paying  for  the  same  at  the  rate  of 
Two  Dollars  per  acre  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
AD  1802  with  Interest  after  the  first  day  of  June  AD 
1801  and  upon  receiving  payment  for  each  hundred

THE  AGREEMENT  OF  THE  ERIE  COMPANY 
WITH  SIMON  PERKINS,  AGENT. 

(From  the  Simon  Perkins  Papers,  Western  Reserve 
Historical  Society.) 


Norwich  April  3,  1799. 

Memorandum  of  an  Agreement  made  and  entered 
into  by  and  between  Moses  Cleaveland,  Daniel  L. 
Coit  & Joseph  Perkins  Agents  and  Trustees  for  and 
in  behalf  of  The  Erie  Company  of  the  one  part,  and 
Simon  Perkins  of  Lisbon  in  the  County  of  New  London 
of  the  other  part  witnesseth:  That  for  the  Considera- 

tion hereafter  mentioned  the  said  Simon  Perkins  agrees 
to  set  out  from  said  Lisbon  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
be,  and  go  onto  the  Lands  owned  by  the  said  Company 
in  the  Connecticut  Reserve,  and  continue  there  during 
the  ensuing  Summer,  and  such  part  of  the  Autum 
following  as  he  shall  judge  advantageous  for  the  Inter- 
est of  the  Company,  unless  he  should  be  otherwise 
directed  by  sd  Agents  & Trustees— during  which  time 
he  the  said  Perkins  is  to  imploy  himself  in  the  ser- 
vice of  sd  Company  in  Selling  Surveying  laying  out 
and  exploring  their  Lands  and  such  other  Business 
as  they  may  direct  to  have  done  by  these  instructions 
or  by  others  during  his  imploy.  and  to  furnish  himself 
with  a Horse  and  the  sd  Trustees  or  Agents  agree  to 
allow  the  said  Perkins  The  Sum  of  two  Dollars  p r Day 
and  his  necessary  expenses,  from  the  time  he  leaves

into  pursuant  to  his  instructions — And  they  the  said 
Cleaveland  Coit  & Perkins  Trustees  and  Agents  aff ore- 
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said,  agree  that  the  Services  of  sd  Simon  Perkins  as 
afforesaid  shall  be  accepted  in  part  payment  of  a 
quantity  of  Lands  which  the  sd  Simon  Perkins  did 
agree  to  purchase  of  the  sd  Agents  & Trustees  affore-

from,  or  while  at  the  Reserve,  he  shall  be  at  Liberty  to 
do  it,  but  while  so  engaged  and  not  in  the  actual 
Business  of  the  Company  wages  are  to  be  discontinued

THE  QUIETING  ACT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
APRIL  28,  1800. 

Chap.  192.  (XXXVIII)  An  act  to  authorize  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  accept,  for  the 
United  States,  a cession  of  jurisdiction  of  the 
territory  west  of  Pennsylvania,  commonly  called 
the  Western  Reserve  of  Connecticut.  Statutes 
at  Large,  Vol.  II — 56. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  the  president  of  the  United  States  be, 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver 
letters  patent  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  governor  of  the  state  of  Connecticut  for 
the  time  being,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  persons 
holding  and  claiming  under  the  state  of  Connecticut, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  forever,  whereby  all  the  right, 
title,  interest,  and  estate,  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
soil  of  that  tract  of  land  lying  west  of  the  west  line  of 
Pennsylvania,  as  claimed  by  the  state  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  as  the  same  has  been  actually  settled,  ascertained, 
and  run,  in  conformity  to  an  agreement  between  the 
said  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  state  of  Virginia, 
and  extending  from  said  line,  westward,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  statute  miles  in  length,  and  in  breadth 
throughout  the  said  limits  in  length,  from  the  comple- 
tion of  the  forty-first  degree  of  north  latitude,  until 
it  comes  to  forty-two  degrees  and  two  minutes  north 
latitude,  including  all  that  territory  commonly  called 
the  Western  Reserve  of  Connecticut,  and  which  was 
excepted  by  said  state  of  Connecticut  out  of  the  cession 
by  the  said  state  heretofore  made  to  the  United  States, 
and  accepted  by  a resolution  of  Congress  of  the  four- 
teenth of  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
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eighty-six,  shall  be  released  and  conveyed  as  aforesaid 
to  the  said  governor  of  Connecticut,  and  his  successors 
in  said  office,  forever,  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  the 
grantees  and  purchasers  under  said  state  of  Connecticut, 
and  confirming  their  titles  to  the  soil  of  the  said  tract 
of  land. 

Provided,  however,  That  such  letters  patent  shall 
not  be  executed  and  delivered  unless  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut shall,  within  eight  months  from  passing  this  act, 
by  a legislative  act,  renounce  forever,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  several  individ- 
ual states  who  may  be  therein  concerned,  respectively, 
and  of  all  those  deriving  claims  or  titles  from  them,  or 
any  of  them,  all  territorial  and  jurisdictional  claims 
whatever,  under  any  grant,  charter,  or  charters  what- 
ever, to  the  soil  and  jurisdiction  of  any  and  all  lands 
whatever,  lying  westward,  northwestward,  and  south- 
westward,  of  those  counties  in  the  state  of  Connecticut, 
which  are  bounded  westwardly  by  the  eastern  line  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  as  ascertained  by  agreement 
between  Connecticut  and  New  York,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  ‘ seven  hundred  and  thirty-three,  excepting 
only  from  such  renunciation  the  claim  of  said  state  of 
Connecticut,  and  of  those  claiming  from  or  under  the 
said  state,  to  the  soil  of  said  tract  of  land,  herein  de- 
scribed under  the  name  of  the  Western  Reserve  of 
Connecticut. 

And  provided,  also.  That  the  said  state  of  Connect- 
icut shall,  within  the  said  eight  months  from  and  after 
passing  this  act,  by  the  agent  or  agents  of  said  state, 
duly  authorized  by  the  legislature  thereof,  execute  and 
deliver,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  a deed,  expressly  releasing  to  the  United  States 
the  jurisdictional  claim  of  the  said  state  of  Connecticut, 
to  the  said  tract  of  land,  herein  described  under  the 
name  of  the  Western  Reserve  of  Connecticut,  and  shall 
deposite  an  exemplification  of  said  act  of  renunciation, 
under  the  seal  of  the  said  state  of  Connecticut,  together 
with  said  deed,  releasing  said  jurisdiction,  in  the  office 
of  the  department  of  state  of  the  United  States;  which

deed  of  cession,  when  so  deposited,  shall  vest  the  juris- 
diction of  said  territory  in  the  United  States;  Provided, 
That  neither  this  act,  nor  anything  contained  therein, 
shall  be  construed  so  as  in  any  manner  to  draw  into 
question  the  conclusive  settlement  of  the  dispute 
between  Pennsylvania  and  Connecticut,  by  the  decree 
of  the  federal  court  at  Trenton,  nor  to  impair  the  right 
of  Pennsylvania,  or  any  other  state,  or  of  any  person 
or  persons  claiming  under  that  or  any  other  state,  in 
any  existing  dispute  concerning  the  right,  either  of

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  at  their  Ses- 
sion begun  and  holden  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on 
the  first  Monday  of  December  in  the  Year  One  thou- 
sand Seven  hundred  and  ninety  nine  made  and  passed 
an  Act  in  the  words  following,  to  wit 4 4 An  Act  to  author- 
ize the  President  of  the  United  States  to  accept  for  the 
Jjnited.  States  a Cession  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  Territory 
west  of  Pensylvania,  commonly  called  the  western 
Reserve  of  Connecticut ” 

(Here  follows  text  of  act  as  printed  in  Document 
number  XVIII,  p.  211  of  this  publication.)

and  all  Lands  whatever,  lying  westward  northwestward 
and  South  westward  of  those  Counties  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut  which  are  bounded  westwardly  by  the 
Eastern  line  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  ascertained 
by  agreement  between  Connecticut  and  New  York  in 
the  Year  One  thousand  Seven  hundred  & thirty  three; 
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excepting  only  from  this  Renunciation  the  Claim  of 
said  State  of  Connecticut,  and  of  those  Claiming  from 
or  under  the  sd  State  of  Connecticut,  to  the  Soil  of  sd 
Tract  of  Land  in  said  Act  of  Congress  described  under 
the  name  of  the  Western  Reserve  of  Connecticut. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Governor  of 
this  State  for  the  time  being,  be,  and  hereby  is  empow- 
ered in  the  Name  and  behalf  of  this  State,  to  execute 
and  deliver,  to  the  Acceptance  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  a Deed  of  the  form  and  Tenour,  directed 
by  the  said  Act  of  Congress  expressly  releasing  to  the 
United  States  the  Jurisdictional  Claims  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  to  all  that  Territory  called  the  Western 
Reserve  of  Connecticut , according  to  the  description 
thereof  in  said  Act  of  Congress,  and  in  as  full  and  ample 
manner  as  therein  is  required.

To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  Greeting: 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales  at  their 
Session,  begun  and  hol.den  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  on  monday  the  second  of 
December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety 
nine,  passed  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  authorize  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  accept  for  the  United 
States  a cession  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  Territory  West 
of  Pennsylvania,,  commonly  called  the  Western  reserve 
of  Connecticut,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit:  (here 
follows  the  Act  of  April  28th,  1800  printed  as  on  page  21 1 
this  sheet)  And  Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  at  their  session  holden  at  Hartford 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  May  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  passed  the  following  act,  to  wit:

Provided  However,  That  such  Letters  Patent  shall 
not  be  executed  and  delivered,  unless  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut shall,  within  eight  months  from  passing  this 
Act,  by  a Legislative  Act,  renounce  forever,  for  the 
Use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  several 
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individual  States  who  may  be  therein  concerned  re* 
spectively,  and  of  all  those  deriving  claims  or  titles  from 
them  or  any  of  them,  all  Territorial  & jurisdictional 
claims  whatever,  under  any  grant,  charter  or  charters 
whatever,  to  the  Soil  and  jurisdiction  of  any  and  all  lands 
whatever  lying  Westward,  NorthWestward  and  South- 
Westward  of  those  Counties  in  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
which  are  bounded  Westwardly  by  the  Eastern  Line 
of  the  State  of  New’  York,  as  ascertained  by  agreement 
between  Connecticut  and  New  York  in  the  Year  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty  three,  excepting 
only  from  such  renunciation  the  claim  of  said  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  of  those  claiming  from  or  under  the 
said  State  to  the  soil  of  the  said  tract  of  land  therein 
described  under  the  name  of  the  Western  Reserve  of 
Connecticut:  And  Provided  also,  that  the  said  State 
of  Connecticut  shall,  within  the  said  eight  months  from 
and  after  the  passing  this  act  by  the  Agent  or  Agents 
of  said  State  duly  authorized  by  the  Legislature  thereof, 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  acceptance  of  the  President

that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  in 
any  manner  to  pledge  the  United  States  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  Indian  title  to  the  said  land,  or 
further  than  merely  to  pass  the  title  of  the  United  States 
thereto:  Therefore  in  consideration  of  the  terms  and 

in  compliance,  with  the  provisions,  and  conditions  of 
the  said  act: — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and 
House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  Assembled, 
That  the  State  of  Connecticut  doth  hereby  renounce 
forever,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  Several  individual  States  who  may  be  therein 
concerned  respectively,  and  of  all  those  deriving  claims 
or  titles  from  them  or  any  of  them,  all  Territorial  and 
Jurisdictional  claims  whatever  under  any  grant.  Char- 
ter or  Charters  whatever  to  the  Soil  and  jurisdiction 
of  any  and  all  lands  whatever  lying  Westward,  north- 
westward and  SouthWestward  of  those  Counties,  in 
the  state  of  Connecticut  wdiich  are  bounded  West- 
wardly  by  the  Eastern  line  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
as  ascertained  by  agreement  between  Connecticut  and 
New  York  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirty  three;  excepting  only  from  this  renunciation 
the  claim  of  said  State  of  Connecticut,  and  of  those 
claiming  from  or  under  the  said  State  of  Connecticut, 
to  the  soil  of  said  tract  of  land,  in  said  Act  of  Congress 
described  under  the  name  of  the  Western  reserve  of 
Connecticut. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Governor  of  this 
State  for  the  time  being  be,  and  hereby  is  empowered 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  State,  to  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  acceptance  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  a deed  of  the  form  and  tenor,  directed  by  the 
said  Act  of  Congress,  expressly  releasing  to  the  United 
States,  the  jurisdictional  claims  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut to  all  that  Territory  called  the  Western 
Reserve  of  Connecticut,  according  to  the  description 
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thereof  in  said  Act  of  Congress,  and  in  as  full  and  ample 
a manner  as  therein  is  required.  And  Whereas  Jona- 
than Trumbull  Esquire  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  in  conformity  to  the  before  recited  Acts, 
on  the  Thirtieth  day  of  May  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred, did  execute  & deliver  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  a deed  expressly  releasing  to  the  United 
States,  the  jurisdictional  claim  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut to  the  tract  of  land  in  the  aforesaid  Act  of 
Congress,  described  under  the  name  of  the  Western 
Reserve  of  Connecticut,  which  Deed  on  the  Ninth  day 
of  June  last  passed  was  accepted  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  thereupon  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut on  the  Ninth  day  of  June  one  thousand  eight 
hundred,  caused  an  exemplification  of  the  Act  of 
renunciation  aforesaid  under  the  Seal  of  said  State, 
together  with  the  above  mentioned  deed  releasing 
said  jurisdiction  to  be  deposited  in  the  Office  of  the 
Department  of  State  of  the  United  States,  Whereby 
the  State  of  Connecticut  has  complied  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  said  act  of  Congress.- — 

Be  it  therefore  known,  That  in  consideration  of 
the  Premises,  and  by  Virtue  of  the  Powers  vested  in 
the  President  of  the  United  States  by  the  before  re- 
cited Act  of  Congress,  and  for  the  purposes  therein 
declared,  I John  Adams,  President  of  the  United  States; 
in  the  name  & behalf  of  the  United  States,  have  re- 
leased and  conveyed,  and  by  these  presents  do  release 
and  convey  to  Jonathan  Trumbull  Esquire,  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  his  Successors  in  said 
Office  forever,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  persons 
holding  and  claiming  under  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
their  Heirs  and  Assigns  forever,  all  the  right,  title, 
interest  and  estate  of  the  United  States  to  the  Soil 
of  that  tract  of  land  Lying  West  of  the  West  line  of 
Pennsylvania,  as  claimed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  as  the  same  has  been  actually  settled,  ascertained 
and  run  in  conformity  to  an  agreement  between  the 
said  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  State  of  Virginia  and 
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extending  from  said  line  Westward  one  hundred  and 
twenty  Statute  miles  in  length,  and  in  breadth  through- 
out the  said  limits  in  length  from  the  completion  of 
the  forty  first  degree  of  north  Latitude,  until  it  comes 
to  forty  two  Degrees  and  two  minutes  North  Latitude, 
including  all  the  Territory  commonly  called  the  Western 
reserve  of  Connecticut,  and  which  was  accepted  by 
said  State  of  Connecticut  out  of  the  Cession  by  the 
said  State,  heretofore  made  to  the  United  States,  and 
accepted  by  a resolution  of  Congress  of  the  fourteenth 
of  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty 
six.  To  have  and  to  Hold  all  the  right,  title,  interest 
and  estate  of  the  United  States,  in  and  to  the  Soil,  of 
the  tract  of  land  before  mentioned,  and  to  every  part 
and  parcel  thereof  unto  him  the  said  Jonathan  Trum- 
bull Esquire,  Governor  of  said  State  of  Connecticut, 
and  his  Successors  in  said  Office  forever,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  respective  persons,  holding  and  claim- 
ing the  same  under  the  said  State  of  Connecticut,  and 
their  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

In  Testimony  wdiereof,  I John  Adams,  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  have  caused  the  Seal 
of  the  said  United  States  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and 
signed  the  same  with  my  Hand  at  the  City  of  Wash- 
ington, this  Second  day  of  March,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  and  of  the 
Independence  of  the  said  States  the  Twenty  fifth.
